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REGULATIONS. 


1.  That  the  Society  shall  be  called  **  The  Norfolk  and  Norwich 
Akchaolooical  Society." 

2.  That  the  objects  of  the  Society  shall  be  to  collect  the  best  information 
on  the  Arts  and  Monuments  of  the  County,  including  Primeval  Antiquities  ; 
Numismatics  ;  Architecture,  Civil  and  Ecclesiastical ;  Sculpture  ;  Painting 
on  Walls,  Wood,  or  Glass ;  Civil  History  and  Antiquities,  comprising 
Alanors,  Manorial  Kights,  Privileges,  and  Customs  ;  Descent ;  Qenealugy ; 
Ecclesiastical  History  or  Endowments,  and  Charitable  Foundations ; 
Becords,  &o.,  and  all  other  matters  usually  comprised  under  the  head  of 
Archaeology. 

3.  That  the  Officers  of  the  Society  shall  consist  of  a  President,  Vice- 
Presidents,  Treasurer,  Secretaries,  and  a  Committee  of  eighteen. 

4.  That  all  such  Antiquities  as  shall  be  given  to  the  Society,  shall  be 
presented  to  the  Norwich  Museum. 

6.  That  six  of  the  Committee  shall  go  out  annually  in  rotation,  but  with 
the  power  of  being  re-elected,  except  retiring  Members  resident  within  ten 
miles  of  Norwich  who  have  not  attended  at  least  one-third  of  the  Committee 
Meetings  held  during  their  term  of  office  ;  and  also  that  the  Committee  shall 
supply  any  vacancy  that  may  occur  in  their  number  during  the  year. 

6.  That  the  President,  Vice-Presidents,  Treasurer,  and  Secretaries  be 
elected  at  the  Annual  General  Meeting  for  one  year,  with  power  of  being 
re-elected,  and  shall  be  ex-officio  Members  of  the  Committee. 

7.  '  That  any  person  desirous  to  become  a  member  of  this  Society,  shall 
be  proposed  by  at  least  two  of  its  Members,  at  either  a  General  or  Committee 
Meeting. 

8.  That  every  Member  shall  pay  the  annual  Subscription  of  Seven 
Shillings  and  Sixpence,  to  be  due  in  advance  on  the  first  of  January. 

9.  That  distinguished  Antiquaries,  not  connected  with  the  County,  may 
be  elected  as  Honorary  Members,  at  any  of  the  General  or  Committee 
Meetings  of  the  Society,  on  being  proposed  by  two  of  the  Members. 

10.  That  four  General  Meetings  shall  be  held  in  the  year,  at  such  times 
and  places  as  shall  be  from  time  to  time  determined  by  the  Committee. 
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11.  That  Buch  short  Papers  shall  he  read  at  the  Meetings  as  the  Com- 
mittee shall  previously  approve  of,  and  that  the  Meetings  shall  conclude 
with  the  exhibition  of,  and  discussion  on,  such  subjects  of  interest  or 
curiosity  as  Members  may  produce. 

12.  That  the  Committee  may,  on  such  occasions  as  they  shall  think 
necessary,  call  Special  Meetings  by  advertisement,  Mnd  the  Secretary  shall,  at 
the  request  in  writing  of  twenty  or  more  Members,  call  a  Special  Meeting, 
to  be  held  at  the  expiration  of  a  fortnight  from  the  date  of  posting  the 
notices  convening  such  Meeting. 

13.  That  the  Accounts  shall  be  audited,  and  a  statement  of  the  affairs  of 
the  Society  shall  be  given  at  the  first  General  Meeting  in  the  year. 

14.  That  the  Committee  shall  meet  from  time  to  time  to  receive  in- 
formation and  make  such  arrangements  as  may  be  necessary,  preparatory  to 
the  General  Meetings.  That  three  shall  be  a  quorum,  and  that  the 
Chairman  shall  have  the  casting  vote. 

15.  That  a  Short  Annual  Report  of  the  Proceedings  of  the  Society  shall  be 
laid  before  the  General  Meeting,  and  that  a  list  of  Members  shall  be  printed 
from  time  to  time. 

16.  That  all  papers  deposited  in  the  archives  of  this  Society  shall  be 
considered  the  property  of  the  Society :  but  that  it  shall  be  optional  with 
the  Committee  to  receive  communications  from  Members,  who  are  writing 
with  other  objects  in  view,  and  to  return  the  same,  after  perusal,  to  the 
authors. 

17.  That  the  Committee  shall  have  the  power  of  making  By-Laws, 
which  shall  remain  in  force  till  the  next  General  Meeting. 

18.  That  the  .Committee  shall  have  the  power  of  publishing  such  papers 
and  engravings,  at  the  Society's  expense,  as  may  be  deemed  worthy  of 
being  printed ;  that  each  Subscriber  shall  be  entitled  to  a  copy  of  such 
publication,  either  gratis  or  at  such  price  as  the  funds  of  the  Society  will 
admit,  from  the  time  of  his  admission  ;  and  to  such  further  copies,  and 
previous  publications  (if  there  be  any  in  hand),  at  a  price  to  be  fixed  by  the 
Committee ;  that  each  of  the  authors  of  such  published  papers  shall  be  entitled 
to  fifteen  copies,  gratis  ;  and  that  the  Committee  shall  have  the  power  to  make 
such  arrangements  for  re-printing  any  of  the  parts  of  the  Society's  Papers, 
when  out  of  print,  as  they  may  deem  most  conducive  to  the  interest  of  the 
Society. 

19.  That  the  Society  in  its  pursuits  shall  be  confined  to  the  County  of 
Norfolk.

The  work  of  the  Society  for  the  year  iSiOT^eomifienceiT . 
with  an  Evening  Meeting,  lield  in  the  Straug^r^'  lled]^  ^ 
on  Tuesday,  the  19th  March,  when  Mr.  C.  fi.  Keyser,  F.S.A., 
President  of  the  British  Archaeological  Association,  read  a 
Paper  entitled  "A  Day's  Excursion  amongst  the  Churclies 
of  South-east  Norfolk,"  which  was  fully  illustrated  by 
lantern  slides  and  Mr.  Keyser's  collection  of  photo- 
graphic enlargements.

}iam,  and  Hales  were  inspected,  and  Loddon  and  Chedgrave 
Churches  during  the  afternoon.  Sir  Reginald  Beauchamp 
kindly  provided  tea  for  the  members  at  Langley  Park, 
after  which  the  ruins  of  Langley  Abbey  and  Claxton 
Castle  were  visited,  the  party  returning  by  train  from 
Buckenham  Station.

During  the  past  year  an  interesting  volume,  The 

MemoinaZa    of    Old    Norfolk,    under    the    editorehip    of 

Dr.  Astley,  has  been  published,  most  of  the  contributors 

being   members   of    this   Society,   while   Mr.   Walter   Rye 

has   issued  a  second   part   of    his   Norfolk   Antiquarian 

Miscellany. 

The  dangerous  condition  of  the  Guildhall  of  Norwich 
has  caused  considerable  anxiety  to  the  citizens  during 
the  past  few  months,  but  it  is  hoped  that  steps  will 
very  shortly  be  taken  to  insure  its  stability  for  many 
years  to  come. 

A  large  portion  of  the  city  wall  extending  along 
Coburg  Street  has  recently  been  exposed  to  view  by 
the  removal  of  old  buildings.  It  was  the  laudable 
intention  of  the  Corporation  to  preserve  the  wall  so 
exposed  in  its  entirety,  but  unfortunately  a  considerable 
portion  fell  before  the  necessary  reparation  could  be 
effected.  It  is  hoped,  however,  that  steps  will  be  taken 
to  preserve  such  parts  as  still  remain  in  situ. 
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By  the  death  of  the  late  Mr.  Charles  Williams  our 
Society  has  lost  one  who  was  for  many  years  a  member 
of  the  Committee,  and  on  several  occasions  contributed 
to  the  Society's  pages.  Mr.  Williams  paid  considerable 
attention  to  the  early  history  of  medicine  in  Norwich, 
and  his  notes  on  this  subject  were  privately  published 
by  him,  as  were  also  several  pamphlets  dealing  with 
the  works  of  Sir  Thomas  Browne.  More  recently  we 
have  lost  a  very  old  member  in  the  late  Mr.  J.  J. 
Coulton,  who  was  also  an  occasional  contributor  to  our 
publications. 

It  is  with  very  sincere  regret  that  the  Committee 
have  received  an  intimation  from  our  President,  General 
Bulwer,  C.B.,  that  he  will  not  seek  re-election  to  office 
during  the  ensuing  year.  General  Bulwer,  owing  to  ill 
health,  finds  himself  compelled  to  adopt  this  course,  and 
in  deference  to  his  wishes  the  Committee  feel  that  the 
Society  must  bow  to  his  decision  in  the  matter,  and 
must  elect  a  new  President  to  take  his  place.  Misfortunes 
never  come  singly,  and  the  Committee  have  further 
to  regretfully  announce  that  the  Society's  Editorial 
Secretary,  the  Rev.  William  Hudson,  F.S.A.,  has  also 
intimated  his  intention  to  retire  from  office  at  the 
Annual  General  Meeting.  Both  General  Bulwer  and 
Mr.  Hudson  have  done  such  excellent  work  for  the 
Society  that  the  Committee  feel  sure  that  this  announce- 
ment will  be  received  with  the  greatest  possible  regret 
by  the  members,  who  will  be  asked  to  appoint  their 
successors  at  the  Annual  General  Meeting. 

The  following  members  of  the  Committee  retire  this 
year  but  are  eligible  for  re-election,  viz. — the  Rev.  Dr. 
Astley,  Mr.  Lovewell  Blake,  the  Rev.  E.  C.  Hopper, 
Mr.  Jones,  Mr.  Purdy,  and  Mr.  Tingey,  F.S.A.

ANNUAL  REPORT   FOR  THE   YEAR  1908. 
Bead  8tii  June,  1909. 


The  first  of  the  Society's  meetings  for  the  year  1908 
was  held  in  the  Strangers'  Hall  on  Monday,  March  30th, 
when  Mr.  C.  E.  Keyser,  F.S.A.,  read  to  the  members 
one  of  his  valuable  papers,  the  subject  on  this  occasion 
being  the  Norman  Doorways  of  Norfolk,  illustrated 
with  an  extensive  series  of  lantern  slides  and  photo- 
graphs provided  by  himself. 

On  the  following  Thursday  afternoon  (April  2nd)  visits 
were  paid  to  the  Churches  of  Hethersett  and  Kettering- 
ham,  the  latter  Churcli  being  about  to  be  restored.  The 
members  afterwards  visited  Ketteringham  Hall,  where 
afternoon  tea  was  kindly  provided  by  Lady  Boileau, 
and  some  considerable  time  was  devoted  to  the  inspection 
of  the  interesting  collections  preserved  in  the  Hall. 

During  the  spring  it  was  with  great  regret  that  the 
Committee  received  a  letter  from  General  Bulwer,  inti- 
mating his  desire  not  to  continue  longer  as  President  of 
the  Society  owing  to  ill-health,  and  accordingly  at  the 
Annual  General  Meeting  held  on  the  7th  May  the 
Bight  Honourable  the  Earl  of   Orford,  on  the  motion  of 
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the  Rev.  Canon  Jessopp,  D.D.,  seconded  by  Sir  Maurice 
Boileau,  Bart,  was  unanimously  elected  President  for  the 
ensuing  year.  In  parting  with  General  Bulwer  the 
Committee  wish  to  record  their  great  appreciation  of 
the  services  lie  has  rendered  to  the  cause  of  Archaeology 
in  the  county,  and  especially  of  the  great  interest  which 
he  has  always  manifested  in  the  welfare  of  the  Society. 
The  Society  has  also  to  deplore  the  loss  of  the  services 
of  its  Editor,  the  Rev.  William  Hudson,  F.S.A.,  who  for 
so  many  years  as  Secretar3^  and  afterwards  as  Editor, 
had  done  so  much  for  the  Society.  Mr.  Hudson's 
resignation  was  accepted  with  extreme  regret,  and 
Mr.  Tingey,  F.S.A.,  and  Mr.  Bolingbroke  were  tem- 
porarily appointed  to  carry  out  the  duties  of  Editor. 
Mr.  Hudson,  on  the  motion  of  the  Honoraiy  Secretary, 
was  elected  a  Vice-President  of  the  Society.  In  the 
afternoon  visits  were  paid  to  the  Churches  at  Bawburgh, 
Drayton,  and  Hellesdon,  and  Mr.  Walter  kindly  allowed 
the  members  to  inspect  his  interesting  collection  of 
Nelson  relics,  old  silver  spoons,  etc.,  and  Mrs.  Walter 
most  hospitably  entertained  the  members  to  tea. 

The  Summer  Excursion  was  extended  to  two  days  and 
took  place  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Hunstanton  on  the 
2nd  and  3rd  of  July.  The  party  assembled  at  Burnham 
Station  on  the  morning  of  the  first  day  and  proceeded 
in  brakes  to  visit  Burnham  Norton  and  Deepdale 
Churches,  and  thence  proceeded  to  Brancaster,  where 
luncheon  was  excellently  served  at  the  Dormy  House. 
A  short  visit  was  paid  to  the  Church  and  then  the 
journey  was  resumed  to  Hunstanton,  the  Churches  of 
Titchwell,  Thornham,  Holme,  and  Hunstanton  being 
visited  en  route.  The  park  and  gardens  at  Hunstanton 
Hall  were  also  inspected,  and  in  the  evening  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  E.  M.  Beloe  held  a  reception  at  the  Town  Hall 
in  honour  of  the  visit  of  the  Society.     On  the  following 
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day  an  early  start  was  made  and  the  Churches  of 
Heacham,  Snettisham,  and  Dersingham  were  visited. 
After  luncheon  had  been  served  at  Dersingham,  the  rest 
of  the  afternoon  was  spent  at  Castle  Rising,  whence  the 
party  drove  to  Lynn  and  caught  their  trains  home. 

The  first  part  of  volume  xvii.  of  the  Society's  Original 
Papers  has  been  issued  to  the  members  for  the  year 
1908,  with,  in  addition,  a  monograph  on  the  Sculptured 
Bosses  in  the  roof  of  the  Bauchun  Chapel  in  Norwich 
Cathedral.  In  the  latter  the  bosses  were  illustrated  photo- 
graphically and  were  well  described  by  Dr.  Montague 
James,  Provost  of  King's  College,  Cambridge,  with  a 
short  introduction  by  Dr.  Bensly.  The  second  part  of 
volume  xvii.  is  in  active  preparation,  and  will  be  in 
the  hands  of  members  in  the  course  of  the  year. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  lost  several  of  our 
members  by  death,  notably  Lord  Amherst  of  Hackney, 
Mr.  G,  E.  Hawes,  and  Capt.  King,  R.N.,  while  we  regret 
that  both  the  Rev.  Dundas  Harford  and  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Radford,  having  left  the  county,  have  retired  from  their 
positions  on  the  Committee. 

The  Committee  feel  sure  that  the  members  of  the 
Society  will  desire  to  express  their  very  sincere  sympathy 
with  their  President,  the  Earl  of  Orford,  in  his  recent 
sad  bereavement,  by  the  sudden  death  of  the  Countess  , 
of  Orford.  Lady  Orford  often  accompanied  her  husband 
at  our  excursions  and  meetings,  and  we  had  hoped  to 
see  her  still  more  frequently  in  the  near  future. 

The  Committee  desire  to  draw  the  attention  of  the 
members  to  the  fact  that  the  British  ArchsBological 
Association  propose  to  hold  their  Congress  this  year  at 
Norwich,  during  the  week  commencing  the  12th  July. 
Members  of  the  Society  will  be  permitted  to  join  the 
Congress  on  payment  of  £1.  Is,  for  a  ticket,  which  will 
entitle  one  lady  and  one  gentleman  to  take  part  in  the 
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various  excursions  to  be  held  during  the  week.  The 
Society  proposes  to  hold  an  evening  meeting  at  the 
Norwich  Castle  Museum  (by  kind  permission  of  the 
Museum  Committee)  and  invitations  to  the  members 
will  be  issued  in  due  course. 

The  following  Members  of  the  Committee  retire  this 
year,  viz.,  the  Rev.  B.  J.  Armstrong,  Mr.  G.  W.  G.  Barnard, 
Dr.  J.  Bately,  Sir  Peter  Bade,  M.D.,  Mr.  Bosworth 
Harcourt,  and  the  Rev.  Dundas  Harford.  Of  these 
Mr.  Barnard  and  Mr.  Harford  desire  to  resign,  and  the 
rest  are  eligible  for  re-election.

ANNUAL  REPORT   FOR  THE   YEAR  1909. 
Read  2nd  June,  1910. 


In  presenting  our  Annual  Report  of  the  Norfolk  and 
Norwich  Archssological  Society,  wq  beg  to  state  that 
the  present  membership  appears  to  be  347.  We  regret 
to  state  that  our  losses  during  the  past  year  have 
been  unusually  heavy.  His  most  gracious  Majesty 
King  Edward  VII.,  who  was  taken  from  us  so  suddenly 
on  May  6th  of  this  year,  had  been  Patron  of  our 
Society  for  forty-seven  years,  and  was  ever  forward  to 
promote  anything  for  the  good  of  the  county  which 
he  had  especially  made  his  own.  A  hurried  meeting 
of  such  Members  of  the  Committee  as  could  be  called 
together  decided  to  postpone  the  Annual  Meeting  until 
after  the  Royal  funeral. 

Dean  Lefroy  died  on  August  11th  at  the  RifFel  Alp, 
Switzerland.  To  his  unceasing  care  of  our  Cathedral 
Church,  and  to  his  energy  in  many  other  ways,  we 
desire  to  bear  our  testimony. 

We  have  also  lost  the  Rev.  F.  Lillingston,  Rector  of 
Sail,  and  Dr.  Henry  Wheeler,  who  was  with  us  at  our 
last  Annual  Meeting. 
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But  within  the  executive  of  the  Society  our  greatest 
loss  was  in  the  death,  on  January  1st,  of  Dr.  W.  T. 
Bensly,  F.S.A.,  for  many  years  one  of  our  Committee 
and  Treasurer;  for  whose  intimate  knowledge  of  the 
diocese,  and  unrivalled  acquaintance  with  its  archsBology, 
for  whose  unfailing  courtesy  and  great  interest  in  our 
excursions,  we  can  all  vouch,  many  of  us  by  long 
personal  experience. 

Last  year  a  departure  from  our  usual  course  was 
made  by  holding  our  Annual  General  Meeting  at  the 
Church  House,  East  Dereham.  This,  through  unavoidable 
causes,  took  place  rather  later  than  usual,  on  June  8th, 
and  was  our  first  work  of  the  year.  In  the  absence  of 
the  President,  Lord  Orford,  and  the  Vice-Presidents, 
Mr.  Bosworth  Harcourt  was  voted  to  the  chair.  After 
the  ordinary  business,  and  lunch  at  the  King's  Arms 
Hotel,  the  party  proceeded  to  visit  the  Parish  Church, 
and  other  places  of  interest,  under  the  guidance  of 
Mr.  W.  M.  Barton,  wlio  also  very  kindly  entertained 
the  party  to  tea  at  his  residence,  which  stands  upon  the 
site  of  the  ancient  Guildhall  of  the  town.  The  meeting 
was  not  very  well  attended,  and  the  question  of  the 
desirability  of  sometimes  holding  a  meeting  in  some  of 
the  principal  towns  of  Norfolk  other  than  Norwich 
must  be  further  considered. 

On  July  13th,  by  the  kind  permission  of  the  Castle 
Museum  Committee,  a  lecture  was  delivered  in  the 
Picture  Gallery  by  Mr.  William  Davidson,  F.R.I.B.A., 
Owen  Jones  Travelling  Student,  1904,  and  Lecturer  on 
Architecture  and  Decoration  at  Edinburgh  College  of 
Art.  Mr.  Davidson  selected  for  his  subject  "Norfolk 
Rood  Screens  and  their  Paintings,"  and  it  was  copiously 
illustrated  by  lantern  slides  and  paintings  of  his  own 
collecting  and  colouring.  These  were  arranged  in  the 
Keep    of    the    Castle,    where    the    President    generously 
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provided  refreshments.  The  lecture  was  exceedingly 
well  attended  and  much  appreciated.  A  vote  of  thanks 
to  Mr.  Davidson  was  proposed  by  Lord  Orford,  President, 
who  was  in  the  chair,  and  carried  unanimously.  Mr. 
C.  E.  Keyser,  F.S.A.,  who  seconded  the  motion,  took  the 
opportunity,  as  President  of  the  British  ArchsBological 
Association,  of  expressing  his  regret  that  that  Society 
had  been  compelled  to  abandon  their  projected  visit  to 
Norwich,  of  which  notice  was  given  last  year. 

The  Summer  Excursion  was  held  on  September  2nd, 
when  members  met  at  Fakenham  and  went  at  once  to 
Shereford  Church  and  the  remains  of  Coxford  Priory. 
After  lunch  at  East  Rudham,  at  which  the  President,  in 
in  the  name  of  the  Society,  presented  Mr.  Leonard  G. 
Bolingbroke,  who  had  resigned  the  secretaryship  at  the 
Annual  Meeting,  with  a  silver  cup  and  salver,  bearing 
the  following  inscription: — ** Presented  to  Leonard  Q. 
Bolingbroke,  Esq.,  by  many  friends,  members  of  the 
Norfolk  and  Norwich  Archaeological  Society,  in  recog- 
nition of  his  untiring  efforts  to  promote  the  interests 
of  the  Society  during  a  period  of  fourteen  years  as 
Honorary  Secretary,  1895 — 1909,"  a  move  to  the  Church 
was  made,  which  was  described  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Astley, 
Rector.  The  party  next  visited  East  Raynham  Church, 
and  then,  through  the  kindness  of  Mr.  Sigismund 
Neumann,  inspected  the  Hall,  over  which  they  were 
shewn  by  the  Agent,  Mr.  Beck.  The  return  to  Faken- 
ham was  through  Toftrees,  where  the  Church  and  Hall 
were  visited,  and  the  members  were  most  hospitably 
entertained  to  tea  by  the  Rev.  S.  L.  and  Mrs.  Coverley, 
This  concluded  an  extremely  pleasant  outing,  fortunately 
held  on  one  of  the  few  fine  days  of  the  year. 

The  Library  belonging  to  the  Society  having  expanded 
beyond  the  capacity  of  the  shelves  at  its  disposal,  the 
necessary  accommodation  for  the  volumes  has  been 
provided   by  enlarging  the  bookcase. 
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The  Committee  have  much  pleasure  in  stating  that 
the  work  of  compiling  indices  to  tlie  Transcrij)ts  of 
Parish  Registers,  &c.,  which  were  presented  to  the 
Society  by  the  late  Rev.  F.  Procter,  has  recently  been 
undertaken  by  the  Rev.  G.  H.  Holley,  who  has  already 
finished  one.  volume  and  has  begun  another. 

The  Committee  of  the  Norwich  Castle  Museum,  on 
which  this  Society  was  adequately  represented,  issued  a 
"Catalogue  of  Antiquities'*  in  the  Museum  in  the  year 
1909.  Many  of  these  objects,  which  were  found  for  the 
most  part  in  East  Anglia,  have  either  been  descril)ed  in 
volumes  of  our  Proceedings,  oi*,  in  accoidance  with  our 
Rule  No.  IV.,  given  to  the  Museum  by  this  Society. 
The  Catalogue  was  edited  by  Mr.  Walter  Rye,  then 
Mayor  of  Norwich,  and  a  copy  of  it  has  been  pre- 
sented to  the  Society  by  the  direction  of  the  Museum 
Committee. 

The  City  Committee  of  the  Norwich  Corporation  are 
considering  the  advisability  of  erecting  tablets  at  various 
spots  in  Norwich,  commemorative  of  incidents  in  the 
history  of  the  City.  Mr.  Tingey,  as  Honorary  Archivist, 
has  been  asked  for  his  opinion.  He  will  be  pleased  to 
entertain  the  suggestions  of  members  of  this  Society 
and  submit  them  to  the  further  consideration  of  the 
City  Committee. 

At  the  Annual  Meeting  of  this  Society  in  1908  your 
Committee  reported  that  the  state  of  the  Guildhall  was  a 
cause  of  considerable  anxiety.  They  are  now  pleased  to 
inform  you  that  since  that  date  the  work  of  restoration 
has  been  proceeding,  and  is  approaching  completion. 
They  also  trust  that  the  preservation  of  this  ancient 
fabric  is  assured  to  the  City  for  many  future  yeara. 

Your  Committee  beg  to  congratulate  this  ancient  City 
on  the  fact  that  the  title  of  Lord  Mayor  was  conferred 
on  its  Chief  Magistrate  by  His  late  Majesty  the  King 
during  the  spring  of  this  year. 
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The  ancient  Church  of  St.  Swithin  has  been  judiciously 
restored  at  the  expense  of  a  gentleman  who  desires  to 
remain  anonymous.  As  our  Vice-President,  H.H.  Prince 
Frederick  Duleep  Singh,  who  has  written  a  memoir  on 
the  Church,  has  well  said,  "All  Norfolk  antiquarians 
owe  this  gentleman  a  deep  debt  of  gratitude." 

The  second  part  of  volume  xvii.  has  been  issued  to 
subscribers  for  the  year  1909,  and  a  "Calendar  of  the 
Freemen  of  Yarmouth"  is  almost  completed.  The  third 
part  of  the  current  volume  is  in  progress,  and  a  "Calendar 
of  the  Freemen  of  Lynn "  will  be  put  in  hand  as  soon 
as  possible;  there  may  be,  however,  some  delay  in  its 
issue. 

Your  Committee  desire  to  call  the  attention  of  this 
meeting  to  the  fact  that  a  few  members  have  been  for 
some  years  backward  in  their  subscriptions,  and  ask 
for  some  definite  rule  for  their  future  guidance.  They 
are  indebted  to  Mr.  F.  R.  B.  Haward  for  collecting 
considerable  arreai-s  from  the  Yarmouth  Branch;  many 
others  have  either  paid  or  resigned,  but  they  feel 
that  this  question  must  be  definitely  decided,  and  request 
the  consideration  of  the  following  New  Rule: — 

"  Members  whose  subscriptions  are  in  arrears  for  more 
than  three  years  shall  be  removed  from  the  Society's 
roll,  but  may  be  reinstated,  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Committee,  on  payment  of  such  arrears ;  and  the  Com- 
mittee shall  also  have  power  to  remove  a  defaulting 
member  at  any  period  after  his  subscription  has  been  in 
arrears  twelve  months.  Those  who  desire  to  join  the 
Society  are  required  to  signify  their  assent  in  vyi-iting^ 
and  to  pay  one  year's  subscription  immediately  after 
election." 

After  Dr.  Bensly's  death,  Mr.  Leonard  Bolingbroke 
kindly  consented,  at  the   request   of    the   Committee,   to 
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acfc  as  temporary  Treasurer.  Those  Members  of  the 
Committee  who  retire  by  rotation  are  : — E.  Milligen 
Beloe,  Esq.,  F.S.A.,  Rev.  E.  Farrer,  F.S.A.,  Rev. 
J.  W.  Millard,  James  Mottram,  Esq.,  Sir  R  H.  Inglis 
Palgrave,  F.R.S.,  and  J.  H.  F.  Walter,  Esq. 

There  is  a  strong  feeling  that  Sir  R.  H.  Inglis  Palgrave, 
who  has  been  a  member  since  1847,  should  be  made  a 
Vice-President.  The  Rev.  E.  Farrer  has  resigned  his 
membership,  so  that  the  Committee  recommend  that 
Sir  Inglis  Palgrave  be  a  Vice-President,  Mr.  Leonard 
Bolingbroke  be  Treasurer,  and  for  the  three  vacancies 
they  suggest:— Mr.  R.  F.  E.  Ferrier,  F.S.A.,  Mr.  J.  E.  T. 
Pollard,  and  Mr.  F.  R.  B.  Haward.

In  tlm  course  of  a  Paper  entitled  "A  Ramble  round 
Tlietford,"  which  I  wrote  for  The  Antiquary,  and  winch 
was  published  in  July  and  August,  1903,  I  mentioned 
the  opinion  that  in  that  ancient  city,  and  not  in  Dunwich, 
is  to  he  sought  the  site  of  the  Roman  SitomaguSy  and 
in  a  lengthy  note  I  explained  the  reasons  for  holding  to 
that  opinion,  in  spite  of  the  adhesion  of  such  an  authority 
as  the  late  Rev.  Dr.  Raven  to  the  Dunwich  theory. 

In  view,  however,  of  the  late  Dr.  Raven's  articles  on 
the  Niiith  Iter  of  Antoninus,  in  The  Antiquary  for  1903, 
in  which  he  maintained  not  only  that  the  site  of 
Sitomagus  is  to  be  found  at  Dunwich,  bub  also  that 
the  site  of  Venta  Icenorxim  is  to  be  found  at  Norwich, 
and  that  the  great  Camp  at  Caistor,  hitherto  supposed 
almost  universally  to  represent  Venta  Icenorum,  is  in 
reality  the  site  of  the  station  Ad  Tauni,  I  feel  that  it 
is  advisable  to  re-state  the  case  for  the  more  commonly

accepted  view,  and,  in  doing  so,  I  shall  endeavour  to 
show  that  the  TabvZa  Peutingeriana,  on  which  Dr.  Raven 
largely  relied  for  the  support  of  his  view,  in  reality 
supports  the  views  herein  set  forth. 

In  the  articles  referred  to  above,  which  deal  with  the 
Ninth  Iter,  and  were  published  in  The  Antiquary  for 
March  and  November,  1903,  Dr.  Raven  went  fully  into 
the  opinions  which  have  been  held  at  different  dates  by 
different  antiquaries  on  the  subject  of  the  identification 
of  the  sites  in  the  Itinerary.  It  is  therefore  unnecessary 
for  me  to  do  more  than  summarise  those  opinions  here; 
I  will  then  set  forth  Dr.  Raven's  own  opinion,  which  is 
undoubtedly  worthy  of  serious  consideration,  as  being 
that  of  an  expert  who  not  only  knew  the  district  from 
end  to  end,  but  gave  the  matter  deep  and  prolonged 
study;  and  finally  I  will  set  forth  the  reasons  which 
compel  me  to  differ  from  him,  and  to  hold  to  the  old 
view,  that  Venta  Icenoi'um,  Ad  Tautn,  and  Sitomagv^s 
are  to  be  found  at  Caistor,  Tasburgh,  and  Thetford, 
and  not  at  Norwich,  Caistor,  and  Dunwich.  Thus  my 
invitation  is,  that  we  in  this  instance  obev  the  old 
injunction:  "stare  super  antiquas  vias." 

It  may  be  noted  in  passing  that  the  original  map  of 
the  Roman  Empire  on  which  the  Tabula  is  founded 
dated  back  perhaps  to  the  time  of  Augustus,  with 
corrections  to  the  end  of  the  second  century.  The 
British  section  is  unfortunately  imperfect,  the  section 
to  the  west  and  north  of  Ad  Taum  being  missing. 
Venta  Icenorum  does  not  therefore  appear.  The  spelling 
of  the  names  on  the  Tabula  is  also  curious,  Sitoniagus 
appearing  as  Sinoniagi,  and  Conibretoniv/ni  as  Convetni, 
as  read  by  Dr.  Raven  and  others  {v.  infra).  This  is 
possibly  due  to  the  fact  that  this  map  was  probably 
copied  by  some  German  monk  in  the  thirteenth  century, 
who   blundered   in   transcribing.     The    Tabula   has   been

more  or  less  accurately  reproduced  by  several  publishers, 
but  there  is  one  edition  in  which  photography  has 
been  employed  (Wien,  1888),  a  copy  of  which  is  in 
the  British  Museum.  The  MS.  itself,  from  which  these 
editions  have  been  copied,  is  now  in  the  Imperial 
Library  at  Vienna.  The  strange-looking  tongues  left 
blank  in  the  north-west  corner  of  the  map  were  due  to 
the  original  MS.  being  torn  there.  A  full  account  of 
this  interesting  map  will  be  found  in  a  Paper  by  the 
Rev.  Bryan  Walker  in  the  Camb.  Ant.  Soc.  Transactions, 
No.  26,  1884  (see  Appendix  A). 

The  British  portion  of  the  Itinerary  of  the  Roman 
Empire  which  goes  by  the  name  of  Antonine  dates 
from  the  early  years  of  the  fourth  century,  about  320, 
and  is  consequently  later  than  the  original  Tabula 
(see  Appendix  B). 

The  sites  with  which  alone  we  are  concerned  in  this 
Paper  are  as  follows,  in  the  Tabula  and  the  Itinerary 
respectively:-  The  Tabula.

As  Dr.  Raven  pointed  out,  "  the  older  antiquaries,  as 
Camden  and  Sir  Thomas  Browne,  unhesitatingly  pronounce 
for  Caistor  as  the  site  of  Venta  IcenoruTti]  and  Gibson 
apparently  follows  Camden,  calling  Caistor  'the  famous 
Roman   Camp.'"     Burton,  who  wrote  before   1658,  is   of

the  same  opinion.  ''With  them  are  Reynolds  (1799)  and 
Mannert  (1829)." 

For  the  next  site  in  the  Itinerary  Sitomagus,  distant 
xxxii.  mpm.  from  Venta,  we  must,  as  Dr.  Raven  points 
out,  follow  a  deflected  line,  either  to  the  east  or  west. 
The  older  antiquaries  followed  the  westward  line,  though 
they  differed  as  to  the  site.  Camden  and  Burton  fixed 
on  Thetford,  both  of  them  attempting  the  equation, 
"Tliet  =  Sit,"  and  translatinof  Sitomagrus  "the  station,  or 
mansion  on  the  Thet,"  while  Burton  quotes  Camden 
as  describing  Thetford  as  olini  frequetis  et  cdebrata. 
Before  closing  this  Paper  I  shall  have  a  few  words 
to  say  on  the  subject  of  the  name  Veiita,  and  the 
termination  viagiis  {v.  infra,  and  Appendix  C). 

Gibson,  as  Dr.  Raven  states,  also  fixes  on  Thetford ; 
but  Dr.  Gale  prefers  the  now  unimportant  village  of 
Woolpit,  which  he  says  better  suits  the  mileage,  and 
connects  the  variant  Situniagiis  with  Celtic  '' Cicfmn** 
"  Luporitm  domus,**  hence  Wolfpit,  Wulpit,  Woolpit. 
But  this,  like  the  derivjition  from  the  river,  is  purely 
fanciful.  Reynold's  choice  was  Stowmarket,  Maimert's 
Southwold,  and  Lapie's  Saxmundham,  which  are  all  out 
of  the  question. 

Before  Dr.  Raven  I  can  only  find  Tliomas  Wright,  F.S.A., 
and  Thomas  Morgan,  F.S.A.,  who  take  the  eastward  line, 
and  fix  on  Dunwich  for  the  site,  the  former  saying 
"Sitomagus  is  conjectured  to  have  stood  at  Dunwich  on 
the  coast,"  while  the  latter  merely  mentions  "Sitomagus, 
Dunwich,"  as  though  the  identification  were  an  ascer- 
tained fact.* 

2  Since  writing  the  above  I  have  discovered  a  writer  in  the  Getitfemau^i 
Magazine  for  1841,  signing  with  the  initials  "D.A.Y.,"  who  suggests 
Dunwich  for  the  site  of  Sitomagus,  and  brings  forward  some  arguments 
in  support  of  it.  Among  others,  that  whereas  previous  writeis  have  all 
made  the  road  trend  weHt,  he  thinks  it  should  rather  trend  eastwards. 
ThiH  may  be  the  origin  of  Dr.  Raven*rt  similar  arguments,  or  it  may  be  a 
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This  identification  has  been  widely  accepted  in  modem 
times,  though  none  have  explained  the  reasons  for  their 
choice  so  ably  and  learnedly  as  Dr.  Raven.  I  am  glad  to 
notice,  however,  that  the  late  Mr.  I.  C.  Gould,  F.S.A.,  in  a 
Paper  on  "  the  Site  of  Camulodunuin,"  boldly  identified 
both  Venta  Icevoi'uvi  and  Sitomagus  with  Caistor  and 
Thetford,  and,  as  I  shall  hope  to  show,  the  weight  of 
argument  is  with  the  older  antiquaries,  and  with  those 
who,  like  Mr.  Gould  and  myself,  hold  their  view,  though 
for  very  diflferent  reasons  than  those  adduced   by  them. 

The  Combretoniuvi  of  the  Iter,  the  so-called  Convetni 
of  the  Tabula,  was  taken  by  the  older  antiquaries  to  be 
Brettenham,  which  is  accepted  by  Mr.  Gould.  Dr.  Raven 
and  his  predecessors  fix  on  Burgh,  by  Woodbridge. 

The  Ad  Taura  of  the  Tabula,  usually  identified  with 
Tasburgh,  is  identified  by  Dr.  Raven,  as  stated  above, 
with  Caistor. 

This  completes  the  list  of  places  with  which  we  are 
immediately  concerned,  as  the  identification  of  Ad  An.sam 
with  Stratford  may  be  accepted. 

We  are  now  in  a  position  to  discuss  Dr.  Raven's  views. 

He  wished  to  identify  Venta  Iceiiorum  with  Norwich 
rather  than  with  Caistor,  on  the  ground  that  the  name 
indicates  a  British  settlement  previous  to  the  lioman 
occupation,  and  that  in  this  respect  Norwich  Castle,  with 
its  British  earthworks,  contrasts  most  favourably  with 
Caistor  in  its  low  situation  near  the  River  Tase,  not  at 
all  in  the  position  of  a  British  town.  He  continued  : 
"Tlien  there  is  the  form  of  the  Caistor  Camp — rectangular, 
without  any  sign  of  Icenian  earthworks  on  which  Roman

walls   might   have   been   raised.     So    far   as   mileage   is 

concerned,   either   site   might   serve  Finally,   if 

Caistor  be  Venta  Icenoi^um,  where  can  we  place  the 
Ad  Taum  of  Peutinger's  Tabula,  which  is  certainly  much 
later  {sic)  than  the  Itineraiy  ?  It  is  marked  in  the 
Tahvla  with  that  curious  little  double  block-house  denied 
to  Dover,  Canterbury,  and  even  Colchester,  and  therefore 
it  must  have  been  (c.  A.D.  300)  a  place  of  considerable 
note — a  conclusion  warranted  by  the  repeated  and  im- 
portant finds  of  Roman  coins  at  or  near  the  Camp. 
Tasburgh,  in  spite  of  the  temptation  caused  by  its  name, 
will  not  serve  for  Ad  Taum" 

Now,  in  this  paragraph,  Dr.  Raven  was  inaccui-ate 
in  his  facts  and  misleading  in  his  arguments,  as  I  shall 
proceed  to  show. 

Having  settled,  to  his  own  satisfaction,  that  **the 
curious  little  block -house"  in  the  Tabula  belongs  to 
Ad  Taurriy  Dr.  Raven  went  on  to  argue  that  the  site 
of  Sinoviagi  XF.  is  to  be  sought  at  Dunwich,  "because 
the  line  of  route  trends  to  the  south-east,  coastwards,'' 
and  then  naturally  finds  Gonvetni  XV.  at  Burgh,  by 
Woodbridge,  also  on  the  coast. 

I  will  ask  my  readera  now  to  examine  carefully  the 
plate  of  the  Tabula,  which  is  reproduced  at  the  beginning 
of  this  article. 

In  the  first  place,  look  at  the  coastline  from  Rutupis 
to  Isca  Dumnomoi^u  (sic).  The  accurate  reading  is 
Idea  Duvmonioi^u,  like  Convet{o)ni,  which  Holder  reads 
Convetom  {v.  infra).  There  are  clearly  five  nam^, 
in  the  following  order  i—RutupiSf  Dubi^,  Duroavei^ua 
(=  Durovet'nuvi),  Lermavio  (=  Portus  LeTiiannus),  and 
Isca.  These  are  the  modern  Richborough,  Dover,  Canter- 
bury, Hythe,  and  Exeter.  There  are  also  five  of  the 
**  curious  little  double  block-houses,**  one  clearly  belonging 
to    each    place    named,    although    the    positions    are    not 
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easily  ascertained,  until  it  is  recognized  that  in  each 
case  the  name  of  the  place  is  above  the  block-liouse  to 
which  it  belongs.  That  being  understood,  it  becomes  at 
once  indisputable  that  the  matter  is  as  here  stated. 

How,  then,  could  Dr.  Raven  assert  that  "the  curious  little 
double  block-house '  is  denied  to  Dover  and  Canterbury  "  ? 

Now  look  at  the  portion  of  the  Tabula  with  which 
we  are  concerned  in  this  Paper.  The  zigzag  road  drawn 
from  Ad  Taurti  at  the  extreme  northern  boundary  to 
Ad  Ansavfi  on  the  extreme  east  evidently  represents 
the  Ninth  Iter  of  Antoninus,  and  the  first  thing  to  be 
noted  is  that  between  these  two  places  the  road  keeps 
well  inland.  The  second  point  we  observe  is  that 
in  this  case  the  block-house  is  too  far  removed  from 
Ad  Tallin  to  belong  to  it  at  all;  it  belongs  in  reality 
to  Sinoviagi,  which,  being  on  the  road,  MUST  BE  INLAND, 
instead  of  being  on  the  coast,  as  Dr.  Raven  assumed. 
This  is  most  important,  and  to  anyone  who  carefully 
inspects  the  Tabula,  it  is  evident  from  the  position  of 
the  block-house  and  the  name  Sinomagi  that  they  both 
belong  to  the  same  place,  that  it  was  situated  at  the 
inner  bend  of  the  second  zigzag  from  the  north,  and  that 
this  station  was  of  sufficient  importance  to  be  marked 
in  the  same  way  as  Eutupis  and  the  others  further 
south.  It  was  distant  xxii  mpm.  from  Ad  Taavi  and 
XV  from  Gonvetni,  which  corresponds  with  the  Itinerary, 
if  we  take  Ad  Taunx  to  be  Tasburgh,  which  would 
be  about  x  mpm.  from  Venta  Icenoi^vii,  if  Venta  is 
Caistor,  and  gives  the  xxxii  mpm.  of  the  Itinerary 
from  Venta  to  Sitoviagus.  If  then,  it  is  agreed  that 
Sinomagi  =  Sitoniagus,  and  that  the  station  was  inland 
and  not  on  the  coast,  I  submit  that  there  is  no  place 
which  suits  the  data  of  both  the  Tabula  and  the 
Itinerary  so  well  as  Thetford,  and  that  Dunwich  is  at 
any  rate  ruled  out. 
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We  now  come  to  Gombretoniii'm,  which  undoubtedly 
equates  with  the  Gcnivetni  of  the  Tabula,  as  the  place 
has  so  far  been  read  by  some  modern  students.  Here 
again  I  would  ask  the  reader  to  look  carefully  at  the 
Tabula  itself.  Dr.  Raven  reads  Convetni,  and  makes 
the  station  Burgh  by  Woodbridge,  on  the  coast ; 
Mr.  Gould  reads  Convetni,  and,  with  Camden  and 
the  older  antiquaries,  make  the  station  Brettenham. 
Dr.  Raven  says  Convetni  was  on  the  coast,  and  therefore 
must  be  Burgh  by  Woodbridge,  and  he  evidently  takes  a 
curious  little  circle  over  the  t  as  representing  its  position; 
Mr.  Gould  ignores  the  little  circle,  reads  the  name 
Convetni,  but,  rightly,  places  it  inland. 

Now  I  submit  that  that  curious  little  circle,  not 
mentioned,  but  misunderstood  by  Dr.  Raven,  and  taken 
by  him  to  represent  its  position  on  the  coast,  and 
ignored  by  Mr.  Gould,  is  neither  more  nor  less  than  the 
letter  o,  which  the  copyist  of  the  Tabula  had  omitted, 
and  consequently  placed  over  the  name.  It  cannot  be 
placed  to  mark  the  position  of  the  station,  which  would 
in  that  case,  no  doubt,  be  on  the  coast,  because  in  other 
cases,  such  as  Ad  Anaani,  or  Caunonio,  or  CanivZodunu^n, 
which  are  not  provided  with  block-houses,  there  is  no 
such  mark.  I  therefore  read  the  name  Convetoni,  which 
equates  much  more  closely  with  Covibretonium — the  r 
only  being  omitted,  and  6,  by  a  natural  transition,  turned 
into  V,  and  I  find  its  position,  not  on  the  coast  but 
well  inland,  at  the  angle  of  the  third  zigzag  from  the 
north,  XV  mpm.  from  Sitomagus  (Thetford),  which  would 
bring  one  approximately  to  Brettenham,  xxv  mpm.  from 
the  next  station.  Ad  Annum,  which  I  find  at  the  bend  of 
the  fourth  zigzag,  and  which  Lapie  and  most  authorities, 
down  to  Dr.  Raven  and  Mr.  Gould,  agree  in  placing  at 
Stratford  St.  Mary  on  the  Stour. 
How  anyone,  with    the   Tabula  before    them,  and    the 
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inland  progress  of  the  route  so  clearly  marked,  can  argue 
on  the  basis  of  the  Tabula,  as  against  the  Itinerary  and 
the  older  antiquaries,  for  the  position  of  Sinomagi  and 
C(yiivet{o)ni  on  the  coast,  as  Dr.  Raven  and  so  many 
modem  antiquaries  do,  passes  ray  comprehension.  What- 
ever grounds  there  may  be,  and  I  shall  show  presently 
that  there  are  none,  for  fixing  these  stations  at  Dunwich 
and  Burgh,  the  data  of  the  Tabula  are  dead  against  it. 

We  will  now  retrace  our  steps  to  the  commencement 
of  the  Ninth  Iter.  In  the  Itinerary  this  is  Venta 
Icenoi'uvi,  which  place  does  not  appear  on  the  Tabula, 
its  nortliernmost  station  being  Ad  Tawm.  In  the 
Itinerary,  however,  Venta  is  xxxii  mpm.  from  Sito- 
magus,  while  on  the  Tabula  Ad  Tavmi  is  xxii  uipm. 
from  Sinomagi  leaving  x  mpm.  between  Venta  and 
Ad  Tuuni.  Now,  these  distances  are  not  in  any  case  to 
be  taken  as  exact,  but  merely  as  rough  approximations, 
so  that  from  this  point  of  view,  it  would  not  make 
much  difference  whether  Norwich  or  Caistor  were  taken 
as  the  site  of  Veiita,  these  two  places  being  only  about 
ii  mpm.  apart,  and  both  about  x  mpm.  from  Ad  Tauni,  if, 
as  I  submit,  that  little  station  is  represented  by  Tasburgh. 

But  there  are  other  arguments  which,  to  my  mind, 
definitely  establish  the  identification  of  Venta  with 
Caistor,  as  all  the  older  antiquaries  were  agreed,  and 
rule  out  Norwich,  which  has  only  been  suggested  by 
one  or  two  modern  East  Anglian  antiquaries,  of  whom 
Dr.  Raven  was  the  most  distinguished.' 

Dr.  Raven  argued,  in  the  words  already  quoted,  that 
the  name  Venta  Icenoi^uni  indicated  a  British  settle- 
ment, and  that  in  this  respect  Norwich  Castle,  with  its 
British  (?)  earthworks,  contrasts  favourably  with  Caistor. 

*  In  the  GentletnanU  Magaziut  for  1807  a  writer,  who  signs  himself 
W.  Aldis,  tries  to  prove  that  Vtnta  leenorwn  is  North  Elmham,  but  in 
thitt  conteniiuii  he  stands,  I  imagine,  entirely  aloue ! 
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He  also  referred  to  the  undoubted  fact  that  Caistor 
Camp  is  purely  Roman,  and  then  went  on  to  identify 
Caistor  with  Ad  2Wm,  on  the  ground  of  the  importance 
of  that  station  as  shown  by  the  "curious  little  double 
block-house/'  wliich  we  have  proved  not  to  belong  to  it, 
and  "from  the  repeated  and  important  finds  of  Roman 
coins  at  or  near  the  Camp." 

As  is  well  known,  there  are  only  three  places  bearing 
the  name  Venta  in  Roman-Britain — viz.,  Venta  Belgarum, 
Venta  Silurv/m,  and  our  Venta  Icenorum.  The  fii*st  is 
unanimously  agreed  to  occupy  the  site  of  Winchester; 
the  second  is  now  known  as  Caerwent,  the  former 
syllable  being,  of  course,  the  Brythonic  adaptation  of 
"Castra,"  which  was  not  in  the  Roman  name,  although 
it  aptly  describes  the  Roman  station,  while  the  second 
syllable  preserves  the  Venta.  Numerous  excavations  on 
this  spot,  conducted  in  recent  years,  have  proved  the 
importance  of  the  place  in  Roman  times;  the  third  is 
that  with  which  our  controversy  is  concerned. 

Standing  on  the  old  Roman  ramparts  at  Caistor  in 
the  spring  of  1904,  Dr.  Raven  repeated  to  an  audience 
composed  of  the  members  of  the  Norfolk  and  Norwich 
Archaeological  Society  the  argument  on  which  he  based 
his  theory,  that  the  site  of  Venta  Icenorum  must  be 
fixed  at  Norwicli,  and  that  Caistor  is  Ad  Taum,  and 
further  said  that  he  had  searched  diligently  but  could 
not  find  any  possible  meaning  or  derivation  of  the 
word   Venta.^     Having  travelled  in  Spain,  I  immediately 

^  Dr.  Gale  has  a  curious  remark  as  to  the  meaniDg  of  P'enta,  and  its 
derivation,  showing  the  condition  of  philological  knowledge  in  his  day : 
*'  Tenia  est  amnit  ab  Avtn  quod  idem  Britanuis  deuotet.  Unde  variuntibus 
dialectis,  Gwm,  Vtn,  Vent,  W$n,  WendeU,  alinque  ejusdem  Farinas/'  As  a 
matter  of  fact  Gwent,  if  Venta^  as  is  possible,  though  I  do  not  say 
probable,  has  any  connection  with  it,  means  the  same  in  Brythonic  that 
maghf  maptu  does  in  Goidelic — viz.,  a  fair  and  open  region,  a  champaign 
(Pughes   Welsh  Dictionary), 
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bethought  myself  of  the  numerous  Veritas  to  be  found 
in  that  country,  which  led  to  the  conjecture  that  Venta, 
so  far  from  betokening  a  British  origin,  was  a  low- 
Latin  word,  connected  with  vendere,  to  sell,  and  that  it 
betokened  the  importance  of  the  three  places  to  which 
it  was  att€w;hed  in  Britain,  as  "markets"  and  centres  of 
commercial  activity  during  the  Roman  occupation.  Not 
long  afterwards  I  had  the  gratification  of  finding  this 
very  conjecture  definitely  put  forward  by  no  less  a 
scholar  than  Mr.  E.  W.  B.  Nicholson,  in  his  Keltic 
Researches,  published  in  1904.  Mr.  Nicholson  says,  in 
speaking  of  the  Belgse  of  South  England,  whose  principal 
city  was  Venta  Belgarum:  "Venta  I  take  as  a  rustic 
Latin  word  for  'market,'  it  is  a  low-Latin  and  Spanish 
one;  cf,  Venta  Icenorum,  Venta  Silurum,  and  a  crowd 
of  Venta's  {e.g.,  V.  del  Moro)  in  Spain  and  Portugal."^ 

Two  of  these  Venta's  in  Britain,  whose  sites  are 
established  beyond  doubt,  amply  fulfil  this  description. 
Venta  Belgarum  was  the  principal  city  of  the  Belgae,  a 
place  of  commercial  resort,  a  market  where  the  country 
people  bartered  their  corn  and  hay  and  other  products 
for  the  merchandise  of  the  Continent,  and  bought  and 
sold   their   goods   among   themselves.      It   was  a  market

1041  ex  tabula 
Trenorchiensi :  Ipse  dominus  (Abbas)  pereipit  bannay  ventas  et  laudimia. 
The  first  meaning  suits  our  argument,  and  is  it  impossible  that  the  use 
of  V$nta  in  this  sense  ascends  to  the  days  of  the  Empire  (second  and 
following  centuries),  at  least  in  the  Provinces — Spain,  Britain,  &c.  ? 
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town,  and  thus  the  name  Venta  became  naturally 
attached  to  it.  The  same  thing  happened  among  the 
Silures,  whose  principal  city  and  market  town  became 
known  a.s  Venta  Siluruni.  If  anyone  will  look  at  the 
map  he  will  see  how  admirably  adapted  l)oth  these 
places  were  for  the  purposes  of  a  market :  Winchester 
(where  again  we  have  the  Venta  in  the  first  syllable, 
and  the  Saxon  form  of  Castra  in  the  rest  of  the  word) 
situated  in  the  midst  of  the  rich  champaign  of  what  is 
now  Hampshire,  and  Caerwent  close  to  the  mouth  of  a 
great  tidal  river,  whence  produce  of  all  sorts  could  be 
distributed  with  ease  in  all  directions,  and  as  easily 
brought  to  it. 

I  am  not  at  all  sure,  let  me  say  in  passing,  tliat  the 
name  of  the  Welsh  kingdom,  and  modern  Cantref  of 
"  Gwent,"  was  not  derived  from  its  chief  city  Venta, 
and  that  thus  "  Caerwent "  is  not  only  the  capital,  but 
also  the  eponym  of  Gwent  {vid.  ante). 

The  Roman  character  and  commercial  importance  of 
Venta  Belgarum  and  Venta  Silurum  being  thus  estab- 
lished, does  it  not  stand  to  reason  that  we  must  look 
for  Venta  Icenorujn,  the  chief  centre  and  emporium  of 
trade,  the  market  of  the  Iceni  in  Roman  times,  not  in 
any  tempting  place  provided  with  "British  earthworks" 
(more  or  less  problematical),  but  in  a  locality  where 
everything  will  prove  its  importance  during  the 
period  of  the  Roman  occupation,  and  where  shall 
we  find  a  better  or  more  fitting  situation  than  that 
of  Caistor? 

It  is  true  that  the  word  Venta  in  any  shape  or  form 
has  fallen  away,  but  we  have,  as  in  the  two  former 
instances,  the  Latin  Castra,  this  time  in  its  Anglian 
guise  of  Caistor,  and  that  Caistor  was  a  place  of 
importance  under  the  Romans  is  proved,  not  only  by 
its   mighty .  camp,    enclosing    more    than    thirty   acres    of 
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gronnd,  and  massive  walls  which  bespeak  the  size  of 
the  garrison  maintained  within  it,  but  by  the  remains 
of  Roman  residences  which  are  found  in  the  neighbour- 
hood ;  and  that  it  was  a  place  of  great  commercial 
activity  is  proved  by  the  very  fact  to  which  Dr.  Raven 
referred — viz.,  **  the  repeated  and  important  finds  of 
Roman  coins/'  besides  ornaments,  pottery  of  various 
descriptions,  and  other  things,  "at  or  near  the  Camp." 

We  conclude,  therefore,  that  on  every  ground  of  right 
reasoning  Venta  IcenorvAn,  the  market  town  of  the  Iceni, 
is  to  be  located  where  the  older  antiquaries  placed  it, 
thouffh  on  more  substantial  evidence  than  thev  knew 
of,  at  Caistor  and  not  at  Norwich.  There  is  evidence 
that  a  road,  probably  Roman,  the  continuation  of  Ber 
Street,  ran  right  under  the  centre  of  the  mound  on 
which  Norwich  Castle  now  stands.*  This  would  connect 
Venta  Icenomm,  Caistor,  with  Branodunum,  Brancaster. 

In  Roman  days  the  district  of  Conisford  would  be 
under  water,  and  if  there  was  a  settlement  at  all  at 
Norwich  it  would  be  situated  on  the  marshy  banks  of 
the  river,  and  would  be  too  unimportant  to  be  noticed 
in  the  Itinerary. 

Thus  the  old  adage,  which  says: — 

"Caistor  was  a  city  when  Norwich  was  none," 
is  vindicated,  and  proves  once  again  that  popular  memory 
often    keeps  historical   facts  in  mind,  which  the  student 
is  apt  to  ignore  or  overlook. 

What  Norwich  is  to-day,  that  Caistor  was  in  Roman 
times,  and  as  we  see  the  busy  crowd  thronging  the 
Norwich  streets  on  a  Saturday  we  can  re-people  the 
deserted  camp  and  fields  of  Caistor  with  the  crowd  of 
countiy  folk  bringing  their  wares,  and  the  merchants 
from    the    South    buying   and   selling,  intermingled    with

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the  legionaries  of  the  garrison,  and  picture  to  ourselves 
something  of  the  varied  scenes  and  bustling  life  of 
Venta  Icenoruvi  in  those  far-off  days  (see  Appendix  D). 
Leaving  Caistor  we  proceed  to  Ad  Tauni,  which  we 
locate  at  Tasburgh,  where  there  are  the  remains  of  a 
good  Roman  camp  some  twenty-four  acres  in  extent, 
and  following  the  Roman  road  through  Strat^ton,  the 
name  of  which,  as  in  so  many  other  cases,  bespeaks  its 
origin,  we  turn  to  the  westward,  following  the  bend 
indicated  in  the  Tabula,  and  passing  through  Banham 
and  Kenniiighall,  along  the  line  of  a  road  still  known 
as  Ickneild  Street,  which  may  very  well  mark  the  route 
of  the  Ninth  Iter,  and  is  veiy  distinct  in  some  places, 
we  arrive  at  Thetford,  the  Sitomagiis  of  the  Itinerary, 
Sivoviagi  of  the  Tabula,  beyond  which  w^e  travel  to 
Goinbretonium,  Convetoni,  Brettenham,  and  so  to  Ad 
Ansaw,  Canonutin,  Cavielodumcin,  and  Londiniuvi. 
This  route,  besides  beinof  more  direct  than  that  favoured 
by  Dr.  Raven  along  the  coast,  takes  us  past  places 
which  were  certainly  of  some  note  and  importance  in 
Roman  times,  whereas  the  others  were  not.  It  is  true 
that  the  Roman  remains  found  at  Thetford  are  not 
very  important,  but,  as  I  pointed  out  in  my  Paper  on 
Thetford,  those  found  at  Dunwich — a  solitary  coin — and 
Burgh,  are  less  so.  Besides,  Dunwnch  did  not  rise  to 
any  importance  until  Anglian  times,  when  it  became  the 
capital  of  the  East  Anglian  kingdom,  and  the  seat,  on 
the  conversion  of  the  people  to  Christianity,  of  the  iirst 
East  Anglian  Bishopric  ;  whereas  Thetford  provides  just 
the  site  that  the  Romans  would  fix  upon  for  a  station. 
It  was  situated  at  the  confluence  of  two  streams, 
which  would  make  it  a  convenient  commercial  centre, 
and,  as  its  mighty  mound  and  earthworks  testify,  it  had 
evidently  been  a  place  of  strength  in  pre-Roman  times — 
perhaps,   as    tradition    says,   the   capital    of   the    Icenian 
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kingdom,  the  chief  city  of  Prasutagus^  (whose  name 
Mr.  Nicholson  translates  "Very  good  raider,"  and  con- 
siders to  contain  Indo-European  "p,"  an  evidence  that 
the  Iceni  were  of  Goidelic  origin),  and  of  Boudicca,  his 
heroic  and  martyred  Queen. 

This  importance  Thetford  never  lost,  through  Anglian, 
Danish,  and  Norman  times,  until  the  middle  ages  were 
well  on  their  wane,  and  the  centres  of  population  and 
of  trade  were  shifted  to  meet  othfer  needs  and  different 
circumstances. 

To  my  mind  the  data  of  the  Itinerary  and  the 
Tabula,  together  with  the  considerations  which  I  have 
here  adduced,  all  point  to  Thetford  as  the  true  site  of 
Sitomagus  (Sinomagi),  and  consequently  of  Brettenham 
as  Combretonium  (Convetoni),  and  in  making  the  proba- 
bility of  these  identifications  as  high  as  the  evidence 
admits  of,  I  have  the  more  pleasure  in  thus  vindicating 
the  acumen  and  insight  of  the  older  antiquaries,  while 
I  admit,  none  more  fully,  the  labour  and  skill  which 
Dr.  Raven  displayed  in  promulgating  theories,  which  I 
consider  not  only  untenable,  but  also  unnecessary  (see 
Appendix  E). 

'  Icklingham  and  Kenninghall  have  both  been  suggested  as  possible 
capitals  for  the  kingdom  uf  Prasutagus.  These  names  are  certainly  more 
immediately  connected  with  that  of  the  tribe  {ef.  /fkneild,  /<?worth  for 
Icen-neild,  Iken-worth,  and  JT^nnington.  iutjsington,  'which,  although  in 
the  territory  of  the  'J'rinovuntes,  would  appear  to  be  Icenian  colonies), 
but  Thetford  is  as  certainly  the  most  important  site,  and  the  very  fact 
that  it  was  chosen  as  the  location  of  the  Roman  station  of  Sitomagus, 
ex  hypothesiy  is  an  argument  in  its  favour. 
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APPENDICES. 


A.     The  Tabula  Peutingekiana. 

This  is  tlie  only  Roman  map  of  the  imperial  epoch 
which  has  come  down  to  us,  and  it  takes  its  name  from 
Conrad  Peutinger  of  Augsburg,  who  possessed  it  in  the 
sixteenth  century.  It  is  now  preserved  in  the  Imperial 
Library  of  Vienna.  "Its  origin  as  a  map  goes  back  to 
at  least  the  third  century  of  the  Christian  era — to  the 
time,  that  is,  of  Alexander  Severus;  but  the  actual  copy 
is  not  older  than  the  thirteenth  century.  It  consists 
of  twelve  folio  sheets  of  parchment,  which  originally 
formed  one  long  strip.  It  has  been  published  by  Schyb 
(1758),  and  Mannert  (18*34),  and  in  excellent  facsimile 
by  Desjardins  (1869),  &c."  {Encydo'pcedia  Brltannica^ 
vol.  XV.,  p.  517).  To  these  must  be  added  the  magnifi- 
cent reproductions  by  photography,  published  in  1888. 

I  have  carefully  examined  the  first  and  the  two  last 
of  these  editions  in  the  British  Museum,  and  the  results 
of  my  study  I  proceed  to  set  down. 

In  the  edition  of  Schyb  (1753)  the  original  map  is 
assigned  to  the  time  of  Theodosius,  393,  which  makes  it 
seventy  years  later  than  the  Itinerary  of  Antonine,  and 
so  supports  Dr.  Raven\s  statements  as  to  the  relative 
dates;  but  this  is  a  matter  of  comparative  unimport- 
ance. The  map  is  well  reproduced  in  black  and  white. 
Desjardins'  edition  (1869)  reproduces  the  map  most 
beautifully  in   colours,  and  with    the  utmost  care,  and  a 
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running  commentary  is  given  on  the  whole  of  it.  The 
edition  of  1888  simply  reproduces  the  whole  map  in 
photogi'aphy,  and  this  is,  of  course,  absolutely  accurate. 

A  comparison  of  these  reproductions  has  completely 
convinced  me  of  the  accuracy  of  my  reading  of  the 
British  portion  of  the  Tabula.  It  is  quite  unmis- 
takable to  any  unprejudiced  eye  (1)  that  the  places 
with  which  we  are  dealing  in  this  Paper  are  inland; 
(2)  that  the  block-house  which  Dr.  Raven  assigns  to 
Ad  Taxini  belongs  in  reality  to  Sinomagi ;  and  (3)  that 
the  old  monk  blundered  as  to  the  name  read  Convetni, 
and  that  the  **  o "  over  the  '*  t "  and  "  n "  is  no  mark  of 
situation,  but  simply  the  letter  "  o  "  which  he  omitted  and 
wrote  over,  and  that  the  name  is  therefore  Convetoni. 
Desjardins,  in  his  commentary  agrees  with  me  in  every 
particular.  I  put  it  this  way  because  I  did  not  consult 
him  until  my  Paper  was  written.  He  assigns  the  block- 
house to  Sinomagi,  which  he  notes  is  the  Sitomagus  of 
the  Itinerary.  He  reads  Convetoni,  and  correlates  this 
place  with  CovibretoniuTn.  I  may  add  that  he  states, 
under  Ad  Tauvi,  "Ad(s)toma  or  Ad(os)tium,"  meaning 
that  the  name  is  a  corruption,  and  suggests  "  k  I'eni- 
bouchure  de  I'Yare,"  while  for  Ad  Ansam  he  suggests 
"a  remlx)uchure  du  Stour." 

The  block-houses  on  the  map  evidently  mark  com- 
paratively small  stations,  for  large  and  important  places 
are  distinguished  by  the  drawing  of  regular  quadrangular 
camps.  None  of  these  are  found  in  the  small  British 
portion  of  the  Tabula,  which  proves  the  relative  un- 
importance of  Britain. 

Desjardins  also  notes  the  assignment  of  block-houses 
to  all  the  five  places  to  which  I  have  stated  they  are 
assigned,  including  Dover  and  Canterbury,  to  which 
some  curious  obliquity  of  vision  led  Dr.  Raven  to 
deny  them.

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While  on  this  subject  I  may  mention  that  Peter 
Wesselingh,  in  his  edition  of  the  Itinerary  (Vetera 
Romanorum  Itimeraria,  1735),  under  Combretonium, 
says,  "Tabula  Convetroni  idem  postulat,"  in  which  the 
insertion  of  the  "r"  is  clearly  wrong.  Curiously  enough 
Holder,  in  his  Altceltische  Sprachschatz,  reads  the  name 
on  the  Tabula  Gonvetorri  (just  as  some  authorities  have 
read  Isca  DumTvotnovtc  for  Isca  Dwmnoniovu,  the 
correct  reading),  where  the  "  o "  is  rightly  inserted  but 
"m"  is  read  for  "m."  In  the  photographic,  as  in  the 
other  reproductions,  there  is  a  clear  break  between  the 
first  two  strokes  and  the  last,  and  the  true  reading  is 
undoubtedly  Convetoni,  Holder  fixes  on  Dunwich  as  the 
site  of  Sitomagus,  but  gives  no  reasons  one  way  or 
the  other.  He,  however,  locates  Venta  Icenoi^uTYi  at 
Caistor  by  Norwich.  So  also  does  Peter  Wesselingh, 
saying,  "  Venta  Icenotntrti,  nunc  Castra  ad  amnem 
Wentser,  in  quo  Ventae  vestigia  videas,  non  longe  a 
Norwich." 

B.    Antonine's  Itinerary. 

It  is  unnecessary  to  describe  this  great  military  roadster 
of  the  Roman  Empire,  as  it  is  so  well  known.  It  was 
practically  the  route-list  of  all  the  stations  along  the 
roads  marked  on  the  military  maps,  with  the  distances. 
"It  is  seemingly  based  on  official  documents  which  were 
probably  those  of  the  survey  organised  by  Julius  Caesar, 
and  carried  out  under  Augustus.  The  work  has  plainly 
undergone  various  revisions  down  to  the  end  of  the 
third  century.  What  connection  any  of  the  Antonines 
may  have  had  with  it  is  unknown"  (Encyclopcedia 
Britannica,  vol.  ii.,  p.  139).  The  best  edition  of  the 
whole  Itinerary  is  that  I  have  referred  to  above — viz., 
Peter  Wesselingh's,  Amsterdam,  1735. 
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There  are  many  editions  of  the  English  portion,  with- 
out mentioning  the  references  to  it  of  Camden,  and  his 
editors,  Gibson,  Gough,  &e. 

William  Burton's  edition  in  English,  published  in 
1658,  the  year  of  Cromwell's  death,  is  a  valuable  and 
scholarly  work,  and  remarkably  well  written  for  its 
period.  It  is  curious  that  he  mentions,  under  Combre- 
ionium,  the  reading  Comvetroniiim  as  being  that  of 
Mark  Velfer's  (earliest)  edition  of  Peutinger's  Tabula, 
showing  that  the  "r"  in  "tro"  is  of  very  early  insertion, 
and  also  showing  that  the  little  circle  was  even  then 
rightly  understood  as  an  "o." 

The  next  edition  was  Dr.  Thomas  Gale's,  published  in 
1709,  in  Latin,  a  very  learned  and  painstaking  pro- 
duction, and  this  was  followed  by  the  edition  of  the 
Rev.  Thomas  Reynolds  in  1799,  which  is  not  equal  in 
learning  to  the  two  previous  ones,  but  is  described  in 
the  D.N.B.  as  the  author's  "principal  work."  All 
of  these  have  been  referred  to  in  the  course  of  this 
Paper. 

C.    On  the  place-name  termination  "magus." 

The  name  Venta  has  been  sufficiently  discussed  in  the 
course  of  the  Paper — it  remains  that  we  consider  with 
somewhat  gi'eater  fulness  the  termination  magus. 

Besides  Sitomagus  there  are  two  other  places  in 
Britain  with  this  termination — viz.,  Gc&garoTiiaguSy  which 
is  mentioned  in  our  Iter  IX.  as  being  between  Gam^elo- 
dunuTti  and  Lmidiniwni,  and  in  Iter  V.  as  being  between 
Lomdinium  and  Villa  Faustini,  and  Noviomagus,  which 
occurs  in  Iter  II.  as  the  next  station  after  London  on 
the  way  to  Rutupis  or  Richborough. 

GoBsar (/magus,  called  Baromaci  in  the  Tabula,  is 
located  by  Gale  at  Writtle,  but  most  writers,  with  more 
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probability,  fix  it  at  Chelmsford.  Noviomagus  is  very 
probably  to  be  found  at  Woodcote,  near  Croydon,  in 
Surrey. 

The  termination  is  a  very  common  one  in  Celtic 
districts  on  the  Continent — witness  Noviomagus  on  the 
Meuse  in  the  territory  of  the  Belgae,  Ccesaromagus  and 
Atigustomagus,  RotoTiiagiis,  now  Rouen,  Caravtotnagus  in 
the  territory  of  the  Rutini,  Hehromagus,  and  Caturigo- 
magus  in  the  territory  of  the  Caturigi,  to  mention  no 
others.  Pliny  in  his  Hist.  Nat,  1.  3,  c.  16,  tells  us  that 
"amongst  the  old  Gauls,  and  consequently  the  Britons, 
magus  signified  oppidum,^'  i.e ,  a  town,  and  he  is 
followed  in  this  explanation  by  Camden,  Burton,  and 
others,  although  Camden  prefers  the  translation  vianisio 
to  oppiduiii.  This  is  the  translation  given  also  by 
Ducange  in  his  GlossaHwiU  Injimae  Latinitaiis,  magus, 
mansio,  vet.  gal. 

But  inagh  is  a  good  old  Goidelic  word,  meaning  "  an 
arable  field"  (MacLeod  and  Dewars  Gaelic  Dictionary), 
and  under  the  name  SitomagiiSf  in  his  notes  on 
Antonine's  Itinerary,  Dyer  (Vulgar  Ei^ors,  1816)  has 
the  following  remarks: — '' Magh  means  a  plain."  (The 
history  of  the  word  seems  to  be  as  follows: — An  arable 
field,  a  champaign — hence  a  plain).  "Lann  means  a 
house — hence  magh  lann,  barracks,  i.e.,  camp  or  field- 
houses — hence  Tnagh  alone  may  come  to  mean  a  camp." 
The  bearing  of  this  will  appear  later. 

Messrs.  Wright  and  Johnson  {Neolithic  Man  in  Survey, 
1904),  writing  on  Noviomagus,  say,  "Tlie  Atrebates  or 
Surrey  *  Britons*  preserve  in  their  name  a  Gaulish  relic. 
Professor  Rhys  thinks  that  it  is  a  Gallo-Brythonic  word, 
but  that  it  may  have  been  common  to  Goidelic  also. 
'Anderida'  is  'the  uninhabited  place,'  the  district  of 
giant  oaks  and  stiflT  impervious  clay.  Noviomagus  has 
the  root   mag  (a  field   or  plain),   which,  like   the   tre   in 
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Atrebates,  is  probably  both  Biythonic  and  Goidelic,  and 
hence  Novioraagus  may  be  carried  back  to  the  invasion 
of  the  Goidels."^  So  also  may  Sitomagus,  and  all  other 
places  in  which  the  same  root  occurs.  To  go  back  to 
Dyer.  The  termination  viagus  comes  to  mean  "a  camp 
or  station  in  a  champaign  country.*'  What  does  Sito, 
the  modern  Thet,  imply  ?  Dyer  derives  both  forms  from 
the  Goidelic  Aithe,  a  headland  or  hill.  This  appears  in 
the  forms  IteXm,  Etna,,  /da ;  then  it  becomes  Het,  and, 
Goidelic  having  no  H,  Sit  (like  Greek  Hex,  Latin  Sex) — 
hence  Sitomagus,  which  the  Iceni  perhaps  pronounced  Thito- 
magus,  and  the  Anglian  invaders,  erroneously  translating 
the  termination  of  the  word,  "magus,"  by  "ford,"  arrived 
at  Thetford. 

Another  root  from  which  both  Sito  and  Thet  may 
be  derived  is  that  from  which  proceed  the  two  Irish 
(Goidelic)  words  ait,  place,  and  aithe,  dwelling.  The 
first  appears  on  Ogam  inscriptions  in  the  forms  eht,  ehht, 
ett,  and  edd ;  the  second  as  aihte  and  ehte,  both  being 
ultimately  derived  from  primitive  pett,  ].ntty  which  we 
find  in  Scotland  in  such  names  as  Pitlochry,  &c.  The 
stem  is  (p)ete  autbreiten  (Stokes),  which  gives  Gaelic 
aitheamh,  English  fathom,  Latin  pates,  and  these  are 
connected  with  Irish  aith,  planities,  campus,  area,  which 
appears  to  be  the  same  as  Dyer's  aithe,  which  he 
translates  hill — the  history  of  the  word  being  Et  or  It, 
Hit,  Sit,  Thet  (c/.,  Nicholson,  Heltic  Researches,  p.  64). 

These  conjectures  appear  fanciful,  but  there  seems  to 
me  to  be  a  good  deal  of  right  reasoning  about  them. 
Sitomagus   will,   therefore,   mean   "  the   camp   or   station 

^  lliat  the  Atrebates  were  Qoidela  is  ulinost  couclusively  proved  by  the 
£ict  that  at  Calleva  Atrebatum  (Silchester)  has  been  found  the  only  stone 
bearing  an  Ogam  inscription  in  Southern  Britain,  for  Ogatns  are  un- 
known out  of  Goidelic  districts.  Of  course  there  is  a  possibility  that  this 
Ogam  stone  may  be  the  memorial  of  a  Goidelic  visitor,  or  immigrant  to 
Calleva. 
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on  the  plain  by  the  hill,"  and  at  Thetford  there  "is  the 
mighty  mound,  dating,  as  I  believe,  from  Neolithic  times, 
to  testify  to  the  truth  of  the  description,  or  it  may  be 
simply  "  the  camp  or  dwelling  on  the  plain,"  without 
reference  to  the  mound.  This  being  so,  it  becomes  in 
either  case  an  additional  support  to  our  contention, 
that  Thetford  is  Sitomagus,  both  on  philological  and 
geographical  grounds,  rather  than  Dunwich,  where,  on 
the  sea-coast,  you  will  certainly  find  no  open  champaign 
country,  nor  any  hill  or  mound  sufficiently  commanding 
to  add  its  name,  if  that  be  so,  to  the  camp  or  station 
located  there,  besides  which,  as  we  have  shown,  the 
data  of  the  Tabula,  on  which  Dr.  Raven  relies,  are 
dead  against  fixing  Sinornagi  on  the  sea-coast,  and  in 
favour  of  our  westward  trend  for  the  Ninth  Iter. 

As  regards  the  idea  of  magus  having  been  anciently 
translated  as  meaning  "ford,"  I  have  come  across  a 
curious  note,  which  shows  that  this  was  possibly  the 
case,  in  A  Norfolk  Tour,  1829,  under  "Thetford,'' 
p.  883,  "Antiquarians  (sic)  have  been  divided  in  their 
conclusions  with  regard  to  Thetford  being  the  ancient 
Sito  Magus.  Peutinger*8  table  seems  to  have  determimed 
the  point  beyond  a  doubt,  for  under  the  Ninth  Iter  it 
is  said  to  have  been  xxxi  mp.  from  Venta  Icenorum, 
generally  allowed  to  have  been  the  modern  Caistor,  near 
Norwich,  and  minutely  answers  to  our  modern  compu- 
tation of  the  distances'  between  the  two  places  (see 
Horsley's  Dissertations  on  Peutinger's  Table,  folio  514)." 
The  foregoing  is  in  the  text,  and  though  the  statement 
seems  a  little  mixed,  the  argument  is  my  own.  (The 
italics  are  mine).  The  following  is  the  note  referred 
to : — "  The  name  of  Sito  Magus  seems  to  have  been 
given  to  it  to  perpetuate  the  name  of  the  ancient 
Sitones,  a  famous  people  in  Germany,  mentioned  by 
Tacitus.      The    latter    word    Magus    was    most    probably 
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added  to  point  out  the  probability  of  its  being  fortified, 
which,  according  to  Cluverius,  in  the  old  Celtic,  imports 
the  same  as  the  Latin  word  vaduvi,  a  ford."  This 
is  interesting;  but  the  Sitones  are  never  heard  of 
in  Britain,  and  Cluverius  could  not  have  been  very  well 
acquainted  with  Celtic  !  The  Anglian  invaders  may 
equally  have  misunderstood  the  meaning,  when  they 
translated  Sitomagus,  Thetford. 

D.      On   THE  NAME  ICENI. 

The  people  so  called  by  Tacitus  are  in  all  probability 
the  same  with  those  whom  Caesar  calls  the  Cenimagni, 
and  are  also  probably  of  the  same  stock  as  the  Ceno- 
manni  of  Gaul  and  Italy. 

Now,  these  people  were  certainly  Celts,  and  one,  if 
not  the  chief,  peculiarity  of  the  Celtic  branch  of  the 
great  Indo-European  family,  is  the  way  in  which  it 
deals  with  the  "p"  of  the  original  stock.  It  drops  it 
altogether.  Thus  to  take  the  root  Pater  as  an  example 
Greek  and  Latin  are  practically  the  same  as  Sanscrit, 
and  this  is  continued  in  all  the  Romance  languages. 
The  Gothic  tongues  turn  it  to  **  f,*'  German  Vater, 
English  Father,  Armenians  to  **  h,"  hair,  while  the 
Goidelic  form  is  "  athair," — the  "  p  "  gone.  (Welsh 
[Kymric  or  Brythonic]  follows  another  root,  and  its 
word  is  "tad,"  otherwise  it  would  exhibit  the  same 
law).  These  two,  the  Goidels  and  the  Brythons  (or 
Kymri)  make  up  together  the  Celtic  race.  Of  these 
the  Goidels  appear,  from  a  number  of  instances,  for 
which  I  must  refer  to  Mr.  Nicholson's  book,  to 
have  retained  this  Indo-European  "p"  to  a  much  later 
date  than  the  Brythons,  even  to  the  fifth  century  A.D., 
and  where  "  p "  is  found  in  the  dialect  of  a  people, 
which,  on   other   grounds,  is  adjudged   to  be  Goidelic,  it 
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will  probably  be  this  original  Indo-European  **p,"  as 
e.g.j  Prasutagus,  above.  But  when  "  p "  is  found  in  a 
Kymric  dialect  it  is  a  transformed  or  degraded  Indo- 
European  "  q,"  which  becomes  in  Goidelic  K  or  hard  C 
Thus  Indo-European  quatuo7\  Goidelic  Cethir,  becomes 
in  Welsh,  pedwar  {cf.  Latin  equus,  Greek  l'tttto^). 

Curiously  enough  in  the  Welsh  pimpy  five,  the  first 
"p"  represents  an  original  Indo-European  "p" — Sanscrit 
pan9a,  which  became  in  Latin,  by  assimilation  quinqne, 
Goidelic  Coir  (for  quonqe) — restored,  while  the  second 
"  p "  is  of  course  the  regular  transmutation  of  "  q." 

To  which  branch  of  the  Celts  do  the  Iceni  belong  ? 
Their  name  gives  the  answer. 

The  Goidelic  word  for  head  is  quenn — hence  Gaelic 
ceann,  which  becomes  in  Welsh  penn,  pen.  If  then, 
the  Cenimagni  or  Iceni  had  belonged  to  the  Kymric 
branch  of  the  Celts,  their  name  would  have  been  some 
form  derived  from  "pen,"  but  it  is  not  so.  The  name, 
therefore,  is  at  once  a  proof  that  this  tribe  were  Goidels, 
and  the  meaning  of  Ceniy  standing  alone,  would  be  "  chief 
or  head  people."  To  this  name  the  Celtic  article  Y  or  /, 
meaning  "the,"  is  easily  prefixed,  and  they  became  in- 
differently Ceni  or  Iceni.  To  this  is  added  the  word 
magni,  meaning  "great,"  and  you  have  the  Cenimagni, 
"great  chief  people,"  or  Iceni,  "the  chief  people." 

I  may  refer  here  to  some  remarks  by  Mr.  J.  C.  Tingey, 
in  a  Paper  on  l%e  IckneUd  Way  in  Norfolk  Archceology, 
vol.  xiv.,  p.  150.  "The  Celtic  tribe  inhabiting  East  Anglia 
were  known  to  other  fellow  tribes  as  'Y  Ceni,'  ie.,  'the 
head  ones,'  *  Y '  being  the  definite  article.  The  Romans, 
coming  afterwards,  softened  it  to  Iceni,  and  even  dropped 
the  Y  or  I  altogether,  for,  as  Caasar  knew  the  name, 
the  tribe  were  known  as  Cenimagni."  (Holder,  by  the 
way,  explains  Cenimagni  as  meaning  "  locum  longinquum 
tenentes,"  but   here   again    he   gives   no   reason).      Caw- 
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Tnanni  would  appear  to  be  a  corruption  of  Cenimagni, 
or  possibly  these  were  Cenomans  (like  "Allemans"  and 
others),  which,  again,  means  the  same  thing — viz.,  "chief, 
head,  or  principal  people." 

The  name  is  specially  appropriate  to  the  people  who 
gave  birth  to  Prasutagus,  "  the  very  good  raider,"  and  • 
Boudicca,  who  seem  to  have  had  an  hegemony  over 
all  Eastern  and  Middle  Britain,  and  who  \^vy  nearly 
brought  the  Roman  dominion  in  Britain  to  a  premature 
ending.  The  Scottish  name  "  Canmore "  is  the  same 
word,  meaning  "Great  Chief,"  an<l  was  given  to  Malcolm, 
King  of  Scotland,  who  was  contemporary  with  William 
the  Conqueror,  1058 — 1093.  "Great  or  paramount  chief" 
is  certainly  the  true  meaning  of  "  Canmore,"  not  "  big 
head,"  to  which  circumstance  Sir  Walter  Scott  explained 
the  name  to  be  due. 

This  Prince  was  himself  a  "very  good  raider,"  as  the 
Lowlands  and  Northumbria  testified,  but  he  is  best 
remembered  as  the  husband  of  the  saintly  Margaret,  who, 
by  her  virtues,  atoned  for  his  somewhat  barbaric  grandeur. 
Still  he  deserved  his  name  of  *'  The  Great  Chief." 

Should  anyone  object  that  in  thus  explaining  Iceni 
we  are  joining  the  Brythonic  article  to  the  Goidelic 
word  [an  being  the  Goidelic  definite  article),  we  may 
point  to  a  place  called  Pennnoloccua  on  the  Lake  of 
Geneva,  which  Mr.  Nicholson  equates  with  "Kinloch,"  a 
name  which  occurs  in  Scotland,  and  means  "  the  head 
of  the  loch  or  lake."  Pennoloccus  is  situated  at  the 
upper  end  of  the  lake,  where  the  Rhone  flows  into  it. 
Here  we  have  the  Brythonic  (or  Kymric,  to  use  the 
term  which  Mr.  Nicholson  prefers)  "Penno"  in  combina- 
tion with  the  Goidelic  "Loch."  Such  vagaries  of  language, 
however,  only  testify  to  the  mixture  of  peoples. 

In  the  Journal  of  the  British  Archaeological  Association, 
vol.    Ivi.,    pp.    324,    325,    the    learned    Dr.    Phene    gives 
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expression,  in  the  course  of  a  Paper  on  "  The  Commercial 
Importance  of  Peterborough  in  pre-Roman  Times,"  to  a 
very  far-fetched,  and,  as  I  am  persuaded,  utterly  erroneous 
theory  as  to  the  origin  of  the  name  Iceni,  and  the  race 
to  which  they  belonged;  but  it  is  worth  mentioning,  if 
•  only  to  express  dissent  from,  on  account  of  the  currency 
given  to  it  in  so  important  a  publication.  Dr.  Phenfe 
writes:  "The  Iceni,  or  Ic-eni"  (as  he  divides  the  name), 
"apparently  GrsBCO-Italian  settlers,  were  described  as 
carriers  of  commerce  on  the  (i.e.,  the  great)  highway 
from  i^x^^i  ^  ^^y  ^^  road."  And  he  proceeds:  "The 
Trinobantes"  (were  described)  "as  merchants  on  the 
three  highways,  which  ways  intersected  in  the  capital 
of  those  people,  and  which  are  now  known  as  the 
Ermine  Street,  Ic-neild  Way,  and  Watling  Street." 

In  a  previous  Paper  in  the  Journal  of  the  British 
Archaeological  Association,  vol.  liii.,  pp.  196,  197,  he  had 
already  broached  this  idea,  in  answer  to  the  question 
"Who  were  the  Trinobantes ? "  in  which  he  derives  their 
name  from  "trin"  *'trimLs"  and  j3cuW,  and  transfates 
"  the  dwellers  by  the  three  roads."  He  also  refers  here 
to  the  ''Ic-eni"  and  his  derivation  of  their  name  from 
?j(i/o9,  and  develops  his  thesis  that  both  these  tribes 
were  Grssco- Italian  settlers !  (See  also  a  previous  Paper 
by  Dr.  Phene  in  the  Journal  of  the  British  Archaeological 
Association,  vol.  Hi.,  p,  198).  Now,  all  this  is  purely 
fanciful,  and  it  is  time  that  all  such  ideas  of  Graeco- 
Italian  colonisation  should  be  repudiated  in  the  interests 
of  true  scientific  research. 

As  I  have  shown,  the  Iceni  were  a  Goidelic  tribe;  so 
also  were  the  Trinobantes.  Having  settled  the  meaning 
of  the  name  of  the  former,  it  will  not  be  out  of  place 
to  add  a  few  words  as  to  the  latter.  They  are  variously 
named  THnovantes,  which  appears  to  be  the  correct 
reading,  the  b  merely  denoting  that  the  v  was  English  v, 
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not  Latin  (=  English  w).  There  were  three  other  tribes 
in  Britain  who  may  be  mentioned  in  connection  with  the 
Trinovantes — viz.,  the  Novantes  in  South-West  Scotland, 
the  Decanti  in  North  Wales,  and  the  Dekanti  in  North 
Scotland.  **Is  it  an  accident,"  asks  Mr,  Nicholson, 
"that  these  names  appear  to  contain  stems  meaning 
'  thrice  9,'  *  9/  and  *  10 '  ?  I  hold  not.  Many  reasons 
for  their  name  might  be  guessed — e.g,,  these  tribes  may 
have  been  divided  into  27,  9,  and  10  classes  respectively; 
or  may  have  been  ruled  by  so  many  chiefs/'  And  he 
goes  on  to  argue,  and  to  bring  forward  proofs,  that 
all  alike  were  Goidels.  Here,  it  seems  to  me,  we 
have  genuine  scientific  reasoning  {v.  Keltic  ResearcheSy 
pp.  18,  19). 

To  revert,  lastly,  to  the  name  Venta,  and  the  reason 
for  its  being  given  to  the  chief  commercial  centre,  the 
"market  town"  of  the  Belgae,  Silures,  and  Iceni,  as  in 
Spain  to-day,  we  may  compare  the   name  Mediolanuvi. 

This  occurs  once  in  Britain ;  it  will  be  seen  in  a 
corner  of  the  Tabula  shown  here ;  it  occurs  a  score  of 
times  in  Gaul,  and  its  great  representative  is  Medio- 
lanurri  in  North  Italy,  the  modern  Milan. 

This  name  is  usually  explained  as  being  derived  from 
Medio(p)lanum,  witli  Indo-European  "  p "  lost,  and  is 
supposed  to  signify  "in  the  midst  of  the  plain."  This 
would  do  verv  well  for  Milan,  situated  in  the  midst 
of  the  gi'eat  plain  of  Lombardy,  but  hardly  suits  any 
of  the  other  localities  in  which  it  is  found — e.gr,,  the 
British  Mediolanum  is  in  the  Welsh  hills. 

Now,  it  is  noticeable  that  wherever  it  occurs  it  is 
in  the  territories  of  Goidelic  tribes,  and  Mr.  Nicholson 
suggests  that  in  Mediolanum  we  have  another  example 
of  places  named,  like  Venta,  from  their  commercial 
importance.  Mediolanum  is  not  Medio(p)lanum,  but 
medi-olanum  or  olanon,  the   place   of    the   weighing  out 
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of  wool — tuool'Onart — from  the  stem  of  the  Irish  med, 
''weighing-beam,"  "scale"  {cf.  fieZifivw^  modius,  metior, 
THcasure),  and  Irish  olann,  "  wool "  from  root  vlana, 
which  appears  in  Latin  as  lana,  lanum,  in  Welsh 
(English)  as  flannel. 

The  presumption  is,  that  all  these  Mediolanums, 
Milans,  were  great  centres  of  the  wool  trade, — Milan 
certainly  was,  its  device  being  a  fleece, — and  the  ieuct 
that  so  many  towns  were  named  after  their  staple 
product  or  industry,  is  an  additi«)nal  proof,  if  any  were 
needed,  that  Venta  also  has  to  do  with  trade,  and  that 
each  Venta  was  the  commercial  centre,  the  market  town 
of  its  district.  (Consult  Nicholson,  Keltic  liesearches, 
pp.  166.  167,  and  see  N.E.D.  under  "flannel")  In 
conclusion,  I  would  express  my  obligation  to  Mr. 
Nicholson  for  his  learned  remarks,  which  have  thrown 
a  flood  of  fresh  light  on  so  many  hitherto  obscure 
details  of  Keltic  antiquity. 

Appendix  E. 

In  the  Proceedings  of  the  Cambridge  Antiquarian 
Society,  No.  xlv.,  1905,  pp.  1 — 74,  there  is  a  learned 
Paper  by  the  Rev.  A.  C.  Yorke,  Rector  of  Fowlmere, 
Cambs.,  entitled  "Iter  V.  and  Iter  IX.  of  Antonine,  as 
seen  from  Fowlmere,"  which  I  did  not  see  until  my 
Paper  was  completed,  and  which  merits  a  short  notice 
at  my  hands. 

In  the  course  of  his  Paper  Mr.  Yorke  endeavours 
to  prove  that  Sitomagus  is  to  be  found  at  Bury 
St.  Edmund's  and  Venta  Icenorum  at  Cambridge.  In 
this  contention  he  stands  entirely  alone,  not  one  of  the 
fifteen  authorities  he  refei-s  to,  in  spite  of  their  many 
varieties  of  opinion,  having  ever  suggested  these  two 
sites,  so   that   he   has  the   merit   of  originality;   but   his 
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arguments  do  not  commend  themselves  to  my  mind,  nor, 
I  am  persuaded,  would  they  have  commended  themselves 
to  Dr.  Raven,  thoucrh  we  follow  a  very  different  line 
ourselves ! 

It  is  unnecessary  for  me  to  recapitulate  here  the 
reasons  which  have  led  me  to  locate  Siioinagus  at 
Thetford  and   Venta  IcenoriiTn  at  Caistor  by  Norwich. 

Mr.  Yorke  makes  a  great  point  of  the  accuracy  of 
the  Roman  mileage  measurements,  but  having  made  a 
wrong  start  by  fixing  (beginning  at  the  opposite  end  of 
the  route  to  Iter  IX.)  CossaromagiLS  at  Margaretting, 
Canoniuvi  at  Witham,  and  Camviodunum  at  Mark's 
Tey  (with  all  of  which  I  disagree,  for  reasons  uncon- 
nected with  my  present  subject)  he  proceeds  to  locate 
Ad  Anaam,  which  he  calls  "  that  will-o'-the-wisp  of 
stations"  (thougli  it  is  no  more  so  than  many  another 
on  the  Antonine  routes),  at  Colciiester  and  CombretoniuTti 
at  Hadleigli  on  the  River  Brett,  and  thus  easily  reaches 
Bury  St.  Edmund's  tlirough  Lavenham,  at  the  correct 
distance  of  Sitoinagtis  from  Combretonium,  xxii  mpm., 
whence  he  arrives  at  Cambridge  through  Newmarket  in 
the  required  xxxii  mpm.  between  Sitomagvus  and  Venta 
Icenorum.  It  is  a  very  beautiful  and  logical  process,  if 
you  grant  the  premises  ;  but  it  is  vitiated  throughout 
by  the  initial  errors  which  mark  the  sites  assigned  to 
the  stations  from  Londinium  to  Comhvetonium, 

Starting,  as  I  do  in  my  Paper,  with  the  Antonine 
Itinerary,  at  Venta  Icenorum,  the  places  all  take  their 
position  at  well-ascertained  Roman  sites  on  a  well- 
mai'ked  out  road — V&)ita  Icenorum  =  Caistor,  Sitomagus 
=  Thetford,  Combretonium  =  Brettenham,  Ad  Amsam  = 
Stratford  St.  Mary,  Carmdodonum  =  Colchester,  whence 
to  London  we  have  a  choice  of  one  or  two  routes,  and 
need  not  be  particular  as  to  the  claims  of  Witham, 
Romford,  &c.,  for  the  remaining  sites.

30         NOTES   ON   THE   NINTH   ITER  OF   ANTONINUS,   ETC. 

There  is  one  point  in  which  Mr.  Yorke  lends  me 
material  assistance  as  against  those  who,  like  Dr.  Raven, 
would  locate  Sitomagus  on  the  coast,  and  that  is  in  his 
clear  and  forcible  demonstration,  from  the  line  of  route 
shown  on  the  Tabula  Peutingeriana^  that  Sitomagus 
must  be  inland. 

There  are  many  other  statements  which  I  might  take 
note  of  in  Mr.  Yorke's  Paper,  but  as  they  are  not 
germane  to  the  main  subject  I  will  pass  them  by. 

With  his  assignment  of  the  station  Iciyii  in  Iter  V. 
to  Hitchin  I  am  not  inclined  to  quarrel,  but  with  his 
etymology  and  philology  I  cannot  agree.  In  spite  of 
Domesday  Book,  it  seems  to  me  indisputable  that  the 
Latin  pronunciation  of  "c"  was  hard  like  "k,"  and  that 
the  softening  to  **  ch "  was  first  provincial,  and  thence 
passed  into  the  Romance  languages. 

Moreover,  as  I  have  pointed  out,  in  the  "ceni"  of 
'' I-cenij*'  and  also  in  •*  Icini,''  I  find  the  Goidelic 
"  Geann "  (pronounced  Ken),  which  means  "  head,"  and 
the  Iceni  were  "  the  chief  people,"  and  "  Icini,"  in  all 
probability,  one  of  their  "chief  seats."

JOHN  TURNER  HOTBLACK. 


This  church,  after  being  allowed  to  fall  into  a  most 
deplorable  condition,  as  shown  in  the  photograph  here- 
with, has  lately  undergone  considerable  repair ;  and,  though 
much  still  remains  to  be  done  before  it  will  again  be 
available  for  Church  services  or  other  Church  uses,  perhaps 
a  short  statement  of  its  history,  its  condition  when  the 
repairs  were  commenced,  and  of  what  has  been  done  so 
far,  might  be  useful  and  interesting. 

The  whole  of  the  church  with  the  exception  of  the 
tower  may  have  been  entirely  rebuilt;  and,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  the  window  over  the  vestry  on  the  north  side  of 
the  chancel,  and  probably  the  east  window  also,  all  the 
windows  in  chancel,  transepts,  and  nave  were  replaced 
in  the  Perpendicular  period.  But  there  is  evidence, 
particularly  in  the  jambs  and  heading  of  a  Decorated 
window  which  now  inclose  the  Perpendicular  window 
in  the  east  end,  that  the  present  walls  may  have  been 
those  of  the  Decorated  church. 

There  has  been  a  trench  dug  half-way  across  the  nave 
to  see  if  there  were  any  foundations  of  a  narrower 
church,  but  nothing  was  found. 
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Perhaps  St.  Mary's  was  already  a  comparatively  poor 
parish  in  those  very  prosperous  times  which  Norwich 
must  have  had  when  so  many  of  our  churches  were 
entirely  rebuilt  with  so  much  magnificence  in  the  Per- 
pendicular style.  It  is  very  inferior  in  size  to  several 
of  our  largest  churches,  and  its  nave  and  transepts  will 
not  compare  with  the  little  Church  of  St.  Peter  Hungate 
for  richness  of  design,  yet  it  is  a  handsome  church,  and 
to  have  allowed  it  to  become  a  ruin  would  have  been  a 
loss  to  the  whole  city. 

The  small  window,  already  mentioned,  in  the  chancel 
over  the  vestry,  which  has  been  blocked  up  for  a 
very  long  time,  is  either  as  originally  placed  in  the 
Decorated  church,  or  perhaps  it  was  removed,  if  the 
chancel  was  rebuilt,  and  replaced  in  the  new  wall.  It 
is  of  good  Decoratcil  design  and  built  entirely  of  clunch, 
which  probably  would  not  have  stood  till  now,  even  in 
its  present  decayed  condition,  had  it  not  been  blocked  up. 
Clunch,  which  is  nothing  but  hard  chalk,  is  admirably 
adapted  for  inside  work,  and  is  being  so  used  in  the 
most  magnificent  modern  building  that  I  know  of, 
the  Roman  Catholic  church  now  being  built  in  our  city 
by  the  Duke  of  Norfolk,  regardless  of  cost,  but  it  will 
not  stand  the  exposure  in  outside  work  for  any  great 
length  of  time. 

The  east  window  is  curious,  and  I  think  the  explana- 
tion is  that  there  was  a  Decorated  window  here  till 
after  Reformation  times.  I  suspect  that  the  stonework 
of  this  window,  like  all  the  others,  was  originally  clunch, 
but  the  arch  at  least  had  been  replaced  in  Barnack 
stone,  before  its  general  decay  in  comparatively  recent 
times  necessitated  its  removal.  The  present  Perpendicular 
window  I  think  to  be  of  pre-Reformation  make — but 
not  for  this  church.  I  suspect  that  it  was  bought  cheap 
second-hand,  and  then  altered,  as  can  be  plainly  seen,  so 
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as  to  fit  tolembly  well  under  the  Decorated  arch.  As  it 
stands  now  the  arch  and  sill  are  of  Barnack  stone,  the 
head,  mullions,  and  jambs  are  all  of  Ancaster  stone, 
and  it  is  the  only  window  in  the  church  which  had  no 
clunch  in  it  at  the  time  of  the  commencement  of  the 
present  repairs. 

The  windows  on  the  north  side  of  the  nave  (except 
that  nearest  the  tower,  which  has  had  a  new  heading 
of  rather  inferior  design  in  Ancaster,  which  is  being  left, 
and  mullions  partly  of  wood,  which  are  being  replaced 
in  stone)  had  clunch  headings  and  jambs,  Barnack  sills, 
mullions,  and  outside  labels.  Those  on  the  south  side  of 
the  nave  had  clunch  traceried  heads  and  jambs,  Barnack 
sills,  the  mullions  and  outside  labels  being,  perhaps, 
of  Weldon  stone.  In  both  north  and  south  I  think  the 
mullions  were  originally  clunch. 

In  the  large  north  transept  window  the  jambs  are  (or 
rather  were  before  the  present  repairs)  clunch  inside, 
Ancaster  outside;  the  sill  is  of  Roche  Abbey  stone,  the 
mullions*  tracery,  and  outside  label  Ancaster.  It  is  now 
repaired  entirely  in  Ancaster.  The  corresponding  window 
in  the  south  transept  is  in  every  respect  similar.  The 
two  east  windows  in  the  .transepts  have  clunch  jambs, 
Ancaster  heads  and  mullions,  and  Roche  Abbey  silla 

The  two  Perpendicular  windows  on  the  south  side 
of  the  chancel  had  clunch  jambs,  Ancaster  heads  and 
mullions,  Barnack  sills  and  outside  labels. 

In  the  Perpendicular  window  on  the  north  side  of  the 
chancel  the  jambs  were  clunch,  the  mullions  Ancaster, 
headings  perhaps  Weldon,  and  the  sill  Barnack;  this 
window  also  has  been  repaired  entirely  in  Ancaster. 

It  is  a  pity  that  it  should  have  been  thought  necessary 
in  some  places  to  remove  the  clunch  jambs,  though  they 
were  in  very  bad  order.  But  could  not  the  clunch  have 
been   retained   on   the   inside,  and  might   not   the   inside 
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of  the  jambs  in  the  transepts,  which  were  clunch,  have 
been  repaired  in  the  same  material  ? 

I  have  given  this  full  account  of  the  stone  in  the 
windows  because  I  think  it  shows  that,  with  the 
exception  perhaps  of  the  sills  and  outside  labels,  they 
were  all  originally  entirely  built  of  clunch.  In  the 
north-west  chancel  window,  when  the  clunch  jambs  were 
removed,  the  joining  of  the  newer  head  on  to  them 
could  be  plainly  seen.  The  clunch  in  these  jambs  was 
in  very  large  blocks,  which,  tliough  very  much  decayed 
w^here  exposed,  were  quite  good  inside.  Some  of  the 
blocks  had  evidently  been  used  before,  being  turned 
round,  and  the  older  working  embedded  in  the  wall. 

The  rather  good  piscina  in  the  south  transept  is  also 
clunch,  and,  not  being  exposed  to  the  weather,  this  soft 
stone  seems  to  have  answered  very  well  here. 

There  is  in  the  west  w-all,  just  to  the  north  of  the 
tower  arch,  what  is  perhaps  the  oldest  memorial  stone 
in  the  city.  The  inscription  in  Norman  French  may  be 
translated,  "  I  Thomas  de  Lingcole  have  given  to  this 
altar  a  wax  taper  and  a  lamp  and  the  rent  of  Colegate." 
The  date  seems  to  be  1298,  but  this  last  part  of  the 
inscription  is  evidently  a  restoration  or  addition,  as  will 
be  seen  by  the  accompanying  photograph,  and  may  not 
be  absolutely  correct. 

The  very  wide  buttress  at  the  south-west  corner  of 
the  nave  has,  I  think,  been  most  admirably  repaired. 
The  three  top  courses  of  drip-stone  were  Roche 
Abbey,  too  delicate  a  stone  for  such  a  situation ;  but 
by  using  the  best  out  of  the  others,  the  top  course  is 
still  Roche  Abbey,  the  low^er  ones  being  replaced  in 
Barnack. 

The  other  buttresses  of  nave,  transepts,  and  chancel 
were  generally  in  very  bad  order.  They  have  now  been 
most  substantially  restored. 
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The  demolition  of  the  remaining  walls  of  the  original 
vestry  on  the  north  side  of  the  chancel  is  to  be  regretted, 
and  can  only  be  excused  by  lack  of  funds.  By  the 
larger  photograph  it  can  be  plainly  seen  that  the  top  of 
the  original  roof  of  the  vestry  was  just  below  the  sill 
of  the  chancel  window,  and  that  the  buttress,  which  has 
now  been  altered  to  be  like  the  others,  was  part  of  the 
vestry  wall;  that  it  had  no  base  or  footing,  and  that 
the  drip  corresponded  with  the  coping  of  the  wall. 

The  porch  is  rather  large,  and  a  good  example  of 
late  Perpendicular,  with  a  parvis  chamber  over  it,  and 
square-headed  windows.  It  is,  I  think,  the  latest  addition 
to  the  present  church. 

The  Vicar,  the  Rev.  J.  H.  Griffiths,  has  supplied  me 
with  the  following  account  of  the  old  lettering,  now 
exposed  at  the  east  end  of  the  chancel,  as  given  to 
him  by  Mr.  G.  A.  King,  the  probable  date  of  which  is 
between  1560  and  1610. 

On  the  north  side  of  the  east  window: — 

"The  fear  of  the  lorde  is  the  beginning  of  wisdom." 
The  end  of  the  commandment  is  *' charity  out  of  a  pure 
heart  and  of  a  good  conscience  and  of  faith  unfeigned." 
"Thou  shalt   love  the  lorde  thy  god  with  all   thy  heart 

and  with  all  thy  soul thou  shalt  love  thy as 

thyself hang  all  the  law  and  the "  "  Whoso- 
ever shall  keep  the  whole  law  and  yet  offend  in  one 
point  he  is  guilty  of  all.  For  he  that  said  do  not 
commit  adultery  said  also,  thou  shalt  not  kyll.*' 

It  will  be  noticed,  first,  that  the  lettering  is  defective 
and  unreadable  in  places ;  secondly,  that  capital  letters 
are  only  used  to  begin  sentences,  even  the  words  "Lord" 
and  '*God"  being  written  "lorde"  and  "god." 

On  the  south  side  of  the  east  window: — The  lettering 
is  very  defective  here,  but  Mr.  King  has  made  out  the 
following :— - 
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"  For  as  often this  cup  ye  shall  show  the  lordes 

death  till  he  (come) .  .  .  But  let  a  man  examine  hymselfe 

and eate   of   the   breade   (and   diynke  of  the)  cup 

for  he  that  eateth drynketh " 

The  reader  is  referred  to  1  Corinthians  xi.  26-29. 

"Be  ye  sober  and  watch  unto  prayer.  But  above  all 
things  have  fervent  love  among  yourselves  fFor  love  shall 
cover  the  multitude  of  synnes." 

The  whole  of  the  roof  is  of  the  same  general  design. 
There  are  no  tie-beams  of  any  sort,  but  arched  principals 
with  wall  pieces  carried  some  distance  down  the  wall 
and  then  resting  on  stone  corbels. 

The  principals  in  the  nave  are  very  far  apart  and 
quite  plain,  but  in  the  transepts  they  are  closer  and 
have  purlins,  which  are  absent  in  the  nave,  and  at 
the  crossing  there  is  tracery  in  the  spandrils  and 
several  good  bosses,  the  central  one  being  a  rayed  figure 
of  the  Virgin. 

The  chancel  roof,  of  the  same  general  design,  is  further 
enriched  by  being  ceiled  with  panelled  tracery. 

The  whole  of  the  roof  was  in  fair  order  and  w.anted 
only  small  repairs,  except  where  part  of  the  tower  had 
fallen  through  at  the  west  end:  here  four  pairs  of  new 
rafters  and  six  pairs  of  new  principals  had  to  be  used. 

The  carved  tracery  on  the  chancel  ceiling  has  been 
carefully  restored,  and  the  four  easternmost  panels  have 
been  gilded  and  painted  as  they  were  originally,  there 
having  been  plenty  of  the  old  gilding  and  colouring 
left  as  a  guide.  The  colours  do  not  look  very  well 
now,  but  probably  they  will  tone  down  in  time. 

The  roofs  throughout  are  all  of  oak,  and  they  have 
everywhere  been  repaired  in  the  same  material. 

All  the  lead  on  both  church  and  tower  has  been  recast. 

The  original  oak  door  at  the  bottom  of  the  rood- 
loft  stairs  is  still   in  position.     It  has  a  curious  shutter 
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arrangement  to  allow  of  its  opening  inwards  over  the 
bottom  step  of  the  stairs. 

The  Communion  rails  are  of  massive  oak,  either  Queen 
Anne  or  early  Georgian  I  should  think. 

The  font  cover  was  an  elaborate  piece  of  later  Georgian 
work  in  painted  and  gilded  deal.  The  remnants  have 
been  carefully  kept,  but  are,  I  think,  past  repair,  even 
if  they  were  worth  it. 

The  pulpit,  prayer  desk,  and  sanctuary  chairs,  of 
different  periods  and  varying  merit,  have  been  removed 
for  repair;  as  have  also  some  very  old  miserere  seats. 
These  latter  merit  emd  require  a  good  deal  of  careful 
repairing,  as  they  are  in  very  bad  condition. 

The  font  is  probably  late  fifteenth  century,  of  rather 
poor  design.  It  is  octagon  m  form,  with  eight  shields, 
on  which  are  painted  modern  heraldic  designs. 

In  course  of  repairing  the  piers  supporting  the  chancel 
arch,  an  early  tiled  flooring  of  the  chancel  has  been 
found.  It  is  about  18  ins.  below  the  present  level  of 
the  chancel,  and  6  ins.  below  that  of  the  nave.  For  a 
strip  about  a  foot  wide  next  the  nave  the  tiles  are 
4  ins.  square  and  are  laid  square,  the  rest  are  about 
4|  ins.  square  and  laid  diagonally.  Both  sizes  appear 
to  be  black  and  white  alternately.  They  are  of  soft 
red  earth,  and  were  probably  made  locally.  There  is 
now,  so  far  as  I  can  see,  no  trace  of  glaze  on  the 
colouring;  and  though  some  have  thought  that  there 
was  a  pattern  on  them,  I  think  the  pattern-like  appear- 
ance is  only  due  to  uneven  wearing.  Some  of  them  are 
divided  by  creases  into  quarters  and  half-quarters. 

The  six  bells  were  all  cast  in  Norwich,  and  are, 
perhaps,  in  this  particular,  unique.  The  two  largest  are 
late  pre-Ref ormation ;  the  other  four  range  from  1640 
to  1684.  They  are  unusually  small  for  Norwich,  and 
have   been   iialled    by  our    ringers   "a   toy   peal."     They 
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are  described  more  fully  in  L'Estrange's  Church  BeUs 
of  Norfolk 

In  the  accounts  of  the  church  there  is  an  entry, 
12th  October,  1865,  of  the  sale  of  the  Sanctus  bell  to 
the  Rev.  J.  Durst  (then  Vicar  of  St.  Peter  Parmenter- 
gate)  for  £3,  which  money  was  spent  in  repairing  the 
hangings  of  the  other  bells.  I  suspect  that  this  is  the 
bell  now  hanging  on  the  Parmentergate  Schools,  which 
were  built  about  that  time;  and  if  this  should  prove  to 
be  so,  I  can  only  hope  that  it  may  be  returned  to  its 
original  place. 

The  bells,  small  as  they  are,  were  too  much  for  the 
tower,  and  their  use  after  it  had  begun  to  show  signs 
of  decay  was  no  doubt  the  cause  of  its  collapse. 

It  will  be  seen  by  the  photograph  of  the  exterior  of 
the  church,  taken  just  before  the  recent  repairs  were 
commenced,  that  the  upper  story  of  the  tower  was  con- 
siderably contracted.  The  walls  being  much  thinner 
than  the  lower  portion,  this  contracted  upper  story 
had  not  at  all  a  pleasing  appearance.  It  was  so 
obviously  an  addition,  though  an  early  one  (judging  by 
the  windows,  perhaps  of  the  fourteenth  century),  and 
it  was  found  to  be  so  rotten  that  it  was  reported  as 
quite  impossible  to  be  repaired.  It  had  been  very  much 
weakened  by  the  originally  thin  wall  being  scooped  out 
in  places  to  allow  more  room  for  the  swing  of  the 
bells.  The  taking  down  of  the  portion  which  had  not 
already  fallen  was  dangerous  work,  which  was  happily 
accomplished  without  accident. 

When  this  upper  story  was  removed  the  rest  was 
found  to  be  in  a  deplorable  condition,  largely  due  to 
the  comparatively  recent  removal  of  an  outside  turret 
staircase,  which  had  been  very  badly  done.  There  were 
big  cracks  and  yawning  openings  almost  everywhere. 
It  was  in  clearing  out  one  of  these  openings  that  the 
mason   first   discovered  a  portion   of  a  round   column   in 
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the  very  centre  of  the  wall.  This  central  position 
excited  interest.  At  first  some  thought  that  the  tower 
might  have  been  recased  and  so  accounted  for  what 
was  apparently  a  window  column  being  so  far  from 
the  face  of  the  wall.  The  subsequent  discovery,  first 
of  another  column  exactly  like  the  first  in  the  same 
position  for  another  window,  and  then  the  finding,  one 
after  another  in  the  face  of  the  flint  wall,  of  the  ends 
of  the  central  and  two  side  stones  (abaci)  from  which 
the  double  angular  heads  of  all  four  windows  (one 
pointing  to  each  of  the  four  cardinal  points)  sprang, 
seemed  to  make  it  certain  that  we  had  two  columns,  and 
could,  when  we  liked,  open  the  other  two, .all  in  their 
original  position,  in  the  very  centre  of  the  wall.  We 
had  found  portions  of  three  of  the  columns  with  the 
cushioned  capitals  of  two  of  them  before  we  discovered, 
first  that  one,  and  then  that  all  of  them,  had  a  central 
string,  and  that  these,  like  the  capitals,  were  all  identically 
the  same,  as  were  also  the  circular-moulded  bases. 

The  first  of  the  Saxon  window  photographs  (No.  3) 
shows  the  size  of  the  cushioned  capital,  the  front  of 
which  had  been  removed;  it  is  the  top  stone  but  one. 
The  top  stone  is  the  broken  end  of  the  back  half  of 
the  long  central  stone  from  which  the  inside  of  the 
double  angle  heading  sprang.  This  photograph  also 
shows,  by  the  difference  in  the  texture  of  the  rubble 
filling,  the  double  angle  shape  of  the  window  head. 

The  next  photograph  (No.  4)  shows  one  of  the  side 
stones  from  which  the  outside  of  the  headings  sprang, 
and  though  the  whole  eight  were  found  in  position,  this 
was,  I  am  sorry  to  say,  the .  only  one  thought  sound 
enough  to  be  allowed  to  remain,  which  it  does  without 
having  been  disturbed  at  all.  *  This  photograph  also  shows 
the  thickness  of  the  wall,  as  it  was  taken  when  a  portion 
by  the  next  window  had  been  pulled  quite  out,  and 
remains  of  the  original  plaster  may  be  plainly  seen  in  it. 
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In  No.  3  the  front  half  of  the  cushioned  capital  has 
been  removed,  in  No.  5  it  has  been  replaced;  they  were 
all,  I  think,  originally  made  in  two  pieces. 

No.  6  shows  a  window  as  restored,  the  shape  of  the 
base  and  also  of  the  central  string  can  be  well  seen  in  it. 

The  discovery  of  the  remains  of  these  old  windows 
necessitated  the  reconsideration  of  the  original  plan  for 
the  repair  of  the  tower.  It  was  first  decided  that 
they  should  be  restored,  and  then  that  it  would  not  be 
expedient  to  rebuild  the  top  story,  but  that  the  old 
coping  from  the  top  should  be  placed  immediately  on 
the  string  course  which  had  marked  the  junction  of  the 
contracted  upper  story,  thus  giving  to  the  whole,  as  I 
think,  a  very  proper  finish. 

In  these  windows  the  central  columns  and  side  strings 
were  of  Caen  stone,  and  the  long  central  stone  which 
carried  the  inner  base  of  the  double  angular  heading 
was  in  ea<^h  case  Barnack;  but  all  these  central  stones 
were  broken,  so  that  none  could  be  used  again.  I  expect 
that  they  were  not  original,  and  think  they  were  too 
light  for  their  work.  They  should  have  been  wider  if 
not  thicker,  and  were,  I  believe,  originally  in  Caen  like 
the  rest,  which  had  not  stood  and  had  consequently 
been  renewed  in  Barnack.  They  are,  in  my  opinion, 
the  weak  feature  in  the  design.  There  was  no  other 
wrought  stone  of  any  sort  used  in  these  windows  either 
for  sides,  quoins,  or  in  the  angular  heading. 

I  think  that  I  may  correctly  call  these  windows  Saxon, 
^  and  assign  them  twenty  years  after  the  Conquest,  and 
I  claim  that  they  are  the  oldest  known  specimens  of 
wrought  stone  in  the  city. 

There  were  at  least  four  great  men  of  the  Norwich 
School  of  Artists  connected  with  this  church — John  Crome 
was  married  in  it,  John  Sell  Cotman  was  christened, 
Robert  Ladbrooke  was  married,  and  last,  not  least,  the 
Rev.  E.  T.  Daniels  at   times  ministered  here  and  signed 
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the  registers,  but  was  never  appointed  Vicar  or  Curate 
of  the  parish, — I  should  claim  that  we  have  in  them 
the  three  greatest  Masters  of  that  great  School,  for  if 
John  Crome  and  J.  S.  Cotman  may  be  placed  first,  I 
should  without  hesitation  put  E.  T.  Danie)|s,  amateur 
though  he  may  have  been,  next  only  to  them,  and  I  may 
remark  that  I  think  we  are  very  fortunate  in  having 
his  work  so  well  represented  in  the  Castle  Museum. 

There  is,  besides  others,  one  fine  old  monument  in  the 
chancel  to  Clement  Hyrne,  his  wife,  and  children.  There 
is  a  memorial  tablet  to  the  great  Daniels  (I  cannot 
refrain  from  calling  him  so)  in-  the  nave.  There  are 
several  tablets  to  the  Finch  family,  and  one  large  one 
to  the  Springfields ;  and  now  the  great  north  transept 
window  has  been  restored  by  members  of  the  Springfield 
family,  the  great  south  transept  window  by  members  of 
the  Finch  family;  the  south-east  chancel  window  has 
been  given  by  the  Rev.  A.  F.  Rivers,  a  former  Vicar; 
the  south-west  chancel  window  is  being  restored  by  the 
descendants  of  Martin  Fountaine,  and  will  be  a  beautiful 
example  of  local  stained  glass  work  by  J.  &  J.  King; 
the  subject  is  the  Annunciation.  The  north-west  chancel 
window  is  being  restored  by  the  sons  of  the  late  Vicar, 
the  Rev.  Charles  Morse.  The  north-east  transept  window 
is  the  gift  of  the  members  of  the  ArchsBological  Society, 
one  of  their  members,  Mr.  G.  A.  King,  giving  the  beauti- 
ful centre  light  (St.  Thomas).  The  south-east  transept 
window  is  the  gift  of  the  relatives  of  the  late  John  and 
Lydia  Gardener.  One  of  the  windows  on  the  north  side 
of  the  nave  has  been  given  by  the  neighbouring  clergy, 
and  another  by  Mr.  Francis  Hornor,  whose  grandfather, 
Mr.  Jared  Hornor,  is  buried  in  the  churchyard. 

I  must  thank  Mr.  Grifliths,  the  Vicar,  for  the  loan  of  the 
blocks  for  some  of  the  illustrations,  and  for  permission  to 
use  his  photographs  for  others. 
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In  1905  it  was  decided  to  enlarge  the  Norfolk 
Shirehouse,  which  is  situated  at  the  foot  of  the  east 
side  of  the  Norwich  Castle  Mound,  over  the  site  of 
what  was  originally  part  of  the  Ditch  or  Moat. 

To  obtain  an  area  large  enough  to  provide  the 
accommodation  required  in  the  new  building,  it  was 
found  necessary  to  cut  away  some  of  the  Mound  itself 
and  to  re-excavate  part  of  the  old  ditch  which  had 
gradually  been  filled  up  in  the  period  since  the  Castle 
had  ceased  to  be  a  military  stronghold.  The  work  was 
executed  in  the  autumn  of  1906. 

When  the  excavations  had  reached  a  level  of  about 
10  ft.  below  the  ground  floor  level  of  the  existing 
Shirehouse,  or  about  54  ft.  below  the  general  level  of 
the  top  of  the  Mound,  it  was  found  that  as  much  as 
two-thirds  of  the  front  portion  of  the  excavation  was 
still  artificial  soil.  Trial  holes  were  sunk  through  this 
in  three  diflferent  places,  and  from  these  the  general 
contour  of  the  bottom  of  the  ditch  was  obtained.  The 
greatest  depth  seemed  to  have  been  about  74  ft.  below 
the  level  of  the  top  of  the  Mound,  or  above  Ordnance 
datum  about  37  ft.  The  bottom  of  the  ditch  was  cut 
into  the  solid  chalk.     The  side  of  the  ditch  towards  the 
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Mound  seems  to  have  been  fairly  steep,  about  40  degrees, 
and  this  corresponds  well  with  the  present  slope  of  the 
Mound;  the  side  towards  the  east  seems,  however,  to 
have  been  much  flatter,  and  was  only  about  20  degrees. 

The  ditch,  as  said  before,  seems  to  have  been  gradually 
filled  up,  and  the  remains  of  several  buildings  were  dis- 
covered, but  none  of  a  very  heavy  character  or  of  any 
particular  interest.  The  "filling  in"  was  very  tightly 
packed,  and  some  difficulty  was  found  in  getting  the 
piles  for  the  foundation  of  the  new  building  through 
it.  Careful  watch  was  kept  for  "spoil"  during  the 
excavation,  and  it  resulted  in  about  two  dozen  coins 
of  various  dates,  remains  of  pottery  and  Dutch  tiles, 
and  also  many  bones  being  discovered.  In  the  natural 
chalk  a  few  fossil  shells  were  found. 

On  the  west  side  of  the  site,  where  the  excavation 
into  the  Mound  went  furthest,  it  was  found  that  the 
Mound  itself  was  formed  of  the  following  strata.  Taking 
the  underside  of  the  new  basement  floor  as  a  datum 
(this  is  about  54  ft.  below  the  top  of  the  Mound)  the 
strata  come  in  the  following  order,  the  datum  being  in 
the  natural  chalk  4  ft.  6  ins.  below  the  "shale"  in  the 
accompanying  section: —

One  of  the  most  curious  finds  was  the  existence  of 
what  are  termed  **  pot-holes  '*  by  the  local  labourers. 
One  that  was  excavated  to  its  full  depth  was  found  to 
measure  about  27  ft.  in  depth  below  the  ground  level 
that  existed  at  the  time  it  was  dug.  They  were  all 
evidently  excavated  before  the  Mound  was  raised,  as 
there  was  no  sign  of  them  in  the  top  strata.  The 
strata  above  this  particular  pot-hole  was  about  13  ft. 
thick,  making  a  total  depth  from  the  soil  level  at  the 
time  of  these  recent  excavations  to  the  bottom  of  about 
40  ft.  The  special  one  above  mentioned  was  roughly 
rectangular,  about  5  ft.  each  way.  In  all  of  them  there 
was  abundant  evidence  of  fire,  as  all  the  earth  and 
stones  around  had  been  subjected  to  great  heat,  and 
there  were  large  quantities  of  charred  wood  and  bones. 
Remains  of  pottery  of  a  very  early  date  (said  to  be 
Roman)  were  found  in  all  these  holes,  but  in  a  very 
broken  state,  only  one  pot  being  in  anything  like  a 
perfect  condition.  Among  them  were  two  cones  in  the 
same  ware  as  the  pots;  these  had,  roughly,  a  diameter 
of  3  ins.  and  were  the  same  in  height.  The  bases  of 
the  cones  were  hollowed  out  about  1^  ins.,  making  the 
articles  not  unlike  extinguishers  with  extra  wide  bases. 
One  or  two  other  articles  iu  the  same  ware  are  rather 
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remarkable,  and  have  been  suggested  as  handles  and 
feet  of  jars.  The  sides  of  some  of  the  larger  jars  were 
covered  with  a  lattice-work  pattern,  with  the  imprint 
of  the  potter's  thumb  at  every  crossing.  Some  of  the 
rim  handles  are  ornamented  in  a  similar  way,  and  one, 
curiously  enough,  seems  to  have  been  made  by  what  we 
should  now  call  a  "left-handed"  man,  as  it  bears  a  clear 
impress  of  his  left  thumb  beside  the  handle.

The  Norwich  Taxation} — The  assessment  of  the  value 

of  ecclesiastical  property  in  England  which  went  by  this 

name  was  so  called,  not  because  it  related  solely  to  the 

Diocese   of   Norwich,  but    because  Walter    Suffield,  then 

Bishop  of    Norwich,  was  commissioned    to   carry  it  out. 

In   1254   Pope  Innocent   IV.   granted   for  three  years  to 

King    Henry    III.    the    tenth    of    ecclesiastical    property 

which    the    Popes    had   succeeded    in    claiming   for_tliem- 

selves,  and   a   new   valuation    was   ordered    to    be    made. 

The  date  of  the  Taxation,  which  is  sometimes  set  down 

as    1256,    is    definitely    given    by    Matthew    Paris,^    who 

states    that    the    letter   of    Pope    Innocent    was    wn-itten

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Eadmundi  de  Burgo."  Its  contents  are  miscellaneous. 
The  Taxation  forms  the  commencement  of  the  volume. 
The  copy  was  not  made  by  the  monks  of  Bury  quite 
contemporaneously  with  the  Taxation.  The  account  of 
the  City  of  Norwich,  which  is  in  a  hand  only  slightly 
later  than  the  general  return,  contains  mention  of  the 
destruction  of  the  Pji^^rp.h  nf  Sf.  F.UiftlhPjrf.j  which  took 
place  in  the  riot  between  the  citizens  of  Norwich  and 
the  monks  of  the  Priory  in  1272.*  A  little  peculiarity 
in  the  copy  made  for  the  Ely  Diocese  by  the  monks  of 
Barnwell  furnishes  a  possible  clue  to  the  date.  The  tax 
granted  in  12o4  was  a  tenth.  Yet  to  each  entry  in  the 
Barnwell  copy  for  Ely  is  annexed  "vicesima."  What 
does  this  mean  ?  A  reference  just  given  may  explain. 
Doubtless  the  Ely  copy  was  made  for  the  "grant  of  a 
twentieth  to  the  Disinherited  Barons  in  1266  "according 
to  the  Norwich  Taxation."  The  Isle  of  Ely  was  then 
their  headquarters.  From  there  they  soon  afterwards 
issued  forth  to  sack  Norwich.  The  Diocese  of  Norwich, 
no  less  than  that  of  Ely,  would  certainly  have  to  meet 
the  demand.  The  monks  of  Bury  may  have  made  their 
copy  at  this  time,  the  portion  relating  to  the  City  of 
Norwich  being  a  slightly  later  addition. 

This  Taxation  of  Bishop  Suffield  was  known  to  Bishop 
Tanner,  by  whom  it  is  quoted  in  his  MS.  collection  as 
"Tax*  Walteri  Epi."  It  is  also  quoted,  but  not  so  often 
as  might  be  expected,  by  Blomefield  and  his  continuator. 
On  one  or  two  occasions  they  quote  things  which  are 
not  in  the  Bury  copy,  as  though  they  had  another  copy. 
On  the  other  hand,  where  vicarages  are  given  in  the 
Norwich  Taxation,  Blouiefield  ignores  it,  and  says  "a 
vicarage,  wp,s.  settled -luod- valued  at  so  much/'  giving  the 
later  increased  valuatioji  of  1291  as  though  there  had 
been   no   yicam^e   before.     Of   late   the    Bury  copy  has

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been  more  frequently  xx)nsulted^  and  is.  dealt...  with 
as  a  valuable  source  of  evidence  by  Dr.  Jessopp  and 
Dr.  Cox  in  the  Victoria  County  Histories  of  Noi'fotk 
and  Suffolk, 

Besides  the  questions  directly  arising  out  of  the  Taxa- 
tion itself   in   its   various   details,  there  are  two   general 
matters    of    interest   wliich   seem    to   possess   special    im- 
portance.     (1)    We    have    before    us   a    very    neat    and 
^haustive  picture  of  the  Diocese  at  a  very  early  period, 
,    ^ith  its  ororanised  arranorements  set  out  in  such  a  form 
(     as  to  enable  us  (as  I  hope  to  show)  to  recover  at  least  a 
Vgood    deal    of    their   origin    and    date.     (2)   The   internal 
evidence    of    the    Taxation    suorgests   a   gradual    progress 
on  the  same  lines  from  an  earlier  and  original   valuation 
of   benefices,  through    our   present   one,  to   that  of   Pope 
Nicholas. 

We  will  examine   our  document   from   our   first   point 
of  view. 

Organisation  of  the  Archdeaconries  and  Deanet^. — 
The     document     begins     with     a     statement  *     that : — 
/      "The  Bishopric  of  Norwich  has  4  Archdeacons,  namely, 
X     the    Archdeacon    of    Norwich    [who]    lias    12    Deaneries, 
the    Archdeacon    of    Norfolk     [who]    has    12    Deaneries, 
'■     the    Archdeacon    of    Sudbury   [who]    has      8    Deaneries, 
^^the    Archdeacon    of    Suflfolk      [who]    has    13  Deaneries." 
Then  follows   the    valuation   of    the    ecclesiastical    pro- 
perty in  almost   every    parish    in    the   Diocese,  arranged 
under  the  four  Archdeaconries  and  their  several  Deaneries, 
the    number   of    parishes    taxed    in    each    deanery  being 
specified  at  its  head. 

W^ith  regard    to  the  Archdeaconries  there  is  not  much 
diflSculty  in  suggesting  their  history.

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The  ancient  4)r.actic6  appears  to  have  been  for  a  bishbp 
to  have  one  archdeacon  for  his  diocese.  But  the  fact 
that  the  Diocese  of  Norwich  had  from  the  first  followed 
the  lines  of  tlie  old  kingdom  of  East  Anglia  and  in- 
cluded two  counties,  would  render  it  reasonably  certain 
that  during  the  later  Angle  and  Danish  period  therQ 
would  be  two  archdeacons,*  one  for  Norfolk  and  one 
for  Suffolk.  At  the  time  of  the  Norman  Conquest  the 
bishopric  was  still  at  Elmham.  When  Herbert  de  Lozinga, 
in  1094,  transferred  the  seat  of  the  bishopric  from 
Thetford  to  Norwich,  which  was  then  by  far  the  most 
important  centre  of  a  very  populous  diocese,  it  may  have 
been  deemed  desirable  to  have  two  archdeacons  in 
Norfolk  and  to  call  one  from  the  name  of  the  diocesan 
centre.  Blomefield,  who  gives  the  name  of  an  Arch-\ 
deacon  of  Norfolk  in  1085,  has  the  date  1101  for  his  J 
first  Archdeacon  of  Norwich.*  The  remarkable  way  in 
which  the  deaneries  attached  to  tGese  tw6~archdeaconries 
were  intermingled  throughout  the  county  may  be  taken 
as  supporting  this  theory  of  the  date  of  the  creation  of 
the  Archdeaconry  of  Norwich.  Had  that  Arclideaconry 
been  founded  while  the  bishopric  was  still  fixed  at  Elm- 
ham  or  Thetford,  and  while  Norwich  was,  ecclesiastically, 
not  even  "  prima  inter  pares,"  we  should  have  expected  a 
convenient  portion  of  the  eastern  part  of  Norfolk  to  be 
a&signed  to  the  new  Archdeaconry.  But  after  the  See' 
was  removed  to  Norwich  the  new  Archdeacon,  who 
would  always  be  in  closest  touch  with  the  Bishop,  took 
precedence  over  his  fellow-official,  the  principal  towns  in 
the  county  were  placed  under  his  charge  and  his  field 
of  supervision  was  extended  to  all  parts  of  the  county. 

For   the   separation   of   the    Archdeaconry  of   Sudbury 
from    that    of    Sufiblk    an     actual     date    is    given     by

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Suckling,^  who  states  that  it  was  created  by  Bishop 
Eborard  about  1125.  Bloraefield  connects  the  change 
with  the  appointment  of  the  then  Archdeacon  of 
Suffolk,  Richard  de  Beaufoe,  to  a  bishopric  in  France.® 
Here,  as  in  Norfolk,  the  new  Archdeaconry  was  made 
to  take  precedence  of  the  old,  but  the  reason  is  not 
apparent.  It  was  not,  however,  spread  over  the  county, 
but  included  only  the  western  portion. 

The  Rural  DeaTieries. — The  history  of  the  Deaneries 
is  of  great  interest.  Their  arrangement,  as  we  find 
them  in  our  document  and  which  continued  for  many 
centuries,  can,  without  much  doubt,  be  assigned  to  the 
period  immediately  succeeding  the  Norman  Conquest. 
The  subject  of  the  ruri-decanal  office  has  been  exhaus- 
tively treated  by  a  learned  writer  in  the  last  century. 
Dansey,  Horae  Decanicae  Rxirales.  ^ome  account  of 
the  origin  of  rural  deans  is  also  given  in  BlomefieJd's 
Sisiory  ofNorlijlh^  in  introducing  the  Deanery  of  Cran- 
wiChr^TTis  necessary,  however,  to  distinguish  between 
the  offiA^e  of  a  dean  and  the  teo^ntoinal  district  called  a 
^de^nery.  The  former  is  of  vastly  greater  antiquity  than 
the  latter.  The  office  of  a  dean,  no  doubt,  dates  back 
to  quite  the  early  days  of  Church  extension.  The 
"decanus,"  as  his  name  implies,  would  be  the  chief  of  a 
small  body  of  clergy,  nominally  ten  in  number.  This 
number  woidd,  of  course,  be  modified  according  to  cir- 
cumstances. (  Possibly,  as  ecclesiastical  organisation  settled 
into  a  parochial  system  in  various  countries,  the  deans 
may  have  had  a  certain  number  of  parishes  assigned  to 
their  supervision.A

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In  England  these  officials  are  hardly  mentioned  till 
the  middle  of  the  eleventh  century,  and  there  seems  to 
be  only  one  mention  of  a  "deanery"  or  decanal  district 
in  any  document  claiming  to  date  before  the  Conquest.-

noticed  that  the  idea  of  a  dean  here  expressed  is  not 
that  of  one  who  had  a  field  of  spiritual  supervision, 
but  rather  of  one  who  had  penal  jurisdiction  over  his 
deanery.  This  was  certainly  the  case,  and  it  will  ex- 
plain the  probable  origin  of  the  rural  deaneries  as  we 
find  them  in  actual  operation.  . ^  -  v 

Many  writers  have  commented  on  the  correspondence 
between  civil  and  ecclesiastical  districts.  A  diocese  oi 
an  archdeaconry  frequently  coincides  with  a  county 
Deaneries  as  subdivisions  of  a  diocese  must,  it  was 
thought,  have  corresponded  with  some  subdivision  of  i, 
county.  But  earlier  writers  differed  as  to  the  civi! 
divisions  with  which  deaneries  might  originally  have 
corresponded.  Bishop  Kennett,*  led  by  the  etymology 
of  the  name,  suggested  that  deaneries  corresponded  with 
"tithings."  He  thought  that  as  a  civil  hundred  was 
divided  into  tithings  for  jurisdictional  and  other  pur- 
poses, so  bishops  divided  a  diocese  into  deaneries  containing 
originally    about    ten,    afterwards    a    larger    number    of

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parishes  under  the  jurisdiction  of  a  dean.  Spelmau,* 
with  more  reason  as  we  shall  see,  suggests  as  an 
alternative  that  deaneries,  as  a  subdivision  o£  a  diocese, 
corresponded  witli  the  hundreds  into  which  a  county 
was  divided  for  almost  every  administrative  purpose. 
We  must  remember  that  our  ancestors  had  not  the  same 
advantage  of  maps  that  we  have  to  guide  their  judgment 
in  such  a  matter,  otherwise  it  is  difficult  to  see  how  any 
Norfolk  or  Suffolk  student  could  fail  to  see  that  in  these 
counties  the  *'deanenes"  corresponded  in  ecclesiastical 
organisation  with  "hundreds"  in  civil  administration. 

The  maps  of  Norfolk  and  Suffolk  here  given  show 
the  hundreds  as  they  existed  with  little  change  from  the 
time  of  Domesday  Book  downwards,  and  the  deaneries 
as  thev  are  found  in  our  document  of  1254,  and  as 
they  also  existed  with  little  change  to  the  time  of  the 
Reformation.  It  will  be  seen  that  only  in  one  case 
does  a  deanery  overlap  the  boundary  of  its  hundred, 
viz.,  Burnham  in  North  Norfolk,  which  besides  its  own 
Hundred  of  Gallow  includes  also  part  of  the  Hundred 
of  Brothercross.  Sometimes  two  hundreds  are  combined 
in  one  deaneiy,  but  a  deanery  can  never  (except  in  the 
case  just  mentioned)  be  said  to  comprise  a  portion  of 
two  hundreds.  Even  the  apparently  exceptioncJ  case  of 
the  Deanery  of  Burnham  may  be  reasonably  explained.® 
One  other  deanery  was  exceptional  in  another  way. 
The  Deanery  of  Fordham,  which  included  the  Hundred 
of  Lackford  in  Suffolk,  included  also  not  a  few  parishes 
which  were  outside  the  County  of  Suffolk  and  in 
that  of  Cambridge.  Their  inclusion  in  the  Diocese 
of  Norwich  must  have  been  due  to  causes  in  remote 
antiquity.

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In  addition  to  the  evident  correspondence  as  shown 
in  the  map,  or  rather  in  corroboration  of  it,  we  may 
compare  the  lists  of  parishes  in  deaneries  as  given 
in  our  Taxation  with  lists  of  townships  as  similarly 
arranged  in  hundreds  in  early  subsidy  rolls.  Such  lists 
for  Norfolk  may  be  seen  in  Norfolk  Archaeology,  vol.  xii., 
pp.  266 — 287.  Although  these  lists  are  eighty  years 
later  than  the  lists  in  the  Taxation,  the  townships  were 
scarcely  different  from  those  given  in  Domesday  Book. 
The  correspondence  of  the  two  sets  of  names  in  the 
hundreds  and  the  deaneries  will  at  once  be  apparent.  A 
similar  result  for  Suffolk  is  obtained  by  comparing  our 
Suffolk  deaneries  in  the  Taxation  with  the  Suffolk 
hundreds  in  the  printed  Suffolk  Subsidy  Roll  for  1327.' 
With  regard  to  Norfolk,  a  like  correspondence  will  be 
found  by  collating  our  deaneries  with  the  Domesday 
hundreds  as  conveniently  set  out  in  connection  with 
their  geld -assessment  in  VictoHa  Counties  History  of 
Norfolk,  vol.  ii.,  pp.  204 — 211.  The  same  analysis  has 
not  yet  been  published  for  Suffolk. 

Once  more,  it  will  be  noticed  that  many  deaneries 
retained  the  name  of  the  hundred  to  which  they  corres- 
ponded. It  is  curious  that  this  is  far  more  the  case  in 
Suffolk  than  in  Norfolk.  Thus  in  the  Archdeaconry 
of  Norwich,  out  of  the  twelve  original®  deaneries  five 
have  the  names  of  hundreds.  In  the  Archdeaconry  of 
Norfolk  two  out  of  twelve  have  the  names  of  their 
hundreds.  In  the  Archdeaconry  of  Sudbury  five  out  of 
eight  follow  this  rule,  and  in  the  Archdeaconry  of  Suffolk 
no  fewer  than  eleven  out  of  thirteen.  There  is  no  ap- 
parent reason  to  account  for  this  remarkable  difference. 

The  following  is  a  list  of  the  forty-five  old  deaneries 
in  the  Diocese,  with  their  corresponding  hundreds: —

^  The  correspondence  between  deaneries  and  hundreds  would  only  apply  to  counties 
where  the  hundreds  were  of  suitable  size.  In  Sussex,  where  the  hundreds  were  very 
small,  the  deaneries  were  manifestly  accommodated  to  the  six  rapes;  two  of  the 
deaneries,  Lewes  and  FeTensey  (both  now  subdiTided),  corresponded  with  the  rapes 
of  the  same  names. 
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The  calling  of  a  deanery  after  the  name  of  its  hundred 
was  a  natural  course  to  take,  but  it  is  not  easy  to  see 
what  guided  the  choice  in  the  case  of  those  not  so 
called.  Judging  by  the  valuation  of  the  benefices,  some 
at  least  of  the  names  so  chosen  could  never  have  been 
taken  from  the  leading  churches  in  the  deanery.  It  has 
been  suggested  that  they  might  have  been  the  parishes 
of  the  first  dean  when  the  bishop  "appointed  a^  place " 
according  to  the  King's  order.  Eiit_it_ifl..morft  than  doubt- 
ful whether  tha  deans  wore,  as  «  rule,  parochial  clergy. 

.Admitting^  that  the  ruri- decanal  districts  were  accom- 
modated to  the  more  ancient  hundreds,  we  may  asE  why, 
and  when  were  they  thus  instituted.  We  have  already 
observed  that  the  mediaeval  deans  exercised  ecclesiastical 
jurisdiction  rather  than  spiritual  supervision,  and  that 
the  supposed  mention  of  a  "deanery"  in  this  connection 
in  the  time  of  Edward  the  Confessor  is  open  to  much 
doubt.  On__the  other  hand,  an  excellent  reason  for  thel 
institution  of  such  divisions  shortly  after  the  Conquest 
may  be  found  in  the  separation  by  William  the  Conqueror/ 
of  civil  and  ecclesiastical  jurisdiction  into  two  distincu 
departments.  In  an  undated  order  ^  the  Conqueror  says 
"I  command  and  by  royal  authority  enjoin  that  n< 
bishop  or  archdeacon  any  longer  hold  pleas  concerning; 
episcopal  laws  in  the  hundred  [court],  nor  bring  a  caus4 
that  relates  to  the  rule  of  souls  to  the  judgment  of 
secular  men,  and  whosoever  shall  have  been  summoned 
according  to  episcopal  laws  concerning  any  cause  or 
offence  shall  come  to  the  place  which  the  bishop  shall  have 
chosen  or  appointed  for  the  purpose  (ad  hoc)  and  there 
shall  answer  concerning  the  cause  of  his  offence,  and 
shall  do  right   to  God  and   his* bishop  not  according  to

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the  [custom  of  the]  hundred  but  according  to  the  canons 
•and  the  episcopal  laws."     And  again,  "  Let  the  judgment 
I  be   carried   to   no   place  but   to  the  episcopal   See  or  to 
\  that  place  which  the  bishop  shall  have  appointed  for  the 
Ngurpose."     Hitlierto  ecclesiastical,  no  less  than  civil,  causes 
had  come  before  county  or  hundred  courts  in  which   the 
bishop  and  the  sheriff  or  other  official  sat  together.     The 
arclideacon  appears  to  have  sometimes  acted  for  the  bishop, 
but  no  mention  is  made  by  the  King  of  deans  or  decanal 
courts.  '  It  is  an  obvious  suggestion,  that  when  the  order 
speaks  of  the  bishop  making  "  ad  hoc "  arrangements  for 
the   trial   of    causes  there   could   have   been   no   existing 
organisation  of  decanal  courts  ready  to  receive  the  causes 
which    were    to    be    removed    from    tlie    hundred    courts. 
Rather,  the   order   gives  just   the   reason   for   the  estab- 
lishment  of   such   courts   in   correspondence    to    those    of 
the  hundred.     At  all  events,  while  their  existence  before 
the  Conquest  is  extremely  doubtful,  after  this  order  they 
became  almost  a  matter  of  necessity.     Our  document   is 
perhaps  the  earliest  surviving  account,  with  any  fulness 
of  detail,  of  the  organisation  of  deaneries  in  the  Norwich 
Diocese.     The  names  of  some  deans  of  an  earlier  date  in 
connection  witli    their  deaneries  are  recorded   by  Blome- 
field,  and  there  is  a  valuable  statement   in   Bartholomew 
Cotton's    Histoi'y    of  the    English    Church.^     Under   the 
bishopric   of    Bishop   Eborard,  about   the   year  112],    he 
writes^ "And    note    that    the    bishopric   of    Norwich    has 
6  four  archdeaconries  and   forty-five  deaneries."     Of   these 
The   gives   a   list    agreeing'   with   that   in   this   Taxation, 
v except    that    he    makes    Norwich    and    Taverham  *    one

and  Thetford  is  strongly  in  favour  of  the  early  date  of 
his  list.  Within  a  generation  of  the  transference  of  the 
bishopric  from  Thetford  to  Norwich  it  is  easy  to  under- 
stand that  Thetford  retained  some  of  its  predominance. 
In  1254  Norwich  stands  by  itself,  but  as  an  addition. 
Thetford,  though  not  valued,  is  in  its  proper  place.  As 
the  number  of  twelve  deaneries  is  still  preserved, 
apparently  Norwich  is  not  to  be  counted  as  one  of 
them.  We  may  add  the  observation  that  the  names 
in  the  Norwich  Taxation  follow  in  this  Archdeaconry 
almost  the  same  order  as  that  of  Bartholomew  Cotton, 
an  indication  that  the  list  in  the  Taxation  was  copied 
from  an  old  one  such  as  Cotton  quotes. 

We  have  thus  every  reason  to  think  that  the  ruri-decanal 
system  originated,  so  far  as  its  territorial  distribution 
is  concerned,  in  the  separation  by  the  Conqueror  of 
ecclesiastidJ  from  civil  courts.  The  questions  which 
came  before  these  ecclesiastical  courts  were  matters 
connected  with  marriages  and  testamentary  dispositions, 
both  of  which  were  held  to  have  religious  sanction.  In 
addition,  they  dealt  with  breaches  of  public  morality 
and  Church  order  or  discipline.  The  court  was  called 
the  "Court  Christian"  or  "Court  of  Christianity,"  and 
we  sometimes  find  a  dean  called  "Decanus  Christiani- 
tatis."  There  was  constant  friction  between  them  and 
the  civil  courts,  the  latter  accusing  the  deans  of  capturing 
their  fees  on  false  pretences.     Nor  can  we  be  surprised 

on  Tombland  held  the  <'land  of  St.  Michael"  in  Taverham  (D.B.).  (2) 
St.  Clement  by  Fybridge  web  attached  to  the  Manor  of  Tolthorpe,  the 
court  of  which  manor  was  held  in  St.  Augustine's  Oroft  (filomefleld, 
ToL  iT.,  pp.  463—478),  where  also  was  held  the  court  of  the  Hundred  of 
Taverham.     (Fundatio  Eccl.  Cath.     See  Ntwieh  Mecorda,  vol.  i.,  p.  o8). 
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to  find  that  a  certain  amount  of  rivalry  existed  between 
the  deans  and  their  superior  ofiBcial,  the  archdeacon. 
-Among  Kirkpatrick's  papers  in  the  Norwich  Muniment 
Room  is  an  award  between  Master  Ralph  de  Wyken, 
Archdeacon  of  Norwich,  and  Thomas  Silvestre,  Dean  of 
the  City  of  Norwich.  The  award  was  made  by  Bishop 
Ralpli  de  Walpole  in  1294  in  "his  old  Chapel  of 
Norwich."  In  general  it  reserves  to  the  archdeacon 
the  cognisance  of  more  serious  matters  or  oiFences  and 
leaves  the  minor  causes  to  the  dean,  and  perhaps  over 
laymen  only.  As  time  went  on,  the  decanal  courts  seem 
to  have  gradually  given  way  to  those  of  the  archdeacon, 
and  by  the  time  of  the  Reformation  they  had  died  out. 
The  office  of  rural  dean  was  itself  suspended  in  this  as  in 
other  Dioceses  for  some  300  years  until  it  was  revived  by 
Bishop  Stanley  in  1842,  and  the  restored  organisation 
with  some  alterations  and  somewhat  different  functions 
has  once  more  taken  its  ancient  place  as  a  most 
useful  agency  of  diocesan  administration.  The  modern 
deaneries  in  Norfolk,  and  to  some  extent  in  Suffolk, 
retain  the  original  names  which  we  find  in  our  present 
document. 

Before  leaving  the  matter  of  the  jurisdiction  of  rural 
deans  I  can  hardly  avoid  referring  to  the  opinion  of  an 
honoured  authority,  Dr.  Jessopp,  who,  in  the  Life  of 
St.  WUliam  of  Nm^wichy^  passes  a  friendly  criticism  on 
my  views  about  the  "Dean  of  the  City  of  Norwich," 
expressed  in  my  Leet  Jurisdiction  in  Norwich.  He 
thinks  that  the  deans  of  Norwich,  there  accused  of 
exercising  jurisdiction  beyond  their  rights,  as  well  as 
certain  deans  mentioned  in  the  Life  of  St  William, 
were  not  the  rural  deans  but  civil  officials,  successors 
of  a  local  official  mentioned  in  chapter  xxviii.  of  the 
Laws  of  Edward  the  Confessor^  and  other  places.     He

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is  there  called  "  decanus "  or  "  tyenthe-heved  "  (head  of 
ten  "friborgi"  or  free-pledges).  But  surely  that  oflScial 
was  no  other  than  a  "decennarius,"  the  head  of  a 
tithing,  the  '*  chief-pledge "  of  the  Norwich  Leet  Rolls. 
On  the  other  hand,  it  is  certain  that  in  the  thirteenth 
century  the  officials  whom  Spelman  ^  calls  **  Decani 
Episcopi  alias  rurales"  were  doing  exactly  the  same 
things  in  their  deaneries  that  the  deans  of  Norwich 
were  doing  in  the  city.  In  the  Hundred  RoUs,^  under 
the  Hundred  of  Brothercross,  we  find  the  jurors  presenting 
that  "the  officials  and  deans  of  the  bishop  of  Norwich" 
hold  three- weekly  courts  in  every  deanery  and  there 
try  "  pleas  concerning  lay  chattels  [real  property]  which 
do  not  arise  from  matrimony  or  testaments."  This  is 
the  very  same  technical  form  that  is  used  of  the  deans 
of  Norwich.  I  see  no  reason,  therefore,  why  the  deans 
of  the  Leet  Rolls  should  not  have  been  rural  deans  of 
the  Deanery  of  Norwich.  Dr.  Jessopp  considers  that 
these  civil  deans  (as  he  thinks  them)  were  laymen. 
Spelman,  in  the  passage  just  referred  to,  says  that, 
according  to  some  authorities,  the  "bishop's  deans"  were 
not  necessarily  in  canonical  orders.  On  this  point  I  can 
offer  no  opinion.  They  were  probably  chosen  for  their 
legal  knowledge,  but  then  at  that  time  few  possessed 
that  knowledge  except  those  who  were  at  least  in  the 
lower  orders.  They  need  not  have  been  parochial  clergy. 
The  point  is  of  less  importance  if  (as  it  seems  from 
certain  evidence)  their  jurisdiction  was  over  the  laity 
only.  That  some  of  the  deans  of  the  City  of  Norwich 
were  married  is  most  likely  true.  This  was  also  the 
case  with  a  dean  in  the  Life  of  St  William,  who  has 
perhaps  largely  influenced  Dr.  Jessopp's  opinion.  With 
all  deference  I  venture  to  differ  from  his  judgment  as 
to  this  person's  position.  He  is  described  as  "Ricardus 
^  Glossary,  «.«.  <'  decanus.'*        ^  Rolls  Series,  p.  462. 
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decanus  de  Bedingham,"  and  he  was  protecting  from  the 
sheriflF  an  oiFender  who  had  taken  refuge  in  a  church 
of  St.  Andrew.  Dr.  Jessopp  takes  this  to  mean  that 
Richard  was  "Dean  of  Bedingham,"  a  Norfolk  village, 
where  was  a  church  of  St.  Andrew.  If  this  is  correct, 
of  course  he  could  only  have  been  a  village  official. 
But  is  there  not  another  possible  rendering  of  the  name  ? 
Elsewhere  he  is  only  "Richard  de  Bedingham."  It 
was  not  unusual  to  place  a  man's  office  between  his 
personal  and  family  names.  He  may  therefore  have 
been  "Richard  de  Bedingham,  the  Dean."  If  so,  why 
not  Dean  of  Norwich,  who  was  protecting  the  offender 
in  St.  Andrew's  Church  in  the  City,  a  much  more  likely 
scene  for  such  occurrences  to  be  taking  place  ? 

The  Taxation  and  the  Basis  of  Assessment. — The  valuation 

of  ecclesiastical  property  with  which  we  are  dealing  was, 

C     as  previously  stated,  made  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining 

the  amount  of  a  tenth  granted  by  the  Pope  to  the  King 

in  1254.     It  was  not  quite  the  first  of  its  kind;  at  least 

one  other  had  preceded  it.     But  it  was  evidently  thought 

that  a  new  valuation  might  produce  a  better  result  than 

the  valuation  then  in  use.     The  compiler  of   the  Annals 

of  Burton^  has  given  much  interesting  information  on 

this  ^  point.      "  In    obedience    to    the   Pope's    request,"   he 

j   says,    "  Walter,    Bishop    of    Norwich,    though    unwilling, 

j    undertook  the  Taxation  and  carried   it  out   through  the 

\    whole  kingdom."     In  every  diocese  the  deans  with  three 

rectors   or   vicars   of   leading   authority  were   to   conduct 

the  enquiry  on  oath   according   to   prescribed   directions. 

He  gives   the   Bishop's   letter   to   the   Dean   of   Stafford: 

"  Walter,    by    divine     permission     Bishop    of    Norwich, 

appointed  executor  of  the  business  of  the  cross  [crusade]

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by  the  Apostolic  See,  to   the  .discreet  men,  the  Dean  of 
Christianity  of   Stafford  and   the  persons   sworn  by  the 
chapters  greeting  in  the  Lord,  &c."     Then  follow  various 
directions.     They  were  to  ascertain  fully  the  truth  of  the 
just   value   of    all   ecclesiastical    incomings  (proventuum), 
great  or   small    of   every  kind,   whether  exempt  or   not, 
in    their    deanery.      Also    the    value    of    all    **  separated 
tithes,'*    pensions    or    other    "  proventus,"    whicli    other's 
might_  receive    in    the    parishes    of    the    rectors    of    the 
churclies.     Of  all  this  an  account  was  to  be  returned  in 
writing.      The   temporal  goods   of    religious   persons  and''^\ 
the    separate    tithes   not    belonging   to    the    churches    of       \ 
these  rectors  were  to  be  returned  by  the  religious  them-       / 
selves  if   the   abbey  or   priory  was  in    their   deanery,  if      / 
not,    then   the    authorised    enquirers    were   to   make    the  y 
return.     They  were  exhorted  to  do  their  duty  faithfully, 
"  notwithstanding    any    previously-made    taxations,"    lest 
others  scrutinising  their  work  might  find   them  to  have 
declined   from    the  truth   and   so   they  should   incur   the 
penalty  of  excommunication. 

In  accordance  with  these  instructions  we  find  the 
valuation  consisting  of  three  classes  of  property — (a)  the  '/ 
value  of  the  benefice  (rectoria,  personatus,  vicaria),  (6) 
the  "portions"  which  were  separate  from  the  benefice, 
and  (£)__the  temporal  gopda?  belonging  to  religious 
persons,  as  stated  above. 

We  need  not  concern  ourselves  further  with  the  third 
of  these  classes.  The  entries  under  that  head  relate 
merely  to  isolated  pieces  of  monastic  property  and  are 
evidently  not  entered  with  any  systematic  care.  Nor 
does  our  return  contain  any  mention  of  the  possessions 
of  the  religious  bodies  as  reported  by  themselves,  and 
as  they  are  so  fully  given  in  the  later  Taxation  of 
Pope  Nicholas.  It  is  in  the  details  relating  to  the 
^  Manorial  stocks,  rents,  &c. 
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parochial  "spiritualifciefe"*  (whether  attached  to  the  parish 
church  or  separate  from  it)  that  the  main  interest  of 
our  Taxation  consists.  In  this  respect  it  is  superior  to 
that  of  Pope  Nicholas.  A  glance  down  the  parallel 
columns  in  which  the  two  Taxations  are  collated  will 
show  how  many  churches  mentioned  in  the  former  are 
omitted  in  the  latter,  the  omissions  including  nearly  all 
the  churches  valued  at  less  than  six  marks,  which  are 
specified  in  some  dioceses  but  not  in  the  Diocese  of 
Norwich.  In  the  Norwich  Taxation  there  is  good  reason 
to  suppose  that,  with  very  few  exceptions,  easily  detected, 
every  church  then  existing  in  the  Diocese  is  mentioned. 
Even  those  not  taxed  on  account  of  their  poverty 
are  entered.  The  very  few  not  entered  were  probably 
returned  by  the  religious  bodies  to  which  they  were 
appropriated. 

It  may  be  as  well  here  to  refer  to  a  feature  of  the 
return  which  will  merit  some  further  notice,  the  ecclesi- 
astical condition  of  Norwich,  Thetford,  and  Ipswich. 
The  copy  which  the  monks  of  Bury  had  before  them 
appears  to  have  finished  the  Archdeaconry  of  Norwich 
with  the  heading  "  Decanatus  de  Thetford."  But  no 
details  of  that  deanery  are  given,  and  it  is  plain  that 
the  scribe  found  nothing  more,  for  he  writes  on  a 
corner  of  the  page  "Est  amen."  The  City  of  Norwich 
follows  in  a  later  hand,  and  the  valuation  of  its 
numerous  churches  discloses  a  state  of  comparative 
poverty  (at  least  on  the  surface)  altogether  unlike  that 
of  any  other  deanery  in  the  Diocese,  except  those  of 
Thetford  and  Ipswich,  which  also  in  respect  of  their  urban 
churches  show  an  almost  equal  condition  of  poverty. 
Plainly  the  conditions  existing  in  these  three  centres  of 
urban   populations    with   their   numerous   churches    were

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different  from  those  jgenerally  prevailing  in  the  Diocese. 
They  did  not  .obtain  at  Lyi^»  or  Yar+nottttt.*  -The  canses 
for  this  difference  will  be  separately  considered. 

After  the  removal  of  clsiss  (c)  with  as  much  accuracy 
as  possible,*  classes  (a)  and  (b)  of  the  return  ought  to 
enable  us  to  form  a  fair  conclusion  as  to  the  value  of 
the  parochial  income  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese  aE^^ 
this  time,  and  to  see  how  much  was  possessed  directly 
by  the  clergy,  and,  with  less  fulness,  how  much  was  in 
the  hands  of  monastic  and  other  religious  communities. 
The  latter  department  is  subject  to  one  drawback,  viz., 
that  by  the  instructions  the  separate  tithes  possessed 
by  a  monastery  in  its  own  deanery  were  not  to  be 
returned  by  the  decanal  commission.  / > 

In  examining  our  return  we  are  met  at  once  with 
the  fact  that  the  valuations  are  not  made  according  to 
modeni  ideas  of  statistical  accuracy.  A  verj'^  cursory 
glance  detects  a  considerable  roundness  and  artificiality 
about  the  items.  By  far  the  larger  number  of  the 
valuations  of  the  churches  is  expressed  in  marks.* 
Shillings  and  pence  seldom  appear^  except  in  the  entries 
of  temporal  goods.  If  pounds  and  shillings  are  used  in 
the  case  of  the  churches  they  are  usually  10  pounds, 
100  shillings,  10  shillings,  5  shillings.  Ten  marks, 
twenty,  thirty,  or  forty,  are  of  frequent  occurrence.  We. 
soon  begin  to  suspect  that,  in  spite  of  the  instructions, 
and  even  threats,  of  the  royal  commissioners,  the  local 
juries  are  not  basing  their  returns  on  up-to-date  items. 
They  have  got  a  pre-existing  valuation  before  them  and 
are  in  most  cases  pressing  it  up  to  a  higher  level. 
The  collation  of   our  return  with  that   of   the  Taxation

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of   Pope  Nicholas  will   show  that   the  same  process  was 
repeated  over  again  in  1291. 

It  is  certain  that  the  neat,  round  estimation  of  a 
benefice  at  so  many  marks  could  not  liave  been  arrived 
at  by  any  systematic  appraisement  of  tithes,  produce, 
and  offerings  for  an  average  number  of  years  or  for  a 
single  year  last  past.  The  relative  value  of  the  bene- 
fices rather  represents  the  comparative  capacity. of  the 
parochial  churches  so  valued  to  bear  a  greater  or  smaller 
share  of  a  common  burden.  A  "  20-mark "  benefice  has 
"  at  some  previous  time  been  adjudged  to  be  able  to  con- 
tribute twice  as  much  as  a  "  10-mark "  benefice.  3t^ 
conviction  is  formed  that  the  Diocese  has  at  some  time 
or  other  been  allowed  to  assess  its  whole  liability  at  a 
certain  round  sum,  roughly  but,  it  wpuld  seem,  not 
unfairly  estimated.  This  total  sum  has  been  apportioned 
pro  rata  between  the  four  archdeaconries,  and  in  them 
among  groups  of  adjoining  deaneries. 

Let  us  look  at  the  valuation  both  in  general  and  in 
detail  and  see  if  we  can  discover  any  unit  on  which 
such  a  system  of  comparative  values  lias  been  originally 
based.  As  in  the  case  of  most  mediaeval  money  returns, 
a  great  deal  is  left  for  the  student  to  fill  in,  and  results 
which  ought  to  agree  cannot  be  made  to  tallj\  The 
return  is  made  in  deaneries.  The  items  of  valuation 
in  a  deanery  are  never  added  up.  But  in  a  large  num- 
ber of  cases  a  definite  statement  of  the  resulting  tenth  is 
entered  even  to  a  half-penny  or  a  farthing.  As  this  would 
of  course  be  the  chief  thing  to  be  settled  between  the 
local  juries  and  the  collectors,  we  are  entitled  to  assume 
that  the  return  of  tenths  is  correct,  although  the  total 
of  the  recorded  items  hardly  ever  agrees  with  the  sum 
of  ten  times  the  recorded  tenth. 

In  the  case  of  the  Archdeaconry  of  Norwich  the  tenth 
is    specified     for    eight    out    of    the    twelve    deaneries, 
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containing  together  207  parishes.  In  the  Archdeaconry  of 
Norfolk  tlie  tenths  of  the  whole  of  the  twelve  deaneries 
with  441  parishes  are  given.  In  this  case  the  total 
amount  of  the  archidiaconal  tenth  is  also  given,  and  it 
actually  agrees  with  the  total  of  the  separate  decanal 
tenths. 

We  have,  then,  in  these  eight  deaneries  of  the  Arch- 
deaconry  oT  Norwich  a  tenth  amounting  to  £238.  12s.  2J(i. 
The  total  valuation,  therefore,  should  be  £2386.  2s.  Id* 
Prom  this  we  must  deduct  £61.  148.,  the  value  of  certain 
temporal  goods,  and  the  balance  representing  the  total 
amount  of  the  "  spirituals  "  is  £2324.  Ss.  Id.  In  the  Arch- 
deaconry of  Norfolk  the  specified  tenth  is  £486.  148  £^d,, 
and  the  corresponding  total  valuation,  £4867.  58.  od. 
Deducting  £119.  Is.  4f\d.  for  temporal  goods,  we  have  a 
valuation  of  £4748.  48.  for  "spirituals." 

We  may  express  the  result  from  these  twenty  Norfolk 
deaneries  in  the  following  form : —

I  have  taken  these  special  deaneries  because  the 
specification  of  the  tenths  seems  to  furnish  a  reliable 
basis  for  calculation.  The  result  is  much  the  same  if 
we  examine  the  returns  for  the  whole  Diocese,  as  they 
are  actually  recorded,  only  omitting  for  the  reason  above 
given  the  Deaneries  of  Thetford,  Norwich,  and  Ipswich. 

The  Archdeaconry  of  Norwich  (without  Thetford  and 
Norwich)  contains  312  parishes  valued  at  £3446.  lis.  lOd, 
exclusive  of  temporalities.  This  gives  an  average  of 
almost  exactly  £11,  or  16  J  marks  per  parish. 

'  The  difference   between   this  and   the   total  of   the  recorded  items   of 
valualion  is  not  sufficient  to  alter  the  result. 
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The  Archdeaconry  of  Norfolk  (as  the  items  are 
actually  returned^)  contains  441  parishes  valued  at 
£4641.  4ts,  6d.  for  spirituals,  giving  an  average  per 
parish  of  £10.  lOs.  3d.,  or  rather  less  tlian  16  marks. 

In  the  County  of  Norfolk  753  parishes  are  valued  at 
£8087.  168  4d.,  or  per  parish  at  £10.  Us.  9d,  or  a 
little  more  than  16  marks. 

If  we  turn  to  Suffolk  we  arrive  at  a  similar  result* 
but  under  slightly  different  conditions. 

Tlie  Archdeaconry  of  Sudbury  has  230  parishes  valued 
for  spiritualities  at  £2833.  15s.  lOd,®  giving  per  parish 
£12.  68.  5d.,  or  18^  marks. 

The  Archdeaconry  q£  Suffolk  is  very  imperfectly  .re- 
turned. In  only  one  deanery  are  any  ''portions"  entered. 
To  complete  our  calculation  we  must  attempt  to  supply 
these,  and  we  can  fairly  do  so.  We  find  that  the  pro- 
portion of  separated  portions  to  rectorial  incomes  runs 
verv  evenlv  in  the  otlier  three  archdeaconries,  beinor  in 
Norwich  1  to  7,  in  Norfolk  1  to  6i,  in  Sudbury  1  to  7J. 
/  Taking  the  proportion  in  Suffolk  to  be  1  to  7,  we 
'  have  to  add  £335  to  the  recorded  clerical  incomes, 
£2344.  19s.  6d.,  making  a  total  of  £2679.  19.s.  6d, 
which  gives  for  285  parishes  an  average  of  £9.  88.,  or  a 
little  more  than  14  marks. y  If  we  deduct  the  Deanery 
of  Ipswich,  as  we  hav'^~"d^ucted  Thetford  and  Norwich, 
we  have  27 1  parishes  valued  at  £2642.  198.  6d., 
j  giving  for  each  parish  an  average  of  £9.  158.,  or  nearly 
\    15   marks. 

Thus  in  the  County  of  Suffolk  there  are  (without 
Ipswich)  501  parishes  valued  at  £5476.  158.  4d.,  which 
gives  per  parish  an  average  of  £10.  188.  7<i.,  or  rather 
more  than  16  marks,  a  result  almost  the  same  as  in  the 
County  of  Norfolk.

It  is  necessary  to  observe  that  this  analysis  is  not 
exhaustive,  nor  is  the  return  itself  complete.  Norwich, 
Thetford,  and  Ipswich,  would  add  forty-nine  more  parishes 
with  a  combined  valuation  of  about  £90.  South  Elm- 
ham  with  nine  parishes  is  not  valued  and  may  perhaps 
be  set  down  at  about  £50.  Great  Yarmouth  in  Flegg  is 
not  valued  though  it  is  mentioned.  Great  Gressingham 
in  Cranwich  is  reckoned  as  a  parish  but  not  valued. 
Marsham  in  Ingworth  and  Stow  Bedon  in  Breccles  are 
not  mentioned.  In  Suffolk  no  mention  is  made  of  Bacton 
in  Hartismere,  Freckenham,  Isleham,  and  Moulton  in 
Fordham,  Cowlinge  in  Clare,  Gosbeck  in  Bosmere,  Hoxne 
and  Saxstead  in  Hoxne,  Sternfield  in  Orford,  Eyke  and 
Framlingham  in  Loes,  Sproughton  in  Samford,  Great 
Worlingham  in  Wangford,  Ubbeston  in  Dunwich,  and 
perhaps  some   others.     And   lastly,  there  were   certainlyNv 

,'  more  than  twenty  untaxed  parish  churches  in  the  City  / 

\  of  Norwich. 

In  all  we  must  add  at  least  95  parish  churches  to  ^ 
the  1264  accounted  for  in  our  analysis,  making  the 
total  1349.  It  would  appear  from  this  that  the  number  -- 
of  churches  in  the  Diocese  at  this  time  has  hitherto  been 
considerably  underestimated.  In  his  excellent  Manual  on 
"Parish  Priests  and  their  People"  (p.  385)  Dr.  Cutts, 
relying   on   the   Taxation   of   Pope  Nicholas,   puts  down

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the  parish  churches  of  the  Diocese  of  Norwich  at  only 
1165.  With  regard  to  valuation,  judging  from  the 
valuations  assigned  in  1291,  we  must  add  at  least  £400 
for  the  above  95  churches.  And,  moreover,  a  consider- 
able sum  must  be  added  for  the  separated  tithes  owned 
Cby  religious  bodies  in  their  own  deaneries  which  are  not 
here  returned.  The  total  valuation  of  "spirituals"  in  the 
Diocese  must  have  reached  £14,000,  or  21,000  marks.  ^ 

Returning  now  to  the  tabulated  analysis  of  our  Taxa- 
tion of  1254,  it  is  clearly  impossible  to  suppose  that 
such  a  result  as  is  there  shown  can  be  fortuitous.  The 
fact  that  the  two  Archdeaconries  in  Norfolk  separately 
and  the  two  in  Suffolk  conjointly  show  an  average 
valuation  per  parish  varying  only  between  16  and  16 J 
marks  forbids  the  idea  that  any  independent  valuation 
of  the  1254  churches  can  have  produced  such  a  corres- 
pondence. The  only  reasonable  explanation  is  the  one 
already  suggested,  that  originally  (and  that  not  so  very 
long  before)  the  Diocese  had  been  allowed,  according  to 
the  expressive  phrase  of  Domesday  Book,  to  **  defend 
itself  against  the  demands  of  the  Pope  or  King  at  a 
round  sum  agreed  to  by  both  parties.  Such  a  method 
of  taxation  was  not  unusual  in  early  Norman  times, 
and  even  so  late  as  the  Taxation  of  1291  the  archbishops 
and  bishops  are  found  compounding  in  this  way  for 
their  temporal  possessions.  The  temporalities  of  the 
Bishop  of  Norwich  were  valued  "wherever  they  were" 
at  10,000  marks. 

The  conditions  and  the  date  of  such  an  original  com- 
position for  the  Diocese  may  be  surmised  with  a  fair 
amount  of  probability.  Our  conclusion  as  to  the  original 
value  must  depend  upon  whether  we  suppose  it  to  have 
been  made  recently  or  more  remotely,  for  each  successive 
valuation  was  an  increase  on  the  last.  We  will  therefore 
consider  the  date  first. 
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According  to  Bishop  Sfcubbs,^  no  attempt  was  made  to 
exact  contributions  from  "spirituals"  until  1207,  when 
King  John  demanded  a  tax,  and  the  clergy,  supported 
by  the  Pope,  refused  it.  Soon  afterwards  the  Pope 
made  a  similar  demand  and  the  King  prohibited  it.  In 
1219,  however,  in  accordance  with  a  decree  of  the 
Lateran  Council  in  1215,  a  twentieth  of  Church  revenue 
was  assigned  for  three  years  to  the  crusade.  This 
seems  to  have  led  to  the  first  systematic  valuation  of 
Church  property,  for  we  find  that  in  1226,  in  granting  a 
sixteenth  to  the  King,  the  clergy  stipulated  that  it 
should  be  levied  '*  according  to  the  Taxation  which  had 
been  made  for  the  twentieth."*  We  do  not  read  of  any 
fresh  valuation  till  the  "Norwich  Taxation"  of  1254. 
We  have  seen  how  the  assessors  were  then  urged  to 
ignore  any  previous  Taxation,  of  course  with  a  view 
to  exacting  a  larger  sum.  This  was  naturally  resented 
by  the  clergy,  and  in  recording  their  complaints  on  a 
later  occasion,  the  Chronicler,  Tliomas  Wykes,  makes 
the  following  definite  statement.  Speaking  of  a  demand 
made  in  1269,'  he  says,  "About  this  time  the  King,  to 
whom  the  Pope*  had  some  time  before  granted  the  tenth 
of  the  clergy,  thinking  that  neither  the  ancient  Taxa- 
tion of  benefices  nor  the  Taxation  of  Walter,  Bishop  of 
Norwich,  an  iniquitous  alteration  [nequiter  innovata], 
could  have  reached  the  true  value,  compelled  the  clergy-^ 
to  pay  four  tenths  in  three  yeai-s."  This  Chronicler 
plainly  knew  of  only  one  valuation  before  the  Norwich 
Taxation,  and  he  calls  it  the  **  ancient ''  or  original  I 
Taxation.  This  must  have  been  the  Taxation  for  the^ 
twentieth  in  1219. 

We  may  conclude,  therefore,  that  the  original  compo- 
sition on  which  we  have  supposed  the  Norwich  Taxation 
to  have  been  based   had   been  made  not  more  than  one

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generation  earlier,  and  we  shall  be  disposed  to  think 
that  the  average  value  of  16  marks  in  1254  represents 
an  original  composition  of  15  marks  or  £10  per  parish. 
A  further  question  arises.  On  how  many  churches  was 
it  probably  reckoned  ?  We  must  remember  that  our 
return  contains  not  a  few  benefices  of  very  small  value 
(some  not  taxable  at  all),  besides  the  very  meagrely- 
provided  churches  of  Norwich,  Ipswich,  and  Thetford. 
A  rough  estimate  for  a  general  composition  would  not 
include  all  the  very  poor  churches.  If  the  estimate 
were  based  on  a  round  number  of  1200  churches 
valued  at  15  marks,  or.  £10  each,  the  total  valuation 
would  be  18,000  marks,  or  £12,000.  The  original 
twentieth  would  be  lOa,  per  church,  or  a  round  sum 
of  £600.  A  tenth  at  £1  per  church  would  produce 
£1200,  or  1800  marks. 

A  confirmation  of  this  theory  may  possibly  be  found 
in  the  notice  of  two  early  clerical  taxations.  In  1247 
(before  our  "Norwich  Taxation")  the  clergy  agreed  to  a 
tax  of  11,000  marks.**  In  1257  (just  after  it)  they  were 
compelled  to  offer  the  large  sum  of  52,000  marks.*  The 
11,000  marks  may  represent  a  tenth  of  the  *' ancient" 
valuation  of  the  whole  Church.  The  amount  is  not 
recorded,  but  may  well  have  been  110,000  marks.  This 
is  rather  more  than  six  times  the  (presumed)  18,000  of 
the  Norwich  Diocese.  That  Diocese  contained  at  least 
an  eighth  of  the  benefices,  and  as  the  east  was  perhaps 
the  wealthiest  part  of  the  kingdom,  it  might  _have 
carried  nearly  one-sixth  of  the  whole  valuation.  The 
later  offer  of  52,000  marks  was  in  reply  to  a  tyrannical 
demand  for  a  five-years'  tax.  It  may  have  been  an 
offer  of  a  quadruple  tenth  on  the  (unrecorded)  valua- 
tion of  Bishop  Walter,  four  times  13,000  marks.  This 
would  imply  a  total  valuation  of  130,000  marks,  which

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bears  almost  the  same  proportion  to  the  valuation  of 
the  spirituals  of  Norwich  Diocese  in  1254  (21,000  marks) 
as  the  110,000  marks  of  the  whole  Church  at  the  earlier 
date  to  the  18,000  of  the  Diocese  of  Norwich. 

If  we  admit  that  a  general  composition  for  the  Diocese 
was  made  on  this  basis  of  15  marks  per  parish  in  the 
two  Norfolk  Archdeaconries,  18  in  that  of  Sudbury,  and 
12  in  that  of  Suffolk,  we  might  suppose  that  a  round 
sum  was  laid  pi^o  ixLia  on  each  Archdeaconry  to  be 
distributed  amongst  its  deaneries.  That  something  of 
the  kind  was  done  is  rendered  probable  by  the  fact 
that  we  may,  by  grouping  adjoining  deaneries  of  quite 
unequal  size  and  unequal  value,  detect  indications  of  an 
average  value  such  as  we  have  found  in  the  larger  areas. 

If  it  be  objected  that  this  suggested  distribution  of 
the  original  liability  presupposes  some  knowledge  of 
the  relative  value  of  the  benefices,  individually  and  in 
deaneries,  the  answer  is  that,  of  course,  a  rough  general 
estimate  of  values  must  have  been  made  before  any 
proportionate  liability  could  have  been  assigned. 

The  Taxation  of  Pope  Nicholas.^ — It  has  already  been 
said  that  a  comparison  between  the  two  Taxations  shows 
conclusively  that  the  latter  was  based  on  the  former, 
and  therefore  followed  the  same  somewhat  artificial  lines. 
It  is  true  that,  as  on  the  former  occasion,  stringent 
orders  were  issued  as  to  ascertaining  the  "true  value" 
without  reference  to  previous  valuations.  Nevertheless, 
what  do  we  find  ?  The  values  of  the  churches  are  given 
in  the  same  way  by  a  round  number  of  marks,  the  old 
valuation  being  increased  in  most  cases  by  a  few  more 
I'ound  marks  being  added.  This  fact  is  obscured  in  the 
printed  copy  of  the  Taxation  of  Pope  Nicholas  by  the 
unfortunate  action  of  the  editors  in  printing  the  valua- 
tions in  pounds,  shillings,  and  pence,  instead  of  marks,

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as  in  the  original.  Sums  like  £6.  13.s.  4d.,  £13.  68.  8d., 
£26.  13s.  4td.,  suggest  a  careful  return  of  items  and 
disguise  the  real  fact  that  they  represent  10,  20,  and 
40  marks.  The  spelling  of  the  names  also  in  the  printed 
volume  is  most  misleading.  It  is  not  generally  »known 
that  in  recent  years  some  contemporary  copies  of  the 
Taxation  have  been  discovered,  some  for  the  Norwich 
Diocese  being  in  excellent  order.  They  are  to  be  found 
in  the  Public  Record  OflSce,  not  in  the  Catalogue  of 
Clerical  Subsidies  containing  the  Diocese  of  Norwich,  but  in 
an  additional  Catalogue  (26).  In  the  collation  of  the  two 
Taxations  here  given,  the  values  in  marks  for  the  Taxation 
of  Pope  Nicholas  are  taken  from  these  contemporary  copies. 

Besides  the  evidence  furnished  by  the  similarity  in 
form  of  the  valuations  in  the  two  Taxations,  a  further 
proof  that  the  latter  was  based  on  the  former  is  afforded 
by  a  fact  not  here  shown.  In  the  Deaneries  of  Holt, 
Hitcham,  Orford,  and  in  every  one  of  the  eight  deaneries 
of  the  Archdeaconry  of  Sudbury,  the  order  of  the  parishes 
as  they  are  entered  in  the  later  Taxation  is  almost,  or 
very  largely,  the  same  as  in  the  former. 

The  collation  of  the  Taxation  of  1291  with  the  earlier 
Taxation  is  of  great  service.  Though  the  latter  omits 
many  churches  recorded  in  the  former,  it  adds  much 
valuable  information,  only  some  of  which  it  has  been 
possible  to  give  here,  in  regard  to  the  ownership  of  the 
income  which  is  taxed.  And  it  has  one  great  advant- 
age. It  does  not  mix  up  any  temporal  goods  with  the 
"spiritualities"  as  the  Norwich  Taxation  does.  It  is 
very  difficult  in  many  cases  to  decide  in  the  earlier 
Taxation  whether  an  entry  refers  to  a  spiritual  or 
temporal  possession  of  a  religious  body.  Very  frequently 
the  question  is  settled  by  our  finding  the  same  sum 
entered  in  the  later  Taxation  under  the  spiritual 
possessions.      There    are    even    cases    in    which    "bona"

in  the  earlier  return,  which  ought  to  mean  temporal 
goods,  are  found  described  in  the  later  return  under 
"  spiritualia "  and  under  the  word  "portio."  Or  when 
in  the  earlier  return  we  find  income  received  by  a 
religious  person  "de  dominico,"  we  at  first  think  it 
must  mean  "from  farm  produce,"  and  we  classify  it  as 
temporal  But  when  we  find  it  classed  in  the  later 
return  as  a  spiritual  "portio,"  we  begin  to  understand 
it  must  mean  a  portion  of  the  tithes  of  his  own  land 
assigned  by  the  "religious"  owner  to  his  own  monastery. 
Once  more,  the  monks  of  Bury,  like  other  copyists,  were 
not  exempt  from  liability  to  error.  They  occasionally 
wrote  "mrc"  when  they  should  have  written  "sol,"  or 
vice  versa.  For  the  later  return  we  have  not  only  the 
printed  copy,  but  we  can  test  it  by  collation  with  other 
existing  copies.  In  this  way  most  of  the  errors  in  the 
Bury  copy  of  the  Norwich  Taxation  have  been  corrected. 

The  City  of  Norwich,  Thetford,  and  Ipswich. — In 
estimating  the  average  value  of  the  benefices  of  the 
Diocese,  arranged,  as  we  have  found  reason  to  suppose, 
on  a  pre-determined  basis,  we  have  hitherto  omitted 
these  three  places  as  being  under  quite  diflferent  con- 
ditions to  the  others.  These  conditions  belonged  to  a 
much  earlier  time  than  that  of  our  Taxation,  and  their 
origin  is  not  altogether  easy  to  trace.  They  were  far 
more  accentuated  in  Norwich  than  in  the  other  two 
places,  and  we  will  take  it  for  examination. 

The  return  is  very  remarkable.  It  is,  as  already 
mentioned,  added  to  the  Archdeaconry  of  Norwich  in  a 
different  hand,  and  it  consists  of  two  distinct  parts,  a 
valuation  copied  by  the  monks  of  Bury  from  the  original 
and  a  supplementary  statement,  presumably  added  by 
them,  about  other  churches  and  religious  institutions 
which  had  not  been  taxed  in  the  valuation  before  them, 
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and   had  not  hitherto  been  entered   in  any  official  docu- 
ment.    As   to   the   valuation,   the    Deanery  of   Norwich, 
it    says,   contained    twenty-nine    parishes.      This    is   not 
consistent    with     the    supplement    which     adds     nearly 
as    many    more    churches.      Tliat    these    other    churches 
had   separate    districts    or    parishes    is    sufficiently   testi- 
fied    by    the    evidence    of    contemporary    deeds.      The 
^trtlior  of  the  supplement  evidently  intends  us  to  under- 
stand  tliat    the    twenty-nine    parishes   taxed    were   more 
prosperous  than  the  others,  which  were  omitted  because 
they  were  too  poor  to  be  taxed.     Yet  it  would  be  hard  to 
get  below  the  poverty  of  many  of  those  that  weie  taxed, 
"^ine  out  of  the  twenty-nine  are  valued  at  half  a  mark 
'{68.  8(£.),  and   two  others   at  only   5s.     Nine   others   are 
roundly  valued  at  20s.     So  artificial  is  the  whole  return 
that  an  addition  of    the  items  reveals  the  fact   that   the 
total,  £38.  13s.  4d,  is  exactly  58  marks,  or  2  marks  on 
the  average  for  each  parish,  as  though   the  deanery  had 
been  roundly  assessed  at  thjii.umouut.     Another  strange 
fact   must    be  noticed.     When   we  turn  to   the   Taxation 
of    Pope    Nicholas    in    1291    and    count    the    number    of 
churches  taxed,  again  we  find  the  number  to  be  twenty- 
nine.      But,  oddly   enough,   they    are    not   altogether   the 
same  twenty -nine.     Seven  churches  taxed   in  the  earlier 
Taxation  are  omitted  in  the  later,  while  seven  exempted 
in    the   earlier   take   their   places.     The  total   amount   in 
the  later  Taxation  is  almost  exactly  double  that  of   the 
earlier.      A   possible   explanation   of   these   facts   may  be 
suggested,  if   it   be  admitted   that  the  Taxation  of   Pope 
Nicholas  was  based  on  that  of  Bishop  Suffield,  and  that, 
in  its  turn,  on  an  original  Taxation  a  generation  earlier. 
What   does   the   author  of    the   supplementary  statement 
mean  by  saying  that   the  churches  tliere  mentioned   had 
never  hitherto  been  "committed   to  the  memory  of   any 
writing ''  P      The    Churches    of    the    Friara,    St.    Giles' 
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Hospital,   the   Chapel    of    St.    Mary    in    the    Fields,   and 
some    others,  were   of   more   or    less   recent   origin.     But 
undoubtedly    most    of    the    parochial    churches    were    as 
old   as   those   which    were   taxed.     Many  of   them   were 
certainly  to  be  found  in  ecclesiastical  records.^     The  only 
kind   of   document   where    they   had   not   found   a   place 
must  surely  have  been  an  ecclesiastical  taxation.    Whether 
the  writer  knew  of  any  other  than  the  Taxation  of  Bishop 
SuflBeld  we  cannot  say.     I  would  venture  to  suggest  that 
at  the  original  Taxation  twenty-nine  churclies  had  shared       / 
in  the  amount  required  of  the  deanery;  that  owing  partly     / 
to  the  exceptional  poverty  of  the  churches,  partly  to  the    ' 
personal  influence  the  Dean  of   Norwich  would   be  able   ^ 
to    exercise,   the    large    number    of    original    exemptions    j 
was   allowed   to   continue   at   the  two  subsequent  valua- 
tions,  although    tlie    valuation   was    somewhat    increased 
and  the  contributing  churches  were  slightly  changed. 

The  cases  of  Thetford  and  Ipswich  are  very  similar, 
though  on  a  much  smaller  scale.  The  valuation  of 
Thetford  is  not  given  in  the  Norwich  Taxation.  In 
that  of  Pope  Nicholas  six  churches  are  taxed  at  £11 
in  all,  and  there  were  others  not  taxed.  In  Ipswich 
twelve  urban  churches  are  given,  of  which  seven  are 
valued  at  a  total  of  £23  and  the  others  are  exempted. 
We  may  add  here  the  case  of  Cambridge,  where  in  the 
Norwich  Taxation*  fourteen  urban  churches  are  valued 
at  a  total  of  less  than  £48.  Dunwich,  where  there  were 
six  churches,  was  in  rather  a  better  condition,  five  which 
are  mentioned  being  valued  at  £28.  On  the  other 
hand,  five  churches  in  Lynn  are  valued  at  a  total  of 
£126.  Yarmouth  is  not  given  in  the  Norwich  Taxa- 
tion. In  that  of  Pope  Nicholas  it  is  valued  at  £40, 
so  it  may  fairly  be  set  down  at  £30  in  the  earlier 
Taxation.

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A  very  large  number  of  these  churches  were  appro- 
priated to  some  religious  body.  In  consequence  the 
usual  explanation  given  of  the  poverty  of  so  many 
of  them  is  that  the  endowments  wliich  they  had  once~ 
possessed  had  been  alienated  and  absorbed  by  the 
monasteries.  This  was,  no  doubt,  true,  and  in  most 
cases  the  appropriation  had  taken  place  so  early  that  it 
is  impossible  now  to  say  what  was  appropriated,  except 
in  such  cases  as  Lynn  and  Yarmouth,  where  a  value  is 
given  or  may  be  surmised.  In  the  case  of  the  numerous 
churches  of  Norwich  we  can  only  draw  upon  one  source  of 
evidence.  It  may  perhaps  be  held  to  be  suggestive  of  a 
further  explanation.  Domesday  Book  tells  us  of  a  good 
many  Norwich  churches.  One,  St.  Michael  on  Tomb- 
land,  was  fairly  endowed  with  112  acres  of  land.  This 
church  was  removed  at  the  foundation  of  the  Cathedral 
Monasteiy.  St.  Peter  Mancroft,  founded  after  the  Con- 
quest and  given  to  the  Abbey  of  Gloucester,  was  valued 
at  60s.  Besides  these  two  prominent  churches  we  read 
of  a  number  of  others,  the  predecessors  of  the  parochial 
churches  of  our  Taxations.  In  the  time  of  King  Edward 
we  are  told  that  "the  burgesses  held  fifteen  churches  to 
which  pertained  in  alms  181  acres  of  land  and  meadow." 
This  gives  12  acres  each,  the  same  number  which  is  said 
to  have  belonged  to  a  church  of  St.  Martin,  but  they 
had  been  taken  away,  as  also  had  2 J  acres  of  meadow 
belonging  to  a  chui'ch  of  All  Saints.  Twelve  burgesses 
held  a  church  of  Holy  Trinity  in  the  time  of  King 
Edward,afterwards  the  Bishop,  of  the  gift  of  King  William. 
To  the  Church  of  St.  Simon  and  St.  Jude,  held  by 
Bishop  Aylmer  in  tlie  time  of  King  Edward,  "were  laid 
three  parts  of  one  mill  and  half  an  acre  of  meadow  and 
one  *mansura/"  Again,  we  read  that  "Edstan  held  two 
churches  and  a  sixth  part  of  a  third,  and  to  one  of  the 
churches    pertained    one    '  mansura '    in    the    burgh    and 
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6  acres  of   meadow."      Finally,  we  are  told  that  "in  the 
burgh  the  burgesses  hold  fortyrthree  chapels." 

Now  the  point  of  interest  ~in  tills  statement  is  that, 
besides  certain  churches  in  private  patronage,  a  large 
number  were  held  by  the  burgesses.  Possibly  the  forty- 
three  "chapels**  which  they  were  holding  at  the  time 
when  the  survey  was  made  in  1086  included  some  of 
the  fifteen  "churches'*  they  had  held  in  the  time  of 
King  Edward,  twenty  years  before.  Tliis  seems  probable, 
otherwise  the  number  would  be  so  very  great.  It  is  easy 
to  suppose  that  in  the  disturbance  of  the  Conquest  and 
Eafl  Ralph's  rebellion  the  endowment  of  these  churches, 
such  as  it  was,  had  been  seized  and  their  ecclesiastical 
status  reduced.  It  is,  at  all  events,  sufficient  for  our 
purpose  to  consider  the  significance  of  the  fact  that 
when  things  had  settled  down  there  were  no  less  than 
forty-three  chapels  in  Norwich  oT  which  the  burgesses 
were  patrons.  Blomefield  supposes  they  mostly  became 
parish  churches.  This  may  be  true,  for  we  know  that 
in  the  thirteenth  century  there  were  over  fifty  parishes 
officially  recognised  in  Deeds  and  Leet  Rolls.  What, 
then,  can  this  fact  imply  ?  It  must  surely  mean  that 
these  forty-three  "chapels"  and  the  fifteen  "churches" 
had  owed  their  origin  to  the  burgesses  themselves.  Our 
ordinary  country  churches  are  acknowledged  to  have 
owed  their  origin  to  the  lords  of  the  manors,  who  could 
endow  them  with  provision  out  of  their  lands  To 
suppose  that  fifteen  wealthy  burgesses  had  founded  the 
fifteen  churches  of  pre-Conquest  time  and  granted  the 
181  acres  of  land  is  an  unreasonable  suggestion,  for  whereas 
the  country  lords  were  providing  for  their  own  tenants  on 
their  own  land,  an  ordinary  burgess  had  no  such  in- 
ducement. We  are  driven  to  suppose  that  neighbouring 
burgesses^  had  combined    together  to  provide  themselves

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with  the  spiritual  ministrations  which  the  faith  of  those 
days  held  to  be  an  absolute  necessity.  The  181  acres 
of  land  were  held  in  "frank  almoigne,"  thallspthat  the 
clergy  serving  the  churches,  instea3~"bf  rent,  should  pay 
the  service  of  prayers  for  their  parishioners,  living  j>r 
dead.  The  12  acres  or  so  attached  on  the  average  to 
each  of  these  churches  would  perhaps  with  offerings 
produce  enough  to  find  a  chaplain.  Many  of  the  vicar- 
<       '    '  ages   in    the   Norwich    Taxation   are  valued  at   no   more 


(  than  1  mark  (13s.  4d.).  Even  this  limited  endowment 
of  land  was  probably  lost  after  the  Conquest.  No 
iP  ^  mention  is  made  of  any  in  connection  with  the  forty- 
three  chapels.  It  is  hardly  pos.sible  to  suppose  that 
many  of  them  could  have  possessed  any  tithes^  or 
glebe  lands  or  rents  such  as  supplied  the  income  of 
the  countiy  rectories.  The  only  remaining  soui-ce  of 
income  was  offerings.  It  is  curious  that  an  analysis 
of  the  rectorial  incomes  in  the  thirty-four  parishes  of 
the  Deanery  of  Blackburne  in  Suffolk,  according  to  the 
Taxation  of  Pope  Nicholas,  shows  the  offerings  producing 
about  one-fifth  of  the  whole  income,  a  proportion  not 
dissimilar  to  that  which  the  average  of  the  Norwich 
churches  then  bore  to  the  general  average  of  the  Diocese. 
The  process  by  which  so  many  of  these  churches  passed 
from  the  burgesses  into  the  hands  of  the  Cathedral 
Priory  and  other  religious  bodies  cannot  now  be  traced. 
The  general  monastic  enthusiasm,  with  the  special 
impetus  given  to  it  in  Norwich  by  the  establishment 
there  of  the  Episcopal  See,  or  the  desire  to  affiliate 
themselves  to  a  strong  community,  may  have  prompted 
the  transference. 

At   all   events  there  must   have   been   many   Norwich 
churches    which    were    very   poor   not    so    much    because

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any  endowment  they  may  have  possessed  had  been 
absorbed  by  the  monasteries  but  because  the  sources 
of  incpme  derivable  by  their  country  sisters  from  the 
land  and  its  produce  were  not  op^n  to  them._  It  must 
be  added  also,  because  the  spiritual  and  ecclesiastical 
provision  was  parted  into  such  numerous  subdivisions. 
It  is  very  tempting  to  connect  this  with  the  exceptionally 
large  population  of  Norwich  and  with  the  frank-pledge 
system  which  was  very  strong  there.  Under  that  system 
the  people  had  to  arrange  themselves  in  tithings  or  small 
personal  associations  of  neighbours  for  civil  purposes. 
To  unite  religious  purposes  with  civil  would  have  been 
quite  in  accordance  with  the  spirit  of  the  age.  But 
without  any  evidence  it  is  useless  to  pursue  the  sugges- 
tion any  further. 

Whether  what  has  been  said  about  Norwich  will  apply 
to  Thetford,  Ipswich,  or  Cambridge,  must  be  left  to  the 
consideration  of  local  experts. 

Yarmouth  and  Lynn,  starting  ecclesiastically  under 
the  control  of  a  prior  and  a  bishop,  were  not  so  sub- 
divided, and,  besides,  the  possession  of  extensive  fisheries 
was  a  great  advantage,  for  apparently  the  produce  of 
the  sea  was  looked  upon  as  a  providential  gift  analogous 
to  the  fruits  of  the  earth.  The  clergy  of  many  mari- 
time parishes  enjoyed  a  custom  from  fishermen  popularly 
known  as  "Crystshare."*  Spelman,  in  his  Icenia  (p.  155), 
says  that  Bishop  Herberts  Church  of  St.  Nicholas  at 
Yarmouth  was  "enriched  and  endowed  by  the  offerings 
of  fishermen."  The  later  accounts  given  of  its  value 
seem  almost  incredible.  At  the  Iter  of  53  Henry  III. 
the  jurors  say  "  the  Prior  of  Norwich  holds  it  and  it  is 
valued  at  100  marks."  In  14  Edward  I.  it  is  valued 
at  300  marks.  In  a  petition  under  Henry  VII.  the 
Yarmouth  people,  after  speaking  of  the  great  abundance

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of  their  shipping  in  the  days  of  Edward  III.,  say  "the 
benefice  of  the  same  towne  in  those  days  was  yerly  to 
the  curate  worth  700  marks  (£466.  13«.  4d.).»  After  the 
Black  Death  it  fell  below  £40,  and  still  remained  so."* 
This  was  its  valuation  in  1291. 

Rectories  and  Portiona. — We  have  hitherto  been  con- 
sidering the  endowments  of  the  churches  as  a  whole. 
They  are,  however,  divided  into  two  distinct  classes — 
(a)  the  portion  which  was  attached  to  the  benefice, 
called  "rectoria"  or  "persooatus"  or  (in  some  cases) 
"  vicaria,"  and  (b)  the  portions  which  were  not  so 
attached  but  were  possessed  by  other  owners,  chiefly  by 
various  religious  bodies. 

On  the  surface  of  our  document  the  first  of  these  two 
classes  is  five  or  six  times  as  large  as  the  other.  The 
rectorial  income  is  valued  in  the  name  of  the  parish, 
or  rather  the  church,  and  in  most  cases  the  income 
<  represented  by  the  valuation  annexed  to  the  church  may 
•be  supposed  to  have  actually  gone  to  the  rector.  But 
occasionally  the  church  itself  (that  is  its  endowment) 
is  specified  as  belonging  to  some  other  person,  as 
Wymondham,  which  carried  the  highest  valuation  in  the 
Diocese  (£100),  belonged  to  the  "Abbot  of  the  place.'£ 
The  churches  thus  said  to  be  appropriated  are  very  few. 
But  more  than  100  others  have  "vicarages,"  and  it  is 
certain  that  a  large  number  of  these  had  already  been 
appropriated  to  some  monastery  before  the  date  of  this 
valuation.  Some,  however,  are  described  in  the  later 
Taxation  of  Pope  Nicholas  as  "Secular  Rectories."  The 
name  "vicar"  would  imply  that  the  rector  absented 
himself  and  put  someone  in  his  place.  It  may  perhaps 
be  taken  for  granted  that  the  number  of  "vicars" 
recorded  in  our  Taxation  represented   the  whole  number

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then  acting  in  the  Diocese.  ^  In  the  Taxation  of  Pope  . 
NjfiVmli^  mfLTiy  vicarages  are  not  mentioned  because  they  j 
were  too  small  to  be  taxed.  ' 

The  word  "portio"  is  used   in  a  very  general  sense. 
There  are  many  cases  of  churches  where  the  endowment 
was   divided   between    two   or   more  clergy,  an  arrange- 
ment  whiQh,  proBaBIy.  owed   its  origin   to  a  di^lston  "Of 
the   patronage   by  inheritance   or  by  grant.     Each   such 
rector   had   his  "portio."     The  most   interesting  instance 
of  this  division  was  at  Dickleburgh   in  the  Deanery  of 
Bfideo^all,   where,   although    only   one    portion    is    here 
called  "  portio  rectoris,"  there  were  three  other  portions,  ^ 
one  standing  in   the  name  of   the   Prior  of   Butley,  the 
others   in   the  names  of    two   clerical   persons,  John  de\ 
St.  Edmund  and   Matthew.     Blomefield,*  in  his  History,      y 
gives   an   account  of  how  the  holders  of   these  portions    J 
not  only  divided  the  service  of  the  church  but  efiich  ha^/ 
the  spiritual  charge  of  a  portion  of  the  parish. 

The  more  usual  meaning  of  the  word  "portio"  in  our 
Taxation  is,  however^  a  part  of  the  spiritual  income 
arising  in  the  parish  but  not  paid  to  the  rector.  The 
precise  meaning  of  the  various  items  which  come  under 
this  category  is  not  always  easy  to  discover,  partly 
because  all  entries  are  put  in  the  same  line  and  all 
valuations  are  placed  indiscriminately  in  the  same  column, 
though  some  are  not  to  be  separately  added,  and  partly 
because  different  deaneries  make  their  returns  in  different 
forms.  Our  only  safe  guide,  as  has  been  already  observed, 
is  the  statement  of  the  amount  of  the  tenth  where  it 
is  given.  Even  with  that  guide  we  often  find  ourselves 
hopelessly  in  the  dark.  The  total  of  the  items  (which 
the  compilers  never  add  up)  is  found  when  they  are 
added  up  to  be  either  in  excess  or  short  of  ten  times 
the  amount  of   the  tenth.     When  the  disagreement  is  a

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deficiency  it  is  scarcely  ever  possible  to  say  what  might 
have  been  omitted.  But  in  the  other  case  it  is  generally 
possible  to  say  what  items  are  not  to  be  added  in  the 
total.  As  a  teat  case  we  may  take  the  Deanecy  of 
Toftes,  which  is  short  and  simple.  It  contains  only 
eleven  parishes,  which  are  ail  valued  by  name.  Besides 
these  there  are  seven  other  entries,  which,  as  it  happens, 
are  fortunately  representative.  The  tenth  is  specified  as 
£15.  Is.  The  total  should  therefore  be  £153.  lOs.  Jt  js 
£164.  lis.  4sd.y  an  excess  of  £11.  Is.  4c2.  We  examine 
the  seven  entries.     One  is  a  vicarage,  and  we  know  that 


vicars  were  supposed  to  have  a  separate  portion  of  the^ 
endowments  assigned  to  them,  so  that  entry  ought  _to_ 
stand  good.  Three  others  are  of  what  the  Prior  of 
Binham  received  "de  decimis  separatis."  These  are  what 
in  most  cases  would  be  called  "  Portio  Prioris  de  Binham,*' 
but  the  word  is  not  here  used.  Then  we  have  three 
more  which  fairly  help  us  to  a  solution.  One  follows 
"Bainham  St.  Margaret"  valued  at  20  marks,  and  runs, 
"The  Parson  of  Wesenham  receives  1  mark."  This  is 
not  explicit,  but  the  next  helps  us  further.  After 
"  Shireford,  20  marks,"  comes  "  Unde  Prior  de  Lewes 
percipit,"  whereof  the  Prior  of  Lewes  receives,  2  marks. 
The  third  of  these  entries  comes  after  **  Ryburgh, 
28  marks,"  and  is  "  Unde  pensio,"  wherefrom  a  pay- 
ment, 14  marks.  Now  if  we  deduct  these  three  items^ 
together  amounting  to  £11.  6s.  8d,  our  total  becomes 
£153.  48.  Sd.,  or  5s.  4id,  short  of  what  we  want.  It  is 
disappointing  to  find  that  in  such  a  very  simple  case 
we  cannot  arrive  at  certainty.  But  we  can  hardly 
doubt  that  we  are  on  the  right  track.  We  gather  that 
certain  of  the  "portions"  were  actual  deductions  from 
the  rectorial  endowment  and  presumably  passed  through 
the  rector's  hands,  as  is  stated  in  one  instance.*     These

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deductions  we  find  sometimes  expressed  by  the  word 
"  percipit "  alone,  but  generally  by  the  more  explicit 
"Unde"  or  "De  quibus."  And  we  are  prepared  to  find 
that  "pensio"  (payment)  also  implies  a  payment  by 
the  rector  out  of  his  income.  "De  ecclesia"  and  "de 
eadem''  seem  sometimes  to  have  the  same  meaning. 
"Decime  separate''  is  the  expression  which  describes  the 
usual  character  of  a  "portion/'  and  such  portions  never 
came  into  the  rector's  hands  at  all.  They  were,  no 
doubt,  separately  collected  by  their  owners.  A  further 
question  arises,  whether  they  had  ever  belonged  to  the 
rector?  The  subject  of  the  assignment  of  tithes  to 
parochial  churches  is  too  long  to  be  discussed  here. 
The  reader  will  find  it  treated  with  great  fairness  by 
Lord  Selbome.'  At  the  date  of  our  Taxation  we  are 
not  so  far  removed  from  the  time  when,  with  the 
consent  of  the  Bishop,  a  manorial  lord  might  assign 
part  of  the  tithes  of  his  own  land  where  he  pleased, 
the  theory  that  all  the  tithes  of  a  parish  belonged  of 
right  to  its  rector  having  not  been  universally  accepted 
till  some  time  after  the  Norman  Conquest.  It  hardly 
admits  of'SouBC'lhat  many  or  the  portions  had  been 
granted  to  the  monasteries  by  the  original  founders  of 
the  churches.  In  this  connection  it  is  interesting  to 
observe  the  numerous  cases  in  which  the  lands  which 
supplied  the  tithe  are  definitely  described  as  belonging 
to  a  certain  owner,  and  how  frequently  a  prior  or  abbot 
or  monks  are  drawing  tithe  "de  dominico"  (from  their 
own  demesne). 

With  regard  to  the  amount  of  endowment  which  was 
thus  separated  from  the  spiritual  service  of  the  parish 
in  which  it  arose  we  cannot  accurately  determine.  A 
rough  estimate  taken  from  the  actual  information  found 
in  this  Taxation  in  the  three  Archdeaconries  of  Norwich,

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Norfolk,  and  Sudbury,  would  give  the  separated  portions 
as  amounting  to  more  than  one-eighth  of  the  whole. 
But  to  those  mentioned  here  must  be  added  the  portions 
which  the  religious  bodies  held  in  their  own  deaneries, 
and  allowance  must  be  made  for  the  fact  that  a 
considerable  number  of  churches  not  described  here 
as  appropriated  probably  were  so.  It  may  safely  be 
concluded  that  quite  one-sixth  part  of  the  spiritual 
provision  was  not  enjoyed  by  the  parochial  clergy. 

The  Ti'ue  Value  of  the  Benefices. — The  Commissioners 
at  each  successive  valuation  were  strictly  enjoined  to 
arrive  at  the  "true  value"  of  the  propei*ty  to  be  taxed. 
If,  as  has  been  here  suggested,  the  original  valuation 
was  in  the  form  of  a  composition  based  on  a  round 
estimation,  we  may  enquire  whether  (so  far  aa  we  can 
judge)  that  composition  fairly  approximated  to  the  true 
value.  We  may  observe  that  the  method  of  valuation 
by  round  marks  is  not  applied  to  the  ''temporal  goods" 
in  the  same  way  that  it  is  to  the  "  spiritualia,"  and  we 
may  easily  see  a  reason  for  this  difference.  To  take  an 
inventory  of  the  stock  of  a  farm  or  the  contents  of  a 
trader's  house  was  at  an  earlier  time  than  the  date  of 
this  Taxation  the  method  used  in  valuing  an  estate 
for  a  lay  subsidy.  If  a  clerical  person  held  a  farm  in  a 
personal  capacity  he  would  have  to  pay  on  a  valuation 
based  on  such  an  inventory.  It  may  be  said  that  glebe 
lands  and  some  other  sources  of  income  might  have 
been  valued  in  this  way,  and  this  is  true.  Even  with 
regard  to  tithes,  which  were  chiefly  paid  in  kind,  no 
doubt  an  exact  account  of  all  the  rector  had  received 
might  have  been  required.  Why  was  this  not  done  ?  Why 
were  round  figures  allowed  in  the  case  of  the  incomings 
of  the  pai-ochial  clergy  which  were  not  allowed  to  the 
laity?     We  may  suspect  that  the  spirit  of   the  age  had 
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not  a  little  to  do  with  it.  If  the  clergy  were  not  taxed 
till  long  after  the  laity,  it  was  because  such  a  proceeding 
would  carry  with  it  a  certain  suspicion  of  sacrilege.  To 
tax  men  on  property  given  to  them  ^'in  free  alms/'  for 
which  they  gave  the  valuable  return  of  spiritual  services, 
was,  we  cannot  doubt,  somewhat  of  a  shock  to  the  religious 
sentiments  of  the  early  thirteenth  century,  which  had 
not  yet  seen  the  friars  (at  least  for  a  time)  preaching 
poverty  as  the  highest  ideal  of  ministerial  life.  It 
has  been  noticed  that  when  these  taxes  were  granted 
by  the  Pope  to  the  King,  it  was  nominally  on  the  plea 
of  providing  for  a  crusade.  This  may  be  the  reason 
why  the  incomes  of  the  clergy  were  at  first  not  too 
closely  enquired  into,  and  why  a  valuation  once  made 
was  allowed  to  run  on  for  a  generation  or  two.  Still 
we  should  like  to  know,  if  possible,  how  far  the  original 
valuation  represented  the  reality  of  the  case.  We  can 
hardly  expect  to  find  much  contemporary  evidence;  but 
we  may  form  a  chain  of  connection  between  earlier  and  later 
evidence.  We  have  suggested  that  our  Taxation  was  based 
on  an  earlier  original;  our  collation  links  it  with  that  of 
Pope  Nicholas,  and  the  values  of  that  later  Taxation  are 
explained  in  detail  in  the  Inquisitiones  Nonainim  of  1341. 
This  last  return,  though  often  quoted  for  individual 
parishes,  has  hardly  received  the  attention  it  deserves 
as  a  source  of  more  extensive  information.  From  this 
point  of  view  the  present  writer  had  designed  to  make 
an  analysis  of  the  returns  for  Norfolk  and  Sufiblk  as  a 
valuable  addition  to  the  two  Taxations ;  but  he  found 
it  was  impossible.  The  returns  for  some  counties  are 
printed,  and  those  for  Suffolk  are  perhaps  the  most 
useful  in  all  the  kingdom.  Those  for  Norfolk  are 
not  printed,  and  on  a  little  search  the  reason  became 
apparent.  Very  little  exists,  and  even  that  is  in  such  a 
bad   state  as  to  be  practically  useless.     The  writer  had 
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therefore  to  relinquish  his  intention.  But  he  has  made  an 
analysis  of  one  of  the  Suffolk  hundreds,  that  of  Black- 
bourn,  corresponding  then  with  the  deanery  of  that  name. 
It  was  a  large  district  containing  thirty-four  parishes, 
and  in  its  agricultural  and  ecclesiastical  conditions  might 
stand  as  a  representative  country  deanery  in  its  own 
locality,  only  that  ecclesiastically  it  was  poorer  than  its 
neighbours.  A  few  words  will  explain  the  character  of 
the  information.  The  Ring  demanded  from  the  laity  a 
ninth  of  com,  wool,  and  lambs,  and  made  the  condition 
that  this  ninth  was  to  equal  the  valuation  of  the 
parochial  benefice  as  given  in  the  Taxation  of  Pope 
Nicholas  in  1291.  If  not,  an  explanation  was  demanded. 
It  is  puzzling  to  find  that  the  ninth  of  three  things  in 
1341  was  expected  to  prove  equal  to  the  whole  income 
of  the  parson  in  1291,  unless  it  was  imagined  that  the 
values  had  increased.  And  what  was  meant  by  the 
ninth?  Was  it  a  ninth  of  the  value  of  all  the  sheaves 
and  fleeces  and  lambs,  or  was  it  one  of  the  nine  parts 
left  after  the  parson  had  received  his  tenth  ?  As  they 
were  dealing  with  things  in  kind,  no  doubt  it  really 
meant  a  second  tenth,  and  we  must  credit  the  parson 
with  having  received  an  amount  equal  to  what  the 
parishioners  call  the  ninth.  In  Sufiblk  the  reply  is 
made  in  this  form: — "The  ninth  of  corn,  wool,  and  lambs, 
this  year  is  so  much.  This  does  not  reach  the  amount 
of  the  valuation,  which  is  so  many  marks,  because  [besides 
the  tenth  of  these  three  things]  the  rector  has,  of  the 
endowment  of  the  church  (*de  dote  ecclesie'),  so  many 
acres  of  land,  so  many  of  pasture,  tithe  of  hay,  various 
small  tithes,  offerings  on  stated  days,  and  various  other 
items  of  income."  These  are  all  valued  in  pounds, 
shillings,  and  pence,  but  not  added  up,  and  there  the 
matter  is  left.  Now,  if  we  credit  the  rector  with  his 
tithe  of  corn,  wool,  and  lambs,  and  add   to  it  the  other 
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items  of  his  income,  we  find  that  the  whole  tallies  more 
or  less  accurately  with  the  valuation  of  Pope  Nicholas. 
Sometimes  the  agreement  is  so  very  exact  that  we  can- 
not resist  a  suspicion  that  the  jurors  have  been  setting 
down  first  the  parson's  known  income  from  other  sources, 
and  "the  ninth  this  year"  represents  the  desired  balance. 
In  any  case  we  get  a  most  valuable  account  of  the  items 
which  were  supposed  to  make  up  the  valuation  of  1291, 
and  if  so,  without  doubt,  we  may  thus  trace  the  sources 
of  income  estimated  at  a  smaller  value  when  the  original 
Taxation  was  made. 

In  the  tabulated  analysis  of  the  Hundred  of  Black- 
bourn  the  rectorial  incomes  have  been  classified  under 
three  departments — (a)  tithes,  by  far  the  largest,  (6) 
glebe  lands  and  rents  or  similar  payments,^  and  (c)  the 
voluntary  offerings  made  by  custom  on  certain  days  and 
on  special  occasions.  These  are  added  up  in  a  fourth 
column,  and  by  the  side  of  the  total  is  placed  the 
valuation  of  Pope  Nicholas,  with  which  it  was  expected 
to  correspond. 

The  result  of  the  analysis  in  this  deanery  is  this — 
the  total  spiritual  incomings  are  £374.  3s.  lid.  Of 
this  amount  £255.  7a.  4d.  may  be  classed  as  tithes, 
£48.  19s.  5d,  as  the  produce  of  glebe  lands,  &c.,  and 
£69.  178.  2d.  as  offerings.  The  corresponding  valuation 
in  1291  is,  as  perhaps  might  be  expected,  somewhat 
lower,  £354.  16s.  8d.  But,  besides  some  errors  which 
might  be  noted  in  the  "T.P.N."  values,  we  must 
remember  that  the  return  of  the  "Nonae"  deals  with 
separate  items,  not  with  totals.  When,  therefore,  we 
find  the  detailed  items  in  1341  agreeing  (on  the  whole) 
so  closely  with  the  valuation  of  1291  we  may  credit 
that  valuation  (however  artificial)  with  representing  not

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unfairly  the  true  value  of  the  clerical  incomes  at  the 
time,  and,  if  so,  we  may  give  similar  credit  to  the 
earlier  valuations  which  had  preceded  it. 

The  details  in  the  Nonarum  Inquisitiones  show  us 
(what  scarcely  needs  showing)  how  closely  from  the 
first  the  incomes  of  the  parochial  clergy  were  bound  up 
with  the  economic,  that  is  (almost  exclusively)  agri- 
cultural, conditions  of  the  locality  in  which  they  were 
situated.  Hardly  any  rector  is  described  as  receiving 
income  from  any  source  outside  his  own  parish.  The 
variations  in  the  value  of  the  benefices  (apart  from 
appropriations  and  separation  of  tithes)  depended  upon 
the  amount  of  tithe-paying  land  in  the  parish.  Con- 
current with  the  number  and  prosperity  of  the  tenants 
of  the  land  would  be  the  amount  of  the  voluntary 
offerings.  A  larger  or  smaller  amount  of  glebe  land 
would  make  some  difference,  but  tithes  were  by  far 
the  most  important  item.  Hence  an  examination  of  the 
comparative  produce  of  tithes  in  different  parts  of  the 
Diocese,  or  the  "  spiritualia "  of  a  deanery  as  compared 
with  its  acreage  might  yield  some  interesting  results  as 
to  the  economic  condition  of  different  localities  at  the 
time  of  the  Norwich  Taxation.  The  two  deaneries  with 
the  highest  average  per  parish  were  Lynn  in  Norfolk 
and  Fordham  in  Suffolk.  Some  of  the  deaneries  in 
the  Diocese  of  Ely  surpassed  these.  This  points  to  the 
special  economic  wealth  of  the  Fen  districts  in  those 
days.  Other  results  would  no  doubt  be  revealed  by  a 
further  search. 

Note  on  the  "Taxation  of  Pope  Nicholas." 

The  foregoing  explanatory  introduction  was  already  in 
print  when  an  interesting  paper  on  the  Taxation  of 
Pope  Nicholas  by  Miss  Rose  Graham  appeared  in  the  English 
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Histoincal  Review  (vol.  xxiii.,  No.  91,  pp.  434—452). 
Miss  Graham  deals  with  the  subject  of  ecclesiastical 
valuation  rather  on  the  monastic  than  the  parochial 
side.  She  makes  frequent  reference  to  the  Norwich 
Taxation  and  suggests  (p.  443)  that  probably  "in  the 
Diocese  of  Norwich  the  Norwich  Taxation  was  used  as 
the  basis  of  the  Taxation  of  Pope  Nicholas."  The  only 
point  on  which  her  remarks  seem  in  any  way  at  variance 
with  what  has  been  here  advanced  is  that  she  thinks 
other  valuations,  especially  one  in  1274  (pp.  439,  440), 
were  made  between  those  of  Bishop  SuflSeld  and  Pope 
Nicholas.  Even,  however,  if  that  were  the  case,  they 
were  not  appealed  to  as  of  universal  sanction  in  the 
same  way  that  the  "  Norwich  Taxation "  certainly  was 
quite  down  to  1291. 

Note  on  "Snaylwell"  in  the  Returns  for  the 
Archdeaconries  of  Sudbury  and  Suffolk. 

That  "Snaylwell"  was  the  name  of  some  official  was 
evident  to  all  students,  but  who  he  was  and  when  his 
valuation  was  made  was  undiscovered  till  Miss  Graham 
in  her  researches  for  the  article  just  mentioned  found 
(p.  441)  that  one  of  the  assessors  for  these  two  Arch- 
deaconries in  1291  was  Richard,  Rector  of  Snaylwell.  She 
concludes  that  the  column  so  headed  contains  the  original 
return  made  by  these  two  assessors,  some  of  the  values 
being  altered,  almost  always  in  the  way  of  increase,  by 
the  Bishops  of  Lincoln  and  Winchester,  who  were  charged 
with  the  revision  of  the  local  assessments.  It  would 
seem  from  this  that  the  scribe  who  entered  the  "Snayl- 
well" valuation  in  the  Bury  Liber  Albus  must  have 
done  so  in  the  interval  between  the  assessment  and  the 
revision,  otherwise  he  would  have  entered  the  revised 
amounts,  not  those  superseded.

The  yaluations  in  the  last  two  columns  are  from  the  ''Taxation 
of  Pope  Nicholas." 

In  the  original  document  (in  the  Bury  Liher  Alhus)  the  entries 
in  column  one  are  all  set  in  one  line.  They  are  here  set  in 
two  lines  so  that  the  parish  churches  may  he  more  easily 
distinguished. 

The  sign  *  attached  to  an  entry  denotes  that  the  Editor  has 
reckoned  it  as  a  ''separated  portion." 

The  letter  T  denotes  that  he  has  reckoned  it  as  a  ''temporal" 
possession. 

The  letters  (a),  (5),  &c.,  denote  that  he  considers  the  entries  so 
marked  as  referring  to  sums  already  included  in  an  entry 
immediately  preceding,  and  therefore  not  to  he  reckoned  in 
the  total  yaluation  of  a  deanery.

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APPENDIX  B. 


The  Hundreds  of  Qallow  and  Brothercross  and  the 
Deaneries  of  Burnham  and  Toftes. 

The  Deanery  of  Burnham  lies  on  the  North  CJoasfc  of 
Norfolk,  including  the  several  parishes  of  that  name. 
The  Deanery  of  Tofts  (now  called  North  Brisley  or 
Toftrees)  lies  to  the  south  of  that  of  Burnham. 

In  geographical  correspondence  with  these  two  deaneries 
on  the  ordinary  maps  are  the  Hundreds  of  Brothercross 
on  the  north  and  Gallow  on  the  south,  the  latter  in- 
cluding the  Rainhara  townships. 

Now  Blomefield,^  speaking  of  these  two  hundreds  as 
described  in  Domesday  Book,  says,  "It  appears  by  the 
book  of  Domesday  that  the  towns  of  these  hundreds 
are  now  strangely  intermixed :  many  that  were  then  in 
Brothercross  Hundred  are  now  in  Gallow,  viz.,  Rainham 
the  most  southern  town,  at  this  time  in  Gallow,  was 
then  in  Brothercross  Hundred;  and  Burnham  Thorp, 
with  both  the  Crekes,  which  are  at  this  time  in  Brother- 
cross,  were  in  Gallow  Hundred." 

It  appears  from  this  that  in  Blomefield's  time  the  two 
hundreds  were  understood  to  lie  as  now  placed  on  the 
maps,  Brothercross  on  the  north,  Gallow  on  the  south. 
But  in  studying  our  document  the  writer  found  reason 
to  suspect  that  in  its  tiuie  Gallow  must  have  been  the 
northern  hundred  and  Brothercross  the  southern.  We 
cannot  doubt  that  the  two  deaneries  from  the  first 
occupied    the  positions  which  Uiey  still   hold.     Burnham 

^    History,  vol.  vii.,  p.  I. 
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must  have  been  on  the  north  and  Toftes  on  the  south, 
for  they  must  have  taken  their  names  from  the  places 
so  called.  Yet  on  enquiring  to  what  hundreds  they 
corresponded,  what  do  we  find  ?  The  Deanery  of  Toftes 
has  (in  the  Taxation)  eleven  parishea  They  are  all 
included  in  what  was  in  1334  the  Hundred  of  Brother- 
cross.^  On  the  other  hand,  the  Deanery  of  BuiTiham 
(with  thirty-five  parishes)  includes  the  whole  of  the 
townships  of  the  hundred  then  called  Gallow,  besides 
some  of  the  Hundred  of  Brothercross.'  It  seemed  to  the 
writer  to  follow  from  this,  that  when  the  deaneries 
were  instituted  Gallow  Hundred  was  on  the  north  and 
Brothercross  on  the  south. 

The  suspicion  thus  aroused  was  afterwards  confirmed 
by  a  definite  statement.  In  the  volume  of  State 
Papers,  Jkc,  relating  to  the  defence  of  Norfolk,  recently 
edited  for  our  Society  by  Mr.  Walter  Rye,  is  a  copy  of 
an  ancient  Ordinance  for  arranging  watches  along  the 
coast  about  1291.  Bishop  Walter  SuflSeld's  name  is 
mentioned.  The  watches  are  to  be  sworn  "  in  the 
presence  of  Walter,  Bishop  of  Norwich."  In  1291 
Bishop  Walter  h|id  been  dead  for  many  years.  The 
Ordinance  was  evidently  copied  from  an  older  form, 
and  the  copiers  had  not  troubled  to  alter  the  name  of 
the  Bishop  they  found  inscribed  in  it. 

In  this  document  (p.  149)  we  read  as  follows : — "  Also 
let  one  watch  be  made  in  the  Hundred  of  Qailow  by 
four  men  because  the  said  Hundred  adjoins  the  sea 
from  Deepdale  to  Holkham  by  eight  leagues  and  the 
Hundred  of  Brothercross  associates  itself  to  the  said 
Hundred  to  contribute  towards  making  the  watches,  &c." 
Gallow  Hundred  and  Brothercross,  therefore,  are  evidently 
not  now  placed  in  their  original  localities.

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In  the  recently  issued  Victoi^  Counties  History  of 
Norfolk,  vol.  ii.,  p.  205,  will  be  found  an  arrangement 
of  the  principal  townships  of  these  two  hundreds  in 
Domesday  Book  which  makes  matters  much  simpler. 
Only  two  Burnhams  are  there  mentioned,  Burnham 
Westgate  assessed  in  Brothercross  Hundred  but  said  to 
be  "measured  in  Gallow,"  and  Burnham  Thoi-pe  in 
Gallow  Hundred.  Burnham  Westgate  manifestly  lay 
where  it  was  "measured,"  so  that  the  Burnhams  were 
wholly  in  Gallow.  In  that  hundred  also  were  the 
Creakes.  This  places  Gallow  in  its  right  place  by  the 
sea.  South  of  the  Creakes  the  two  hundieds  are 
divided  by  a  line  from  north-west  to  south-east,  passing 
just  south  of  Fakenham  and  ending  between  the  two 
Ryburghs.  All  the  townships  to  the  north  and  east  of 
this  line  were  in  Gallow  Hundred  ;  all  to  the  south  and 
west  were  in  Brothercross. 

This  simplifies  the  question  of  the  two  corresponding 
deaneries.  When  they  were  formed,  practically  the  two 
hundreds  were  assigned  to  a  large  deanery  called  Burn- 
ham. But  one  exception  was  made.  A  group  of  nine 
adjoining  townships  (with  eleven  parishes)  on  the  south, 
including  the  Rainhams  and  Toftes,  was  made  into  a 
small  deanery  of  Toftes,  taken  wholly  out  of  Brother- 
cross  Hundred.  Why  these  eleven  parishes  were  separated 
from  the  other  thirty-five  of  the  combined  hundreds 
there  is  nothing  to  show.

"In  the  year  1838  the  roof  of  the  church  nave  was 
thoroughly  repaired  and  all  the  mutilated  parts  of  the 
carving  in  the  angels,  bosses,  etc.,  were  replaced;  the 
gaudy  colours  of  the  roof,  painted  in  blue,  yellow,  red, 
white,  and  green,  in  which  state  they  had  been  left 
since  the  Reformation,  were  obliterated  and  oak  colour 
ordered  to  be  put  on  instead ;  the  angels  and  carving 
were  made  gold  colour  to  enrich  and  enliven  the  roof, 
and  the  figures  of  the  Apostles,  etc.,  supporting  the 
roof  between  the  clerestory  windows,  were  made  stone 
colour  in  order  to  give  greater  elevation  to  the  roof." 

So  inins  the  "Old  Church  Record";  and  acting  on  the 
above  information,  and  hoping  against  hope  that  some 
at  least  of  the  Old  English  colours  might  be  brought  to 
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light  again,  the  work  of  removing  the  modern  distemper 
colouring  was  taken  in  hand,  with  the  result  that 
much  of  the  pre-Reformatioi\  colour  has  once  more  been 
displayed  to  view. 

All  the  underside  of  the  boarding  of  the  roof  was 
found  to  be  dark  red  with  a  white  scroll  pattern 
running  up  the  centre  of  each  board,  the  rafters  were 
painted  white,  and  the  main  principals  white,  ornamented 
with  red  Tudor  roses. 

Most  of  the  red  it  has  been  found  possible  to  preserve, 
but  the  white  liad  become  so  impaired  by  age  and  by 
the  removal  of  the  modern  colouring  that  it  was  found 
impossible  to  keep  even  the  smallest  traces;  only  one  or 
two  of  the  red  Tudor  roses  are  to  be  seen  now,  here 
and  there  surrounded  by  a  little  white. 

The  mouldings  on  the  main  and  intermediate  principals, 
purlins,  collars,  wall  pieces,  and  ridge,  have  still  traces 
of  colour — red,  white,  and  green,  being  the  most 
prominent.  The  crestings,  dentels,  mouldings,  and 
cornices,  show  similar  colours;  perhaps  red  prevailing. 
The  winged  figures  of  the  cornice  show  signs  of  several 
colours,  but  white  appears  the  chief.  The  bodies  of  the 
larger  angels  on  the  hammer-beam  are  white  with  deep 
cuffs  of  red,  and  the  underside  of  the  outstretched 
wings  chiefly  vivid  reds,  yellows,  and  blues  (the  yellow 
showing  considerable  signs  that  it  once  was  gilt).  Each 
of  the  larger  angels  and  the  smaller  ones  in  the  cornice 
is  carrying  a  different  emblem,  e.gf.,  incense  boats, 
crowns,  shields,  mitres,  castles,  chalices,  etc. 

On  either  side  of  each  intermediate  principal,  and 
attached  to  the  ribs  of  the  same,  are  some  very  quaint 
carvings  of  birds  and  animals,  there  being  sixteen  in  all. 
One  is  exceptionally  curious,  representing  a  dog  with  a 
litter  of  puppies.  On  the  outside  circular  moulding  of 
the  ribs,  also  of   the  purlins  and  ridge,  are  broad  bands 
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of  colour  running  diagonally,  some  alternately  red  and 
green,  others  white  and  green,  or  white  and  red.  The 
bosses  at  the  intersection  of  the  purlins  and  principals 
showed  considerable  traces  of  colour  and  some  gilding. 

The  great  feature,  however,  of  the  roof  is  the  eighteen 
full-length  figures  beneath  the  principals  between  the 
clerestory  windows.  These  are  4  ft.  6  in.  in  length,  and 
are  all  brilliantly  coloured,  with  the  exception  of  those 
of  two  bishops  and  two  doctors,  on  which  very  little 
colour  is  to  be  found.  The  rest  of  the  figures  represent 
the  Apostles,  ranged  on  either  side  of  our  Lord  on  the 
north  wall,  and  on  either  side  of  the  Blessed  Virgin  on 
the  south  wall.  There  is  a  canopy  over  each  figure, 
the  underside  of  which  is  painted  sometimes  white  and 
sometimes  blue  with  lead  stars. 

The  following  is  a  complete  list  of  these  full-length 
figures  between  the  clerestory  windows,  with  detailed 
description : — 

South  side  (commencing  from,  the  East), 

1. — S,  Andreiv,  Represented  as  a  middle-aged  man 
with  short  black  beard,  clothed  in  a  cerise  surcoat  or 
cloak,  with  undergarment  of  grass  green.  In  his  right 
hand  is  a  cross  saltire,  in  left  a  book.  The  canopy  of 
the  figure  is  white. 

2. — S,  Jude,  Represented  with  short  beard;  cloak  of 
grey  blue,  lined  with  white ;  undergarment  magenta.  He 
is  carrying  a  boat  across  both  hands.  The  canopy 
shows  signs  of  red  paint. 

3. — S.  John,  Represented  as  quite  a  young  man,  very 
fair  and  effeminate-looking;  surcoat  deep  red,  lined  with 
white;  undergarment  dark  blue.  In  his  left  hand  is  a 
blue  chalice;  his  right  is  raised  with  two  fingers  pointing 
towards  the  chalice.     The  canopy  is  a  brilliant  blue. 
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4. — Blessed  Virgin  Mary.  Represented  with  fair  hair, 
with  crown  on  head,  clothed  in  blue  cloak,  with  under- 
garment magenta.  Both  her  hands  are  raised  in  the  act 
of  adoration  (perhaps  directed  towards  her  Son  our  Lord, 
who  is  placed  opposite  His  Mother  on  the  north  side  of 
the  church).  The  canopy  shows  signs  of  white,  red, 
and  gold. 

5. — S.  Matthew  or  S,  Pavl.  Represented  with  long 
grizzled  beard,  evidently  a  man  of  some  years,  with 
deep  furrows  running  across  the  forehead;  surcoat  dark 
red,  lined  with  white,  with  undergarment  of  deep  blue. 
He  is  leaning  on  a  sword,  and  in  his  left  hand  is  a 
book.  (It  has  been  suggested  that  this  figure  represents 
S.  Paul,  who  would  thus  pair  off  with  S.  Peter  on  the 
opposite  side,  in  the  same  way  as  S.  Johti  pairs  off 
with  S.  James.) 

6. — S,  Matthias,  Represented  with  long  grizzled  beard; 
surcoat  grey,  lined  with  salmon  pink ;  undergarment 
deep  blue,  ornamented  with  gold  floral  pattern.  In  his 
right  hand  is  an  axe  or  halbert;  in  his  left  hand  is  a 
book.     Canopy  blue. 

7. — S,  James  the  Less,  Represented  with  long  dark 
brown  beard;  surcoat  of  deep  brown  red,  lined  with 
white  ;  undergarment  of  blue,  with  gold  flowers  running 
up  the  same.  In  his  right  hand  is  a  fuller  s  club,  painted 
bright  red ;  in  his  left  hand  he  carries  a  book.  Canopy 
blue. 

8. — The  figure  of  a  Bishop,  with  practically  no  traces 
of  colour  except  in  canopy. 

9. — The  figure  of  a  Doctor  in  Divinity,  with  no  colour. 

Ncyi'th  side  (commencing  from  the  East). 

1. — 8.  Simon.  Represented  with  short  black  beard, 
with  red  cloak,  lined  with  white,  and  blue  undergarment. 
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In  his  left  hand  is  clasped  a  fish,  in  his  right  a 
book.  (This  is  the  only  figure  of  the  eigliteen  at  all 
damaged;  the  end  of  the  nose  apparently  having  been 
knocked  oflf.) 

2. — S.  Bartholomeiu.  Represented  with  short  beard, 
with  blue-grey  surcoat,  lined  with  white;  undergarment 
magenta.  In  his  right  hand  is  a  butcher's  flaying-knife ; 
his  left  is  concealed  under  his  cloak,  in  wliich  it  has 
been  suggested  he  is  carrying  the  skin  of  a  man. 

3. — S.  James  the  Cheat.  Represented  as  wearing  the 
flapped  hat  and  cloak  of  a  pilgrim,  with  wallet  and 
staff,  being  the  first  of  the  Apostles  who  departed  to 
fulfil  his  mission  of  evangelisation.  He  appears  to  be  a 
young  man,  very  fair,  and  bearing  a  family  likeness  to 
our  Lord,  his  kinsman.  His  cloak  is  red,  lined  with 
white,  and  his  undergarment  blue. 

4. — Our  Lord.  Represented  as  very  fair,  clothed  in  a 
long  flowing  deep  purple-brown  garment,  with  a  red- 
brown  undergarment,  the  cuflfe  of  which  are  light  red. 
In  His  left  hand  He  carries  a  blue  orb,  in  the  top  of 
which  is  a  cross;  His  right  hand  is  raised  in  the  act 
of  blessing. 

5.  — S.  Peter.  Represented  as  a  fair  young  man  with 
short  beard.  His  dress  is  very  ornate,  with  gold  floral 
work;  cloak  of  red,  lined  with  white,  and  undergarment 
dark  blue.  In  his  right  hand  he  holds  a  key,  in  his 
left  a  book.     The  canopy  over  the  figure  is  white. 

6. — S.  PkUip.  Represented  as  very  bronzed  in  com- 
plexion, clothed  in  magenta  surcoat,  with  deep  blue 
undergarment,  all  highly  embellished  with  gold  flowers. 
In  his  right  hand  he  carries  a  blue  basket  containing 
loaves  {John  vi.  7) ;  in  his  left  hand  a  book. 

7. — S.  Thomas,  Represented  with  dark  brown  beard, 
clothed  in  deep  red  surcoat,  lined  with  salmon  pink, 
and  undergarment  of   blue,  both  of  which  are  decorated 
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with  a  floral  pattern  in   gold.     He  carries  a  long  spear 
in  his  right  hand,  and  in  his  left  a  book. 

8. — A  Bishop,  with  little  or  no  colour. 

9. — A  Doctor  in  Divinity. 

N.B. — (i.)  The  garments  of  the  figures  at  the  west 
end  of  the  church  seem  to  be  much  more  elaborate  in 
colours  and  gold  floral  work  than  those  further  east. 

(ii.)  All  the  colour  now  visible  in  the  roof  is  original 
work  of  about  1490,  no  new  colouring  or  touching  up 
in  any  way  having  been  done  in  the  work  of  the 
restoration.

DEANERY    OF    ROCKLAND. 

The  Deanery  of  Rockland  is  conterminous  with  the 
"Hundreds"  of  Shropham  and  Quiltcross,  the  ecclesiastical 
divisions  here,  as  usually,  following  the  same  boundaries 
as  the  civil. 

The  boundary  on  the  south  is  the  River  Ouse ;  on 
the  east  the  watershed  between  the  tributaries  of  the 
Ouse  and  Waveney;  while  the  River  Thet  is,  for  much 
of  its  course,  the  boundary  between  the  two  hundreds. 

The  Church  Plate  of  this  deanery  contains  many  pieces 
of  chiefly  antiquarian  interest.  The  pre-Reformation 
paten  at  Hockham  has  long  been  known ;  the  fleur-de-lys 
plate  in  the  south-western  portion  of  the  deanery  is 
now  known  to  be  the  work  of  a  Bury  silversmith; 
the  second  orb  and  cross  chalice  at  Attleborough  throws 
new  and  unexpected  light  on  that  well-known  Norwich 
mark,  which  was  formerly  supposed  to  be  that  of 
Peter  Peterson,  .the  celebrated  Norwich  silversmith,  who 
died  in  1602  at  the  age  of  84;  and  at  Banham  there 
is  a  paten  made  during  the  Commonwealth. 
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That  the  fleur-de-lys  plate  comes  from  Bury  is  indi- 
cated by  the  fact  that  it  is  extraordinarily  common  in 
parishes  likely  to  use  Bury  as  their  market  town,  no 
less  than  thirty-seven  pieces  being  catalogued  in  the 
inventory  undertaken  by  the  Suffolk  Archaeological 
Society.  It  is  true  that  a  fleur-de-lys  is  the  Lincoln 
mark,  but  the  Bury  examples  shew  a  different  shape. 

We  should  liave  supposed  that  the  crown  and  arrows 
would  have  been  the  Bury  mark,  but  we  find  that 
Stephen  Toiini  was  casting  bells  at  Bury  at  this  time 
(he  cast  the  Reepham  bell  in  1559)  and  usually  uses  a 
fleur-de-lj's  for  one  of  his  marks.  It  has  been  thought 
that  he  was  a  Frenchman,  or  of  French  origin,  that 
*'Tonni"  is  an  abbreviation  of  Antonie,  which  would 
account  for  the  fleur-de-lys;  and  other  instances  are 
known  of  tradesmen  of  old  being  engaged  in  a  large 
variety  of  work.  (See  Dr.  Raven's  Church  Bells  of 
Suffolk,  pp.  79,  99,  &c.). 

I  desire  to  express  my  sincere  obligations  to  the 
Rev.  C.  L.  Kennaway,  Rural  Dean,  and  all  the  clergy 
and  others  who  have  kindly  allowed  me  to  see  the 
plate. 

AnxEBORouGH,  S.  Mary. 

Chalice. — Bearing  the  Norwich  Castle  and  lion,  the 
orb  and  cross  in  lozenge,  and  date  letter  C  for  1567-8. 
This  Elizabethan  cup  is  similar  to  others  by  this  well- 
known  maker. 

Chalice. — Another  Norwich  cup.  Bearing  an  orb  and 
cross  in  shield,  square  at  the  top,  and  round  below,  the 
cross  having  slightly  enlarged  ends,  date  letter  D  for 
1627,  and  the  crowned  rose  (as  in  Jackson,  p.  299),  with 
the  Norwich  Castle  and  lion. 

"Attleburge,  1628." 
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"  Non  Saci'um  non  Sacris ;  He  that  eateth  and  drinketh 
unwortluly,  eateth  and  drinketh  his  own  damnation  ;

There  is  also  scratclied  below,  A  1658;  which  may 
mean  that  it  was  not  given  until  that  date 

Tall  Ghalice  and  Paten  Cover. — Possibly  not  originally 
intended  for  sacred  purposes.  It  bears  the  leopard's 
head  crowned,  lion  passant,  court-hand  r  for  1654. 
Maker,  perhaps  J  B  linked  (as  in  Cripps,  p.  462 ; 
Jackson,  p.  124). 

"This  Chalice  was  presented  to  the  Parish  Church  of 
Attleburgh,  Norfolk,  by  Sir  Edward  Bowyer  Smijth 
Bart.,  Anno  Domini  1840.*' 

The  cover  has  a  late  silver  insertion  to  make  it  more 
proper  for  use.  This  is  marked  with  the  leopard's  head, 
lion  passant,  queen's  head,  M  for  1847,  and  the  maker's 
name,  "W.  R.  Smiley,"  in  full. 

Credence  Paten. — Square,  with  rim.  Bearing  the 
leopard's  head  crowned,  lion  passant,  M  for  1727.  Maker, 
RB  or  RP.     *'Ex  dono  Edwardi  Wolfe,  generosi  1727." 

Flagon. — Large.  Bearing  the  leopard's  head,  lion 
passant,  queen's  head,  O  for  1851.  Maker,  RS,  i.e., 
Richard  Sibley.  **  EcclesisB  Attleburgliensis,  in  com. 
Norfolciensis,  domina  Lcetitia  Cecilia  Bowyer  Smijth, 
dicavit,  mensis  Octobris  A.D.  MDCCCLI." 

Spoon. — Plain,  not  straining.  Bearing  the  Norwich 
Castle  and  lion,  a  crown,  a  rose,  and  TH  over  a  star, 
the  mark  of  Thomas  Havers.  "  Attleborough  Church, 
1840." 

Three  old  FUngona, — Pewter. 

Banham,  S.  Mart. 

Chalice. — Handsome  Elizabethan  Norwich  shape  cup, 
circular  baud  gilt.     Bearing  the  Norwich  Castle  and  lion, 
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date    letter   C    for    1567-8,  and    the   orb   and   cross   as 
maker's  mark. 

"BANHAM,  A«   1567." 

Paten, — Silver-gilt.  Bearing  the  leopard's  head  crowned, 
lion  passant,  court-hand  t  for  1656.  Maker,  W  M  (as  in 
Cripps,  p.  427)  under  the  year  1653.

Herbert  Astley,  D.D.,  was  Dean  of  Norwich  from  1670 
to  1681.

DEANERY  OF  INGWORTH,  SOUTH. 

I  DESIRE  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Rural  Dean 
(the  Rev.  Canon  J.  Qurney  Hoare,  M.A.)  and  the  clergy 
of  the  deanery  for  the  kindness  and  hospitality  which 
they  have  shown  me,  and  the  readiness  with  which  they 
have  given   me  access   to   the  plate. 

Apart  from  the  pre-Reformation  paten  at  Tuttington, 
of  which  a  full  account  is  given  in  the  late  Canon 
Manning's  paper,  there  is  not  much  to  be  said  about 
the  plate  of  this  deanery.  Eleven  parishes  (a  rather 
higher  proportion  than  the  average)  retain  their 
Elizabethan  cups,  six  of  them  having  the  paten  of 
the  same  period.  These  are  all  of  Norwich  make. 
The  paten  at  Burgh  is  interesting  as  the  first  example 
noted  of  the  Norwich  date  letter  for  1570-1. 

Atlsham,  S.  Michael  and  All  Angels. 

Chalice, — A  Norwich  cup,  ornamented  with  a  band  of

The  only  mark  is 
T  H,  which  may  be  that  of  Havers.  The  mullet,  which 
is  usually  found  beneath  the  initials,  is  wanting. 

The  cup  is  no  doubt  a  composite  one.  The  marks 
are  in  an  unusual  place,  on  the  stem  just  below  the 
point  of  junction  with  the  bowl,  on  which  there  is  no 
mark  at  all.  Undoubtedly  the  bowl  was  made  in  Norwich 
at  the  date  inscribed,  and  fixed  to  an  older  stem  of 
London  make,  possibly  by  the  maker  of  the  paten. 
I  was  struck  by  the  close  resemblance  (apart  from  the 
detail  of  the  stem)  which  this  cup  bears,  in  size  and 
shape  and  character  of  the  lettering  of  the  inscription, 
to  the  cup  at  Hevingham,  which  is  of  the  same  date, 
and  has  the  same  maker's  mark  as  this  paten.  Whether 
that  mark  is  that  of  the  well-known  Thomas  Havers  is 
not  certain,  the  mullet  usually  found  beneath  the  initials 
being  absent  in  both  cases. 

BooTON,  S.  Michael  and  All  Angels. 
Chalice. — A  large  Norwich  cup;  inscribed 

HAM."

The  inscription  is  cut  in  elaborate  characters  on  too  large 
a  scale  for  the  size  of  the  cup,  and  the  last  three  letters 
are  therefore  superposed.  There  is  also  inscribed  above 
the  inscription,  and  in  less  elaborate  characters, 

"THE    TOVN    OF    BOTVN." 

It  is  marked  with  the  Norwich  Castle  over  lion,  C  for 
1567,  the  assay  zigzag,  and  a  rubbed  mark,  which 
is  described  by  Messrs.  Cripps  and  Jackson  as  the 
maidenhead. 
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Paten, — A  salver  on  a  foot;  inscribed,  below  the  foot, 
"BOTVN,  1635," 
and  marked  with  the  Norwich  Castle  over  lion,  a  crowned 
rose,   L   for    1634,  and   T  S    in    monogram    for   Timothy 
Skottowe. 

I   have  entirely  failed   to  discover  how  this  cup  comes 
to  be  where  it  is.

Paten. — A  small  paten  cover,  slightly  concave  with  a 
narrow  rim;  inscribed,  on  the  rim, 

"ALSVM  BVBGHIN," 

and    marked   with    the    Norwich    Castle    over    lion,   F 
for  1570-1,  and  I  or  J  T  in  monogram. 

The  first  of  these  marks  is  very  much   rubbed,   but 
not  beyond  recognition. 
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The  second  mark  is  interesting  as  being  the  first 
example  noted  of  the  Norwich  F  for  1570-1,  which  till 
now  has  been  only  a  matter  of  conjecture.  While  these 
notes  were  in  the  printer's  hands  (June,  1909)  I  have 
heard  that  the  Rev.  E.  C.  Hopper  has  found  at 
Arminghall,  in  the  Deanery  of  West  Brooke,  a  paten 
with  similar  marks.  It  is  indeed  remarkable  that  two 
examples  of  this  date  letter,  for  so  many  years  a  matter 
of  conjecture,  should  have  come  to  light  within  a  very 
few  months. 

I  have  to  confess  that  I  began  by  misreading  the 
letters  of  this  monogram  as  C  and  T.  But  Mr.  Walter 
(who  has  kindly  taken  a  great  deal  of  trouble  about 
the  marks  on  this  paten),  and  other  authorities  on 
mediaeval  alphabets,  have  made  it  certain  that  the  letters 
are  I  (or  J)  and  T.  The  mark  can  very  plausibly  be 
ascribed  to  the  John  Tesmond  who,  according  to  the  list 
of  Norwich  silversmiths  in  Mr.  Jackson's  book,  took  up 
his  freedom  in  1566  and  was  master  in  1576.  It  is  the 
earliest  example  of  the  use  of  a  monogram  as  a  maker's 
mark  at  Norwich. 

Buxton,  S.  Andrew. 

Chalice. — A  Norwich  cup,  ornamented  with  bands  of 
scroll  work,  which  do  not  cross;  inscribed,  on  the  bowl, 

"bvxton  a«  1567,"

Paten. — A  salver  on  a  foot;  inscribed 

"The  Township  of  Buxton,  1719," 
and  marked  with  Britannia,  the  lion's  head  erased,  Q  for 
1711,  and  E  A  for  John  Eastt. 

Chalice  and  Paten. — Of  medisBval  design ;  marked  with 
leopard^a  head,  lion  passant,  head  of  Queen  Victoria, 
it  for  1865,  and  I  K  for  John  Keith. 
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Cawston,  S.  Agnes. 
Chalice. — A  large  Norwich  cup;  inscribed

and  marked  with  Norwich  Castle  over  lion,  C  for  1567, 
and  the  maidenhead.

Beneath  the  foot  one  has  the  figures  41 — 10,  and  the 
other  41 — 7,  which,  I  am  told,  express  their  weights  in 
ounces  and  pennyweights. 

Alms  Dish. — A  very  large  plate;  inscribed 

"Tlie  off'ring  Bason  of  Oxnett  Church," 
and  marked  with  the  leopard's  head  crowned,  lion  passant, 
fe  for  1687,  and  W  G  for  Wm.  Gamble.     This  mark  was 
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struck  three  times,  so  that  the  impressions  overlap,  but 
it  is  perfectly  legible.

During  the  carrying  out  of  certain  repairs  to  the 
magnificent  late  Gothic  Church  of  St.  Peter  Mancroft 
(in  1907)  it  was  found  necessary  to  repair  the  muliions 
of  the  fine  east  window,  and  for  this  purpose  the  ancient 
stained  glass  had  to  be  removed. 

A  very  careful  preliminary  examination  made  in  con- 
junction with  the  Architect,  C.  J.  Brown,  Esq.,  showed 
that  the  glass  itself  was  in  a  very  dangerous  condition, 
the  glazing  lead  being  much  decayed,  and  the  saddle  bars 
in  some  cases  completely  rusted  away.  After  mature 
consideration  of  the  whole  question,  the  Reparation 
Committee  decided  that  it  would  be  best  to  have 
the  glass  removed,  and  each  panel  taken  to  pieces  and 
re-leaded.  The  conditions  under  which  this  important 
work  could  be  carried  out  were  favourable,  the  result 
very  successful;  and  further,  a  unique  opportunity  was 
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afforded  for  a  close  and  critical  examination  of  the  glass 
itself,  and  the  present  paper  is  the  outcome  of  such  an 
examination. 

The  great  east  window  consists  of  seven  lights  and 
tracery.  These  lights  are  filled  with  glass  consisting  of 
six  panels  in  each  opening,  making  forty-two  in  all,  of 
which  only  seven  are  modern  glass.  Very  little  is  known 
of  the  history  and  date  of  this  fine 'glass  beyond  what 
can  be  gathered  from  a  close  examination  of  the  glass 
itself,  by  the  subjects  represented,  the  artist's  skill  in 
draughtmanship,  the  quality  of  the  glass  in  its  colour 
and  texture,  and  such  hints  as  may  be  gathered  from 
the  costumes,  the  armour,  and  armorial  bearings  that 
are  depicted. 

Blomefield,  in  his  Histoi^y  of  Norfolk,  tells  us  that 
"in  the  year  1390  it  was  determined  to  demolish  the 
old  church"  (founded  in  the  time  of  William  the 
Conqueror)  "  and  build  a  new  one ;  and  from  that  time 
to  1430  many  legacies  were  left  and  gifts  given  for 
that  use ;  and  then  they  pulled  down  the  whole  and 
built  the  present  church,  which  was  finished  and  con- 
secrated in  1455."  This  statement  is  interesting  and 
valuable  in  helping  to  fix  a  date  for  the  glass,  and  we 
may,  I  think,  place  the  earliest  at  about  the  year  1440 
or  during  the  middle  of  the  reign  of  Henry  VI. 

We  learn  from  Blomefield  that  members  of  the  Elys 
family  glazed  the  windows  of  the  chapel  at  the  east  end 
of  the  north  aisle,  dedicated  to  the  holy  name  of  Jesus 
and  St.  John  the  Baptist,  and  that  they  "were  lately 
unglazed,  and  made  quite  new  with  white  glass,  and  the 
painted  glass  put  together  and  fixed  in  the  two  windows 
by  the  High  Altar."  This  would  be  about  the  year 
1741-2,  for  a  valuable  and  interesting  clue  is  given  in 
the  fact  that  on  the  back  of  the  glass  forming  part  of 
the  hooded  figure  in   the   panel   4  a  there  are  scratched 
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the  words:  "Jon  Sendall,  new  rought  this  Window  in 
the  year  1741,"  while  a  second  record  has  been  left  on 
the  same  piece  of  glass,  "  Thomas  Dixon,  glazier,  Nov.  29, 

1741 This  Pane."     The  whole  of  this  inscription 

has  been  scratched  over  with  a  diamond. 

A  great  deal  of  damage  was  doubtless  done  to  the 
glazing  in  the  Church  of  St.  Peter  Mancroft  by  the 
explosion  of  barrels  of  gunpowder,  which  in  April  of 
the  year  1648  were  stored  in  the  Committee  House, 
then  standing  on  the  site  of  tlie  present  Bethel  Hospital, 
and  there  is  evidence  that  the  great  east  window  suffered 
very  considerably. 

Proceeding  to  examine  the  panels  of  stained  glass  in 
detail,  we  begin  with  the  bottom  picture  of  the  seventh 
light  on  the  right-hand  side  facing  the  window,  numbered 
on  plan  1  G.  We  have  here  a  representation  of  a  donor 
and  ladies  of  his  family.  He  is  kneeling  with  raised 
hands  in  the  attitude  of  prayer;  he  wears  his  hair  close 
cropped,  a  small  forked  beard  and  moustache.  His  gown 
is  blue,  edged  and  lined  with  fur,  an  ornamented  white 
belt  and  red  boots.  Behind  him  kneel  three  ladies  in 
blue  gowns;  the  head  of  one  has  been  replaced  by  the 
head  of  an  apostle,  but  the  others  show  the  hair  drawn 
back  from  the  forehead  and  covered  with  coifs  and 
coverchiefs  of  white  linen. 

Above  the  group  is  a  scroll  bearing  the  following 
inscription: — "Maria  plena  gracie  mater  mie  tu  nos  ab 
OS?  ptege  i  ora  moix  susip." 

Mr.    Tingey   has   found    an    almost   identical   verse   in 

Legg's  edition  of  Quignon's  Breviai*um  Romanumy  p.  187. 

It  occurs  in  a  "Hymn  for  compline,  Little  OflBce  of  the 

Blessed  Virgin  ": — 

"Maria  Mater  gratisB, 

Mater  misericordise,  »««' 

Tu  nos  ab  hoste  protege, 

£t  hora  mortis  suscipe." 
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This  picture  formed  part  of  a  canopied  window;*  the 
background  is  ruby  diapered,  like  the  "  St.  Peter "  series, 
4  A,  B,  c,  E,  F,  G,  and  from  similarities  in  treatment  I 
believe  we  have  here  a  portrait  of  the  donor  of  that 
glass,  and  possibly  his  wife  and  two  daughters. 

The  three  following  panels,  1  A,  B,  F,  are  part  of  those 
mentioned  by  Blomefield  as  having  been  removed  from 
the  Jesus  Chapel  in  the  north  aisle.  1  B  represents 
Thomas  Elys  (or  Ellis)  and  Margaret  his  wife;  **Thi8 
Thomas  was  Mayor  of  Norwich  in  1460,  1465,  1474,  and 
once  burgess  in  Parliament.  He  died  in  1487,  and  was 
father  to  William  Ellis,  Baron  of  the  Exchequer  in  1535, 
who  was  lord  of  a  manor  in  Attlebridge,  where  William 
his  son  and  heir  lies  buried.  He  and  his  family  glazed 
the  windows  of  this  chapel  in  a  fine  manner  "  (Blomefield's 
History  of  Norfolk). 

Thomas  Ellis  is  picture^  in  his  mayor's  robe,  a  red 
gown  lined  with  green  and  edged  with  fur.  He  is 
wearing  a  kind  of  skull-cap  fastened  with  a  fine  cord 
under  the  chin,  and  over  it  his  official  cap,  both  black. 
He  kneels  at  a  prayer-desk,  upon  which  is  an  open  book ; 
his  hands  are  raised  in  prayer,  and  he  wears  rings  on 
the  first  and  last  fingers  of   each  hand. 

Margaret  Ellis  kneels  behind  him;  the  skirt  of  her 
robe  is  of  grey  fur,  the  bodice  and  sash  are  red.  From 
her  girdle  hang  a  rosary  and  diamond-shaped  black  bag. 
The  head  has  unfortunately  been  replaced  by  that  of  a 
female  figure  with  nimbus — date  about  1330. 

On  the  side  of  the  prayer-desk  are  the  arms  of  Ellis: 
Sable,  on  a  chevron  between  three  women's  heads  erased 
argent,  crined  or,  as  many  roses  gules ;  quartering,  argent, 
on  a  chevron  sable  between  three  crescents  azure,  as 
many  leopards*  faces  of  the  field. 

In  the  panel  1  F  are  two  kneeling  figures  at  a  prayer- 
desk  in  sleeveless  gowns  of   a   dull   grey  purple  colour,

the  undergarments  being  green  with  blue-slashed  sleeves. 
They  are  wearing  black  pedimental  head-dresses  em- 
broidered on  the  edge  in  gold  and  underneath  another 
head-dress  in  plain  black;  they  wear  small  T  shaped 
gold  crosses  suspended  by  a  chain  from  their  necks. 
Both  wear  wedding  rings  and  a  ring  on  the  last  finger. 
Behind  them  kneels  a  nun  in  linen  gorget  and  black 
veil;  her  gown  and  mantle  are  of  a  dull  warm  slate 
colour,  and  she  also  wears  a  ring  on  the  last  finger. 
Behind  her  are  seen  the  heads  of  nine  other  kneeling 
figures;  all  wear  pedimental  head-dresses,  and  the  gown 
of  the  figure  to  the  front  is  pale  maroon,  with  girdle 
and  beads.     There  are  no  armorial  bearings. 

Panel  1  A  represents  members  of  the  Garnish  (or 
Garneys)  and  Ramsey  families,  and  Blomefield  gives  the 
following  incomplete  inscriptions  as  being  at  one  time 
in  the  before-mentioned  Jesus  chapel,  probably  in  the 
window  before  the  glass  was  removed: — 

*' .  .  .  anda  a  .  .  Dei,  pro  animabus  Thome  Elys  tercia 
Vice  hujus  Civitatis  Norwici  Majoris  ac  Margarete 
Consortis  sue." 

"Orandumque  est  pro  animabus  Edmundi  Gamysh 
Armigeri,  et  Matilde  ejus  Consortis  Filie  predictorum 
Thome  Elis  et  Margarete,  ac  pro  longevo  statu 
Christopheri   Garnysh   Militis,  dicti   serenissimi   Principis 

ville  sue  Calisie  Janitor Willi:  Elys uni' 

Baronum  Scaccarij  mutuend' " 

Two  figures  in  armour  are  kneeling  before  a  prayer- 
desk,  upon  which  are  two  scrolls  with  inscriptions. 
These  figures  undoubtedly  represent  Edmund  and  Sir 
Christopher  Garnysh.  The  figure  of  Edmund  Gamysh 
is  practically  complete,  and  shows  the  head  uncovered 
and  the  hair  cut  straight  across  at  the  forehea.d  and  the 
neck  and  hanging  over  the  ears.  The  ornamental  band 
of   a  linen  shirt  is  seen  above  a  shirt  of   mail,  which  is 
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covered  by  the  breast-plate,  and  reappears  between  the 
tulles  attached  to  the  taces.  The  breast-plate,  pauhirons, 
and  taces  are  covered  by  a  short  tabard,  on  which  are 
embroidered  the  arms  of  Garnysh  quartering  Ramsey. 
The  elbow  and  kneeguards  are  ornamental  and  not  large ; 
tlie  feet  are  protected  by  broad  and  roumled  "  sabbatons  " 
fitted  with  rowel  spurs.  The  armour  is  fluted.  The 
second  figure  is  almost  identical  with  the  first,  but  un- 
fortunately the  head  has  been  replaced  by  that  of  one 
of  the  apostles. 

The  charges  on  the  tabards  read  as  follows: — 

1st  and  4th,  Argent,  a  chevron  azure,  for  Garnysh. 
(This  should  read:  Argent,  on  a  chevron  azure,  between 
three  escallops  sable,  a  mullet  of  the  field;  but  the 
escallops  have  been  omitted  in  each  case).  2nd  and  8rd» 
Gules,  three  rams'  heads  cabossed  argent,  for  Ramsey  of 
Kenton. 

'  On  the  tabard  of  the  second  figure,  which  was  no 
doubt  intended  for  Sir  Christopher  Garnysh,  the  chevron  in 
the  fourth  quartering  is  charged  with  a  mullet  of  the  field. 

The  following  note  is  taken  from  the  Dictionary  of 
National  Biography: — 

"Sir  Christopher  Garneys  was  a  gentleman  usher  of 
the  King's  chamber  early  in  the  reign  of  Henry  VIII. 
In  1513  he  took  part  in  the  Campaign  in  France,  and 
was  Knighted  on  the  day  of  the  Kings  victorious  entry 
into  Tournay.  He  was  appointed  chief  porter  of  Calais 
in  1526  and  supervisor  of  the  marshes  and  sea-banks. 
As  a  reward  for  his  services  the  King  granted  him  lands 
in  Shropshire,  Sussex,  and  Saxliugham  in  Norfolk.  He 
was  also  bailiff  of  Stockton  Socum  in  Sufifolk. 

He  maiTied  a  widow,  and  died  in  October,  1534,  not 
leaving,  it  appears,  any  heirs." 

Behind  the  figures  of  Edmund  and  Sir  C.  Garnysh 
are   a   mixed   assembly,  members   of  the  allied  families. 
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The  faces  of  no  less  than  nineteen  persons  are  visible, 
and  of  these  seven  appear  to  be  women  from  their 
diamond-shaped  head-dresses.  The  figures  in  the  front 
rank  are  kneeling,  the  first  and  complete  figure  being 
that  of  a  lady  in  a  dull  purple-coloured  gown,  with 
green  sleeves,  slashed  as  in  the  second  picture  of  this 
series.  She  wears  rings  on  the  right  hand,  and  from  a 
girdle  hangs  a  rosary  of   beads. 

The  background  to  each  of  the  three  pictures  represents 
the  interior  of  a  church.  A  screen  of  panels,  carved 
with  the  "linen  pattern"  and  a  strawberry-leaf  cresting, 
form  a  background  for  the  figures.  Beyond  the  screen 
are  seen  a  three-light  window,  and  on  either  side  one 
of  two  lights,  with  tracery  of   late  Gothic  design. 

The  pictures  themselves  are  shown  within  a  foliated 
canopy,  in  the  spandrels  of  which  are,  in  one  instance  a 
white  rose,  in  another  a  Tudor  rose  and  pomegranate, 
which,  undoubtedly  fixes  the  date  of  this  glass  as 
between  1526  and  1536  A.D. 

In  the  window  over  the  south  porch  there  are  two 
shields,  to  which  Blomefield  appears  to  refer  in  his 
enumeration  of  glass  in  the  Jesus  chapel: — 

Quarterly,  1st  and  4th,  Sable,  on  a  chevron  engrailed 
argent  between  three  female  heads,  erased  at  the  shoulders 
proper,  crined  and  crowned  or,  as  many  roses  gules, 
seeded  of  the  3rd,  Elys\  2nd  and  3rd,  Argent,  on  a 
chevron  sable,  between  three  crescents  azure,  as  many 
leopards'  faces  of  the  field ;  impaling  Quarterly,  1st  and 
4th,  Argent,  an  otter  salient  holding  in  its  mouth  a  fish 
proper;  2nd  and  3rd,  Argent,  a  bend  engrailed  gules. 
Above  this  shield,  on  a  straight  label,  are  the  words: 
"Anna  Wellmi:  Elys  Baro8." 

On  the  second  shield  are  the  following  coats: — 

Quarterly,  1st  and  4th,  Argent,  on  a  chevron  azure, 
between  three  escallops  sable,  a  mullet  of  the  field,  pierced 
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sable,  Gamysh;  2nd  and  3rd,  Gules,  three  rams'  heads 
cabossed  argent,  RaTnsey  of  Kenton,  impaling  Quarterly, 
1st  and  4th,  Elys^  and  2nd  and  3rd,  Argent,  on  a  chevron 
sable,  between  three  crescents  azure,  as  many  leopards' 
faces  of  the  field. 

Between  these  shields  are :  A  rose  gules,  seeded  or  and 
regally  crowned,  supported  on  the  dexter  side  by  a  dragon 
gules,  and  on  the  sinister  by  a  greyhound  argent, 
collared  gules,  one  of  the  badges  of  Henry  VII. — 
Henry  VIII  to  about  1526  A.D. 

The  pictures  next  to  be  described  are  numbered  2  A, 
B,  C,  B,  F,  G,  and  3  A,  b,  c,  e,  f,  g,  and  illustrate,  with 
one  exception,  scenes  from  the  Life  of  our  Lord. 

2  A.  The  Annunciation. — Kneeling  at  a  prayer-desk  on 
the  right  side  of  the  picture,  Mary  turns  towards  the 
Angel  of  the  Annunciation.  On  her  head  is  a  coronet 
of  pearls,  her  hands  are  crossed  in  prayer.  The  Angel 
kneeling  before  her,  carries  a  sceptre  surmounted  with 
conventional  lily  buds.  A  scroll  over  the  heads  of  each 
bears  the  customary  words  of  salutation  and  response: 
"Ave,  gratia  plena  diis  tecum."  "Ecce  ancilla  dni."  A 
most  interesting  and  unusual  representation  of  the  descent 
of  the  Holy  Spirit,  is  given  in  this  picture.  From  the 
heavens  issue  rays  of  light,  along  which,  and  preceded 
by  the  Holy  Spirit  as  a  Dove,  floats  a  small  nude  figure 
of  the  Holy  Child,  carrying  the  emblem  of  His  passion — 
a  T  cross.  The  dress  of  the  Virgin  is  white,  diapered 
yellow,  and  the  cloak  blue.  Curtains  of  the  same  colour 
form  a  kind  of  canopy  above  her  head,  and  there  is  a 
rich  ruby  background  powdered  with  the  dS  1R  mono- 
gram. The  background  of  this  and  the  following 
pictures  is  a  peculiar  serrated  or  flame-like  treatment 
quite  unlike  the  usual  foliated  designs;  the  colour, 
alternately  ruby  and  blue. 
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2b.  The  Visitation. — This  is  a  delightful  picture  and 
very  good  in  colour.  The  meeting  takes  place  outside 
the  town,  houses  large  and  small  form  the  background, 
and  issuing  from  the  red  roof  of  one  of  these  is  a 
slender  round  tower  like  a  chimney.  In  the  middle 
distance  is  a  very  decorative  fir  tree  with  cones,  and  on 
one  of  the  branches  a  dove  is  resting.  To  the  left  of 
the  picture  stands  Mary  in  a  blue  cloak,  and  over  her 
head  are  the  words,  "Magnificat  aia  mea  dmn";  before 
her  in  a  ruby  cloak  is  Elizabeth  wearing  a  coverchief 
and  wimple,  who  replies,  "Unde  hoc  mihi  ut  veniat  ad 
me."  Behind  her  stands  an  attendant  in  a  blue  gown 
and  carrying  a  ruby  fur-lined  coat  on  her  arm.  Her 
hair  is  partly  confined  at  the  sides  in  cauls  or  nets  of 
fine  wire,  and  the  rest  plaited  and  carried  down  over 
the  ears.     Background  diaper  as  last. 

2  c.  Adoration  of  the  Shepherds. — This  picture  is  full 
of  incident  and  colour,  representing  the  interior  of  a 
stable,  where  in  the  background  a  purple  ass  and  a  red 
ox  with  white  horns  are  feeding  from  a  manger.  Two 
angels  have  removed  the  thatch  from  the  roof  of  the 
stable  so  that  the  star  may  shine  upon  the  Holy  Child 
within.  Mary  is  seated  on  her  couch-bed,  and  presents 
her  breast  to  the  babe,  two  little  angels  looking  on  in 
reverent  wonder.  A  fire  burns  in  a  small  stove  which 
has  been  brought  into  the  stable,  and  an  attendant  warms 
a  garment  at  it.  Joseph,  in  a  red  cap  and  boots,  is 
seated  in  a  circular  chair  at  the  foot  of  the  bed 
warming  himself  also.  The  three  shepherds  standing  by 
form  an  amusing  group  as  they  vigorously,  with  distended 
cheeks,  blow  horns  and  flutes.  There  is  a  remarkable 
similarity  between  this  picture  and  a  corresponding  one 
in  the  east  window  in  the  chancel  of  East  Harling 
Church,  particularly  in  the  representation  of  the  group 
of   shepherds.      There    seems   every  probability   that   the 
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glass  came  from  the  same  workshop.  The  circular  chair 
in  which  Joseph  is  seated  is  of  an  uncommon  type,  but 
has  its  counterpart  in  a  north  aisle  window  in  the  Church 
of  All  Saints,  York.  The  date  of  this  window  Mr. 
N.  F.  J.  Westlake,  F.S.A.,  gives  at  about  1475  a.d. 
Background  diapered  as  last. 

2  E  and  2  F.  The  Adoration  of  the  Kings, — This 
subject  occupies  two  panels,  the  presentation  of  offerings 
by  the  Kings  (2  E)  facing  the  picture  (2  f)  representing 
the  Holy  Babe  blessing  the  presenters  of  gifts.  The 
foremost  of  the  Kings  kneels  and  offers  a  golden  cup, 
from  which  he  is  removing  the  cover,  disclosing  gold 
pieces;  his  crown  lies  on  the  ground  beside  him.  The 
centre  figure  holds  in  his  hand  a  boat-shaped  cup;  he  is 
crowned  and  wears  an  ermine  tippet  over  his  red-purple 
robe,  which  is  lined  with  fur.  Behind  him  is  the  third 
royal  figure,  also  holding  a  covered  cup;  his  tunic  is 
blue,  edged  with  fur.  His  hose  are  white,  and  from  his 
belt  a  purse  is  suspended.  In  the  background  are  three 
attendants  on  hoi-seback,  bare  headed,  their  hair  closely 
cropped.     Background  diapered  as  last. 

Bles8iv{i  the  Kings. — Maiy  is  seated  on  the  bed  holding 
the  Infant  Jesus,  she  is  in  the  act  of  blessing  the  Kings. 
She  wears  a  pale  blue-purple  gown,  but  unfortunately  her 
head  has  been  replaced  by  that  of  Gabriel,  from  some 
picture  of  the  Annunciation.  The  bed  is  under  a  pent- 
house, and,  as  in  2  c,  angels  have  removed  a  portion  of 
the  thatch,  in  order  that  the  rays  of  the  star  may 
shine  upon  the  Holy  Mother  and  her  Child.  At  the 
bed's  foot  are  a  little  table  with  a  basin  and  ewer  upon 
it,  and  Joseph  is  in  his  chair,  his  hand  resting  upon  his 
crutched  stick.     Background  diapered  as  last. 

2  G.  Slaughter  of  the  Innocents, — This  picture  consists 
of  two  scenes.  In  the  upper  portion  Herod  is  represented 
sitting   under   a  canopied   throne,   and,   leaning   forward, 
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holds  a  babe  by  the  leg,  whilst  he  divides  it  with 
his  scimitar.  His  head  is  bound  with  a  twisted  linen 
wreath,  upon  which  rests  his  crown ;  he  wears  a 
moustache  and  curling  forked  beard,  a  ruby-coloured 
tunic  with  full  sleeves,  and  the  royal  ermine  tippet. 
Besides  the  King  stands  a  soldier  in  full  armour,  in  the 
act  of  impaling  an  infant  on  his  sword,  while  its  mother, 
with  her  arms  round  the  soldier's  neck,  is  pulling  him 
backward.  Towards  the  left  side  of  the  picture,  and 
in  the  foreground,  another  domestic  tragedy  is  being 
enacted.  Outside  a  house  (represented  by  a  door), 
stands  a  cradle,  from  which  another  soldier  has  just 
snatched  a  baby  and  impaled  it.  The  father  rushes 
forward  to  save  the  child,  but  is  held  back  by  his  wife. 
The  soldier  wears  a  basinet  with  circular  ear-plates. 
There  is  no  visor,  but  round  the  helmet  is  a  twisted 
band  of  linen  with  loose  ends.  Background  diapered 
as  last. 

8  a.  The  Circumdaion, — On  a  dais  out  of  doox-s  the 
high  priest  is  seated  under  a  canopied  throne  wearing  a 
kind  of  horned  mitre  of  white  and  gold  and  ruby  vest- 
ments. Mary,  seated  beside  him,  offers  the  babe  her 
breast.  Joseph  is  in  the  background,  and  with  him  a 
figure  like  that  of  St.  Elizabeth,  but  without  a  nimbus. 
Background  diapered  as  last. 

3  b.  Crowning  with  Thorns, — This  picture  does  not 
belong  to  the  series  just  described,  but  is  probably  part 
of  a  *' Passion"  series.  It  is  two  inches  wider  and 
longer,  and  represents  two  phases  of  the  same  incident. 
In  the  upper  half  of  the  picture  two  soldiers  are  placing 
a  crown  of  thorns  on  the  head  of  our  Lord,  while  in 
the  lower  half,  men,  not  in  armour,  are  pressing  down 
the  twisted  thorn  twigs  upon  our  Lord's  head  with  a 
kind  of  hooked  instrument.  On  the  right  of  the  picture 
a  high  priest,  wearing  a  mitre,  is  grasping  the  hand  of 
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a  Levite,  who  holds  a  scroll.  The  treatment  of  tlie 
subject  is  far  less  conventional,  and  the  painting  is 
executed  with  greater  freedom  than  in  the  illustrations 
of  the  Infancy.  There  is  also  a  wider  range  of  colour 
introduced  into  the  drapery,  and  the  shading  enamel  is 
warmer  in  tone.  The  date  seems  to  be  about  1480,  and 
this  picture  should  be  compared  with  a  panel  in  the 
Church  of  St.  Michael  at  Plea,  Norwich,  for  points  of 
strong  resemblance  in  certain  details,  as  also  with  picture 
3  E.     Background  diapered  with  usual  foliated  design. 

3  c.  Casting  Lots. — This  is  from  the  same  series  as 
the  last,  and  in  the  upper  portion  our  Lord  is  seen 
being  stripped  of  his  garment,  his  body  bearing  the  marks 
of  flagellation.  The  head  has  been  replaced  by  that  of 
some  apostle  or  other  saint.  The  figure  disrobing  Christ 
wears  a  sort  of  turban,  a  red  jacket  edged  with  fur,  and 
to  his  belt  is  attached  a  pouch,  through  the  upper  part 
of  which  a  dagger  is  thrust ;  a  man  stands  beside  him 
holding  the  nails.  In  the  foreground  to  the  left  kneels 
a  man  who  has  cast  three  dice  upon  our  Lord's  purple 
robe,  and  to  the  right  another  is  shown  in  the  act  of 
stabbing  a  man  who  is  lying  on  the  ground.  Barck- 
ground  diapered  as  last. 

3  E.  The  EntombTYient — The  upper  third  of  this  panel 
is  a  patchwork  of  pieces  of  canopy,  diapered  background 
a  triple  crown  and  nimbus,  and  a  small  head  of  God 
the  Father.  The  centre  of  the  picture  is  filled  with  a 
group  of  heads,  uncovered,  and  just  a  portion  of  the 
shoulders  visible.  One  man  holds  a  lance,  and  is  about 
to  strike  with  it;  evidently  this  is  from  a  cinicifixion, 
and  one  of  the  heads  probably  represents  St.  John.  Some 
fragments  of  blue  drapery  further  indicate  a  figure  of 
the  Mother  of  our  Lord.  The  bottom  of  the  panel  shows 
the  body  of  our  Lord  lying  in  a  tomb,  the  Holy  Mother, 
kneeling,  holds  one  of  his  pierced  hands;    St.  John  and 
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The  Burial  of  the  Virgin. 
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two  other  disciples  are  looking  on.  Mary's  head  is 
covered  with  a  blue  veil.  This  picture  is  also  from  the 
same  series  as  3  B.     Background  diapered  as  last. 

8  F.  After  the  ilgcetwtoti.— -This  and  the  following 
panel  are  from  the  same  hand  as  others  of  the  "serrated 
background"  series.  The  picture  shows  the  assembled 
twelve  apostles  outside  a  city  represented  by  a  towered 
building  standing  on  high  ground  in  the  middle  distance. 
An  angel  issues  from  a  cloud  surrounded  by  rays,  and 
with  arms  outstretched,  appears  to  be  delivering  a 
message.  Tlie  interest  of  the  apostles  seems  to  be 
centred  in  St.  John,  who  holds  a  clasped  book  in  his 
hand,  and  discusses  some  matter  with  the  others.  One 
figure  wears  a  wliite  cloak,  which  covers  his  head.  Perhaps 
this  scene  represents  the  moment  after  the  Ascension, 
when  the  heavenly  messenger  addresses  the  apostles  in 
the  words,  *'  Ye  men  of  Galilee,  why  stand  ye  gazing  up 
into  heaven  ?  '* 

3  G.  Burial  of  the  Virgin. — This  rare  and  very 
interesting  picture,  of  an  equally  interesting  legend,  also 
belongs  to  the  series  with  the  "serrated"  background. 
The  legend  it  illustrates  may  be  briefly  given  as  follows: — 
While  Mary  dwelt  in  the  house  of  the  beloved  disciple, 
John,  who  was  at  that  time  preaching  at  Ephesus,  the 
Angel  of  the  Lord  appeared  to  her,  saying,  "Hail,  Mary, 
receive  this  branch  of  palm,  gathered  in  Paradise,  for  in 
three  days  thou  shalt  enter  there,  where  thy  Son  awaits 
thy  coming;  and  this  palm  shall  be  carried  before  thy 
bier  on  the  day  of  thy  death/'  And  the  Angel  departed, 
leaving  the  palm,  which  shed  light  from  every  leaf,  and 
Maiy  waited  until  her  hour  should  come.  Then  came 
first  to  the  house,  John  from  Ephesus,  and  then  Peter 
from  Antioch,  and  after,  all  the  apostles.  And  when 
they  were  assembled  around  her,  Mary  placed  .the 
shining    palm    in    the   hands   of    John   and    desired   th^t 
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he  should  bear  it  before  her  at  the  time  of  her  burial. 
Then  it  came  to  pass,  that  after  the  death  of  Mary,  the 
apostles  placed  her  body  upon  a  bier,  and  John,  carrying 
the  palm,  went  before,  and  as  they  reverently  walked, 
they  sang.  Now,  wicked  men  hearing  the  voices  ran 
together  mocking.  And  one,  more  furious  than  the  rest, 
laid  his  hands  upon  the  bier  to  overturn  it.  And  the 
Angel  of  the  Lord  smote  him,  and  power  suddenly  went 
out  of  his  arms  so  that  he  could  not  move  them,  and 
he  cried  unto  St.  Peter  for  help.  Then  Peter  prayed 
for  him,  and  strength  came  again  unto  him  and  he 
believed,  and  the  apostles  passed  on  and  laid  the  body 
in  its  tomb  in  Qethsemane.  The  picture  shows  the  funeral 
procession  being  stopped  by  two  soldiers,  one  has  been 
struck  to  the  ground  by  some  unseen  hand,  the  other  is 
unable  to  loosen  his  hold  upon  the  bier  until  St.  Peter 
has  interceded  for  him.  The  soldier  who  grasps  the 
bier  weara  a  basinet  with  raised  visor,  and  on  his  hands 
are  gauntlets  with  cuffs.  Over  his  armour  he  wears  a 
pale  blue  tabard  or  surcoat  with  very  full,  flowing 
sleeves,  and  full  divided  skirfc,  kept  in  place  by  a 
baudric.  The  back  of  this  surcoat  is  blazoned  with 
three  leopards'  faces,  jessant  of  tassels — two  short  cords 
issuing  from  their  mouths.  On  his  feet  are  pointed 
sollerets  without  spurs:  his  halberd  is  lying  on  the 
ground.  His  prostrate  companion  wears  a  basinet  with 
ear-guards  and  no  visor,  the  taces  are  four  in  number, 
and  he  wears  sollerets  without  spurs.  The  coffin  is 
covered  with  a  rich  ruby-coloured  pall,  diapered  with 
the  Virgin's  monogram  and  the  lily.  Upon  the  pall 
lies  a  white  cross  of  wood.  Among  the  apostles  repre- 
sented, St.  John  is'  shown  carrying  the  palm,  while 
St.  Peter,  to  the  right,  assists  in  carrying  the  bier. 

Next    in    order    come   the    pictures    illustrating    scenes 
from  the  life  of  St.   Peter.     There  are  six   in  number. 
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and  these  are,  no  doubt,  but  a  part  of  a  fine  series 
of  pictures. 

4  a.  Walking  on  the  Water. — In  the  middle  distance 
is  a  single-masted  boat,  in  which  three  of  the  disciples 
are  seated,  and,  with  one  hand  touching  the  side  of  the 
boat,  Peter  is  about  to  walk  on  the  water  to  our  Lord. 
He  is  wearing  a  single  blue  garment,  which  is  partly 
tucked  into  his  girdle.  Our  Lord,  who  wears  a  blue 
tunic,  over  which  is  a  red  cloak  edged  with  gold  and 
with  a  white  lining,  stands  by  the  water  edge;  behind 
him  is  a  tall,  green  cliff,  on  the  summit  of  which  is  a 
purple  tree. 

4b.  ''I  go  a  Fishing." — St.  Peter,  in  blue  and  white 
drapery,  addresses  four  other  disciples  as  he  is  about  to 
board  a  fishing  boat  by  a  plank  placed  from  the  shore 
to  the  craft  of  one  mast  and  square  sail.  A  sailor  on 
board,  dressed  in  a  red  hood  and  blue  tunic,  is  adjusting 
the  rigging.  At  the  mast  head  flies  a  pennant  bearing 
argent,  within  a  bordure  a  cross,  or. 

4  c.  Preaching  at  Pentecost. — St.  Peter,  in  a  red  tunic 
and  blue  cloak,  preaches  from  a  fifteenth-century  pulpit 
to  a  number  of  citizens  in  variously-coloured  garments. 
The  background  is  a  patchwork  of  architectural  scraps, 
but  a  church  is  evidently  represented. 

4e.  Baptizing  Converts. — This  picture  is  of  con- 
siderable interest,  as  representations  in  stained  glass  of 
the  Sacrament  of  Baptism  are  but  rarely  met  with. 
The  convert,  a  merchant  citizen  wearing  a  purple  robe, 
kneels  outside  a  town.  St.  Peter  pours  water  upon  his 
head  from  a  jug  or  ewer,  while  spectators  are  watching 
the  sacred  rite.  Green  hills  form  the  background,  and 
in  the  near  distance  is  a  house  roofed  with  red  tiles, 
and  in  the  side  of  which  is  a  window  of  two  lights 
with  cusped  heads  and  quatrefoil  tracery.  It  will  be 
of   interest   to   compare   this   picture  with   a   baptism  of 
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Christ  in  one  of   the  panels   on  the  font  in  All   Saints' 
Church,  Qresham. 

4  F.  Simon  Magus. — St.  Peter  discourses  with  Simon 
Magus,  who,  wearing  a  long  moustache  and  forked  beard, 
which  he  is  stroking,  capers  about  before  the  apostle. 
Simon  is  dressed  in  a  purple  tunic  trimmed  with  fur, 
and  round  his  shoulders  is  a  chain  with  bells.  His  hose 
are  red ;  he  wears  a  jester's  cap  and  bells,  and  holds  a 
magician's  wand.  Behind  the  apostle  are  some  grotesque- 
looking  men,  two  of  whom  are  dressed  in  green  jerkins 
with  short  skirts  of  scale-like  pieces  of  metal,  purple 
hose  and  red  boots.  One  of  them  has  seized  the  apostle 
by  the  shoulders.  The  background  is  pale  green,  with 
part  of   a  city  in  the  distance. 

4  G.  The  Devil  as  Monk — In  front  of  the  apostle 
passes  a  figure  in  a  russet  habit  with  cape  and  hood, 
which  is  thrown  back,  the  head  of  the  figure  being 
partly  covered  with  a  white  kercliief.  The  face  is  of  a 
full  flesh  colour,  and  what  looks  like  a  black  skull-cap 
appears  under  the  kerchief.  The  whole  has  the  appear- 
ance of  a  disguised  figure  wearing  a  mask. 

5  A.  The  next  series  begins  with  6  A,  a  panel  composed 
of  a  patchwork  of  old  glass,  with  the  arms  of  the  Blessed 
Sacrament — "Azure,  three  cups  or,  surmounted  of  as 
many  wafers,  argent " — in  the  centre.  Date,  the  same  as 
pictures  of   the  Life  of  our  Lord. 

5  B.  St  Stephen, — This  panel,  which  is  mainly  a 
patchwork  of  portions  of  a  canopy,  contains  the  upper 
part  of  a  figure  of  St.  Stephen,  originally  about  three 
and  a  half  feet  high.  The  nimbus  and  head  are  perfect, 
the  Saint  is  tonsured  and  wears  a  blue  dalmatic  diapered 
with  square  pattern  stained  yellowish  green.  The  large 
open  sleeves  are  fringed  at  the  edges,  and  an  orphrey 
is   worked    on    tlie    front    of    the    dalmatic.      The    right 
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hand  holds  part  of  a  palm  branch,  and  in  the  left  hand 
and  under  his  arm  the  Saint  holds  large  flint  stones, 
which  have  quite  the  character  of  the  stones  taken  from 
Norfolk  chalk  pits.  One  does  not  recollect  another 
instance  of  this  bit  of  realism.  What  remains  of  the 
body  of  the  figure  was  unintelligently  reglazed  perhaps 
a  century  ago.  . 

5  c.  St.  Elizabeth  of  Hungary  (?) — This  panel  is  one 
of  the  richest  in  detail  and  colour  in  the  whole  window. 
The  central  figure  is  that  of  a  saint,  presumably  a 
princess,  her  hair  long  and  crowned  with  a  chaplet  of 
flowers — small  rosea  She  wears  a  white  dress,  diapered 
with  gold  and  a  long  surcoat  edged  with  ermine,  the 
skirt  of  which  is  carried  over  one  arm,  and  distributes 
round  flat  loaves  (or  coin  ?)  marked  with  a  cross,  to  a 
crowd  of  maimed,  blind,  and  diseased  persons,  ♦who  in 
various  attitudes  present  themselves.  Behind  the  princess 
is  a  gateway  or  porch,  from  which  a  venerable-looking 
king  appears.  He  has  a  long  beard,  and  wears  the  usual 
ermine  tippet,  but  is  curiously  out  of  proportion  to  the 
other  figures.  The  background  is  ruby,  with  foliated 
diaper,  and  in  the  upper  part  of  the  panel  a  portion  of 
the  original  canopy  remains. 

5  E.  St.  Barbara  (?). — This  picture,  which  is  a  patch- 
work of  many  fragments,  is  of  the  same  character  and 
quality  as  the  last.  In  the  upper  part  of  the  panel 
and  on  the  left  side  is  an  emperor,  from  whose  crown 
issues,  like  a  crest,  an  eagle's  head;  he  wears  a  wide 
ermine  tippet,  and  carries  a  sceptre.  Beneath  him,  at  a 
table,  is  a  scribe  or  notary  in  black  cap  and  green 
cloak,  with  an  open  book  before  him  ;  by  his  side  are 
some  rolls  of  parchment,  an  ink-horn,  and  pen-case. 
In  front  of  the  emperor  is  a  female  figure  dressed  in 
the  same  fashion  as  St.  Elizabeth  in  the  last  picture, 
but  without  the  chaplet  of  flowers.     An   oflScer   beside 
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her  holds  and  points  to  a  small  mace,  wliile  anotlier 
carries  a  halberd.  Before  her  stands  her  accuser,  and  in 
the  background  are  the  heads  of  five  or  six  pei'sons. 
Some  fragments  of  canopy,  &c..  divide  the  upper  from 
the  lower  portion  of  the  picture,  in  which  is  shown 
the  second  act  of  the  drama.  An  officer,  bare-headed 
and  wearing  a  very  ornamental  green  cloak  with  a 
foliated  yellow  fringe,  leads  the  lady  to  prison.  From 
the  entrance  of  the  prison  issue  rays  of  glory,  and  by 
the  door  stands  the  jailor,  also  in  a  green  cloak,  a  purple 
hat  and  parti-coloured  hose,  holding  a  halberd  and  fetters 
in  his  hands. 

5  F.  St  Fau8ta, — The  figure  is  seated  on  an  elaborately- 
carved  throne,  dressed  in  pale  purple  and  wearing  a  blue 
cloak.  She  holds  a  palm  in  her  left  hand  and  a  sun  in 
her  rigtft,  and  wears  a  chaplet  of  roses.  The  background 
was  originally  a  diapered  ruby,  and  this  formed  the 
uppermost  panel  of  a  canopied  light. 

6  A.  St.  Cecilia. — Portions  only  of  the  figure  and 
throne  remain,  but  the  dress  was  a  pale  purple  as  in 
the  last  panel,  the  cloak  being  white  and  yellow.  In 
her  left  hand  the  saint  holds  a  palm  branch,  and  in  the 
right  a  chaplet  of  roses.  This  was  evidently  a  companion 
picture  to  the  St.  Fausta,  as  there  are  some  remains  of 
a  canopy.     The  background  was  blue  diapered. 

6  B.  The  Arrest  (?). — The  two  following  panels  appear 
to  have  formed  parts  of  a  Passion  series  of  late  date. 
It  is  difficult  to  say  what  this  picture  is  intended  to 
represent.  In  the  first  place  the  panel  is  largely  patch- 
work, and  includes  three  figures.  The  centre  one  headless, 
but  no  doubt  intended  to  represent  our  Lord,  wears  a 
ruby  cloak  lined  with  ermine,  and  in  his  hand  is  a 
portion  of  a  palm  branch.  On  the  right  side  of  our 
Lord  is  a  grotesque  figure  with  a  pig-like  yellow  face. 
His  cap  seems  constructed  of   green  leaves,  his  jacket  is 
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blue,  powdered  with  black  stars  and  edged  with  yellow 
fur.  His  hose  are  nearly  black;  his  long  slate-coloured 
boots  hang  loosely  on  his  legs,  one  of  them  stained 
yellow  at  the  top.  He  appears  to  be  in  the  act  of  arresting, 
for  he  holds  a  mace,  and  places  his  hand  on  our  Lord's 
shoulder.  The  other  figure  is  more  mutilated;  he  is 
dressed  in  similar  fashion  to  the  last,  but  is  holding  a 
singular-looking  sword,  having  serrated  edges 

6  c.  Led  to  the  Gross. — This  also  is  largely  patchwork. 
Here  our  Lord  is  represented  between  four  men  in 
armour.  One  soldier  wears  a  cap  with  a  wreath  of 
leaves,  part  of  the  shirt  of  mail  is  shown  at  his  neck. 
Another  holds  a  spear,  another  a  halberd  and  mace, 
which  he  points  to  our  Lord.  Some  of  the  glass  shows 
signs  of  later  workmanship,  the  enamel  is  rather  black 
and  has  decayed,  leaving  much  of  the  picture  indistinct. 

6  D.  Shield  of  the  Tmnity. — This  forms  the  centre  of 
a  panel  consisting  entirely  of  fragments  of  canopy  work. 
This  shield  (and  no  doubt  that  of  the  Blessed  Sacrament) 
was  supported  by  figures  of  kneeling  angels,  portions  of 
which  still  remain. 

6  E.  This  panel  contains  parts  of  two  figures,  that  to 
the  left  representing  an  ecclesiastic  in  a  brown  habit, 
fastened  round  the  waist  with  a  knotted  cord,  an  arrow 
piercing  his  heart  (?  St.  Giles,  abbot).  The  head,  how- 
ever, is  from  a  figure  of  our  Lord,  and  by  the  same 
hand  as  the  "  Crowning  with  Thorns."  The  second  figure 
is  of  a  bishop  kneeling  at  a  prayer-desk,  but  the  liead 
is  missing.  He  wears  a  knotted  cord  round  his  waist, 
and  his  cloak  is  ruby,  with  a  rich  border  round  it  in 
yellow  and  white;  his  hands,  uplifted  in  prayer,  are 
gloved,  and  he  wears  six  rings,  while  on  his  left  arm 
rests  the  staff  of  a  crosier. 

6  F.  Here  are  two  kneeling  figures,  but  without  heads. 
The  man  wears  a  purple   gown    edged  with  fur,  and  his 
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wife  a  blae  ^own,  their  hands  uplifted  in  prayer.  Before 
them  stands  a  figure  dressed  in  a  mby  cloak  and  white 
tanie.  He  is  probably  baptizing  the  converts  before 
him.  for  he  appears  to  be  pouring  water  from  an  ewer 
upon  theuL  In  his  left  liand  is  a  palm  branch.  Un- 
fortunately the  head  of  this  figure  is  gone,  so  that 
identification  seems  impossible.  In  the  immediate  fore- 
ground are  battlements  and  small  towers.,  upon  one  of 
which  is  a  small  flag  charged  with  a  crescent  sable.  The 
rest  of  the  panel  is  made  up  of  fragments  of  canopy,  etc. 

6  O.  Patchwork.  There  are  parts  of  four  figures  wearing 
rather  novel  head-dresses;  one  is  a  kind  of  red  hat,  the 
others  more  or  less  turban-like. 

Glass  in  Traceht  op  Windows. 

The  glass  in  the  tracery  of  the  great  east  window  is  also 
of  considerable  interest,  and  in  fairly  good  condition.  It 
consists  almost  entirely  of  small  figures  of  saints,  in- 
cluding kings,  archbishops,  bishops,  &c.,  taken  mainly 
from  the  Old  English  calendar.  An  examination  of  the 
glass  shows  that  the  majority  of  the  pieces  have  been 
in  some  way  altered  to  fit  their  present  position,  and 
further,  many  of  them  appear  to  have  been  removed 
from  the  tracery  of  the  east  window  of  the  north  aisle, 
from  which,  according  to  Blomefield,  the  Bamsey  and 
Garnys  panels  were  removed.  The  glass  is  of  the  same 
date  as  the  pictures  representing  scenes  from  the  Life 
of  our  Lord.  There  are  also  two  figures,  a  king  and  a 
patriarch  in  the  tracery  of  the  window  next  the  north 
porch  door,  which  belong  to  this  same  series.  In  two 
instances  the  labels  bearing  the  names  of  the  saints 
represented  have  been  transposed;  and  in  two  or  three 
cases  the  glass  is  of  comparatively  modern  date  and 
from    the   same   workshop  as  the  glass  in   the   window 
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on  the  north  side  of   the  chancel  and   in  the  tracery  of 
some  other  windows  in  the  church. 

Glass  in  Traceiy  of  the  great  East  Window. — Top  Series, 
commencing  at  the  left  hand. 

No.  1. — Part  of  a  crowning  of  the  Virgin.  Our  Lord 
in  glory  is  seated,  and  holds  in  iiis  left  hand  an  orb 
surmounted  with  a  cross  and  flag.  He  is  robed  in  a 
blue  vestment,  and  the  details  of  the  picture  are  almost 
identical  with  a  corresponding  one  in  the  tracery  of  the 
.west  window  in  the  Church  of   St.  Peter  Hungate. 

No.  2. — A  figure  of  the  Virgin  standing.  White  robe 
powdered  with  monogram,  head  covered  with  a  veil 
stained  yellow,  the  cloak  blue.  The  background  to  this 
and  the  preceding  picture  is  ruby. 

No.  3. — ^A  bishop,  in  the  act  of  blessing,  holds  a 
pastoral  staff  with  vexillum.  He  wears  the  alb,  green 
dalmatic,  and  pale  purple  chasuble,  and  is  under  a  canopied 
niche.  Name,  "  S*  Erknwald  "  for  St.  Erconwald,  Bishop 
and  Confessor. 

No.  4. — ^An  archbishop  under  a  canopy,  with  hand 
uplifted  in  blessing,  wears  an  alb,  blue  dalmatic,  and 
white  chasuble  with  pallium.  In  his  left  hand  he  holds 
a  crosier.     Name,  "S'  Withus." 

No.  5. — St.  Elizabeth.  This  figure  is  a  small  copy  of 
the  Elizabeth  in  **The  Visitation'*  in  the  lower  portion 
of  the  window,  which  has  already  been  described. 

No.  6. — A  king,  in  white  robe  and  ruby  tunic,  holds 
a  sceptre  with  fleur-de-lis  finial.  Name,  "Asa."  This 
label  is  misplaced.  The  figure  represented  is  St.  Oswin, 
King  and  Martyr. 

Second  Series, 

No.  1. — A  king,  in  white  tunic  lined  with  fur,  ruby  cloak, 
and  blue  shoes,  holding  a  sceptre,  and  wearing  a  chain 
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and  jewel  over  an  ermine  tippet.  Name,  "Scs  Alban/' 
on  a  label  over  his  head. 

No.  2  — A  crowned  figure,  similar  to  the  last,  holds  in 
his  hand  a  sword ;  ermine  tippet,  ruby  cloak  lined  with 
ermine,  and  blue  tunic.  Name,  "S*  Kencket"  for 
St.  Canute,  King  and  Martyr.  White  diapered  back- 
ground. 

No.  3. — ^Two  small  figures,  in  white,  under  canopy.  One 
wears  an  eagle  as  a  badge  on  his  tunic,  and  holds  a 
palm  branch.  The  other  weara  an  escallop  shell.  They 
represent  the  Apostles  SS.  John  and  James. 

No.  4. — A  figure  of  the  Virgin  in  white  veil  and  blue 
robe.  The  figure  is  under  a  canopy,  the  background  of 
which  is  ruby. 

No.  6. — A  figure,  under  a  canopy,  wearing  a  coronet  of 
seven  pearls;  her  hair  is  long,  and  she  is  dressed  in 
ruby  robe  and  white  kirtle  with  belt  and  bag,  carrying 
an  open  book  in  her  hand.  No  name,  but  probably 
represents  St.  Audry  or  Etheldreda. 

No.  6. — A  similar  canopied  figure,  wearing  a  white  veil 
and  ruby  cloak.     She  carries  a  closed  book.     No  name. 

No.  7. — A  crowned  figure  holding  a  church  and  sceptre. 
Blue  cloak  with  ermine  tippet,  ruby  fur-lined  tunic  and 
gold  baudric.  The  background  is  white  diapered.  The 
name,  a  short  one,  is  indecipherable. 

No.  8. — A  crowned  figure,  in  a  blue  cloak  with  ermine 
tippet,  pale  purple  tunic  and  red  boots,  holding  a  sword. 
Name,  "  S'  Oswald,"  King  and  Martyr. 

Third  Series. 

No.  1. — An  archbishop  carrying  a  crosier.  He  wears  an 
alb  with  orphrey,  ruby  tunicle,  green  dalmatic,  and  ruby 
chasuble  with  pallium.  White  background.  Name, 
"S'  Thos"  for  St.  Thomas  of  Canterbury,  Bishop  and 
Martyr. 
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No.  2. — A  crowned  figure,  under  a  canopy,  holding  a 
ring  in  his  right  hand  and  sceptre  in  his  left.  Cloak 
white-lined  blue,  purple  tunic  edged  with  fur,  and  gold 
baudric     No  name.     St.  Edward,  King  and  Confessor. 

No.  3. — A  poor  cop}'^  from  an  old  example  of  a  crowned 
figure  in  a  purple  robe.     Name,  "  Yssac"  for  Isaac  (?). 

No.  4. — A  crowned  figure,  in  purple  cloak  and  white 
robe,  holding  an  arrow  in  his  hand.  A  comparatively 
modern  copy  of  an  old  example.  Name  (reversed), 
"S*  Edmnd"  for  St.  Edmund,  King  and  Martyr. 

Nos.  5  and  6. — Two  small  pieces,  a  patchwork  of  parts 
of   figures;  one  of  them  a  head  of   St.   Peter. 

No.  7. — A  crowned  figure,  in  a  blue  cloak  and  white 
tunic,  holding  a  sword.  White  background.  Name, 
**S'  Edward."     St.  Edward,  King  and  Martyr. 

No.  8. — A  crowned  female  figure,  under  canopy.  Cloak 
purple  with  a  kind  of  feather  fringe,  white  robe,  and 
holding  a  sword.  No  name,  but  this  is  no  doubt 
intended  for  St.  Catherine,  and  her  other  hand  once 
held  a  small  wheel. 

No.  9. — A  figure  of  Gabriel,  from  an  Annunciation. 
He  is  in  a  half-kneeling  attitude,  holding  a  sceptre  in 
his  hand;  his  ruby-coloured  cloak  is  lined  with  ermine, 
and  his  body  is  covered  with  feathers.  On  a  label  over 
his  head  are  the  words,  **Ave  gra  plena  dns,"  and 
"Scus  Gabril"  on  a  label  beneath  him. 

No.  10. — A  crowned  figure,  in  a  ruby  and  white 
diapered  tunic,  holding  a  sceptre.  The  name  is  un- 
certain, "  S'  Elap  .  a" 

Fourth  Series. 

No.  1.— Fragments  of  figures. 

Nos.  2  and  7. — Fragments  of  a  crowning  of  the  Virgin. 

No.  3. — A  feathered  angel  with  censer. 
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No.  4. — An  archbishop,  in  blue  chasuble  with  pallium 
and  black  amice.  Name,  "S'  Dtan"  for  St  Dunsian, 
Bishop  and  Confessor.     White  background. 

No.  5. — A  bishop,  in  purple  chasuble,  carries  a  pastoral 
staff  with  vexillum  and  an  open  book.  White  background. 
Name,  "  S'  Owin."  Should  not  this  be  St.  Asser,  Bishop 
and  Confessor? 

No.  6. — A  feathered  angel.

The  Dictionary  of  National  Biography  gives  a  short 
account  of  "Richard  Caister,  theologian,"  based  mainly 
upon  the  writings  of  Blomefield  and  Tanner.  It  mentions 
that  "a  fifteenth -century  manuscript  in  Merton  Col. 
Library  (Oxford)  still  preserves  a  metrical  prayer  in 
English  verse  composed  by  *  Master  Richard  Castre.' 
This  composition  is  followed  by  another  English  poem 
entitled  ^Psalterium  Fraternes  Caritatis/  perhaps  by  the 
same  author/' 

Nine  other  MS.  versions  of  the  same  devotion,  either 
in  whole  or  part,  have  now  come  to  light,  four  of  which 
have  been  printed  in  recent  years  It  was  also  one  of 
the  first  non-liturgical  prayers  published  in  English  in 
the  early  days  of  the  Reformation. 

These  evidences  of  the  early  popularity  of  this  prayer, 
and  of  the  value  set  upon  its  use,  seem  to  render  it 
desirable  to  collect  together  into  one  publication  all  that 
has   come   down    to    us    from    the    past    concerning    the 
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pious  writer  himself,  and  concerning  the  composition 
which  seems  to  be  the  sole  remaining  evidence  of  his 
literary  activity  and  devotional  temper. 

The  publication,  side  by  side,  of  the  various  extant 
versions  of  the  hymn  may  serve  two  useful  purposes: 
first,  it  may  supply  the  expert  student  of  languages 
with  convenient  material  for  comparison;  secondly,  it  may 
serve  the  casual  archaeological  reader,  who  is  not  an 
expert,  with  a  handy  means  of  getting  a  glimpse  into 
the  Middle  English  period  in  the  development  of  the 
national  language. 

And  if  the  filial  enthusiavSm  of  a  twentieth-centuiy 
Vicar  of  St.  Stephen's,  Norwich,  lead  him  to  overtax 
the  patience  of  the  readers  with  details  too  many  or 
too  minute  concerning  his  predecessor  of  the  fifteenth 
century,  let  him  plead  for  their  indulgence.  He  has 
divided  his  article  into  paragraphs  and  subdivisions; 
and  the  experienced  reader  will  easily  discover  which 
it  may  be  to  his  interest  to  read,  and  which  to  skip. 

I.— BIOGRAPHY  OF  THE   WRITER. 

The  materials  may  be  collected  under  two  main  heads : 
i. — Original  documents,     ii. — Printed  descriptions. 

i.— Original  Documents. 

(1)  Ordination, —  (Bodleian  Library,  Laud  MS.  [E.  54] 
723,  fol.  Ixb):— 

**Titulu8. — Primo  die  Mensi«  Octobrts  Anno  domini  Milleaimo 
coo"**  octogesimo  quinto  concessus  fuit  titulus  Ric.  Castr.

This  is  an  extract  from  the  Register,  or  as  we  might 
say  Roll-book,  of  Merton  Abbey.  It  seems  to  imply 
that    the    young    Richard    had    migrated    f^m    his   old 
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home  at  Caister,  and  entered  the  Monastery  at  Merton 
in  Surrey,  with  a  view  to  being  ordained.  There  in  1385, 
having  already  been  admitted  to  the  "first  tonsure,"  he 
was  given  a  title  for  admission  to  the  priesthood. 

(2)  Institution. — From  1385  to  1397  there  is  a-  gap 
in  the  available  evidence.  It  is  possible  that  during 
this  period  he  was  one  of  the  regular  Benedictine 
clergy  of  the  Norwich  Cathedral  Priory.  In  any  case, 
in  the  latter  year  he  was  presented  by  the  Prior  and 
Convent  to  the  Vicarage  of  Scdgeford,  near  King's  Lynn. 
After  spending  five  years  there,  he  was  transferred  to 
the  Vicarage  of  St.  Stephen's,  Norwich.  A  transcript 
from  the  Diocesan  Institution-book  preserves  the  quaint 
terms  then  in  use.     (Reg.   vi.,  f.  280 j : — 

"Vicaria  Sti  Stephani  in  Norwico. — Eodem  die  [20]  mensis 
Maij  Anno  et  loco  predictis  [1402]  apud  Norwicu  dominus 
Ricardus  Castre  presbyter  institutus  fuit  canonice  per  dictum 
patrem  in  vicaria  ecclesiae  parochialis  Sancti  Stephani  in 
Norwico  vacante,  ad  presentationem  prioris  et  conventus 
ecclesie  cathedralis  sanctae  Trinitatis  Norwicensis,  verorum 
ejusdem  vicarie  patronoruni.  Recepto  ab  eo  juramento  de 
corporah  residentia  in  dicta  vicaria  sua  facienda,  secundum 
formam  coustitutionum  doniinorum  Otthonis  et  Ottoboni 
quondam  apostolice  sedi  in  Anglia  legatorum  in  hac  parte 
editanun." 

(3)  MetHcal  Prayer. — This  composition  is  the  only 
remaining  contemporary  document  which  has  come  down 
to  us  from  the  period  of  his  ministry.  The  simplicity, 
humility,  and  faith  which  it  displays  picture  to  us  a 
man  who  might  well  have  been  the  original  of  Chaucer's 
Pool*  Parson  of  a  Town,  had  he  lived  but  a  very 
few  years  earlier. 

Ten  versions,  transcribed  from  extant  MSS.,  are  printed 
side  by  side  in  insets  with  this  paper.      Professor  Skeat

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has  been  so  kind  as  to  look  through  them,  and  to  draw 
up  a  "normalised"  version,  representing  the  probable 
original,  on  the  supposition  that  none  of  the  existing 
MSS.  is  the  author's  autograph.  He  has  also  appended  a 
valuable  series  of  notes.

An  antiphonary  was  a  choir-book  containing  all  the 
music  for  the  choral  parts  of  the  daily  services,  or 
"Hours,"  as  sung  by  those  assisting  the  chief  minister 
who  oflSciated.  It  did  not  include  the  music  for  the 
Mass.  Evidently,  the  "good  Vicar"  loved  his  church 
music  and  loved  his  poor.

With  this  testimony  to  the  repute  in  which  our 
"  Saint "  was  held  within  half  a  century  of  his  death, 
we  leave  the  evidences  to  be  derived  from  his  own 
time  and  century. 

ii. — Printed  Descrifiions  of  Richard  of  Caister. 

(1)  The  earliest  printed  account  of  our  author  seems 
to  be  that  given  by  John  Bale  (born  1495;  died  1563) 
in  his  lUuBtriwm  Majoria  BHtannice  ScHptorum  Sv/m- 
maHv/niy  Ipswich,  1548.  He  seems  to  have  visited  the 
chief  libraries  and  bookshops  of  London,  Norwich,  and 
elsewhere,  noting  down  the  names  of  authors  and  their 
works.  It  was  in  the  time  following  the  great  destruc- 
tion of  church  and  monastic  properties ;  and,  strong 
Protestant  though  he  was,  he  lamented  grievously  the 
loss  of  so  many  documents  of  irreplaceable  value.  His 
account  of  his  visit  to  Norwich  is  worth  transcribing, 
as  an  introduction  to  what  he  wrote  about  the  man 
who  had  been  vicar  of  one  of  the  city  churches,  rather 
more  than  a  century  before,  and  of  whom  the  story 
and  the  reputation  would,  no  doubt,  be  still  loyally 
kept  up. 

**I  have  bene  also  at  Norwyche,  our  seconde  cytie  of  name, 
and    there  all  the  library  monumentes,  are  turned  to  the  use 
of  their  grossers,  candelmakers,  sope  sellers,  and  other  worldly 
occupyers.  ......  As  much  have  I  saved  both  there  and   in 

certen  other  places  of  Northfolke  and  Southfolke  concerning 
the  authors  names  and  titles  of  their  works,  as  I  could."  [See 
Preface  to  Bale's  Index  Brit,  Scriptorunif  edited  by  R.  Lane 
Poole  and  Miss  Bateson,  p.  zz.]

(2)  We  next  come  to  John  Fits  (born  1560;  died  1616), 
a  Roman  Catholic  antiquary,  who  wrote  an  account  of 
English  writers,  with  a  bias  as  strongly  on  his  own 
ecclesiastical  side  as  Bales  had  been  against  it.  Neither 
he,  however,  nor  Bale,  seem  to  have  met  with  the 
metrical  prayer  with  which  we  are  concerned.  The 
fresh  particulars  as  to  the  parochial  life  and  preaching 
of  its  writer  are  very  striking.

II.— THE   METRICAL   PRAYER. 

It  remains  to  add  some  notes  upon  the  MS.  versions, 
as  printed  in  parallel  columns. 

i. — The  texts  are  printed  on  a  uniform  plan,  in  stanzas 
of  four  lines.  It  should,  however,  be  noted  that  they  are 
arranged  in  the  originals  on  three  different  methods: — 

(1)  Trinity  and  Ashmolean  are  written  in  long  lines, 
like  blank  verse. 

(2)  Lambeth  is  written  straight  on,  as  if  it  were  prose. 
The  Gough  Primer  follows  it  in  this,  as  it  does  in  other 
particulars.     \_See  reproduction.] 

(3)  All  the  others  use  the  four-line  stanza,  as  here 
printed. 

ii. — The  verses  are  also  so  arranged  as  to  be  parallel 
to  one  anotlier,  the  order  in  each  version  being  indicated 
at  the  side  by  numbers  in  brackets,  so  as  to  show  where 
it  differs  from  the  Lambeth  copy,  taken  as  a  standard.

(b)  MemoraTuiiu — This  was  the  first  version  of  the 
Prayer  to  be  printed  in  recent  years.  Dr.  Furnivall 
edited  it  amongst  his  HyrriTis  to  the  Virgin  and 
Christ  (Early  English  Text  Society,  No.  24,  1867). 
It  definitely  gives  the  name  of  "Richardus  de  Castre*' 
as  the  composer.  It  is  curious  that  a  seventeenth- 
century  possessor  of  this  volume,  William  GriflSths,  A.M., 
formerly  of  Christ's  College,  Cambridge,  who  bought  it  in 
1668,  as  he  notes  upon  the  fly-leaf,  took  our  Richard  to  be 
the  more  celebrated  Richard  of  Hampole,  in  spite  of  the 
ascription  of  it  to  "  Richardus  de  Castre."  It  is  still  more 
curious  that  the  latest  editor  of  Richard  Rolle,  the  Hermit 
of  HaifYipole^  falls  into  the  same  error.     {See  No.  6.) 

2. — Stonyhurst  MS.  (a)  A  small  quarto  (6i  by  4^  ins.), 
vellum,  122  leaves,  containing  five  diflferent  religious 
pieces,  three  of  which  are  in  prose  and  of  considerable 
length,  written  in  English;  date  probably  about  1460. 

(6)  This  MS.  is  here  printed  next  to  the  Lambeth  MS. 
because  it  is  the  only  other  MS.  version  which  includes 
the  two  verses,  marked  la  and  2a.  The  order  of  the 
verses  will  be  seen  to  be  more  irregular  than  in  any 
other  version.  Also  this  MS.  omits  the  second  half  of 
the  Prayer — the  intercessory  part — with  the  exception 
of  the  final  verse.  The  volume  also  contains  two  well- 
known  productions  of  the  Middle  Ages,  "The  Gospel  of 
Nicodemus,"  and  "The  Charter  of  the  Abbey  of  the 
Holy  Ghost."  The  Stonyhurst  version  of  our  Prayer 
has  been  recently  printed  by  Dr.  W.  H.  Hulme,  Professor 
in  Western  Reserve  University,  U.S.A.,  in  his  publication. 
The  MiddU'JEnglish  Hai^^owing  of  Hell  and  Oospel  of 
Nicodemus  (E.E.  Text  Soc,  extra  series,  C,  1907), 
where  a  full  account  of  the  contents  of  the  whole 
volume  may  be  found. 
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3. — Merton  MS.  (a)  A  large  folio  volume,  vellum, 
209  leaves,  containing  a  number  of  separate  theological 
treatises  in  Latin ;  dated  by  the  copyist  himself,  1446-9. 

(6)  Much  human  interest  attaches  to  this  copy.  In 
the  first  place,  it  has  the  name  of  the  transcriber  on 
more  than  one  page  of  the  book,  viz.,  John  Gisburgh, 
Chaplain.  Next,  he  begins  the  copying  of  the  first 
treatise,  "Speculum  humane  vite,"  with  an  inscription 
which  all  editors  might  well  imitate :  **  ad  utilitatem 
legenciuni,  videlicet  incipiencium,  proticiencium,  et  per- 
fectorum," — "for  the  use  of  readers,  whether  beginning, 
proceeding  i  ?  proficients,  as  we  might  say),  or  perfected." 
Then  he  begins  and  ends  this  treatise  with  dates:  he 
began  it  in  1446,  and  ended  it  "on  the  last  day  of 
January,  1449."  Between  two  and  three  years  over 
those  178  folios,  written  on  both  sides,  with  two  columns 
to  the  page!  He  took  immense  pains  over  his  manu- 
script; his  capital  letters  are  gloriously  illuminated,  with 
flourishings  extending  over  the  whole  margins,  and  above 
and  below  the  text.  What  patience  and  devotion  such 
work  required  !  Finally,  on  the  last  spare  fly-leaf 
he  illuminates  Richard  Caister  s  Prayer.  Was  he  glad 
to  drop  for  once  into  the  mother-tongue  ?  or  may  it  be 
that  it  was  not  the  last  entry  in  the  book,  but  that 
early  in  the  course  of  his  task  he  wrote  out  the  Prayer, 
using  the  spare  leaf  at  the  end ;  and  then  daily  used  it 
to  keep  him  up  to  his  task  ?  Maybe,  he  found  the 
work  long,  and  it  brought  dis-ease,  or  irksomeness, 
with   it:    then  he  would    use   liis  prayer  with   the  more 

keenness : — 

"Jesu,  grant  me  myne  askyng, 

Perfite  paciens  in  my  desese." 

It  should  also  be  noticed  how  he  entitles  the  second 
half  of  the  Prayer,  "Psalterium  caritatis  fraternaB,"  or 
as    the    Ashmolean    MS.    translates   it,  "The    Psalter  of 
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SIGNED    BY   THE    COPYIST,    JOHN    QlSBURQH. 
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Charity."  i.e.,  of  brotherly  love.  It  is  wholly  inter- 
cessory, whereas  the  first  half  is  concerned  with 
personal  needs. 

4. — Harleian  MS,  This  copy  has  two  points  of 
contact  with  its  predecessor,  though  it  would  seem  to 
be  earlier  in  date:  the  heading  is  almost  the  same;  and 
it  has  the  same  title  for  the  second  part. 

In  other  respects  it  has  its  own  points  of  living 
interest,  perhaps  more  so  than  any  other  of  the  copies. 
It  is  not  from  a  book  at  all.  Mr.  Walter  Rye  gave  me 
the  reference,  "  Harl.  Cliarters,  58C,  14,"  and  on  my 
enquiring  for  it  at  the  Museum,  I  found  it  to  be 
written  on  the  back  of  a  parchment  deed,  transferring 
some  properties  in  Rushmere  and  Mutford  from  Adam 
Woolryche  of  Henstead  to  Jolm  Herman,  or  Harman, 
of  Rushmere,  in  the  fourteenth  year  of  Henry  VI.  (1435). 

Apparently,  John  Harman  (or  was  it  Robert,  whose 
name  is  signed  at  the  end  of  the  copy  ?)  liad  heard  of 
this  Prayer — perhaps  when  in  Norwich  on  business — 
and  had  sought  about  for  some  means  of  taking  it 
home.  Searching  his  pockets,  he  had  found  this  deed, 
written  only  on  one  side.  That  would  do!  So  he  sat 
down,  and  took  down  the  words,  spelling  them  in  his 
own  peculiar  way,  and  carried  the  document  henceforth 
about  with  him.  It  is  so  rubbed  at  the  folds,  from 
constant  use,  that  it  was  almost  impossible  to  decipher  it. 
Mr.  J.  P.  Gilson  afterwards  filled  in  some  blanks  for  me. 

It  should  also  be  noticed  how  Robert  Harman  said  his 
Paternoster  and  Ave  Maria  at  the  end  of  each  of  the 
two  sections  of  the  Prayer.     (See  also  the  Talbot  MS.) 

o.^^Rawlinson  MS.  (a)  An  octavo  volume  (3f  by  5J  ins.), 
vellum,  128  leaves;  a  Primer,  or  Book  of  Hours;  Latin 
and  English;  first  half  of  fifteenth  century. 

(b)  This  version  is  taken  from  another  type  of  book. 
The  first  three  versions  were  from  miscellaneous  collections 
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of  extracts  in  prose  and  verse  from  various  authors — 
the  common-place  books  of  the  Middle  Ages.  The  present 
version  is  from  one  of  the  Horae,  or  Books  of  the  Hours 
of  the  Blessed  Virgin.  These  contained  two  elements: — 
(1)  A  common  frame- work  of  private  prayers  and 
devotions,  on  a  systematic  plan ;  and  (2)  a  certain 
number  of  special  devotions,  inserted  at  the  will  of  tlie 
individual  writer  or  transcriber. 

This  particular  book  is  described  by  Mr.  F.  Madan, 
in  his  Summary  Catalogue  of  Western  M88.  in  the 
Bodleian  (vol.  iii.,  p.  499),  as  belonging  to  the  first 
half  of  the  fifteenth  century.  He  adds :  "  This  book 
would  seem  to  be  connected  with  the  Eastern  Counties." 
It  contains  128  leaves,  and  our  two  Prayers  occur  on 
the  123rd  and  124th  leaves.  Immediately  before  them 
are  a  number  of  prayers  written  by  St.  Bernard,  pre- 
ceded by  the  following  rubric,  which  may  serve  to 
connote  the  type  of  religious  feeling  in  the  midst  of 
which  Richard  of  Caister  lived  : — "  Saynte  Bernarde 
made  this  prayer,  and  he  that  saythe  hem  devoutely 
every  day  he  schal  not  be  disseyned  in  his  nede,  and 
he  schal  not  dye  wit/<.outen  housil  and  schrifte,  nor 
his  soule  schal  not  come  in  helle  vat  day  wit/touten 
dowte.  nor  he  schal  not  be  temptyd  with  no  spirite  if 
he  say  devouteli  and  be  clene  schryven.  for  the  devel 
tolde  saynt  Bernarde  thise  same  versis  agayn  his  wyl. 
and  thus  thay  begyn  with  names  of  oure  lorde  ih^u 
crist  at  the  begynnyng  of  ev«?y  ve7'se  folowyng" 
(fol.  120b  and  121). 

This  Rawlinson  MS.  is  the  first  on  our  list  which 
contains  the  same  title  of  the  writer  as  is  given  by  the 
early  bibliographers,  viz.,  "the  Good  Vicar."  Whether 
the  Vicar  of  St.  Stephen's  had  in  those  days  a  right 
to  the  pre-eminent  title  "Vycare  of  Norwych,"  might 
perhaps  be  disputed  by  representatives  of  other  parishes. 
The  expression  is,  however,  commended  to  their  attention. 
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6. — Ashmolean  MS.  (a)  It  is — according  to  W.  H. 
Black's  Catalogue  of  Ashmole  M8S.,  1845,— "a  MS. 
closely  written  on  155  quarto  leaves  of  thick  paper, 
about  the  end  of  the  fourteenth  century." 

(6)  This  is  another  of  the  MS.  common-place  books 
of  the  Middle  Ages,  and  contains  forty-five  devotional 
pieces,  in  prose  and  verse,  written  in  one  hand.  It  is 
in  a  West  Midland  dialect,  but  agrees  very  closely  in 
its  text  with  the  Trinity  MS.,  which  is  East  Anglian  in 
its  origin.  It  may  well  be  that  these  two  come  nearest 
of  all  to  the  original  text  written  by  the  Good  Vicar. 
It  is  interesting  to  note  that  in  this  case  too  our 
Metrical  Prayer  has  been  attributed,  tentatively,  to 
Richard  Rolle  of  Hampole.  In  Tm^lcshire  Writers: 
Richao'd  Rolle  of  Hampole  and  his  folloivers  [Swan 
Sonnenschein,  1896],  edited  by  C.  Horstman,  the  writer 
includes  the  two  "Psalters"  among  ''Doubtful  Works," 
possibly  by  Rolle.  On  p.  xlii.  of  the  introduction  to 
vol.  ii.,  amongst  "  Minor  pieces  in  MS.  Ashm.,  751 
(West  Midland  dialect),"  he  notes  as  follows: — "2  short 
poems:  J>o  sauter  of  Ihesu,  and  ]?o  sauter  of  chary te, 
each  of  12  v v.  [rather,  of  12  long  Zincs],  ....  fol.  142; 
(these  pieces  would  suggest  R.  Rolle,  if  they  were  not 
intermixed  with  extracts  from  Joh.  Maundvyle,  fol.  48 
and  142by  I  give  the  quotation  for  what  it  is  worth. 
I  am  indebted  to  it  for  the  reference  it  gave  me  to  this 
interesting  version.  Note  that  two  dots  under  a  letter 
signify  deletion,  as  "loufe"  for  *'lufe."

7. — TAnity  MS.  (a)  A  thick  quarto  (8J  by  5J  ins.), 
vellum  and  paper,  containing  four  separate  M8S.,  bound 
up  together  in  thick  leather  boards,  with  the  arms  of 
Archbishop  Whitgift  on  both  sides :  "  Of  diflferent  dates 
in  the  fifteenth  century**  (Dr.  James). 

(6)  The  particular  section  of  the  book  with  which  we 
are  concerned  is  the  first  and  longest.  It  contains  four 
different  treatises  of  medieval  mysticism,  beginning  with 
Cardinal  Bonaventura's  "  Stimulus  Amoris,  or  the  Prick 
of  Love."  They  are  all  in  English.  At  the  end  is  the 
copy  of  Caister's  Prayer,  on  one  page,  in  long  lines  like 
the  Ashmolean  copy. 

The  word  "  Batman "  at  the  foot  is  the  signature  of 
Archbishop  Parker's  domestic  chaplain.  Dr.  Stephen 
Batman,    or    Bateman.       He    was    employed    by    him    to

volumes.  The  time  was  singularly  opportune,  after  the 
dispersion  of  the  great  monastic  collections,  and  the 
scandalous  neglect  of  their  value  which  followed.  Some 
idea  of  the  prices  paid  for  them  may  be  gathered  from 
an  inscription  of  Bateman's  on  the  fly-leaf  of  this 
volume: — "This  booke  cost  me  18**  the  yere  a°  1578 
the  4  October."  ^ 

The  second  part  of  this  MS.  has  been  reproduced 
verbatim  in  my  volume,  A  Norwich  Pao^h  600  Years 
Ago,  while  the  first  part  is  there  given  in  modem 
English. 

8. — Sidney  MS,  {a)  Quarto  (9i  by  7  ins.),  vellum, 
130  leaves;  a  Book  of  Hours,  much  resembling  the 
Bawlinson  MS. ;  about  the  middle  of  the  fifteenth 
century. 

(6)  The  special  interest  of  this  MS.  is  that  it  seems 
to  have  been  produced  in  the  West  of  England,  in  the 
neighbourhood  of  Bristol  (Dr.  James'  Catalogue  of  Sid. 
Stjuss,  Coll.  MSS.).  It  will  be  , noticed  that  the  dialect 
varies  widely  from  that  of  any  other  copy  here  given. 
Note  the  use  of  "  bouth "  and  "  thouth "  for  bought  and 
thought,  "stent  these  warres,"  and  the  form  "beth"  in 
the  phrase,  **  that  beth  wo  begon,"  and  "  that  beth  gode." 

This  is  one  of  the  four  MSS.  which  have  already 
appeared  in  print,  Dr.  James  having  given  it  in  his 
Catalogue,  preceded  by  the  words: — "The  English  hymn 
on  f.  120b  is  so  beautiful  that  it  must  be  transcribed 
in  full." 

It  is  a  far  cry  from  Norwich  to  Bristol,  but  the  next 
copy  takes  us  farther  still. 

[The  Sidney  Sussex  MS.  is  Southern,  though  some 
Northern  forms  are  preserved.  It  would  appear  to  be  a 
Northern,  or  North  Midland  version  rewritten  by  a 
Southern  scribe.     Phonological  changes: — O.E.  d  becomes

A  characteristic  spelling  in  the  Sidney  Sussex  MS.  is 
the  use  of  th  for  jt.  Dr.  Furnivall,  commenting  on  this 
confusion,  makes  it  characteristic  of  Capgrave.^  Skeat 
considers  it  simply  Anglo-French.*  The  th  spelling  is 
found  in  the  Norwich  Gilds  Reports,^  in  the  Lynn 
GiLdSy^  in  the  Coventry  PlaySy^  in  the  Brome  MS., 
St  Patrick's  Purgatory,  and  the  Knight  Sir  Owen 
(East  Midland).^  These,  especially  the  Gild  Reports  of 
Norfolk,  would  tend  to  confirm  Dr.  Furnivairs  opinion.''

9. — At^ndel  MS.  (a)  Small  quarto  (7^  by  6  ins.), 
paper,  226  leaves.  "A  collection  of  Scottish  poetry  and 
prose  by  various  authors  "  (Brit.  Mus.  Catalogue,  1834) ; 
sixteenth  century. 

(6)  Here  id  our  East  Anglian  Prayer  done  into  pure 
Scotch,  showing  more  clearly  than  ever  that  in  those 
days  they  cared  nothing  for  verbal  accuracy  in  repro- 
duction, but  that  the  spelling,  and  in  many  cases 
the   wording    as    well,   were  adapted    by   the  individual

commenting  on  oonfasion  of  t,  d,  and  th,  says  that  such  pronunciation  is 
marked  in  Mid- Yorkshire.  She  refers  to  C.  0.  Rohinson's  A  Olottaty  of 
Words  pertaining  to  Dialect  of  Mid- York  (Lond.,  1876,  pp.  xiv.,  xviii)— a 
book  I  haye  not  been  able  to  examine. 
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transcriber,  as  seemed  to  him  best,  much  in  the  same 
way  as  was  done  by  many  nineteenth-century  hymn- 
book  editors! 

A  further  interest  attaches  to  this  MS.  owing  to  its 
previous  ownership.  On  the  title  page  is  the  name 
"William  Howard."  This  seems  to  have  been  none 
other  than  the  famous  "  Belted  Will "  of  Naworth  Castle, 
Cumberland,  who  is  so  prominent  in  Sir  Walter  Scott's 
Lay  of  the  Last  Minstrel, 

[As  the  Arundel  MS.  is  Scottish  and  only  a  few  of 
its  vowels  do  not  show  consistent  Northern  forms,  it 
will  be  perhaps  better  to  notice  these  exceptions: — ony, 
lines  1,  26,  47;  wobegone,  32;  one,  43;  stone,  41.  Its 
consonants  are  all  Northern.  All  dialect  indications 
from  inflection  are  Northern,  except  the  third  person 
plural,  wrathen,  26.— R.J.P.] 

10. — Talbot  Hours  MS.  (a)  A  volume  of  curious 
format  (lOJ  by  4^  ins.),  135  leaves;  a  Book  of  Hours, 
written  in  France,  1424. 

(b)  This  MS.  is  here  printed  last  because  it  omits  the 
second  part  of  the  Prayer.  Otherwise,  it  is  by  no 
means  the  least  interesting,  by  reason  of  its  known 
historical  associations.  The  Prayer  Book,  or  "Hor»," 
in  which  it  occuns  bears  the  name  of  the  Talbot  Hours, 
It  seems  to  have  been  written  and  illuminated  in  France 
for  a  wedding  present  in  1424  to  John  Talbot,  the 
** Hotspur"  of  the  French  wars  of  the  early  fifteenth 
century,  afterwards  for  his  services  created  first  Earl  of 
Shrewsbury.  For  the  same  occasion  a  companion  book 
was  prepared  for  his  bride,  Margaret  Beauciiamp,  much 
resembling  its  fellow.  It  has  the  same  curious  elongated 
form,  being  4 J  ins.  broad  by  8|  ins.  long;  the  Talbot  Hours 
has  a  length  of  lOf  ins.  The  object  seems  to  have  been 
to  fit  the  books  to  go  into  the  holsters  of  a  riding-saddle, 
and  to  be  carried  upon  travels  or  campaigns. 

s2 
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John  Talbot  was  a  great  fighter,  and  Dr.  James 
supposes  that  this  volume  of  prayers  was  carried  by 
him  on  the  fatal  occasion,  when  he  was  overwhelmed 
and  slain  by  a  band  of  Bretons,  near  Castillon,  in  1453. 
Was  it  because  of  his  love  of  fighting  that  he  bade 
his  scribe  omit  the  second  part,  with  its  inconvenient 
petition,    "Cease  these  wars,  and  send  us  peace, 

With  lasting  love  and  charity"? 
He  seems  to  have  made  up  for  this  defect  by  adding  a 
Paternoster  with  each  single  verse  of  the  first  part  In 
any  case  it  is  a  remarkable  coincidence  that  both  these 
volumes  should  have  survived  to  our  own  day,  and 
after  many  separate  vicissitudes  should  both  have  been 
secured  by  the  same  collector  of  MSS.,  Mr.  Henry  Yates 
Thompson,  the  one  in  1897,  and  the  other  in  1899.

[The  remaining  versions  considered,  Trinity,  Merton, 
Harleian,  Rawlinson,  Talbot  Hours,  Lambeth,  Stonyhurst, 
Douce,  are  all  East  Midland  for  the  most  part,  with 
strong  Northern  tendency.  The  Rawlinson  shows  slight 
West  Midland  character ;  the  Harleian  and  Trinity  each 
show  one  Southern  form. 

General  phonological  indications: — O.E.  d  becomes  o 
usually,  woo'begonef  gostly,  stoiie,  holy,  etc.  O.E.  ea 
becomes  a;  before  Id  it  becomes  o,  foldys,  withhold^ 
beholdyn.  O.E.  y  becomes  i,  Chirche,  O.E.  o  remains; 
0  also  before  nd,  hondes,  O.E.  c  becomes  ch,  chirche, 
eche,  v/reche,  beseche. 

General  inflectional  indications : — Nouns  form  their 
plural  in  es  (is),  lees,  werris,  woundes,  foldis,  etc.  The 
pronouns  are:  hem,  whome,  eche,  euerychone.  Infinitives 
vary  in  ending,  seen,  lone,  ende.  The  present  participles 
end    in    ing,    lasting.      The   perfect    participle    keeps   n, 
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holden.  The  prefix  y  is  not  found.  The  third  person 
singular  ends  in  eth  (ip)  nedefch.  The  third  person 
plural  ends  in  -en,  ben,  greuen. 

Peculiarities: — Trinity  shows  preference  for  i  spellings 
in  noun  and  verb  endings.  In  one  case  there  is  a 
Southern  verb  form,  wrappip,  line  26.  The  Merton  MS. 
shows  handes  for  usual  Midland  hondes.  The  Harleian 
shows  is,  id  spellings,  and  handy s,  but  also  Southern 
cherche.  The  Rawlinson  shows  slight  West  Midland 
influence;  churchy  and  nedea,  36,  third  person  singular. 
Talbot  Hours  gives  Northern  hands,  6;  any,  16.  The 
Lambeth  gives  preference  to  i  spellings.  It  also  has 
forms,  fleischli,  eendyng,  scheeddist,  ameende}  The 
Stonyhurst  has  decided  Northern  tendency,  though 
clearly  East  Midland.  Notice  especially  qvum,  and 
plurals  in  yn,  handyn.  The  Douce  gives  in  general 
no  indication  that  the  dialect  is  not  Midland,  but  the 
spelling  is  peculiar — wothy  (worthy).,  mai,  hart,  dediy. 
It  also  shows  what  is  usually  considered  Kentish  form 
in  ki&p. — R.J.P.]

I  READ  a  paper  on  this  subject  at  a  meeting  of  the 
Norfolk  and  Norwich  Archaeological  Society  held  in 
the  Strangers'  Hall,  Norwich,  on  the  25th  of  May, 
1901,  which  led  to  some  little  discussion  at  the  time. 
Profiting  by  this,  and  by  the  closer  examination  of 
the  carvings  on  the  east  end  of  the  Guildhall,  which 
I  have  been  enabled  to  make  during  the  progress  of 
the  recent  repairs,  I  have  ventured  to  write  this 
extended   paper. 

I  know  that  I  am  treading  on  very  dangerous  ground, 
yet  to  make  myself  clear  to  the  ordinary  reader  I  must 
commence  with  a  very  short  history  of  the  right  to 
bear  arms  in  this  country. 

I  do  not  think  that  the  heralds  had  much  power 
before  Henry  V.,  who  had  himself  given  the  right  to 
coat  armour  and  the  status  of  a  gentleman  to  every 
common  soldier  who  fought  with  him  at  Agincourt, 
issued  his  writ  in   1418.     In  earlier  times   it   is  certain 
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that  the  greater  lords  not  only  assumed  armorial  hearings 
for  themselves,  but  even  granted  them  to  their  retainers. 

My  contention  is,  that  in  those  earlier  times  Norwich, 
being  then  the  second  city  in  the  kingdom,  did  rightly 
assume  armorial  bearings. 

In  a  list  of  charges  for  Patents  of  Arms  issued  by 
the  Duke  of  Suffolk,  Earl  Marsh^^l,  1624—1534,  it  is 
noticeable  that  though  craft  corporations  were  to  pay 
£10,  the  same  as  ennobled  bishops  and  abbots  of  great 
possessions,  there  is  no  mention  of  municipal  coi'porations. 

About  this  time  the  visitations  were  started,  the  earliest 
commission  for  which  was,  I  think,  issued  in  the  20th 
Henry  VIII,  1528-9.  They  were  perambulations  through 
the  country  by  the  officers  of  arms,  when  the  heralds 
confirmed  and  enrolled  the  arms  they  considered  legally 
in  use;  but  it  is  certain  that  many  who  were  fully 
entitled  to  arms  disclaimed  them  to  escape  the  fees. 

The  first  mention  I  have  been  able  to  find  of  municipal 
corporations  is  in  a  commission  issued  by  Queen  Elizabeth, 
which  gave  Norroy,  King  of  Arms,  authority  over  "bodyes 
politique,  corporate,  and  others." 

Under  this,  or  a  similar  commission,  William  Harvey, 
Clarenceux,  on  his  visitation  here  on  the  2nd  of  July,  1562, 
confirmed  a  shield,  "Gules,  a  castle  domed  argent,  in 
base  a  lion  passant  guardant  or,*'  in  plain  English,  a 
silver  castle  domed,  with  a  gold  lion  beneath,  on  a 
red  ground.  The  domes  were  no  doubt  introduced  by 
the  heralds  to  distinguish  our  castle  from  others.  The 
castle  we  had  been  using,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  earlier 
seals,  and  by  the  old  shield  outside  the  east  end  of  the 
Guildhall,  had  no  domes,  and,  though  the  domed  castle 
continued  to  be  almost,  if  not  quite,  exclusively  used 
for  about  a  hundred  years,  including  the  Commonwealth 
period,  after  that  there  seems  to  have  been  a  very  general 
return  to  a  form  more  like  the  old  one  without  domes.

Having  settled  the  sliield,  I  come  to  the  supporters. 
W>iy  are  they  not  also  entered  at  the  Heralds*  College  ? 
That  they  are  not  beyond  our  dignity  is  proved  by  the 
fact  that  the  same  herald  went  straight  from  Norwich 
to  Ipswich  and  granted  the  latter  supporters.  I  think 
that  I  can  guess  what  happened.  Norwich  was  at  that 
time  still  a  wealthy  place,  and  I  do  not  think  it  would 
be  a  matter  of  fees.  That  we  were  then  using  supporters 
is  certain.  They  were  in  the  carved  panel  outside  the 
Guildhall  when  Mr.  Harvey  was  inside.  We  believed 
we  had  as  much  right  to  them  as  to  the  shield,  and 
when  the  herald  said  "I  cannot  confirm  supporters,  you 
must  take  a  grant  for  them,"  we  replied,  "  We  will 
have  none  of  your  brand  new  grants  for  what  we  have 
had  we  do  not  know  how  long.  If  you  cannot  confirm 
them,  we  will  stay  as  we  are." 

I  suppose  that  being  what  is  called  an  augmentation 
of  arms,  the  College  thought  that  they  should  not  be 
confirmed.  But  in  this  matter  of  supporters  we  are  in 
very  good  company,  the  City  of  London  being  in  the 
same  case,  and,  I  suspect,  for  the  same  reason.  They 
have  no  grant  or  confirmation  for  their  supporters.  I 
have  not  found  any  case  of  supporters  being  confirmed, 
unless  it  is  that  of  the  University  of  Cambridge, 
which  does  not  appear  to  me  to  have  paid  for  a  grant 
for  theirs. 

I  think  that  I  can  now  see  how  we  came  by  the 
supporters.  When  I  read  my  paper  in  1901  I  supposed 
that  the  panels  outside  the  Guildhall  originally  repre- 
sented the  royal  arms  of  the  Tudors  in  the  centre 
with  the  city  arms  on  each  side,  which  would  not 
have  been  an  unusual  arrangement,  but  upon  a  close 
inspection  from  the  scaffolding  erected  for  the  recent 
repairs  it  was  plain  that  though  the  right-hand  shield 
is   quite   decayed    the   winged   figures   supporting  it  are 
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quite  different  from  the  angels  supporting  the  city  castle 
and  lion  on  the  left-hand  shield. 

The  east  end  of  the  Quildhall  is  known  to  have  been 
rebuilt  in  1534  These  panels  are  certainly  as  old,  and 
I  think  older  than  that.  The  herald's  visitation  was,  as 
I  have  said,  in  1562. 

An  illustration  of  the  east  end  of  the  Quildhall  in 
Corbridge's  map,  published  in  1727,  shows  St.  George's 
cross  on  the  right-hand  shield,  and  I  have  no  doubt  now 
that  the  right-hand  panel  represents  St.  George's  Guild, 
which  for  so  long  dominated  the  government  of  the 
city.  The  Guild  is  supposed  to  have  originated  in 
1385.  In  1417  Henry  V.  gave  them  a  charter;  and  in 
Henry  VI.'s  time  the  Guild  chose  the  Mayor  (who 
with  all  the  City  Council  had  to  be  members  of  the 
fraternity) ;  he  was  Alderman  of  the  Guild  the  year, 
following  his  mayoralty. 

Now,  it  seems  certain  from  the  accounts  of  St.  George's 
Guild,  several  extracts  from  which  are  extant,  that  they 
regularly  had  in  their  processions  two  figures  (whether 
they  were  always  animate  or  inanimate  is  not  very 
clear)  representing  St.  George  and  St.  Margaret,  the 
latter  being  called  the  lady  of  the  guild,  and  I  think 
the  figure  of  St.  George  would  be  on  foot,  he  is  so 
represented,  and  with  wings,  on  their  seal.  They  had, 
however,  a  man  on  horseback  as  St.  George,  also,  for 
mention  is  several  times  made  of  the  trappings  for 
St.  George's  horse,  and  on  one  occasion,  Mr.  Rye  (our 
Mayor  at  the  time  of  my  writing  this)  tells  me,  some 
fresh  salmon  was  given  to  someone  who  had  lent 
furniture  for  the  horse  for  St.  George.^  Were  salmon 
caught  in  the  Norwich  river  then  ?  I  think  they  were. 
Under  1537,  Blomefield  has  this  note: — "Bought  for 
apparel  of  the  George  and  Margaret  eight  yards  tawny 
and    four    yards    crimson     velvet."       In    1559     it    was 
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Panels  East  End  of  Guildhall. 
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ordered,  "  There  shall  be  neyther  George  nor  Margaret 
but  for  pastime  the  Dragon  to  come  and  show  himself 
as  in  other  years." 

These  two  figures  in  their  processions  were,  I  expect, 
more  or  less  grotesque,  and  I  think  they  were  the 
origin  of  the  two  figures  supporting  the  St.  George 
shield  on  the  east  end  of  the  Guildhall.  The  one  on 
the  right  is  an  undraped  man  witli  wings,  as  I  have 
said  the  figure  of  St.  George  on  the  Guild's  seal  had 
wings;  the  other  an  undraped  woman  with  wings, 
wearing  a  girdle  of  a  rather  remarkable  pattern,  and  a 
girdle  is  the  emblem  of  St.  Margaret,  being,  I  suppose, 
the  sign  of  her  virginity.  Like  St.  George,  she  was  a 
very  early  saint,  who  not  only  refused  to  give  up  her 
faith  when  persecuted,  but  also  refused  to  marry  the 
king  of  her  country,  and  suffered  martyrdom  for  her 
faith  ai;id  virginity. 

In  one  of  the  older  works  on  heraldry  it  is  said  that 
in  early  times  a  knight  attending  a  tournament  would 
have  two  of  his  retainers  dressed  up  as  wild  men  or 
animals  to  support  his  shield,  and  that  such  is  the 
origin  of  supporters  as  we  have  them  to-day.  Now 
what  the  tournament  was  to  the  knight  the  procession 
was  to  the  guild,  and  that  supporters  were  not  beyond 
the  dignity  of  the  St.  George's  Guild  is  proved  by  the 
fact  that  to-day,  almost  without  exception,  the  London 
guilds  use  supporters  to  their  shields,  and  some  of  them 
have  grants  for  supporters  from  the  Heralds*  College. 

May  not  tlie  City  Corporation,  following  as  it  did  the 
Guild  of  St.  George,  have  improved  on  the  undraped 
winged  figures  of  the  latter  and  adopted  the  two 
draped  angels? 

As  to  a  crest,  we  have  none,  and  never  had  one,  but 
have  always  used  our  mayor's  cap  as  a  peer  uses  his 
coronet.     The    old    cap   is   always   represented  as  a  fur 
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hat  turned  up,  ermine.  In  1432  the  Corporation  of 
Norwich  bought  for  the  Mayor  a  beaver  hat  trimmed 
with  ermine  for  12«.,  which  was  a  good  deal  of  money 
at  that  time.  It  is  always  represented  of  the  same  shape, 
which  may  be  plainly  seen  over  the  old  shield  outside 
our  Guildhall,  as  in  every  City  of  London  policeman's 
helmet.  The  St.  George's  shield  had  nothing  over  it 
when  Corbridge*s  map  was  made,  in  1727,  and  never 
had,  I  think,  till  someone  put  a  senseless  peer's  helmet 
(which  evidently  does  not  fit  the  place)  there  about 
fifty  years  ago.  As  showing  the  importance  of  the  cap, 
I  quote  the  following,  found  in  the  Norwich  Corporation 
Records  by  Mr.  Tingey : — "  Court  of  Mayoralty,  22  June 
1692,  Mr.  Alderman  Gardiner,  Alderman  Stebbing, 
Alderman  Wrench  and  Alderman  Ward  or  any  3  of 
them  are  appointed  a  committee  and  desired  to  inspect 
the  Ancient  Bookes  for  what  reason  the  cap  of  main- 
tenance is  worn  by  the  sword  bearer  in  tyme  of  devine 
service  and  sermon  and  to  make  their  report  this  day 
7  nights  and  the  under  chamberlain  to  attend  them." 

The  scarlet  hat  sometimes  used  in  Norwich  heraldry 
I  believe  to  have  been  introduced  in  the  time  of  the 
Commonwealth.  Perhaps  objection  was  taken  to  the  ermine 
or  the  old  fur  hat.  Tlie  earliest  representation  of  it 
that  I  know  of  is  in  a  shield  in  the  centre  of  the 
south-east  window  in  the  Council  Chamber,  which  has 
the  city  castle  and  lion  on  the  right,  the  Virgin 
crowned  of  the  Mercers'  Company  on  the  left,  and  the 
sword  of  justice  with  the  red  hat  in  the  centre,  with 
the  initials  J  M  and  the  date  1653.  This  would  be  no 
doubt  inserted  in  the  mayoralty  of  John  Man,  who  had 
been  Sheriff  in  1649,  who  was  High  Sheriff  of  the 
county  in  1672,  but  who  had  not  left  the  city  to  found  a 
county  family  when  he  held  the  latter  office,  for  he 
died  and  was  buried  in  St.  Andrew's  Church.     He  must

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have  had  considerable  business,  for  he  was  also  "fined 
for  Sheriff  of  London."  He  had,  I  suspect,  no  arms  of 
his  own  when  Mayor  in  1653,  or  they  would  have  been 
shown  in  the  shield  referred  to  above,  but  afterwards 
he  seems  to  have  used  a  shield  of  his  own;  it  is  shown 
on  the  monument  in  St.  Andrew's,  and  the  same  shield 
is  on  a  monument  to  Sam).  Mann  (no  doubt  a  descendant) 
in  the  Church  of  St.  Michael-at-Plea,  dated  1733. 

I  have  always  looked  upon  the  red  hat  as  a  regret- 
able  innovation,  and  so  it  is;  but  after  finding  that  it 
was  introduced,  during  the  Commonwealth,  I  shall  not 
think  quite  so  badly  of  it.  I  can  forgive  Commonwealth 
heraldry  a  great  deal,  because  of  the  action  of  the  then 
Heralds'  College  in  the  case  of  Gloucester, 

Gloucester  it  seems  had  possessed  arms  with  crest  and 
supporters  from  an  early  date,  but  for  some  reason  the 
heralds  would  not  confirm  them,  so  that  in  the  reign  of 
Henry  VIII.  a  certain  Sir  Thomas  Bell,  thinking  to  put 
this  right,  obtained  for  the  city  a  brand  new  set,  but 
the  citizens  never  took  to  them,  and  in  the  time  of 
the  Commonwealth,  when  one  would  liave  thought  such 
pomps  and  vanities  were  quite  out  of  fashion,  they  got 
their  old  coat  confirmed  and  their  old  crest  and  supporters 
granted  by  Sir  Edward  Bish,  Garter  Principal,  King  of 
Arms,  the  14th  of  August,  1652.  The  crest  and  supporters 
seem  to  have  been  cancelled  at  the  Restoration,  and  yet 
I  believe  Gloucester  uses  them  to  this  very  day  and  will 
have  no  other. 

In  John  Man's  shield  of  1653  in  the  Council  Chamber 
window  it  will  be  noticed  that  the  castle  is  correctly 
domed,  as  confirmed  by  the  herald.  In  the  same  window, 
which  looks  as  though  it  had  been  smashed  and  reglazed 
at  that  time,  will  be  noticed  an  earlier  representation  of 
the  domed  castle,  which  is  the  oldest  I  know  of,  but 
later,  I  think,  than  the  herald  s  visit. 
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In  the  Council  Chamber  is  also  the  best  representation 
of  the  domed  castle  which  I  know  of.  It  is  on  a  large 
shield  carved  out  of  one  solid  piece  of  oak.  It  now 
hangs  over  the  door,  and  is  of  coiisiiierable  age,  but 
somewhat  later,  I  think,  than  the  confirmation  in  1562. 

In  the  illustration  ot*  the  seals  from  Blomefield's  map, 
published  in  1746,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  earliest  form 
of  castle  was  a  Norman  keep,  which  may  very  well 
have  been  intended  to  represent  the  Castle  still  standing 
in  our  midst.  He  says  this  (No.  171)  is  the  oldest 
common  seal  of  the  city,  made  when  it  began  to  be 
governed  by  bailiffrt,  wliich  was  in  1223.  It  represents  a 
castle  only,  with  a  watchman  at  its  entrance,  and  is 
circumscribed,  "Sigillum  Ballivorum  Norwici."  This  con- 
tinued in  use  till  Edward  III.'s  time,  and  when  that 
King  granted  the  city  an  addition  to  their  arms  of 
part  of  the  arms  of  England,  viz.,  a  lion  passant 
guardant  or,  they  had  a  new  seal  cut,  viz.,  No.  172 
on  the  map.  There  is,  however,  a  letter  still  preserved 
in  the  Castle  Muniment  Room,  addressed  to  the  King's 
justices  by  the  citizens  of  Norwich,  and  dated  the 
28th  of  August,  1318,  (12  Edward  11),  the  seal  to 
which  has  a  castle  like  No.  171  on  the  obverse  and  a 
lion  like  No.  172  on  the  reverse,  showing  that  we 
were  using  the  latter  before  the  time  when  Blomefield 
says  it  was  granted  to  us. 

In  the  illustration  of  the  shield  with  cap  and  angel 
supporters  from  Kirkpatrick's  map,  published  in  1723, 
will  be  seen  a  good  representation  of  the  whole  as 
invariably  represented  on  all  the  old  maps,  and  in  fact 
in  every  engraving  or  woodcut  that  I  have  come  across, 
where  it  is  intended  to  represent  anything  more  than  the 
shield  only,  except  when  some  obvious  blunder  has  crept  in. 

It  is  very  curious  to  notice  the  way  in  which  errors 
have  occurred.     For  instance,  in  searching  one  long  series 
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Seals  from  Blomefield's  Map,  published  in  1746. 


From  Kirkpatrick's  Map,  published  in  1723. 
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of  printed  public  records  I  found  that  the  representation 
of  the  city  arms  in  the  heading  became  more  and  more 
indistinct,  year  after  year,  until  at  last  the  angels* 
swords  were  quite  indistinguishable.  Then  a  new  block 
was  cut,  and  the  swords  put  in  the  wrong  hands,  and 
so  they  continued,  other  blocks  being  copied  with  the 
error  for  most  of  the  Corporation  printing,  until  I 
discovered  tiie  mistake;  since  which  time,  I  believe, 
all  new  blocks  have  again  been  made  correctly. 

Then  again,  I  think  I  know  the  contemporary  illus- 
tration of  the  cap,  which,  after  sundry  renewals,  had 
become  such  an  unintelligible  shape  that  Blomefield's 
engraver  when  copying  it  thought  it  was  a  vase, 
and  so  put  a  vase  instead  of  the  cap  on  the  shield  in 
his  map. 

It  is  to  try  and  prevent  such  blunders  in  the  future 
that  I  have  ventured  to  write  this  paper;  in  hunting 
up  facts  for  which,  I  have  received  very  willing  help 
from  Messrs.  Walter  Rye,  J.  C.  Tingey,  James  Reeve, 
and  0.  A.  King.

Norwich  is  an  ancient  City,  and  has  been  the  scene 
of  many  important  historical  events,  as  well  as  the 
residence  of  many  important  peraonages.  It  has  also 
been  the  centre  of  various  flourishing  manufactures, 
and  many  of  those  concerned  in  these  have  had  their 
dwellings  within  the  City.  Some  of  the  houses  of  these 
prosperous  citizens,  as  well  as  others,  have  been  of 
notable  size  and  design,  varying  with  the  period  and 
the  style  then  considered  to  be  appropriate  to  the  class 
of  city  mansions.  In  many  houses  of  old  Norwich  there 
are  or  have  been  examples  of  varied  architecture  and 
internal  decoration.  But  owing  to  the  decay  of  time, 
the  change  of  fashion,  and  the  result  of  rebuilding,  the 
principal  of  the  most  interesting  of  these  are  no  longer 
in  existence,  or  are  more  or  less  destroyed,  so  far  as 
being  complete  specimens  of  any  particular  style  of 
architecture. 

It  so  happens  that  the  house  in  which  I  reside,  and 
which  is  a  good  example  of  the  English  architecture  of 
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the  earlier  Georgian  Period,  is  still  largely  perfect, 
and  it  has  been  thought  that  some  illustrated  account 
of  its  special  features  might  appropriately  be  placed  on 
record  in  the  Transactions  of  our  Archaeological  Society, 
wliilst  these  are  still  in  existence  and  practically  in  full 
preservation. 

This  house,  which  has  long  been  known  as  "  Church- 
man House,"  from  having  been  built  by  a  citizen  of  the 
name  of  Churchman,  stands  in  a  prominent  position  in 
St.  Giles's  Street,  almost  opposite  the  Church  of  St.  Giles, 
with  its  frontage  to  the  main  street,  looking  north. 
The  exact  date  of  its  building  cannot  be  ascertained, 
but  the  deeds  of  the  house  state  that  it  was  first 
inhabited  by  Alderman  Churchman,  and  afterwards  by 
his  sou,  Sir  Thomas  Churchman.  Alderman  Churchman 
died  in  1742,  aged  72  years.  He  appears  to  have  been  a 
**  Worsted  Weaver"  by  business,  and  as  the  house  is 
large  and  solidly  built,  and  stands  upon  a  considerable 
area  of  ground  (for  the  City),  there  is  little  doubt  that 
.he  was  a  rich  and  prosperous  merchant.  So  was  also  his 
son,  who  was  knighted  in  1761,  and  served  the  office 
of  Sheriff  of  Norwich  in  1757,  and  of  Mayor  in  1761. 
Both  the  alderman  and  the  knight  have  a  handsome 
mural  monument  in  St.  Giles's  Church, 

As  Alderman  Churchman  died  in  1742,  at  the  advanced 
age  of  72,  it  may  fairly  be  presumed  that  he  built  this 
house  some  yeara  before  his  death,  and  I  now  suggest 
it  was  probably  built  between  the  years  1725  and  1740, 
although  my  former  researches  led  me  to  think  that  its 
erection  was  somewhat  earlier  than  this. 

There  have  been  several  owners  of  this  "  Churchman 
House,"  and  residents  in  it,  since  the  alderman  and  the 
knight  occupied  it.  And  I  find  by  the  deeds  that  after 
the  Churchmans  it  was  successively  inhabited  by 
Alderman    John    Addey,    Mr.    Edmund    Hooke,   "Naomi 
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Hooke,"  Mr.  Samuel  Clayton,  the  Rev.  William  Ray 
Clayton,  Mr.  Q.  W.  F.  Loftus,  Sir  William  Foster,  Bart., 
then  occupied  for  a  short  time  by  the  "Norwich  High 
School  for  Girls,"  and  lastly  by  myself.  It  may  be 
mentioned,  as  a  curious  coincidence,  that  three  of  the 
few  titled  men  of  Norwich  have  resided  in  this  house 
since  its  erection. 

It  may  also  be  worthy  of  mention  that  at  the  time 
this  house  was  built,  the  view  from  it,  northwards,  must 
have  been  very  fine  and  extensive.  This  view,  except 
from  its  upper  storey,  is  now  quite  intercepted  by  the 
buildings  which  have  arisen  in  Willow  Lane  and  its 
immediate  neighbourhood.  But  originally  it  must  have 
extended  quite  away  some  two  miles  or  more  to  the 
district  of  Sprowston. 

I  have  ventured  to  describe,  as  well  as  I  can,  the  chief 
special  features  of  this  house,  both  of  its  exterior  and 
interior,  and  I  have  appended  some  photographic  pictures 
of  some  of  these,  as  likely  to  represent  more  completely 
and  permanently  the  type  of  architecture  of  many  of 
the  mansions  erected  in  the  beginning  of  the  eighteenth 
century.  I  have  also  appended  a  ground  plan  of  the 
hall,  and  of  the  various  rooms  on  the  ground  floor. 

It  should  be  stated  here  that  a  brief  sketch  of  some 
of  the  specialities  of  this  house  are  given  in  the  volume 
which  I  have  published  on  The  Pai'iah  of  St  Giles, 
and  that  in  regard  to  this  more  extended  description 
I  have  been  much  assisted  by  the  works  on  architecture 
recently  published  by  Mr.  EUwood  and  Mr.  Qotch,  as 
well  as  by  the  personal  help  of  Mr.  Tingey,  and  of 
Mr.  A.  J.  Chambers,  Architect,  who  has  also  drawn  the 
ground  plan  of  the  building. 

I  would  call  attention  to  the  circumstance,  which  has 
been  otherwise  mentioned,  of  the  not  infrequency  of  the 
existence  of  some  gable-roofed  dwellings  in  the  immediate 
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vicinity  of  manaion-liouses  like  to  mine.  As  will  be  seen 
by  the  photograph,  a  row  of  such  roofings  does  still 
exist  to  the  east  of  this  very  house,  and  there  are  others 
to  the  west  of  it. 

The  House  is  built  with  red  bricks,  and  has  a  good 
frontage  of  64?  feet  in  length,  and  of  28J  feet  in  height 
to  the  eaves,  with  a  further  9  feet  to  the  top  of  the 
pediment.  The  ground  floor  is  three  steps  above  the 
street  level,  and  above  this  floor  is  a  first  and  an  attic 
floor.  It  has  fourteen  windows  on  this  principal  (north) 
frontage.  The  outer  wall  of  this  front  is  18  inches 
in  thickness  up  to  the  top  of  the  ground  floor,  and 
14  inches  thick  above  this.  The  bricks  here  are  of  the 
size  of  modem  bricks,  and  show  age. 

There  are  two  doors  to  the  entrance — one,  the  outer, 
of  folding  halves,  the  other  single, — and  the  principal 
doorway  is  handsome  and  massive.  Mr.  Chambers  thus 
describes  this:  "The  frontispiece  to  doorway  is  worthy 
of  notice,  showing  the  classic  style  of  architecture  of  the 
Roman-Doric  order,  with  pedestal  to  columns." 

The  Entrance  HaZl  is  large  and  lofty,  and  is  lighted 
by  three  windows.  It  measures  19  feet  8  inches  by 
18  feet,  extends  above  to  the  level  of  the  roof  of  the 
first  floor  rooms,  and  is  24  feet  in  height.  It  has  on 
its  south  side  a  handsome  gallery,  along  the  front  of 
which  is  a  balustrade  of  ornamental  wrought  iron-work 
in  panels.  This  gallery  is  15  feet  above  the  ground 
floor  level,  and  leads  to  the  principal  bedrooms.  There 
is  a  carved  apron-string  at  the  gallery  level  on  all  the 
four  side  walls,  and  below,  a  dado  to  the  height  of 
3  feet  6  inches.  On  its  east  and  west  walls  hang  two 
very  large  historical  pictures,  each  measuring  (with  their 
massive  frames)  nearly  12  feet  by  8  feet  6  inches, 
evidently  of  the  same  date  as  the  house,  and  respectively 
representing  ''The  Death  of   Bizzio"  and  ''The  Capture 
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of  Margaret  of  Anjou."  These  two  pictures  have  been 
engi'aved,  and  the  engravings  published.  Tiie  hall  has  a 
stone  flooring  and  an  ornamental  plaster  ceiling. 

The  Back  HaU  measures  20  feet  in  len<rth  by  8  feet, 
leads  to  the  garden  and  the  kitchen  department,  and 
contains  the  staircases.  It  is  open  to  the  roof,  where  it 
is  lighted  by  an  octagon  lantern.  On  its  west  wall 
hangs  one  other  very  large  picture.  A  prolongation  of 
the  front  hall  gallery  to  some  first  floor  rooms  extends 
along  its  north  and  east  sides.  This  gallery  is  open  to 
the  staircase,  and  has  very  solid  supports  to  the  rooms 
above  (see  photo). 

The  Cellars  are  large  and  extensive. 

The  Booms  generally  are  admirable  in  position  and 
proportion  There  are  four  upon  the  ground  floor  (but 
of  these  the  smaller  one  is  now  converted  and  divided). 

The  Dinimg-rooin  is  the  special  room  of  the  house. 
It  measures  24  feet  by  18  feet,  is  13  feet  6  inches  in 
height,  and  has  three  windows.  It  has  a  small  door 
(disused)  of  communication  with  the  breakfast-room  south 
of  it.  The  room  is  handsomely  decorated  in  Rococo  style. 
It  has  on  its  walls  five  inlaid  panel  pictures  (two  large 
and  three  smaller),  two  wall  miiTors,  each  3  feet  2  inches 
by  2  feet  4e  inches,  and  large  and  elaborate  plaster 
mouldings  around  the  pictures  and  mirrors,  as  well  as 
upon  the  ceiling.  In  the  centre  of  this  last  is  a  raised 
plaster  picture  {see  photo). 

The  inside  of  the  door  of  entrance  from  the  hall  is 
very  handsome.  It  is  six-panelled,  double-margined,  and 
the  carvings  and  edgings  to  the  panels  are  all  gilt. 
And  there  is  some  fine  plaster  work  between  its  top  and 
the  ceiling.  ^  A  handsome  wooden  dado,  2  feet  8  inches 
in  height  surrounds  the  room.  The  mantelpiece  is 
elaborate^  of  white  and  coloured  marble,  with  raised 
figures    in    the    centre    of    the    frieze    representing    a 
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sheep-shearing,^  and  on  eitlier  side  a  large  raised  figure 
of  a  goat.  It  is  sketched  in  Willins'  volume,  Quaint 
Old  Norwich  {see  photo). 

The  Library  is  a  lofty  and  handsome  room,  17  feet 
by  16  feet  in  size,  and  12  feet  in  height.  The  mantel- 
piece is  of  stone,  with  a  band  of  coloured  marble  around 
it,  and  three  extremely  fine  raised  carvings  of  figures 
and  scenes  along  the  frieze,  and  long  pendant  bunches 
of  grapes  on  its  two  sides.  Around  the  ceiling  is  a 
doubly-enriched  plaster  cornice. 

The  Breakfast' room  measures  15  feet  each  way,  and 
is  13^  feet  in  height. 

The  Bedrooms  on  the  first  floor  correspond  largely 
with  the  rooms  below.  In  the  front  'east  room  is  the 
special  rrutntelpiece,  figured  in  the  photo.  On  the  second 
or  attic  floor  the  bedroom^  are  much  inferior. 

The  Kitchen  Wing  runs  backwards  at  the  east  end  of 
the  house,  and  is  large  and  ample.  It  is  36  feet  in 
length,  and  contains  the  kitchen,  which  measures  26  feet 
by  20  feet,  is  12^  feet  in  height,  and  is  lighted  by  three 
windows;  also  a  housekeeper's  room  and  a  scullery.  The 
fireplace  and  chimney  at  its  south  end  are  large  and 
solidly  built,  measuring  10  feet  across  and  3  feet  8  inches 
in  depth,  with  side  walls  of  1  foot  8  inches  (apparently 
adapted  for  an  open  wood  furnace).  In  the  kitchen  yard 
was,  until  quite  recently,  a  building  known  as  the  brew- 
house  {see  ground  plan). 

The  Drawing-room,  is  a  ver}*^  fine  apartment,  measuring 
28  feet  by  21 J  feet,  and  13  feet  in  height.  It  has  at 
each  end  a  flat-topped  recess,  and  a  handsome  coloured 
cornice  around  the  ceiling,  with  a  coloured  moulding  in 
the    centre   of    this.     It   has   three    glass   door-windows, 

^  There  is  a  tradition  that  this  mantelpiece  was  executed  by  workmen 
employed  at  Holkham  Hall,  and  the  centre  subject  (sheep-shearing)  would 
seem  to  lend  colour  to  this  view. 
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looking  into  the  verandah  and  the  garden.  But  it  is 
understood  that  this  room  was  either  built  or  re-built 
or  modified  and  modernised  by  the  occupier  some  eighty 
years  ago.  On  the  upper  part  of  the  outer  wall,  facing 
the  garden  and  south,  is  a  sundial,  evidently  old,  but  of 
uncertain  date. 

As  is  well  known,  there  are  still  existing  in  an  old 
house  in  St.  Giles'  Broad  Street,  known  as  the  Crosse's 
House,  four  mantelpieces  with  carvings  and  designs. 
And  of  these,  one  has  some  brownish  marble  like  to 
some  in  my  dining-room,  another  a  rural  scene  and 
sheep,  and  a  third  grapes  carved  in  white  stone. 

The  remarkable  (Curat)  ceiling  in  Back's  House  in 
the  Haymarket,  the  ceiling  iu  the  "  Music  House " 
in  King  Street,  the  carvings  at  the  old  ** Dolphin"  in 
Heigham,  as  well  as  other  isolated  examples  of  earlier 
architecture,  are  among  the  few  that  yet  remain  to  us.

DEANERY  OF  WEST  BROOKE. 

The  Deanery  of  Brooke  comprises  the  three  "  Hundreds" 
of  Henstead,  Loddon,  and  Clavering.  West  Brooke  is 
chiefly  the  "  Henstead  "  part,  though  I  have  not  been  able 
to  ascertain  where  this  place  was,  which  seems  to  prove 
an  immense  antiquity  for  our  present  parochial  divisions. 

The  Church  Plate  of  this  Deanery  is  almost  without 
exception  good,  the  most  interesting  pieces  being  the 
paten  at  Arminghall,  the  alms  dish  at  Stoke,  and  the 
irregularly-marked  pieces  at  Kirstead  and  Howe. 

I  wish  to  express  my  obligations  to  the  Rural  Dean, 
Rev.  A.  S.  Morse,  and  the  Clergy  and  others,  who  have 
kindly  allowed  me  to  see  the  plate. 

Arminghall,  S.  Mary.

The  early  use  of  initials,  and  not  maker's  badge,  will  be 
observed. 

The  chalice  and  paten  are  kept  in  a  very  fine  old 
"boiled  leather"  case.

Betond  a  passing  allusion  to  ''some  small  figures  in 
niches"  and  the  monogram  of  the  Virgin  Mary  on  the 
battlements  of  the  tower  of  St  Mary's  Church,  Burnham 
Market,  commonly  known  as  Westgate  Church,  but  little 
notice  appears  to  have  been  taken  of  these  interesting 
sculptures,  by  either  antiquarians  or  historians,  or  indeed 
by  the  inhabitants,  many  of  whom  have  grown  up  within 
sight  of  the  Church  in  entire  ignorance  not  only  of  their 
peculiarity,  but  even  of  their  existence.  A  few  notes 
were  made  upon  them  by  a  Fellow  of  the  Society  of 
Antiquaries,  the  Rev.  E.  H.  Knowles,  who  was  for  a 
short  time  "Locum  Tenens"  for  the  then  Rector,  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Bates,  some  forty  years  ago,  and  a  few  years 
before  that,  the  Rev.  G.  W.  Minns,  F.S.A.,  now  Rector  of 
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Weston,  Southampton,  made  a  few  sketches  and  notes 
descriptive  of  them,  but  in  both  cases  they  were  for 
private  use  rather  than  for  public  information,  while 
Eerrich,  with  all  his  love  for  minute  archaeological  detail, 
passes  them  by,  and  Blomefield  barely  alludes  to  them. 
A  little  time  back,  however,  after  considerable  persuasion  a 
local  photot^rapher  was  prevailed  upon  to  try  what  his 
camera  and  skill  could  effect  towards  revealing  the 
subjects  depicted,  and  by  carefully  selecting  the  most 
favourable  light  for  each  side  of  the  tower  he  succeeded 
in  securing  quite  excellent  pictures  of  the  parapet,  in 
which  the  details  come  out  far  more  distinctly  than  they 
do  to  the  ordinary  observer,  even  through  a  telescope  or 
field-glass.  We  are  able,  through  the  courtesy  of  the 
Society  of  Antiquaries,  to  supplement  these  notes  by  illus- 
trations taken  from  enlargements  of  these  photogi*aphs. 

The  parapet  is  undoubtedly  a  later  addition  to  the 
tower,  but  its  date  is  only  approximately  to  be  deduced, 
wliile  we  are  absolutely  in  the  dark  as  to  the  identity 
of  the  person  to  whom  we  owe  this  very  interesting 
piece  of  work. 

The  church  tower  is  56  feet  in  height  from  tlje  ground 
to  Uie  battlements,  which  are  themselves  4  feet  high. 
They  are  based  on  a  string  course,  the  figures  being  in 
couples  in  the  panels  between  the  embrasures,  while  in 
each  space  below  the  embrasures  is  a  symbol  or  badge, 
that  in  the  centre  of  each  side  being  a  gothic  "  M,"  the 
monogram  of  the  Virgin  Mary,  to  whom  the  church 
is  dedicated,  while  on  the  others  are  a  griffin,  a  lion 
rampant,  a  Tudor  rose,  three  fleur  de  lis,  a  portcullis, 
three  covered  cups,  St.  George's  cross,  and  the  sacred 
monogram. 

So  far  as  the  arrangement  of  the  subjects  is  concerned 
there  is  no  particular  order  observed,  there  being,  except 
in  the  north  and  west  sides,  no  connection  or  sequence. 
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.  The  south  side  presents  the  greatest  difficulty,  because 
after  the  first  panel,  which  represents  the  Crucifixion,  the 
figures  fail,  owing  to  decay,  to  furnish  sufficient  clue  in 
the  way  of  emblem  to  enable  them  to  be  identified 
with  any  particular  apostles  or  saints.  The  other  sides 
are  fairly  clear,  at  least  in  comparison. 

Commencing  with  the  east  side,  and  working  from  left 
to  right,  we  have  represented  (Plate  1)  the  Virgin  Mary 
carrying  the  Child  Jesus,  sitting  on  the  ass,  and  (in  the 
adjoining  arch)  St.  Joseph  with  an  adze  (apparently) 
over  his  shoulder,  the  two  panels  together  depicting 
the  going  down  into  Egypt  (St  Matt  ii.  13,  14). 
In  the  small  panel  next  is  the  Tudor  rose,  which  gives  a 
limit  to  the  date  of  the  work — not  earlier  than  Henry  VII. 
In  the  next  two  panels  are  the  figures  of  the  Virgin  Mary 
and  Elizabeth,  representing  the  Salutation  (St  Lnlce  i.  40). 
The  centre  panel  contains,  as  on  every  side,  the  monogram 
"M."  The  next  two  figures  I  cannot  but  think  stand 
for  the  conviction  of  St.  Thomas,  and  I  have  succeeded 
in  converting  Mr.  St.  John  Hope  to  my  view,  the  first 
figure  being  St.  Thomas  with  the  traditional  spear  in  one 
hand  and  the  other  uplifted  as  if  in  awe  and  surprise, 
and  the  second  figure  that  of  our  Lord,  with  a  banner, 
pointing  to  the  wound  in  His  side  [St  John  xx.  27,  28),  a 
vigorous  treatment  of  that  subject.  The  two  end  arches 
are  taken  up  by  the  Annunciation  {St  Luke  i.  26,  &c.),  the 
Angel  Gabriel  holding  a  sceptre  or  mace  in  his  hand, 
and  the  Virgin  Mary  kneeling  in  an  attitude  of  devotion 
at  a  "priedieu";  the  Dove,  emblem  of  the  Holy  Spirit, 
is  seen  hovering  over  her  right  shoulder.  Between 
this  and  the  preceding  panel  is  a  shield  with  three 
fleur  de  lis. 

The  first  figure  on  the  north  side  (Plate  2),  continuing  in 
the  same  direction,  is  that  of  a  lady — presumably  the  donor 
of  the  battlements — kneeling  in  adoration  before  (in  the 
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next  arch)  God  the  Father  in  glory,  with  orb  and  sceptre. 
Next  to  that  is  a  shield  with  a  portcnllia  The  next 
figure  apparently  represents  Death  or  (it  is  difficult  to 
say  which)  a  man  in  armour,  and  its  companion  an  old 
man,  in  Mr.  St.  John  Hope's  opinion  a  king,  with  crown 
and  sceptre.  If  this  be  so,  it  is  permissible  to  surmise 
that  the  battlements  may  have  been  thus  ornamented 
soon  after  the  death  of  Henry  VII.  (1509),  and  that  his 
death  may  have  been  in  this  way  noted  on  this  new 
piece  of  devotional  work  by  the  pious  and  loyal  giver. 

Passing  over  the  central  monogram,  we  have  Adam 
and  Eve,  then  a  shield  with  three  covered  cups,  and  then 
in  the  fii*st  arch  of  the  last  panel  on  this  north  side  the 
figure  of  the  executioner  with  his  sword  in  his  right 
hand  and  in  his  left  the  head  of  St.  John  the  Baptist, 
who  is  (in  the  next  arch)  kneeling  headless  before  the 
prison  door,  which  beai*s  a  striking  likeness  to  a  modern 
sentry-box.  In  immediate  sequence,  we  have  in  the  first 
two  arches  on  the  west  side  (Plate  3)  the  attendant  carrying 
the  head  of  St.  John  the  Baptist,  on  a  charger,  to  Herod 
and  Herodias,  who  are  sitting  at  a  table,  on  which 
are  dishes,  &a,  while  Salome  is  tumbling  t^te  i  terre 
before  them.  A  shield  with  St.  George's  cross  follows, 
then  St.  Peter  with  the  keys,  St.  Andrew  with  his 
cross,  and,  on  the  other  side  of  the  "M,"  St.  John  with 
chalice  and  serpent,  and  St.  James  with  staff  and 
wallet.  Separated  from  these  by  a  shield  bearing  the 
I.H.S.  are  the  two  last  arches  on  this  side,  which  set 
forth  the  martyrdom  of  St.  Thomas  of  Canterbury;  in 
the  first  are  two  armed  knights,  the  foremost  with 
sword,  and  his  companion  with  axe;  and  in  the  second, 
St.  Thomas  standing  before  the  altar  with  hand  uplifted. 
The  chalice  and  candlestick  are  clearly  to  be  seen  on  the 
altar,  and  there  is  evidently  a  rich  dossel,  or  reredos, 
behind  it.     The  cross-bearer  stands  behind  the  archbishop. 
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The  south  side  only  now  remains,  but  there  is  little  that 
can  be  said  with  any  degree  of  certainty  about  what  it 
displays.  The  first  arch  (Plate  4)  contains  the  Christ  Cruci- 
fied, with  rays  surrounding,  and  a  figure  crouching  at  the 
foot,  probably  the  Lord's  Mother  or  Mary  Magdalene. 
The  figure  next  is  mutilated,  and  beyond  wearing  a  gown 
and  hood  has  no  distinctive  marks.  In  the  case  of  the 
other  figures  on  this  side  we  are  equally  at  a  loss,  inas- 
much as  they  give  so  little  clue  to  work  on.  The  second 
double  panel  shows  a  crowned  abbess  with  a  crozier,  and 
an  abbot  or  bishop,  also  with  a  crozier.  The  former 
may  represent  Etheldreda,  who  would  be  likely  to  be 
honoured  here  as  a  local  saint,  and  it  is  not  improbable 
that  her  companion  was  an  ecclesiastic  connected  with 
the  Cliurch  indirectly  as  Prior  of  Coxford  or  Abbot  of 
Wend  ling,  or  possibly  Bishop  of  Norwich,  though  the 
former  dignitaries  had  far  more  to  do  with  the  Church 
of  St.  Mary  than  had  the  Diocesan.  Of  the  rest  who 
figure  on  this  side  we  can  say  nothing  definite,  they 
are  probably  intended  to  represent  apostles  or  saints 
of  a  later  day;  it  is  easy  to  hazard  opinions,  but  very 
difficult  to  substantiate  them,  and  so  we  must  be  content, 
for  the  present  at  least,  to  let  them  remain  nameless. 
The  shields  on  this  side  bear  respectively  a  griffin  and  a 
lion  rampant,  the  latter  to  the  right  and  the  former  to 
the  left  of  the  central  monogram. 

The  parapet  had  originally  four  slender  pinnacles, 
the  base  of  each,  as  shown  by  the  broken  stone,  being 
11  inches  square,  but  these  must  have  been  destroyed  a 
very  long  time  ago,  and  were  never  replaced. 

The  devices  on  the  shields  should  be  a  help  towards 
fixing  the  date  of  this  work,  but  it  is  difficult  to  deter- 
mine  their  exact  meaning,  or  the  reason  for  their  being 
where  they  are.  The  Tudor  rose  and  portcullis  are  of 
course  useful,  but  we  have,  besides,  the  three  fleur  de  lis,  the 
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three  covered  cups,  the  lion,  and  the  griffin.  Mr.  St.  John 
Hope  suggests  that  the  two  latter  might  be  supporters 
for  Henry  VII.,  but  I  hoped  that  these  might  be  identified 
with  some  local  celebrity  of  the  period.  Mr.  Minns,  in  a 
letter  on  the  subject,  speaks  of  *'Lion  as  for  Morley, 
whose  arms  used  to  be  in  one  of  the  windows  of  the 
Church,"  but  tlie  lions,  presumably  for  Morley,  on  the 
buttresses  of  Burnham  Norton  Church  are  not  rampant 
but  couchant;  the  griffin  1  cannot  connect  with  any 
Burnham  notable.  The  fleur  de  lis  may  be  for  France, 
or  more  probably  for  the  Lexhams,  who  held  Lexham's 
Manor  in  Burnham  in  the  fifteenth  century.  In  the 
Calendar  of  Papal  Registers  we  find  that  authority  to 
have  a  portable  altar  was  granted  in  November,  1434, 
to  William  Lexham,  Lord  of  the  Manor  of  Lexham  in 
the  town  of  Burnham,  of  the  Diocese  of  Norwich,  noble- 
man, and  Margaret,  his  wife,  noblewoman.  The  three 
cups  covered  occur  in  the  arms  of  Calthorpe  in  Burnham 
Deepdale  Church,  and  that  family  had  considerable 
property  in  all  the  Burnhams.  Joan  or  Jane,  Lady 
Calthorpe,  held  Polstede  Hall  Manor,  which  comprised 
the  largest  part  of  Burnham  Westgate,  in  1511. 
Further,  Cecilia  Walpole  de  Burnham  Westgate  desired, 
by  her  will  in  1492,  to  be  buried  in  the  church- 
yard of  St.  Mary  the  Virgin  in  Burnham  aforesaid,  and 
bequeathed  to  the  emendation  and  reparation  of  the  said 
Church  6«.  8d.,i  so  that  according  to  the  date  of  the 
building  of  these  battlements  either  of  these  ladies — 
Margaret  Lexham  or  Cecilia  Walpole  at  the  end  of  the 
fifteenth  century,  or  Joan  Calthorpe  at  the  beginning  of 
the  sixteenth, — might  have  been  the  generous  donor  of 
this  remarkable  series  of  sculptures,  or,  we  may  as  truth- 
fully say,  neither.

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But  whatever  may  be  the  actual  date,  and  whoever  the 
donor  of  this  work,  the  sculptured  figures  in  such  a 
position,  and  in  such  variety  of  design  and  subjects,  are 
at  least  most  unusual,  if  not  actually  unique. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  someone  skilled  in  heraldry  and 
in  the  architecture  and  local  history  of  that  age  may  be 
able  to  throw  more  light  upon  these  interesting  carvings, 
and  correct  such  surmisings  and  suggestions  as  may  be 
wrong  in  the  foregoing  meagre  notes. 
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Through  the  kindness  of  Dr.  Jessopp  I  have  had  the 
pleasure  of  working  at  the  Cartulary^  of  Coxford  Priory, 
and  now  present  the  first  connected  history  of  this 
Austin  House. 
Position  of  A  comparison  of  the  incomes  of  tlie  Austin  Houses 
129^4 1636.  ^^  ^h®  Diocese  of  Norwich  in  1291  (Taxation  of 
Pope  Nicholas  II.)  and  in  1535  (Valor  Ecclesiasticus) 
shows  Coxford  to  have  been  a  priory  of  considerable 
importance  quite  to  the  time  of  its  dissolution.  In 
1291  it  had  rents  in  42  parishes  and  claimed 
interest  in  9  churches,  5  manors,  and  44  parishes. 
Although  established  nearly  a  century  later  than  its 
neighbour,  Walsingham  Abbey  (1061),  it  had  almost 
double  the  rent  coming  to  the  Abbey.  From  endow- 
ments and  offerings  the  position  of  Walsingham  rapidly 
improved  until  in  1535  it  had  an  income  of  over  £650. 
Pentney  and  Westacre  had  also  grown  considerably,  and 
Coxford  was  then  left,  as  regards  revenue,  fourth  among 
the  Austin  Houses  of  the  Diocese.  The  rise  in  Pentney's 
position  was  due  to  its  peculiar  aristocratic  development: 
many  of  the  wealthy  landed  gentry  were  buried  there  and

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the  income  of  the  Hoase  naturally  increased.  Westacre 
owed  its  advance  to  the  establishment  of  a  theological 
school  and  to  the  lectures  which  were  delivered  there.

As  we  have  already  mentioned,  Coxford  Priory  in 
1291  possessed  rents  in  42  parishes.  Walsingham  from 
86  parishes  only  had  about  half  the  income  of  Coxford. 
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Evidently  the  benefactors  of  Coxford  were  both  rich  and 
liberal.  To  prevent  heavy  footnotes  when  tracing  the 
history,  we  may  consider  the  most  important  of  these  here. 
Benefactora.  From  Domesday  Book  we  find  that  the  lordship 
of  East  and  West  Rudham  was  held  by  Ralph  of 
William  de  Warenne.  In  the  reign  of  Edward  the  Confessor 
it  had  been  in  the  hands  of  a  certain  Toka,  who,  at  the 
Conquest,  was  deprived  of  the  lordship,  which  was  then 
conferred  upon  Ralph  de  Cheney,  a  follower  of  the 
Conqueror.  The  male  line  of  the  Cheneys  became 
extinct  in  the  third  generation  after  the  Conquest,  and 
the  lordship  of  Rudham  passed  to  Michael  Belet,  or 
Beleth.  This  Michael  was  cupbearer  to  Henry  II.  and 
John,  and  served  with  the  Earl  of  Warenne  at  the 
coronation  of  Queen  Alianore.  He  married  Emma, 
daughter  and  heiress  of  John  de  Cheney,  or  Querceto, 
by  whom  he  had  two  sons  and  a  daughter,  all 
benefactors  of  this  House.  Michael  was  a  judge,  and 
successively  Sheriff  of  Worcester,  Wiltshire,  Leicester- 
shire, and,  in  conjunction  with  Ralph  Qlanville,  also  a 
patron,  of  Warwickshire.  He  also  appears  as  a  Justice 
Itinerant  and  a  Tallager  in  various  counties.  Michael^ 
his  son,  paid  £100  upon  succession  to  his  father  s  estates. 
He  is  always  styled  "Magister"*  Michael  Beleth,  "oa 
account  of  his  profession  of  civilian  and  canonist."  He 
was  the  founder  of  Wroxton  Priory,  and  endowed  it 
with  the  Manors  of  Wroxton  and  Balescote.  Annora,  the 
sister  of  Michael,  married  into  the  Verdun  family,  the 
father  of  her  husband  being  Chamberlain  to  Henry  I. 
Alice,  the  sister  of  Emma  de  Cheney,  married  Geoffrey 
de  Say.  A  niece  of  the  same  Emma,  Margaret,  married 
(1)  Hugh  de  Cressy  (21  H.  II.),  a  Justice  Itinerant, 
and  (2)  Robert  Fitz  Roger,  Lord  of  Warkworth.  The 
latter  is  not  mentioned  in  the  Cartulary. 
*  The  title  <<MagiBter''  helps  to  place  several  of  the  undated  oharten. 
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Members  of  the  illustrious  family  of  de  Warenne  appear 
as  benefactors  of  Cox  ford.  The  first  Earl  was  present  at 
the  Battle  of  Hastings,  and  also  fought  against  Hereward 
at  Ely.  Later,  he  erected  castles  at  Lewes,  Reigate,  and 
Castle  Acre,  and  from  Domesday  Book,  appears  to  have 
had  land  in  12  diflferent  counties.^  He  married  Qundreda 
and  had  two  sons,  the  elder  of  whom  became  second 
Earl  of  Warenne  (ob.  1138).  The  third  Earl,  son  of  the 
second,  appears  in  the  Cartulary  (ob.  1148).  During 
the  early  part  of  the  Civil  War  he  fought  for  Matilda, 
but  seems,  later  on,  to  have  been  on  peaceable  terms 
with  Stephen.  He  had  only  one  daughter,  whose  second 
marriage  was  with  Earl  Hamelin  (ob.  1202,  mentioned  in 
the  Cartulary,  the  illegitimate  son  of  GeofFry  Plantagenet 
of  Anjou),  who  took  from  his  wife  the  title  of  the 
fourth  Earl  of  Warenne.  He  was  the  founder  of  a 
small  Priory  of  Augustinian  Canons  at  Reigate,  and 
confirmed  the  grants  made  by  the  former  Earls  to 
Lewes  Priory.  He  also  gave  property  to  Roche  Abbey, 
Yorkshire.  The  line,  continuing  to  1347,  needs  no 
further  mention  here. 

The  Uffords  are  of  considerable  interest.  The  first 
we  find  of  this  name  went  with  Edward  L  on  Crusade 
and  died  1298.  Robert,  his  son,  was  employed  in  State 
affairs  in  the  "reign"  of  Isabella  and  Mortimer,  and  had 
manors  in  Gravesend,  Costessey,  and  Burgh,  Norfolk. 

Lady  Maud  de  Toney  (or  Tonney)  also  appears  in 
the  Cartulary.  She  is  a  representative  of  a  very  old 
Norfolk  family,  and  a  descendant  of  this  Maud  was  a 
grammarian  and  a  D.D.  in  the  sixteenth  century.^ 

Others  of  note  are  Sir  Peter  de  Alto  Bosco  or  Hautboys 
(1199),  Nicholas  de  Barmere  {temp.  H.  IIL),  and  Robert 
de  Valoines  (1316).

The  Cartulary  has  furnished  most  of  the  material  for 
the  following  history  to  the  close  of  the  fifteenth  century, 
with  some  references  to  other  sources  of  information. 

Reference  to  Blomefield  or  Taylor  or  to  any  local 
guide  will  supply  the  little  that  can  be  said  about  the 
extent  and  character  of  the  ruins.  Hopes  were  enter- 
tained some  years  back  that  considerable  excavations 
would  be  made,  but  the  movement  fell  through. 

I  wish  to  express  my  warmest  thanks  to  Dr.  Jessopp, 
through  whose  encouragement  I  have  undertaken  the 
work. 

THE  CARTULARY. 

The  No.  7  is  the  earliest  charter  in  the  Cartulary.     It  is  a 

Foundation, 

1140.  confirmation    by  Witt,   3rd   Earl   of   Warenne,    who  died 

in  the  Holy  Land  in  11 48,^  of  all  gifts  bestowed  on 
the  Canons  of  Rudham  by  William  de  Cheney,  and 
is  addressed  to  Eborard,  Bishop  of  Norwich,  who  retired 
from  his  bishopric  in  1145.  Charter  No.  14  is  supple- 
mentary. By  comparison  of  these  charters  it  is  to  be 
inferred  that  about  the  year  1140  William  de  Cheney 
gave  the  two  churches  of  St.  Peter  and  St.  Mary  at 
Rudham  with  other  lands,  etc.,  to  the  endowing  and 
founding  of  a  House  of  Canons  at  Rudham,  who  there- 
upon took  possession  and,  as  appears,  demolished  or 
abandoned  St.  Peter's.  Their  Prior,  pei^haps,  was 
Matthew,  whom  Bishop  Eborard  calls  "clericus  amicus 
mens,"  and  three  other  clergymen  joined  him,  Bruno 
and  William,  who  are  described  as  holding  some  land 
of  their  own  in  Rudham,  and  who  are  styled 
"  Presbyteri,"  and  Sumerled,  who  subsequently  threw 
in   his   lot   with    them,   who   is   called  "Sacerdos."     The 

1  Nioolas'  Eist,  Fsnags,  "  Surrey."     Also  National  Biof. 
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original  brotherhood  also  included  Radulf  fiP  Wlmari 
(No.  2),  Goodwin  Scriptor,  Ailwin  fir  Alurici,^  and  Aluricus 
fir  Wlmari,  whose  lands  and  services  were  transferred  in 
No.  2  by  John  de  Cheney,  1148.  The  surrender  of 
the  property  and  the  dedication  of  it  to  pious  uses  was 
made  at  fiudham  in  the  presence  of  Eborard,  Bishop  of 
Norwich,  and  the  House  began  its  existence  as  a  House 
of  Canons  of  the  Order  of  St.  Augustine.  Meanwhile  it 
had  been  necessary  to  get  the  sanction  and  confirmation 
of  the  Pope  for  the  founding  of  the  House.  Matthew 
had  been  duly  appointed  Prior,  and  on  the  4th  of  April, 
1144,  Lucius  II.  addressed  his  confirmation  to  the 
Prior  and  Canons  of  Budham,  confirming  all  that 
Eborard  had  sanctioned  and  William  de  Cheney  had 
granted. 

The  possessions  named  are: — (1)  St  Mary's  Church; 
(2)  St.  Peter's  Church;  (3;  All  the  lay  fee  which  the 
Priests  Bruno  and  William  had  renounced;  (4)  All  the 
gardens  "  infra  fossas  eorum "  of  Freche,  Godwin,  and 
Lambert;  (5)  A  mill  with  its  fisheries;  (6)  A  ''de 
Stinela"  (sic);  (7)  All  the  land  of  Tokeswde  (Tokeswood) 
and  Stanhoh;  and  (8)  Whatever  William  de  Cayneto  or 
others  by  God's  grace  had  given  or  should  give  hereafter 
for  ever,  as  long  as  an  Order  of  Canons  obeying  the 
rule  of   St.  Augustine  should  exist  there. 

No.  1  is  the  only  grant  from  this  William,  in  which 
he  concedes: — (1)  Mill  and  fishery  at  Coxford;  (2)  Mill 
and  fishery  at  Thorp;  (3)  Half  a  wood  at  Besefen  and 
the  services  of  Godwin  and  his  brother  Uluingus  and  all 
their  land;  (4)  The  land  of  Godwin  Scriptor  (both  his 
own  and  what  he  holds  from  William);  (5)  All  the  land 
of  Almarus  de  Gaitona  which  Moyses  holds ;  and  (6)  The 
land  which  he  holds  in  Marham.

instruments.     Lucius,  the   Pope,  in  1144   addressed  "his 

beloved  sons,  Matthew,  Prior  of  the  Church  of  St.  Mary 
of  Rudham,  canons  and  lay  brothers,  present  and 
future,  professed  to  live  the  regular  life  according 
to  the  Austin  Rule."  He  confirmed  the  possessions — 
churches,  lands,  and  mills, — "  which  they  hold  justly  and 
canonically,  now  or  in  the  future,  by  the  concession  of 
pontiffs,  by  the  generosity  of  kings  or  princes,  by  the 
offerings  of  the  faithful,  or  in  other  just  ways  with 
the  favour  of  God."  He  decreed  that  it  should  be 
unlawful  "for  any  man  to  disturb  the  said  Chuixsh 
of  the  Blessed  Mary  of  Rudham,  to  take  away  its 
possessions,  to  hold  them,  to  diminish  them,  or  to  harass 
them  by  any  vexations,"  and  enjoined  that  "all  things 
belonging  to  those  for  whose  governance  and  support 
they  were  granted "  should  be  kept  "  untouched  for  their 
uses;  saving  the  authority  of  the  apostolic  see  and  the 
canonical  right  of  the  bishop  of  the  diocese.''  A  solemn 
warning  concluded  the  Bull :  "  If  therefore,  in  the  future, 
any  one,  ecclesiastic  or  secular,  shall  knowingly  strive  to 
go  against  this  charter  which  we  have  di'awn  up,  he 
shall  be  admonished  twice  or  thrice:  unless  he  shall 
correct  his  fault,  so  far  as  he  can,  with  worthy  satis- 
faction, he  shall  lack  the  dignity  of  honour,  and  shall 
know  that  he  is  accursed  before  the  divine  judge  for  the 
iniquity  which  he  has  worked,  and  shall  be  cut  off 
from  the  most  sacred  Body  and  Blood  of  our  God  and 
Lord  the  Redeemer  Jesus  Christ,  and  shall  be  under 
the  extreme  judgment  of  divine  vengeance.'* 
Early  Bishop    Eborard     retired     from    Norwich     1145,    and 

(?f Tithes      was   succeeded    by   Wm.   Turbe   in   1146.     The   Canons, 
St^^Peter^B^  on   abandoning   St.  Peter's  Church,  found  themselves   in 
conflict  with  the  tithe-payers,  who  objected  to  pay  tithes 
to  the  impropriators.     Thereupon  the  Canons  complained 
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to  the  Bishop,  who  (No.  15)  addressed  to  the  tithe-payers  a 
prompt  mandate  to  pay  their  tithes  to  the  Canons  on 
pain  of  excommunication.  There  seem  to  have  been 
two  mandates  required,  of  which  No.  16  is  the  earlier 
and  No.  15,  being  more  peremptory,  the  later. 

In  all  probability  about  this  time  conflicts  arose  with 
the  Monks  of  St.  Faith's  (x  21)  and  the  Monks  of 
Acre  (x  25).  In  the  former  case  the  Prior  of  St.  Faith's 
unsuccessfully  claimed  a  third  part  of  the  tithes  of 
St.  Peter,  and  in  the  latter  case  the  Canons  of  Rudham 
paid  a  yearly  rent  for  the  property  of  Castle  Acre  in 
Rudham.  To  No.  x  21  the  cross  is  affixed,  and  the  full 
list  of  witnesses  is  given.  In  the  case  of  x  25,  how- 
ever, a  separate  charter  is  given  as  a  confirmation  by 
Theobald.  The  list  of  witnesses  and  the  affixed  cross  >J< 
impress  upon  one  the  peculiar  solemnity  attending  the 
grants  made  to  religious  houses. 

The  grants,  of  course,  vary  from  the  widow's  mite  to 
the  opulent  man's  all,  when  a  corrody  sufficed  for  his 
remaining  yeara.  The  ceremony  was  picturesque  and 
solemn.  Villagers  and  friends  of  rank  were  assembled  as 
near  to  the  altar  steps  as  was  permitted,  whilst  part  of, 
or  the  entire,  brotherhood  were  arranged  before  the  altar. 
The  grantor  solemnly  approached,  realising  his  privilege, 
or  confident  in  his  belief  that  the  immortal  souls  of 
those  dear  to  him  were  thus  to  have  special  care.  His 
pledge  was  solemn  and  sealed  by  the  contact  with  holy 
relics  as  he  knelt  before  the  cross.  In  such  an  atmos- 
phere we  forget  the  wiles  of  monks  and  the  discord  of 
lawsuits  which  follow. 

In  the  Cartulary  the  pledge  "  with  hands  touching  sacred 
relics"  (juravi  tactis  sacrosanctis  i)  is  not  uncommon,  but 
many    variations    appear.      The    grants   were    commonly

Chartera  There   are    six    charters   from   kings   during   the   firat 

fifty  years  of  its  history.  Two  are  from  Stephen,  of 
which  No.  10  confirms,  "in  perpetnam  elemosinam,"  the 
grants  of  William  de  Cheney,  both  what  he  had  given 
and  would  give.  As  it  happens,  William  gave  nothing  else. 
In  No.  11,  Stephen  frees  the  Priory  from  "xii  denarii" 
of  danegeld  due  from  their  land  in  Stanhoga,  an  offering 
"  pro  salute  mea  &  Matildis  regine  uxoris  mee  &  puerorum 
meorum,  &c."  Nos.  12  and  13,  from  King  Henry,  are 
interesting.  The  former  is  a  "  precipe "  that  the  Canons 
hold  their  land  in  Stanhog  by  performing  the  "rectum 
servicium"  accustomed  to  be  rendered  in  the  time  of 
Henry  I.  This  is  emphasised  in  No.  13,  and  seems  a 
direct  reversal  of  Stephen's  grant  of  the  xii  denarii  due 
from  the  land.  These  charters  illustrate,  in  a  small 
way,  (1)  that  Stephen  courted  the  Church  to  secure  his 
crown ;  (2)  that  Henry  worked  to  restore  "  the  ancient 
customs"  (c/.  struggle  with  Becket) ;  and  (3)  that,  as  is 
usual  in  all  his  charters,  he  significantly  ignores  mention  . 
of  Stephen.^  This  reversal  by  Henry  II.  to  the  customs 
of  his  grandfather  is  further  illustrated  in  Nos.  47  and 
48,  in  which  he  grants  the  right  of  a  market  to  Michael 
Beleth  (who  passes  the  privilege  on  to  the  Canons).

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"he  Market.  The  market,  then  held  on  Wednesday,  had  evidently 
been  the  privilege  of  the  Cheneys  in  the  reign  of 
Henry  I,  ''ita  bene  in  pace  libere  et  honorifice  sicnt 
antecessores  sui  (probably  the  Cheneys)  in  die  mercurii 
illud  forum  habere  solebant  tempore  H.  regis  avi  mei." 
As  usual,  the  rights  connected  with  the  market  are 
conceded,  without  which  the  privilege  would  have  been 
worthles&  They  are  conferred,  in  general  terms,  "cum 
omnibus  libertatibus  et  liberis  consuetudinibus '  ad  ipsum 
Forum  pertinent" 

No.  48  is  practically   the  same  as  No.  47  ;  *'  forum " 

is   changed    to    "mercatum,"    and   "die    Lune    cujuslibet 

septimane"  becomes  "die  Lune  singulis  septimanis." 

jttlement—       It  will   be  remembered  that  the  mill  and  fish-pool  at 

*  Thorpe   had    been    granted    (No.    1).      About    1160    this 

grant    was    confirmed    by    Sibilla    de    Cheney,    but    in 

1171     an     agreement     was     arrived     at     between     the 

Prior  and   Canons  of    Coxford   and    Roger  de   Glanville 

concerning  this  same  pool  and   mill.     As  under  the  lay 

manorial   sj^stein,  so  the   tenants  of   Church   lands  were 

compelled    to  bring  their  corn  to  the  mill   to  be  ground, 

such    an    asset    being    considerable    in    Church    finances. 

The  agreement  arrived  at  was  that   the  Canons  were  to 

pay  Roger  78.  annual   rent  as   they  did   in   the  time   of 

Matthew  (there  is  no  previous  mention  of   such  a  rent). 

Evidently  this  78.  rent  did  not  secure  absolute  right,  as 

the  mill  and  pool  were  to  be  shared.     If  from  any  cause 

the  water  should  fail,  the  miller  then  in  charge  was  to 

be  allowed  to  turn  the  water  from  the  pool  for  his  use. 

Roger  further  reserved  his  rights  of  fishing. 

dispute  The    four    years    1175 — 1179    are    concerned    with    a 

Tf^* Faith's  ^®^'y  memorable  struggle  with  the  Monks  of   St.  Faith's 

jontinued—    of    Horsham.     It    is   really  a   continuation    of   the  claim 

iTacariiu.        made  at  the  time  of   the  foundation  of  this  Priory  and 

had   evidently  been   a  matter   of  contention   during   the 
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intervening  years.  On  the  28th  of  July,  1175,  the  case 
in  dispute  was  brought  before  "Tengr"  (Stainger,  see  next 
charter,  No.  126)  and  Gaufridus,  Prior  of  Pentney,  "super 
decimis  de  dominico  monachorum  eorundem  de  Rudham." 
Judgment  was  given  in  favour  of  the  Canons  of  Rudham. 
The  Monks  of  St.  Faith's  were  to  hold  "in  perpetuum" 
from  Rudham  all  tithes,  and  if  any  of  the  lands  were 
let  out  to  farmers  (rusticis),  they  were  to  pay  20s. — 
J  mark  at  the  feast  of  St.  Michael,  J  mark  at  the 
Annunciation  of  St.  Mary,  and  ^  mark  at  Pentecost. 
Nothing  is  now  heard  for  just  over  four  years,  when 
the  final  blow  is  given  to  this  wrangling  and  litigation 
by  the  judgment  of  Magister  VacaHvs^  in  September, 
1179.  The  case  is  thus  given:— "The  Monks  of  St.  Faith's 
of  Horsham  to  all  the  faithful  in  Christ,  greeting.  We 
wish  it  to  come  to  the  notice  of  all  that  the  case  between 
our  church  and  the  Church  of  the  Canons  of  Rudham, 
*de  dominio  nostro,'  in  the  village  of  Rudham,  by  our 
common  consent  was  tried  in  the  presence  of  Magister 
Vacarius,  appointed  by  the  Pope,  and  lias  been  settled 
in  the  same  form  in  which  it  was  previously  drawn 
up  between  our  priors  R.  and  B.,  and  in  the  presence 
of  the  judges  Stainger,  Archdeacon  of  the  Church  of 
Norwich,  and  Gaufridus,  prior  of  Pentney,  who  had 
been  delegated  by  the  Pope.  To  the  effect  that  our 
church  shall  hold  for  ever  from  the  Canons  of  Rudham 
all  tithes,  as  well  from  property  from  which  tithes  are 
accustomed  to  be  exacted  as  from  the  lands  which,  from 

1  We  find  this  great  lawyer  in  England  only  once  after  this,  in  1198, 
when  he  was  commissioned  by  Pope  Innocent  III.,  together  with  the 
Prior  of  Thurgarton,  to  carry  into  execution  in  the  North  of  England  a 
letter  touching  the  Crusade.  Most  of  his  later  work  was  done  by  the 
direction  of  the  Pope.  He  had  decided  a  marriage  suit  in  1166  at 
the  command  of  Alexander  III.;  we  find  him  in  Home  in  1171,  and 
he  now  undertakes  the  settlement  of  the  dispute  at  Gozford  in  obedience 
to  the  same  power — *'a  d&o  Papa  delegate." 
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the  day  this  compact  has  been  formed,  come  into  onr 
possession.  If,  however,  hereafter  any  of  this  land  be 
granted  to  any  person  or  persons  for  cultivation,  they 
shall  pay  205.  as  annual  rent  (nomine  pensionis)  to  the 
aforesaid  Canons  (times  mentioned).  The  Canons  shall 
receive  intact  all  tithes  both  from  property  and  land  and 
from  that  land  which  is  held  of  us  in  Eudham  for  the 
purpose  of  cultivation."  (The  above  is  practically  a 
repetition  of  x  22  in  1175).  Then  follows: — "But  since 
afterwards  law  suits  arose  on  both  sides,  mutual  peace 
has  been  restored  by  the  judgment  of  the  aforesaid 
Magister  Vacarius  with  the  full  consent  of  both  Houses 
of  Canons  and  Monks."  Sept'  1179 :  seal  affixed,  and 
then: — " Hanc  compositionem  ego  Magf  Vacarius  judex 
delegatus  ratam  habendara  sigilli  mei  impressione  con- 
firmavi  — Testibus."  In  spite  of  the  loss  of  their  case, 
the  Prior  and  Monks  of  St.  Faith's  send  greeting 
(in  X  24)  to  the  Prior  and  Canons  of  Coxford,  most 
probably  directly  afterwards,  "owing  to  their  love  for 
the  Canons  of  Coksford,  and  for  the  sake  of  peace, 
they  send  their  full  assent  and  promise  of  abidance 
thereby." 
Additional  The  Only  addition  to  the  possessions  of  the  Convent 
mentioned  in  a  Bull  of  Pope  Alexander  III,  1177, 
to  Radulfus  Prior,  is  a  fold  course  for  300  sheep  in 
Penegsti.  About  1177,  charter  No.  20,  occurs  the 
grant  of  a  certain  site  in  Manhoges.  It  is  mentioned  as 
"placeam  quandam  circumfossatam,"  for  the  purpose  of 
planting  and  reaping  (or  storing)  corn.  Permission  is 
further  given  to  remove  the  corn  without  hindrance. 
From  the  words  "ad  horrea  plantanda  et  blada  reponenda" 
it  is  not  clear  whether  we  are  to  infer  that  it  was  a 
storehouse  with  a  moat  round,  or  a  field  surrounded 
by  a  ditch  (the  latter,  I  think).  In  No.  21  Emma 
de  Cheney,  with  the  concurrence  of  her  son  Herveus, 
VOL.  XVII.]  Y 
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gives  40  acres  of  bruery  in  Twohoges  near  Ketloge, 
sloping  down  in  the  East  to  the  road  between  Coxford 
and  Sidesterne.  In  No.  x  4  she  confirms  the  grants 
already  referred  to  in  x  1  and  x  2,  and  in  No.  13  she 
grants  30  acres  for  the  maintenance  of  a  priest  (see 
account  of  impropriated  churches). 

Five  charters  are  from  Radulfus  (illegitimate  line). 
In  No.  112  he  grants  a  messuage  with  all  appurten- 
ances, and  in  No.  113  he  confesses  himself  bound  to 
pay  4s.  0|(2.  as  rent  for  land  held  in  East  Budham, 
"per  diversa  et  antiqua  feoffamenta  antecessoribus  meis 
antiquitus  facta."  Also  21d,  of  silver  for  the  fee  of  the 
falconer  (pro  feudo  falconar).  The  Prior  and  Convent 
may  distrain  upon  his  lands  for  these  amounts. 
8t.IUdegunda  There  was  evidently  an  altar  to  St.  Radegunda  at 
Coxford,  for  in  No.  101  we  find  this  same  Radulfus 
granting  an  annual  amount  of  l^lb.  wax  ''ad  honorem 
See  Radegundis," ^  and  the  grant  is  made  "coram  altari 
ejusdem  Virginis." 

An  exchange  of  small  pieces  of  land  takes  place 
between  Radulfus  and  the  Canons,  the  reason  probably 
being  to  bring  their  scattered  plots  into  union.  Other 
instances  of  similar  nature  are  scattered  over  the 
Cartulary  (see  account  of  services). 

The  grants  of  William,  son  of  Wlmarus,  comprise 
some  land  he  held  from  Michael  Beleth,  a  messuage 
in  Rudham,  3^  perches,  and   the  sale  of  1  acre. 

The  other  benefactors  of  the  first  fifty  years  are 
Rad  fir  Ric  de  Rudham,  Lefwinus  fir  Alurici  prepositi 
de   Rudham,  Rad  de   Scoy,  Will,   de   Patteslee   with   his 

^  The  presence  of  an  Anchoress  of  Coxford  is  recorded  in  1526,  and 
there  is  siill  a  group  of  cottages  there  known  as  the  Upper  Anchorage, 
whilst  another  group,  known  as  the  l^wer  Anchorage,  is  supposed  to  be 
the  site  of  the  Chapel  of  St.  Eadeganda.  It  is  probable  that  this  Chapel 
with  the  one  at  Cambridge  were  the  earliest  establishments  in  England  ol 
the  cult  of  St.  Radegunda. 
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wife  Cecilia,  Hodieruam,  Thomas  Brunig,  and  Qalfridus  fiF 
Elanuti  de  W.  Rudham.  It  is  almost  a  certainty  that 
Radulfus  clericus  de  Rudham  and  Robert  fil'  Alberti 
de  Rudham  made  grants  in  these  early  years :  and  most 
likely  the  grant  by  the  Monks  of  Binham  of  "duas 
partes  decime  terre"  (probably  |  of  tithes)  in  Rudham 
of  the  land  of  "Henricus  de  Rado  Turgisi  filii"  (aio) 
was  shortly  after  the  foundation. 

In  the  time  of  Qalfiidus  de  Say  and  towards  the  end 
of  the  century  fall  the  charters  from  Michael  Beleth. 
Apart  from  those  mentioned  in  connection  with  the 
impropriated  churches,  No.  129  alone  possesses  interest. 
In  this  Michael  Beleth,  for  the  care  of  his  soul,  &c., 
gives  to  God  and  Coxford  the  homage  and  services  of 
Radulfus  de  Lose  of  Thorp  and  his  heirs,  together 
with  a  tenement  for  the  burning  of  a  lamp  before  the 
tomb  of  his  mother  in  the  said  church.  The  tenement 
and  its  owner  passed  to  the  fJonvent  subject  to  a  charge 
of  6s.  Sd.  yearly  for  such  charges  as  they  were  liable 
to  in  respect  of  Scutage  and  other  dues. 

We  cannot  estimate  the  extent  of  most  of  these  last 
grants.  They  are  mostly  small  when  mentioned,  and  at 
other  times  are  just  referred  to  as  "pieces,"  the  boundaries 
being  given. 
Appropriated  A  matter  of  importance  to  a  religious  house  was  the 
possession  of  parochial  churches,  whose  endowments  were 
appropriated  to  the  use  of  the  Monks.  Such  sources  of 
income  were  absolutely  necessary,  but  evils  naturally 
arose  if  the  parent  house  was  negligent.  To  obviate 
this  danger,  the  appropriators  were  bound  to  appoint 
"Vicars,"  who  should  receive  a  fixed  portion  of  the 
income  approved   by  the  Bishop. 

The  earliest  appropriated  church  mentioned  in  the 
Cartulary  is  that  of  St  Margaret  de  Thorp,  given  by 
Galfridus  de  Say  and  his  wife  Alice  (x  1).     The  charter 
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is  addressed  to  John  of  Norwich,  and  as  there  were 
two  bishops  of  the  same  name,  the  date  rests  between 
1175  and  1214.  No  mention  is  made  by  Pope 
Alexander  III.  in  1177  (No.  18),  but  it  must  have  been 
before  1207,  as  it  is  mentioned  by  Innocent  (x  8). 
As  this  grant  is  confirmed  by  Michael  Beleth  and  Emma 
de  Cheney  (x  4)  it  must  thus  fall  shortly  after  1177. 

This  church  was  granted  by  Galfridus  in  order  that  a 
lamp  might  be  burnt  before  the  tomb  of  his  wife  Alice. 
It  is  in  connection  with  this  church  that  the  grant 
(No.  129)  was  made  by  Michael  Beleth  (see  above).  In 
No.  132  we  find  a  "convencio*'  between  Herbert  the  Prior 
and  the  Canons  of  Coksf  ord  and  John  the  Priest  of  Thoi-p, 
the  Convent  conceding  freedom  of  serving  the  priestly  office 
in  the  chapel  built  by  Emma  de  Cheney  at  Thorp,  the 
Priest  to  be  presented  to  the  Prior  and  Convent  of 
Rudham,  who  are  to  be  judges  of  his  being  a  **pei*sona 
idonea."  All  offerings,  of  whatever  kind,  made  to  the 
priest  or  at  the  altar  are  to  be  handed  over  to  the 
Canons  without  diminution  ....  except  such  offerings  as 
Emma  de  Keinei,  or,  after  her  death,  her  heir,  may 
choose  to  give  "per  manum  propriam."  This  chapel,  as 
appears  from  the  preceding  charter,  was  built  by  Emma 
on  the  north  side  of  St.  Margaret's  Church,  Thorp,  to 
the  honour  of  the  Virgin  Mary,  and  was  endowed  by 
her  with  30  acres,  etc.,  for  the  maintenance  of  a  priest, 
she  retaining  the  patronage  for  herself  and  heirs — ''  Ita 
quod  se  mortuo  vel  translato  vel  ad  religionem  transeunte 
alius  ad  idem  officium  peragendum  per  electionem  meam 
&  hered  meorum  ....  substituetur." 

About  the  same  time  the  Priory  received  from  Mich. 
Beleth  the  Mediety  of  Bradefeld,  or,  as  appears  from 
No.  X  16,  St.  Giles  of  Bradefeld.  It  was  confirmed  by 
Mich.  Beleth  (x  3),  by  Emma  (x  4),  by  John,  Bishop  of 
Norwich  (x  6),  and  by  John  (probably  the  same  Bishop) 
in  No   60. 
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The  third  acquisition  of  this  character  was  the  Church 
of  St  Mary  of  Hohewia,  "cum  omii  per?,"  in  pure  and 
free  alms.  The  charter  is  addressed  to  John  of  Oxford, 
Bishop  of  Norwicli,  from  Peter  de  Altobosco  and  his 
wife,  consequently  falling  about  1199.  In  consideration 
of  this  grant,  the  Prior  and  Convent  renounce  all  claim 
to  the  Church  of  Tottingeton  and  to  *'  decimas  feni  et 
marisci  de  Hobuisse  &  de  redditu  hominum  de  Hobuisse 
et  de  Molendino  de  Pikenild  excepta  decima  de  exclusis 
ipsius  molendini." 

In  1245  we  find  the  proceeds  of  this  church  were 
declared  by  Bishop  Calthorpe  to  be  devoted  to  the  work 
of  hospitality  then  being  admirably  practised  by  the 
Canons  of  Coxford  (x  14).  In  1279,  however,  we  see 
the  other  side  of  impropriation  (No.  454),  for  a  certain 
Robert  Banyard  complains  that  the  office  of  priest  is 
not  being  competently  filled. 

By  1207  the  Church  of  St.  MaHe  de  Gosdonie  (sic) 
in  Norwich  had  been  added  (Pope  Innocent). 

Early  in  the  thirteenth  century,  about  1203,  Witts 
Rufus  de  Northampton,  with  the  consent  of  Margaret, 
his  wife,  gives  the  Church  of  Houton  (St.  Martin,  x  16), 
"cum  pertinenciis,"  for  the  upkeep  of  poor  brethren  who 
go  there — "  ita  quod  prefata  ecclesia  tantum  in  usus 
pauperum  et  in  nullos  alios  usus  convertetur.''  The  father 
gi'ants  to  "  the  Canons  of  Rudham,"  whilst  his  son  Martin 
(x  11)  confirms  to  "William  &  Canons  of  Coxford." 
This  appropriation  was  again  confirmed  in  1227  by  a 
Thomas,  Bishop  of  Norwich,  and  again  in  1237  by  Pope 
Gregory  IX.,  together  with  the  moiety  of  Buimham  St  Mai-y 
or  Weatgate,  The  above  Thomas  of  Norwich  confirmed 
this  acquisition  in  1235 — "Medietatem  ecclie  See  Marie 
de  Burnham  ....  habendam  in  proprios  usus  &  perpetuo 
possidende  salva  honesta  et  competenti  ministracione." 
No.   368  in  the   Cartulary,   headed   ''Incipiunt  carte  de 
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■    Burnham,"  furnishes   us   with   the   first  three   chaplains, 
entered  in  the  following  form: — 
Matthew  Gap 
Henry  Cap  WiU.  Cap 

The  Church  of  Beo^merey  "que  est  de  advocacione 
dileetornm  filiorum  Pr.  &  Convent  de  Coxford,"  is 
mentioned  in  No.  x  17,  and  the  following: — "Videlicet 
concessi  ad  hospitalitatem  dicte  domus  de  Cokf 
augmentandam  prefatam  ecclesiam  de  Bennere/'  The 
"advocatio"  is  transferred  to  Coxford  in  Nos.  317 — 322 
inclusive. 

One  side  of  medieval  life  is  certainly  not  "  dry  as  dust," 
as  we  wade  through  these  charters  of  monkish  Latin. 
The  country  gradually  loses  its  hedges  as  the  abuttals 
are  carefully  recited  for  even  the  smallest  grants,  and 
the  old  field  names  help  to  complete  the  picture  of  rural 
scenery.  Most  of  these  field  names  are  now  quite  lost, 
and  one  asks  in  vain  for  Eldemoderaker,  Longlond, 
Upgate,  Rok,  Cockerelesland,  Winduhlnedick,  Kidehage, 
Litesmanespit,  and  Muceleaker, — and  perhaps  it  is  as 
well.  It  is  only  natural  that  such  names  as  Gorelond 
and  Longlond  sliould  die  out  with  the  abolition  of  the 
old  field  system. 
Character  of  The  P'i^iory,  1200 — 1260. — By  a  comparison  of 
yean.  No.  X  14,   a   charter   of   Bishop   Calthorpe,   and   an   ad- 

monitory epistle  from  Archbishop  Peckham  (circa  1300), 
we  infer  that  this  House  was  in  a  healthy  condition 
until  the  middle  of  the  thirteenth  century,  from  which 
time  its  decline  must  be  dated.  As  we  have  already 
seen,  most  of  the  impropriated  churches  were  added  in 
the  first  half  of  the  century.  During  the  same  period 
the  Hospital  was  established  for  the  upkeep  of  thirteen 
poor  brethren,  and,  further,  the  School  at  Coxford 
attained     to     such    a    degree    of     celebrity,    that     the 
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jealousy  of  the  Norwich  School  was  excited.  The  Calen- 
dar is  safficiently  full  to  show  the  steady  growtli  of 
the  Priory,  and  it  is  only  necessary  to  introduce  here 
such  charters  as  preserve  the  continuity  and  those  of 
special  interest. 

The  century  opens  with  the  grants  of  Thomas 
de  Matelaske  to  the  extent  of  7  acres,  28.  2d.  in  rents, 
and  the  "homagium"  of  William,  Priest,  of  Hellas 
de  Fer,  and  Johes  fil*  Ilwani,  who  together  grant  some 
unspecified  lands,  and  of  Radulfus  le  Nevu  (nephew)  to 
the  extent  of  19  acres, 
rhe  EsUb.        About    the    same    time    [temp.    Johannis    refifisl    the

he  Hospital.  Hospital  was  established  and  endowed.  In  very  many 
cases  hospitals  were  independent  of  any  but  the  Bishop's 
supervision,  and  often  served  as  the  foundations  of 
monasteries.  The  Abbey  of  Creake,  established  1206, 
appears  to  have  been  founded  on  the  site  of  an  earlier 
hospital,^  and  the  Priories  of  Beeston  and  Hempton  were 
certainly  at  firat  hospitals.  This  was  not  the  case  with 
Coxford.  The  hospital  of  Coxford,  or  rather  Boycodes- 
wade,  was  founded  rather  more  than  fifty  years  after 
the  establishment  of  the  Parent  House.  It  is  impossible, 
with  our  present  material,  to  locate  the  position  of  this 
hospital;  even  the  name  has  died  out. 

Taylor  {Index  Monasticus)  gives  the  date  of  the 
establishment  of  the  hospital  as  1181,  but  Blomefield 
{History  of  Norfolk)  as  16th  John.  The  latter  date 
supports  our  calculations  about  the  Cheney  family,  and 
the  formal  establishment  by  Prior  William  conveniently 
follows.  In  that  year  Herveus  Beleth  gave  and  con- 
firmed to  Qod,  St.  Mary  and  the  Canons  of  Coxford, 
"  manerium  meum  de  Rudham  cum  omn  libertatibus .... 
scilicet  in  Qeitun  et  Marham  et  Sidersteme  et  Croft  et

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Bermere,"  for  the  upkeep  of  the  Hospital  at  Boytildes- 
wade  (sic),  and  for  the  purpose  of  maintaining  there  a 
chaplain  "in  habitu  seculari."  In  the  next  charter  the 
liberties  are  expanded — "  scit  cum  mensuf  et  soca  et  saca 
thol  &  theam  &  infangthef  ac  cum  quietancia  de  Syria 
&  Hundred  et  de  Wapentac  placitis  &  querelis  &  omn 
excepto  murdro.** 

Nos.  63,  54,  55,  and  56  are  confirmations  by  Ema  (sic) 
de  Keynei,  Mag.  M.  Beleth,  Galfridus  de  Say,  and  Witt 
Earl  Warenie  of  the  above  manor. 
Character  of      No.   57    is    an  "inspeximus"  of    King    Edward  (1285) 
Work.  of  the  above  in  Nos.  51   and   52.     The  character  of   the 

hospital  and  scope  of  its  work  are  fully  expressed  by 
Prior  William  in  No.  58:— **To  all  the  sons  of  the 
Holy  Mother  Church  who  may  see  these  letters,  William, 
the  humble  minister  of  the  Church  of  St.  Mary  of  Rud- 
ham,  and  the  whole  assembly  of  the  same  place,  greeting. 
Let  it  be  known  to  you  all  that  we  are  by  full  agreement 
and  full  assent  bound  to  provide,  set  forth,  and  maintain 
the  Hospital  House  of  poor  brethren  which  Dominus 
Herveus  Belet  founded  and  constituted  on  the  west  of 
Boytodeswade  for  ever  in  this  manner: — To  wit,  that 
thirteen  beds  in  this  house  with  the  same  number  of 
poor  people  be  provided  and  sustained  in  perpetuity. 
Each  shall  have  daily  a  loaf  sufficient  for  his  sustenance, 
yet  so  that  one  loaf  made  from  wheat  and  another  from 
barley  shall  be  distributed  to  every  two  (inter  duos  et 
duos).  And  among  two  there  shall  be  one  measure 
containing  a  gallon  of  ale  for  the  day's  drink,  the 
infirm  brethren  to  receive  of  the  better  ale  of  the 
Canons,  the  sound  brethren  to  drink  of  the  ale  given  to 
guests.  There  shall  be  served  one  dish  of  fish  or  flesh 
or  something  else  according  to  the  requirements  of  the 
season  of  the  year.  The  priest  ministering  in  secular 
habit,  or  he  who  has  the  charge  of   the  House  whether

priest  or  not,  must,  both  in  food  and  necessaries,  be 
provided  for  as  the  Canons  of  our  House  at  our  table. 
The  servants  of  the  House  are  to  be  treated  as  free 
servants,  both  in  refresli merit  and  wages.  In  the  event 
of  the  priest  dying  from  infirmity  or  being  removed 
for  some  other  just  cause,  we  shall  diligently  within 
fifteen  days,  without  delay  and  negligence,  institute 
another  in  his  place  to  minister  similarly  in  secular 
habit,  so  that  the  office  for  the  living  and  the  dead 
'in  capella  See  Andree  Apostoli'  there  constituted  may 
be  celebrated  daily  without  intermission.  We  command 
that  this  be  kept  strictly  for  ever  so  that  whatever 
shall  have  been  given  to  the  Hospital  or  bequeathed 
or  conferred  or  brought  together  from  any  impulse  of 
charity,  by  our  counsel  and  disposal,  together  with  the 
counsel  of  the  chaplain  or  the  warden,  shall  be  turned 
to  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  House.  Further,  that  if 
tlie  wealth  of  this  House  increases,  the  number  of  poor 
brethren  shall  similarly  increase.  This  we  command  to 
be  the  form  *in  perpetuum,'  which  is  to  remain  unalter- 
able, and  we  will  excommunicate  any  one  proceeding 
against  it  to  its  undoing."  Here  follow  date,  seal  and 
general  conditions. 
PoBBessions  The  only  further  possessions  of  the  hospital  mentioned 
Hospital.  ^^  ^^^^  Cartulary  are  the  following: — Petrus  fiJ  Qalfridi 
gives  to  the  Hospital  of  Coxford  20  acres  with  all 
appurtenances  and  a  messuage  in  Rudham.  Richard  of 
East  Rudham  gives  to  the  Hospital  of  St.  Andrew  of 
Coksford  a  piece  of  land  in  East  Rudham,  and  Osbertus 
fit  Rogeri  de  Stratesete  gives  to  W.  Prior  de  Coksford 
all  his  land  and  tenement  in  Bamburg  *'  ad  sustentacionem 
quinquei  pauperum"  in  the  Hospital  at  Boytedeswade. 

^  The  effect  of  this  provision  is  obscure.     Was  it  for  the  better  main- 
tenance of  fire  out  of  the  established  number  of  thirteen  ? 
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In   1491   Robert  Sharington,  Chaplain,  left   money  to 
every  indigent  peraon  in  the  Hospital. 

The  Valor  of  1535  places  its  annual  value  at  £20^; 
£5.  6^.  8d.  went  to  the  chaplain  for  celebrating  "in 
domo  elemosinam  (?)  apud  Boytildeswade  pro  anima 
Hervei  Beleth  funda?  ejusd  dom,"  and  £12.  3«.  4d.  for 
the  support  of  12  poor  brethren.  The  Hospital  dis- 
appeared at  the  dissolution. 
Service.  In  connection  with   No.   82   we   must  briefly  consider 

the  services  due  from  lands  and  property  granted  to 
religious  houses.  From  tlie  above  charter  we  see  that 
Nicholas  fir  Qalfridi  de  Aula  binds  himself,  on  receipt 
of  the  land  which  was  held  by  Wytherpin  "in  Villenagip," 
to  perform  faithfully  all  services  and  customs  due  from 
the  aforesaid  land,  "quamcito  vero  ego  vel  heredes  mei 
servicia  et  consuetudines  que  ad  eandem  terram  pertinent 
subtraximus  ex  raalicia  vel  non  fecerimus  liceat  eis<lem 
priori  et  conventui  predictam  terram  ingredi  et  tenere." 
On  this  condition  only  is  he  to  hold  his  land.  Charter 
No.  353  is  of  a  different  character.  It  is  observable  as 
being  an  instance  of  land  subject  to  villein  services  being 
leased  to  a  freeman  who  binds  himself  and  his  heirs  to 
perform  the  services  or  have  them  properly  rendered. 
In  No.  97  we  see  another  variation.  Radulfus  Mus 
de  East  Rudham  gives  a  piece  of  land  at  a  rent  of  1^(2. 
at   the   three    terms   Mich.,  Purif.,  and   Pent.,  which   tlie

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Prior  and  Convent  could  demand  from  him,  or  the 
Hospital  as  representing  him.  Clearly  this  reserved 
rent,  like  that  in  the  previous  charter,  is  an  equivalent 
for  the  services  due  from  the  tenant  of  the  land  to  the 
lord  of  the  fee.  Often  the  tenement  and  its  owner 
passed  to  the  Convent  or  lord  subject  to  a  payment 
annually  for  such  charges  as  they  were  liable  to  in 
respect  of  scutage  or  other  impost  as  we  see  in  No.  129, 
where    Michael    Beleth    grants   ''homagium   &   servicium 

Radi  de  Lose  de  Thorp  et  hered cum  toto  tenemento 

....  solvendo  inde  dictis  Priori  &  Canon  dimidiam 
marcam  (6a.  Sd.)  argenti  ad  tres  terminos  anni  ....  pro 
omnibus  serviciis  consuetudinibus  et  exactionibus." 

As  we  have  referred  to  scutage,  it  will  be  interesting 
to  notice  the  distribution  of  the  tax  among  the  tenants. 
No.  274  is  a  good  example : — "  et  eidem  Willo  pro  scutag 
cum  venerit  1  ob  .  .  .  .  et  Nicho  vicario  predicto  1  ob. 
pro  roda  terre  predicta  de  eo  empta  &  J(i.  pro  scutag." 
Also  to  Thomas  de  Bellafago  for  the  1^  acres  and  the 
J  rood  "  quas  ab  eodem  Thoma  emi  ....  2d  &  ^  scutag 
quando  venerit."  This  is  a  much  fuller  example  than 
most,  but  the  provision  is  often  made. 

About  1210  the  revenue  of  the  Priory  is  increased 
by  the  grants  of  Adam  Witherpin,  Witt  Chamberlin, 
Agnes  Wade,  Alice  and  her  sisters,  Nicholas  de  Aula, 
Witt  de  Ferariis,  and  Qalfridus  Pigiun.  Of  the  Bermere 
grants,  six  are"  connected  with  the  Church  of  Bermere, 
the  rest  comprising  rents  to  the  value  of  56d,  and  the 
land  to  the  extent  of  116  acres  7  perches  (60,  8,  10,  8, 
30  acres,  7  perches),  one  piece  not  specified,  two  messu- 
ages and  crofts,  a  part  of  another  messuage,  and  a 
certain  bruery. 

Charter  108  (circa  1210)  is  important  for  the  rights 
of  the  Commoners.  ^'The  whole  assize  rests  upon  the 
extent    to    which    the    commons    are    the    property   of 
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the  people  aud  is  a  case  such  as  might  arise  at  the 
present  day."^ 

An  assize  was  held  to  decide  if  Rayner  Prior  of  Coxford 
and  Richard  le  Messer  of  Estgate  unjustly  disseised 
Adam  Withei-pin  of  East  Budham  of  common  land  in 
East  Rudham  which  pertained  to  his  free  tenement 
in  that  place.  Also  whether  they  disseised  him  "de 
communia  in  1500  acris''  in  fallow  time  "in  tempore 
Warecti  a  gula  Augusti  usque  ad  Purif  Be  Marie,"  and 
also  of  100  acres  of  bruery  throughout  the  year.  The 
Prior  appears  and  avers  as  to  the  bruery  that  he  found 
the  Church  of  Coxford  seised  of  the  aforesaiil  common 
in  its  own  severalty.  As  to  ''predictam  terram  et  moram 
(moor) "  which  Adam  has,  no  common  belongs  to  it. 
The  Prior  also  says  that  Adam  has  acquired  his  land  in 
pieces — "per  minutas  particulas  scilicet  per  acras  dimid 
acras  et  rodas."  This  seems  to  imply  that  no  common 
rights  went  with  small  holdings  of  that  size.  He  also 
says  that  neither  Adam  nor  any  "feofator  suus"  ever 
was  in  possession  of  the  common. 

An  assize  was  also  held  to  enquire  whether  Prior 
Rayner,  Brother  Robert  of  Dereham,  and  Adam  le  Messer 
did  unlawfully  disseise  him  "de  communia  piscarie 
sue."  The  Prior  and  the  others  as  before  appear  and 
plead  as  in  the  case  of  the  bruery.  Both  cases  are 
adjourned  to  Diss,  *'in  crastino  Epiph."  When  the  day 
of  the  adjournment  arrived,  the  Jurors  say  that  the 
Prior  did  find  his  church  seised  **de  communia  in 
predictis  bruera  terra  et  mora  exceptis  ducentis  acris 
terre  predicte  in  suo  separali."  Moreover,  that  Adam 
**  communicasse  in  eisdem,"  and,  as  to  the  200  acres,  that 
Adam  "communicare  solebat  in  eisdem  ratione  cuiusdam 
villenagii  quod  tenuit  in  villa  de  predicto  priore  &  non

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aliter  .  .  .  ."     Adam   is   thereupon   adjudged   "  in  misera- 
cordia"  for  a  false  claim. 

The  history  now  runs  on  rather  monotonously  to 
1230.  In  the  intervening  years  the  Priory  received 
grants  from  Thomas  le  Moyne,  Thomas  Mercator,  Richard 
and  Nicholas  Ringolf,  and  William  Count  Warenne.  Among 
the  grants  from  Paganus  de  Taterford  is  the  right  of 
fishing  in  the  mill  pool  at  Taterford,  of  collecting  rushes 
in  the  vicinity,  and  the  rights  which  pertain  "ad  batillum 
in  exeundo  ab  aqua  et  aquam  intrando." 

No.  272  is  an  instance  of  the  richer  of  two  sharers 
in  a  fold  at  last  buying  up  the  poorer,  as  usually 
happens, — '*illam  videlicet  medietatem  falde  cujus  aliam 
medietatem  dicti  ecclia  et  canonici  habent,  &c." 
10^6^1287  According  to  Blomefield,i  the  first  fair  belonging  to 
the  Priory  was  established  in  Rudham  1226,  and  it  is 
further  stated  that  this  fair,  held  quite  to  recent  times, 
took  place  on  the  Feast  of  St.  Thomiaa  of  Ganterbui*y] 
that  it  was  confirmed  in  35  Hen.  III.,  and  that  in  the 
3rd  and  15th  Edw.  I.  a  second  yearly  fair  was  granted 
on  the  vigil  and  day  of  St  Matthew  tfie  Apostle. 
The  Charter  Rolls  place  the  date  of  the  establishment 
of  the  first  fair  in  1227,^  on  the  Feast  of  the 
Translation  of  St.  Thomas  of  Canterbury^  thus  con- 
firming Blomefield  in  the  time  of  the  year;  the  second 
fair  is  given  as  1251,'  on  the  Feast  of  St  Barnabas. 
The  Cartulary  in  no  way  clears  up  the  above  disagree- 
ment regarding  the  dates  when  granted  and  the  times 
of  the  year  when  they  were  held.  In  No.  49,  King  John 
grants  to  Herveus  Beleth  a  yearly  fair  on  the  eve  of  the 
Feast  of  St  Matthew,  and,  in  No.  63,  dated  28  March, 
1251,    a   yearly    fair    is    given,    or    confirmed,    on    their

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Manor  of  Rudham  "in  vigilia  et  in  die  et  in  crastino 
Scl  Barnabe  Apli  nisi  feria  ilia  sifc  ad  nocamenfcum 
viciuarum  feriarum."  The  final  words  imply  that  it  was 
distinct  from  the  previous  gi'aut,  and  this  conjecture  is 
supported  by  the  Charter  Boll,  both  regarding  date  and 
time  of  year.  The  following  seems  the  most  satisfactory 
solution  of  the  question  of  dates: — That  John's  grant  to 
Herveus  Beleth  was  transferred  to  the  Priory  in  1226, 
and  that  the  second  fair  was  granted  in  1251,  and 
successively  confirmed  on  the  3rd  and  15th  Edw.  I.  The 
variations  in  the  times  of  liolding  the  fairs  can  also 
be  partially  accounted  for.  The  Feast  of  St.  Matthew, 
held  on  September  21st,  might  see  the  harvest  not  yet 
finished  in  a  late  year,  while  the  fair  would  probably 
be  spoilt  by  older  established  Michaelmas  fairs  in  the 
neighbourhood,  if  such  there  were.  Further,  the  "Trans- 
lation" of  the  body  of  St.  Thomas  to  the  new  shrine  at 
Canterbury  in  1220  gave  a  fresh  impulse  to  the  cult. 
Thus  in  1224  a  hospital,  under  the  immediate  patronage 
of  the  Bishop,  was  dedicated  to  the  Saint  at  Bee  or 
Billingford  in  Norfolk  (ten  miles  or  so  from  Coxford). 
The  popularity  of  the  cult  and  the  Feast  of  the  Trans- 
lation being  kept  on  July  7th,  a  date  which  perhaps  fell 
conveniently  between  "haysel"  and  harvest,  together 
effected  the  change  which  had  evidently  taken  place 
in  1226.  This  would  consequently  bring  the  fair 
of  St.  Barnabas  too  near  to  that  of  St.  Thomas 
(June  11th — July  7  th),  and  the  change  of  the  former 
to  September  21st  would  naturally  follow. 

The  rights  to  a  fair  were  jealously  guarded.  Fairs  were 
generally  established  by  virtue  of  the  King's  grant, 
though  in  certain  cases  the  right  was  claimed  through 
immemorial  usage.  If  one  set  up  a  fair  without  either 
of  these  claims,  a  writ  of  "quo  warranto"  lay  against  him, 
and  those  frequenting  it  were  also  punished.     The  Court 
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of  Piepoudre  regulated  all  matters  arising  in  the  fairs,^ 
and  anyone  selling  goods  after  the  expiration  of  the 
fair  time  incurred  a  fine  double  the  value  of  the  goods 
sold.*  Of  the  importance  of  the  Coxford  fairs  I  am 
able  to  gather  no  information,  but  that  of  St.  Faith's, 
already  referred  to  and  chiefly  devoted  to  the  sale  of 
horses,  was  one  of  the  most  important  in  England. 

In  1230  the  Canons  were  again  involved  in  litigation,  a 
dispute  having  arisen  between  them  and  the  Monks  of 
Thetford  about  the  use  of  the  fishery  between  Snarishille 
and  Kilverdestun.  The  composition  arranged  was  as 
follows: — The  Prior  and  Canons  of  Coxford  demise  to 
the  Prior  and  Monks  of  Thetford  all  right  in  the  said 
fishery,  to  be  held  of  them  in  perpetual  farm  at  a 
rent  of  88.  yearly  at  the  four  terms  arranged.  In 
default  of  payment  at  the  right  time,  a  penalty  of  la. 
was  to  be  exacted.  In  connection  with  the  swans,  it 
continues  "Ita  etiam  quod  predictus  Prior  &  Canon  de 
Cokf  habebunt  cignos  suos   manentes   et    nidificantes    in 

aqua  dee  piscarie et  (as  in  the  above  case  oL  Pagauus) 

si  opus  fuerit  in  dicta  aqua  ad  herbam  suam  &  arundinem 
colligendum  et  ad  cignos  suos  procurandos  sine  aliqua 
piscacione." 

In  1233  a  final  concord  was  efiected  between 
William  Prior  and  Magister  Michael  Beleth  concerning 
the  homage  and  service  of  Roger  de  Cressy,  arising 
from  property  in  West  Rudham.  The  Prior  claimed 
the  fee  in  dispute  for  himself  and  the  Church  by 
reason  of  the  Manor  of  West  Rudham  which  they  had 
"ex  dono  Huicii  (sic)  Beleth,"  brother  of  the  aforesaid 
Michael.  Michael  said  the  right  was  his  and  was  never 
due  to  the  Prior  (et  inde  idem  Mich,  dicebat  se  jus 
habere  in  predicto  honmgio  et  servicio  eo  quod  predictus

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Prior    anquam    seysinam    inde    habuerat),    evidently    a 
very  bald   quibble.      Magister  Michael   Beleth   renounces 
all    claim    on    receipt    of    11    marks    of    silver.     Roger 
Cressi  appears  in  court  and  acknowledges  that  the  land 
in    question    was    given    by    his    ancestors    "in    liberum 
maritagium  ab  aiitecessoribus  ipsum  {sic)  Michaelis/'  and 
that  all  homage  and  service  was  due  from  him. 
Soittered         Charter  No.  45  is  rather  diflScult  to  understand.     Seven 
acres    are   given   to  the   Priory  saving  one   piece  which 
lies    at    Qolecrundel    near    the    Coxford    lands,   another 
piece    at    Hartoge    near   the    Coxford  lands,   a   third   at 
Burgate  near  the  Coxford  lands,  a  fourth  at  Creshogdale 
near  the  Coxford  lands,  and  another  at  Salteresloth  near 
the  Coxfoi'd  lands.     What  can  have  been   the  object   of 
these    reservations    near    Coxford    lands    is    not    clear. 
Possibly  such  pieces  account   for  Charters  Nos.  64,   70, 
and    105,  though    I    am    not   able    to   connect    them,  in 
which    it   appears    that    attempts   were    being   made   by 
the   Convent   to   bring   their  scattered   plots  into  unity. 
Possibly  ihe  above  reserved   pieces   were   acquired   later 
though  not  specially  specified. 
SetUement       In    1240    an    interesting   case    arises    with    the    Nuns 
Nuns  of   Bungay,  a  house   of  considerable   importance   at   this 

at  Bungay,  y^^     rp j^^  charter  opens :— "Universis  fidelibus . . .  S.  Prior 

de  Penteneya  salutem  in  dno,  Mandatum  dm  legati  sus-  , 

cepinius  in  his  verbis  Otto  miseracione  diviua  ScI  Nicholai  I 

in   carcere  Tulliano   diaconus   Cardinalis   apostolice  sedis  ' 

legatus  discreto  viro  Priori  de  Penten  Norwic  dioc  salin 
in  dnd."  The  dispute  is  concerning  certain  tithes  taken 
by  the  Nuns  of  Bungay  from  the  lands  of  the  dependent 
Church  of  St.  Margaret  de  Thorp  [1  ac.  1  ro.,  1  ac.  3  ro., 
2  ac.  1  ro.,  6  ac.  i  ro.,  1  ac,  3  ac.,  10  ac,  4  ac.  = 
29  ac  IJ  ro.].  A  survey  of  the  land  having  been  made 
in  the  presence  of  an  arbiter,  a  composition  was 
made    to    this    eflTect: — The    Nuns   are   to    pay    for    the 
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aforesaid  tithes  20d.  a  year  to  the  Priory  of  Coxford 
[lOd.  at  each  of  the  Synods  of  Norwich].  The  Nuns 
renounce  all  right  to  resort  to  Canon  or  Civil  law. 

The  same  year  is  memorable  for  another  dispute — that 
between  the  Schools  of  Norwich  and  Coxford.  From 
the  charter,  foL  59b,  it  appears  that  Coxford,  like  West- 
acre,  had  been  making  considerable  strides  in  educational 
work,  most  probably  to  the  detriment  of  the  Norwich 
School,  and  the  advantage  of  the  Coxford  House;  hence 
the  Norwich  School  claimed  Coxford  as  a  tributary, 
demanding  complete  supervision  in  the  matter  of  teachers. 
The  case  is  given  as  follows : — 

"In  the  presence  of  Magister  Hervey  of  Fakenham  at 
the  Consistory  Court  at  Norwich.  Upon  this  matter, 
that  Magister  Vicentius  of  Scarning,  then  master  of  the 
Schools  of  Norwich,  has  asserted  that  the  Schools  of 
Rudham,  near  Coxford,  are  tributaries  of  the  Schools 
of  Norwich;  that  no  master  ought  to  rule  there  unless 
by  the  permission  of  the  Norwich  Schools."  At  length 
the  decision  was  arrived  at  by  the  Venerable  W.  de 
Raeleg  (Ralegh),  Bishop  of  Norwich,  with  the  agreement 
of  Mag'  Vicentius  and  the  lord  Prior  and  assembly  of 
Coxford: — "That  faithful  and  trustworthy  men  had  ruled 
these  schools  during  a  long  period  and  had  passed 
through  the  schools.'*  It  was  also  agreed  "  that  the 
schools  should  be  free  and  detached  from  those  of 
Norwich  and  should  be  left  in  the  hands  of  the  Prior 
and  Canons." 

The  only  mention  in  the  Cartulary  of  one  of  the  less 
common  Monastic  Orders  is  that  in  No.  x  29,  of  the  settle- 
ment of  a  **  dissensio '*  in  1244  between  the  PHor  and 
Convent  of  Simplinghani  and  the  Prior  and  Canons  of 
Coxford,  concerning  the  tithes  of  lands  "quas  in  orto 
suo  fossato  incluserunt."

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head  of  the  Order,  for  no  piece  of  business  could  be 
settled  by  any  dependent  house  without  his  knowledge 
and  approval :  "  The  Prior  and  Convent  of  Simplingham 
de  consensu  Magistri  eiusd  Ordinis  have  renounced  all 
claim  for  tithes  in  this  land  '  pro  una  libra  cere 
solvenda  ^  ecclTe  eorum  See  Andree  de  Brunesthorp 
singulis  annis.'" 
Bishop     ^  We  conclude  this  second  sj)an  of   fifty  years  with  the 

estimate  of  charter,  X  14,  from  Bishop  Calthorpe.  It  has  been 
HospUality  Previously  referred  to  in  connection  with  the  impro- 
atCoxford.  priated  churches.  At  the  end  Dr.  Jessopp  h€U3  added, 
"The  assumption  that  hospitality  was  part  of  the 
business  of  a  house  of  Canons  is  valuable,  besides 
the  testimony  to  the  fact  that  Bishop  Calthorpe  had 
been  consecrated  in  the  February  previously  (1245). 
This  must  have  been  his  first  visitation."  This  charter 
interests  us  here  for  quite  another  reason.  It  shows 
the  Canons,  after  a  hundred  years  of  the  life  of  the 
Priory  had  passed,  keen  in  works  of  charity,  and  it 
appears  very  opportunely  as  a  contrast  to  the  letter 
of  Archbishop  Peckliam,  which  will  be  recited  at  the 
end  of  another  fifty  years  of  its  history: — 

"Walter,  by  the  Grace  of  God  Bishop  of  Norwich, 
everlasting  greeting  in  the  Lord.  Although  we  gloiy  in 
deep  love  in  all  religious  works,  nevertheless  we  specially 
hold  dear  those  enacted  in  our  own  Diocese  of  Norwich, 
when  through  love  of  hospitality  men  will  stint  and 
pauperise  themselves.  Since  then  our  beloved  sons,  the 
Prior  and  Convent  of  Coxford,  zealously  accomplishing 
all  works  in  mercy,  and  by  their  care  of  hospitality 
render  themselves  illustrious  among  all,  administering 
aid  to  the  poor  flocking  from  all  quarters,  we  concede 
to  them  the  Church  of  Hautboys,  &c.'* 

^  The  marginal  rubric  of  this  charter  has  *'  De  j  libra  cere  in  g^ardino 
de  Brunesthorp.'* 
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The  Priory,  1260 — 1300.— As  we  have  seen,  tlie 
Church  of  Bermere  was  granted  in  1252  for  the 
purpose  of  hospitality,  Tlie  charter  is  long  and  has 
much  concerning  the  Rector,  William  of  Sidesterne,  who 
had  been  in  the  school  "septera  annos  vel  fere."  About 
tlie  same  time  Simon  Chuket  and  Agnes,  his  wife,  owing 
to  their  confirmation  of  40  acres  with  appurtenances, 
are  received  with  their  heirs  "in  singulis  beneficiis  et 
orationibus  que  de  cetero  fient  in  ecca  sua  predicta  in 
perpetuum." 

There  are  two  charters  numbered  No.  410,  the  second 
being  of  considerable  grants  made  by  Rads  fit  Henr 
de  Est  Barsham  for  the  safety  of  his  soul  and  that  of 
his  wife.  They  are  as  follows. — (1)  Totam  terram  cum 
pertinenciis  in  Est  Barsham,  (2)  messuagium  cum  edificiis, 
(3;  cum  libero  tauro  et  verri,  (4)  libertatem  unius  falde,i 
(5)  Unum  molendinum  in  E.  Barsham,  and  (6)  Totum 
redditum  in  N.  Barsham.  For  these  gifts  the  Canons 
appoint  one  of  their  number  especially  to  sing  the  Missa 
defunctorum  for  him,  his  heirs  and  ancestors. 

The  long  list  of  grants  made  while  William  was  Prior  are 
quite  uninteresting,  being,  with  the  exception  of  Nos.  72, 
141,  204,  and  480,  mere  statements  of  gift  or  exchange. 

Nos.  204  and  480  have  already  been  referred  to.  In 
No.  72,   Roger   Bosse  gives  to  Prior  William  3  ac.  1  ro. 

"  quas  tenui  eisd  Canon Pro  hac  donacione dederunt 

xviij  sol.  et  relaxaverunt  mihi  &  heredibus  meis  viij'*  quos 
pro  eadem  terra  ill  is  annuatim  reddere  solebam  de 
servicio."  This  is  like  so  many  of  these  surrenders,  an 
instance  of  a  man  who  could  not  make  his  land  pay 
and  wanted  ready  money. 

No.  141  has  been  copiously  annotated  by  Dr.  Jessopp, 
and  I  have  included  the  charter  together  with  his  notes

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in  the  excerpts.  The  subject  matter  is  a  dispute  between 
Coxford  and  the  Monks  of  Acre,  the  Monks  remitting 
their  claim  "  in  mora  de  Estrudham  &  pastura  in 
eadem  mora." 
a>mpetiDg  In  1258  it  transpires  that  Symon  had  set  up  a 
market  in  Penesthorp  to  the  damage  of  the  market  of 
Coxford  in  Est  Rudham.  Symon  gives  up  the  market 
and  is  received  "  in  singulis  beneficiis  et  orationibus,  &c." 
Coxford  had  received  its  market  from  Beleth,  as  has 
already  been  mentioned,  and  as  the  market  was  an 
important  monopoly,  it  was  necessary,  when  any  new 
grant  was  solicited,  to  enquire  by  a  jury  whether  it 
would  be  to  the  damage  or  prejudice  of  the  King  or  the 
lords  of  manors  holding  existing  fairs  or  markets  in 
the  neighbourhood.^  Bracton  states  that  a  market  would 
be  a  nuisance  if  set  up  within  6f  miles  from  the  site 
of  an  existing  market.  Taking  the  ordinary  day's  walk 
as  twenty  miles  and  dividing  the  day  into  three  parts, 
the  first  to  go  to,  the  second  to  transact  business  in, 
and  tlie  third  to  return  from,  the  market,  they  deduced 
that  a  third  of  the  twenty  miles  was  the  nearest  that 
one  market  might  be  held  to  another  without  damaging 
its  value.* 

Nos.  69  and  60  furnish  illustrative  material  for  the 
subjects  of  hospitality  and  election  to  office.  The 
male  line  of  the  Cheney  family  became  extinct  in 
the  fourth  generation,  and  the  rights  of  election  of 
Prior  and  sub-officers  fell  to  Annora  [de  Querceto],  wife 
of  Walter  de  Verdun.  These  two  charters,  the  second 
of  which  is  a  Final  Concord  in  the  King's  Court,  witness 
the  transference  of  all  Annora's  rights  to  the  Prior  and 
Perhenducio.  Convent  of  Coxford.  Three  matters  are  dealt  with : 
(1)   The    riglit   of    board    and    lodging    (perhendacio),   (2)

complete  control  over  all  possessions,  and  (3)  the  election 
of  the  Prior.  The  "perhendacio"  was  becoming  a  serious 
burden  upon  religious  houses,  for  both  ladies  and  gentle- 
men could  claim  this  hospitality,  not  only  for  themselves, 
but  for  their  retinue  and  following  (including  packs  of 
hounds,^  &c.).  In  most  histories  of  religious  houses  we 
find  such  complaints  being  made.  It  is  interesting  to 
notice  that  Annora  specially  mentions  this  feature  of 
large  retinues,  and  it  is  fully  repeated  in  No.  60 — "per 
aliquam  perhendacionem  hominis  aut  equi,  canum  aut 
animalium  aut  alicujus  rei  ad  nos  pertinentis."  The 
expense  of  such  lodgings  was  evidently  recognised,  for 
she  continues,  "aliquo  modo  gravabimus  aut  gravari  per- 
mittemus."  Complete  control  over  monastic  possessions 
is  then  transferred — "habeant  liberam  administrationem 
omnium  bonorum  suoinim  mobilium  &  immobilium  infra 
prioratum  et  extra,"  This  is  slightly  expanded  in  the 
second  of  these  two — "  vel  grangiarum  terrarum  vel 
tenementorum  suorum  ad  eundem  prioratum  pertinen- 
cium  .  .  .  .  et  infra  prioratum  et  extra." 

The  matter  of  election  is  now  discussed.  Absolute 
control  is  practically  given,  Annora  simply  retaining 
part  of  the  form.  She  evidently  regards  it  as  nothing 
more,  for  she  pledges  herself  to  accept  the  decision  of 
the  Canons  "sine  dilacione  vel  impedimento  aliquo."  The 
usual  method  was  as  follows : — Those  houses  acknow- 
ledging founders  or  patrons  other  than  the  King, 
communicated  to  the  person  in  whose  hand  was  the 
"jus  patronatus"  the  death  of  their  superior,  and  sought 
permission  to  proceed  to  the  election  of  a  successor. 
"It  was  his  (the  Bishop's)  duty  to  enquire  into  the 
circumstances  of  the  election  and  to  see  whether  the 
forms  of  canonical  election  had  been  complied  with.     If

to  the  canonical  examination  of  the  elect  before  con- 
firming the  choice."  ^  Here  the  conditions  are  as 
follows : — If  Annora  or  her  heirs  are  in  England,  the 
elected  person  shall  immediately  be  presented  to  the 
Bishop  "  per  me  ipsam  vel  per  assignatum  suum "  (*'  per 
certum  attornatum*  in  No.  60).  If,  however,  she  or 
her  heirs  are  out  of  tlie  country,  then  the  presentation 
is  to  be  conducted  by  the  Canons.  For  these  concessions 
i  mark  of  silver  is  given,  and,  in  No.  60,  Annora 
and  her  heirs  are  received  "in  singulis  beneficiis  et 
orationibus,  etc." 

The  history  continues  smoothly  and  uneventfully  for 
several  years.  The  charters,  Nos.  485  and  488,  from 
Edward  III.,  1329  and  1335,  are  interesting  as 
examples  of  the  Statute  of  Mortmain  being  put  aside 
and  alienations  to  a  religious  body  permitted.  In  the 
first  instance  the  King  has  given  license  to  the  Prior 
and  Convent  of  Coxford  to  acquire  £20  yearly  in  rents 
Mortmain    and  lands  "held  of  us  *in  capite,*  the  Statute  of  Mortmain 

obstante/*    *  ^^'^^  obstante^'  therefore  we  allow ,"  and  here  follow 

the  different  benefactora  who  are  thus  allowed  to  enrich 
the  Priory.  It  concludes,  "  Moreover  we  give  license  to 
tliem  to  appropriate  and  hold  to  their  own  use  the 
Church  of  Bermere  *  que  est  de  advocacione  sua.* "  In 
the  second  case  the  concessions  are  considerable.  "Statuto 
de  terris  et  tenementis  ad  manum  mortuam  uon  ponendis 
edito  non  obstante  prout  in  literis  ipsius  patris  nostri 
predictis  planius  continetur."  The  sum  is  given  as 
1  Manor  10  Me.ssuages  and  55  acres  besides  the  reversion 
to  Alice's  messuage  and  land. 

No.    489    is    another    similar    example,    in    which    Sir 
Robert    de    Reppes   gives    license    to    John    le    Warner*

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to  alienate  to  Prior  John  of  Coxford  a  messuage  in 
Grymeston,  to  hold  "absque  ealumpnia  mei  vel  hered 
meorum  seu  Statuti  de  Religiosis  inde  confeti  (sic)" 

Several  interesting  matters  occur  in  the  time  of  Prior 
Hugo.  In  No.  230  it  seems  that  the  moat  round  the 
Guria^  of  the  Canons  was  a  subject  of  dispute.  This 
charter  settles  it  by  giving  the  moat,  14  ft.  wide  and 
the  exterior  margin  of  4  ft,  with  the  right  of  fishing, 
to  the  Canons.  This  is  confirmed  in  No.  232  by  Will. 
Pinken's  son. 

Nicholas  de  Syreford,  who  lived  about  the  same  time 
as  Will,  de  Pinken  (see  274),  grants  **  totam  peciam  terre 
in  Campis  de  Sengham  ....  ad  luminaria  sustinenda  ad 
missam  de  Sea  Maria  in  eccla  See  Marie  de  Coks  cotidie 
celebranda  pro  anima,  &c."  Will.  Pigiun,  another  bene- 
factor of  the  same  time,  grants  a  messuage  in  East 
Rudham  "cum  domibus  et  edif  in  eodem  continentibus 
simul  cum  ....,"  and  here  follow  in  full  no  less  than 
twenty-five  of  the  appurtenances.  This  same  Williani 
further  grants,  in  No.  99,  16d.  rent  in  East  Rudham  ad 
opus  sacriste. 

Cases  of  corrody  ^  are  common  in  all  monastic  rolls. . 
There  are  two  in  this  Cartulary,  the  former  in  the 
time  of  Prior  Robert,  the  latter  in  the  time  of  Hugo. 
John  of  Titleshale  surrenders  a  tenement,  conclud- 
ing his  charter  as  follows  : — **  corrodio  dudum  mihi 
per  veterem  cartam  sub  nomine  patris  mei  conceptam 
competenti   presenti    scripto   meo   expresse   renunciando."

Charter  No.  75  is  of  suflBcient  interest  to  be  translated 
almost  in  entirety: — 

This  is  the  agreement  made  between  Prior  Hugo  and 
the  Convent  of  tliat  place  (Coxford)  on  the  one  part  and 
Radulfus,  son  of  Alexander,  and  Cecilia  on  the  other 
part;  that  Radulfus  and  Cecilia  have  conceded  and  given 
on  behalf  of  themselves  and  their  heirs  to  the  aforesaid 
Prior  and  Convent  and  their  successors  all  their  land 
in  the  village  of  Est  Rudham,  together  with  gifts, 
buildings  constructed,  and  all  other  things  appertaining 
thereto,  together  with  two  acres  of  land  in  Wdedalliuge. 
For  this  concession  and  gift,  however,  the  aforesaid  Prior 
and  Convent  shall  tender  Radulfus,  during  the  whole  of 
his  life,  food  and  drink  at  the  rate  for  a  free  servant. 
The  aforesaid  Prior  and  Convent  shall  also  give  Radulfus 
and  Cecilia  a  dwelling  sufficient  for  them  "infra  situm 
de  Cokf "  during  their  life.  The  said  Cecilia  shall  officiate 
in  the  works  of  hospitality  and  shall  faithfully  answer 
"prestito  sacramento"  concerning  all  cares  and  duties 
entrusted  to  her.  She  shall  receive  daily  a  hospital 
loaf,  a  gallon  of  beer,  and  from  the  kitchen  at  the 
rate  for  a  free  servant.  And  every  second  year  she 
shall  receive  "unam  veterem  peliciam."  The  aforesaid 
Radulfus  and  Cecilia  pledge  themselves,  under  pain  of 
excommunication,  that  they  will  not  alienate  any  of 
their  property  from  the  House  of  Coxford.  When 
one  of  these  two  dies,  a  part  of  their  goods  shall  be 
turned  to  the  use  of  the  aforesaid  Prior  and  Convent, 
the  remainder  being  left  untouched;  but  on  the  death 
of  the  survivor,  the  entire  property  shall  p«iss  to  the 
Convent. 

Robert  Banyard  in  1279  accuses  the  Prior  and  Canons 
of  leaving  the  Church  of  Magna  Hautboys  vacant, 
and  further  claims  that  the  right  of  presentation  lies 
with   him.      Letters    are    received    from    the    Bishop   of 
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Norwich  discrediting  Robert's  accusation  concerning  the 
vacancy  in  the  Church,  and  he  is  then  asked  to 
state  his  grounds  for  claiming  the  "jus  advocacionis." 
He  replies  that  a  certain  Gilbert  feoffed  the  right 
to  him  ;  the  former  was  brother  of  Robert  de 
Chadeacre,  to  whom  the  right  was  given  by  Peter 
fil  Petri  de  Hautboys.^  This  is  proved  to  be  faulty, 
and  Robert  is  judged  "in  misericordia"  for  a  false 
claim, 
rho  Offspring  In  No.  354  an  arrangement  is  made  between  Will, 
de  Kerdestone  and  Robert  the  Prior  of  Coxford  concerning 
the  legal  offspring  of  villeins  of  both  sexes.  It  is  assumed 
that  children  begotten  "extra  matrim*'  are  the  property 
of  the  lord  of  the  mother.  Concerning  the  legal 
unions,  the  agreement  is  as  follows: — That  where  the 
number  of  both  male  and  female  is  equal,  an  equal 
distribution  is  to  be  effected,  with  this  provision,  that 
the  eldest  son  follows  his  father.  The  rest,  male  and 
female,  are  to  be  divided  into  equal  parts.  Also  that 
the  children  expected  and  those  coming  afterwards  shall 
be  divided  in  the  same  way,  "  unus  uni,  alter  alteri  dno." 
No.  211  is  a  similar  distribution,  all  the  ten  villeins 
being  named  (so  also  in  400,  436).  A  fugitive  villein,  or 
land  looper  as  he  was  called,  could  with  difficulty  be 
recovered  in  a  summary  way :  the  Sheriff  could  not 
detain  him  by  his  writ  of  "neifty"  if  he  chose  to 
deny  his  bondage.  The  case  would  stand  over  for  the 
Assize  or  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas.  The  writ  "de 
nativo  habendo "  was  sued  out  by  a  lord  for  the  recovery 
of  a. villein  who  had  fled  from  the  manor. 

With  a  smile  one  reads  the  charter,  No.  628  (1293). 
It  had  come  late  in  the  day,  but  the  Monks  of  Thetford 
and    Canons  of    Coxford  undertake   to  stop  all  process

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of  law.  The  old  questions  of  pool  fishing  and  reed 
collecting  are  at  length  settled,  and  for  12d  annual  rent 
the  Prior  and  Convent  of  Coxford  have  full  liberty. 
The  Monks  still  keep  hold  over  them ;  in  the  case  of 
default  in  the  payment,  the  Prior  of  Thetford  may 
proceed  "  vel  per  extractionem  exclusarium." 
Pe^ham'?  The  century  closed  (1291)  with  the  Priory  in  a 
Censure,  disastrous  condition,  and  the  ire  of  Archbishop  Peckham 
waxes  to  eloquence  as  he  rings  the  changes  upon  "days 
on  bread  and  water "  and  "  women  in  the  priory."  The 
badness  consisted,  however,  not  so  much  in  the  presence 
of  evil  as  in  the  absence  of  good — in  a  negligence  and 
indolence  which,  though  possibly  comforting  to  the 
brethren  themselves,  was  of  little  temporal  or  spiritual 
benefit  to  those  under  their  care.  The  letter  of  Arch- 
bishop Peckham  opens  with  a  general  review  of  the 
decay;  the  Prior  was  negligent  in  temporalities  and 
forgetful  of  vigils  and  other  spiritual  duties ;  the  Canons 
had  actually  been  running  with  the  dogs,  indulging  in 
elaborate  feasts,  and  had  even  been  in  the  company  of 
women.  In  fact,  the  Priory  had  become  an  object  of 
ridicule,  so  that  "the  enemy  see  her  and  laugh  at  her 
sabbaths"  (Eccl.)  (sic).  The  Archbishop  then  descends 
to  particulars,  and,  after  commenting  upon  their  lack  of 
zeal  in  collecting  domestic  rents,  he  advises  them  to 
take  unto  themselves  a  certain  Brother  John  from 
Norwich,  with  whom  they  should  take  council  in  every 
matter  of  importance.  The  subject  of  following  the 
dogs  is  then  enlarged  upon.  They  are  to  preserve  their 
dignity  and  that  of  the  Chui-ch,  by  following  on  horse- 
back and  not  on  foot.  [That  a  distinction  between 
virtue  and  vice  should  lie  in  the  mode  of  hunting  seems, 
at  first,  strange.  Possibly,  however,  the  hunting  on  foot 
implies  poaching,  when  dogs  and  ferrets  were  used  on 
territoiy  other   than  their   own.]     The   Archbishop   then 
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starts  to  mete  out  punishments:  for  a  breach  of  the 
above,  one  day  on  bread  and  water;  if  still  refractory, 
two  days  and  more  bread  and  water,  the  punishment  to 
fit  the  crime,  and  as  his  insolence,  so  his  fast. 

A  very  sore  point  is  then  dealt  with : — "All  who  have 
anything  to  do  with  women  must  be  kept  at  home, 
except  in  cases  of  public  necessity,  and  then  tliey  are 
to  be  in  the  company  of  those  not  thus  guilty,  for  if 
they  are  in  the  presence  of  good  men  they  will  surely 
imitate  them."  Even  those  who  had  but  engaged  in  a 
convei'sation  with  a  woman,  providing  they  could  not 
produce  witnesses  of  their  innocence,  are  to  be  "justly 
punished." 

Again  bread  and  water  is  introduced  as  a  punishment 
for  chatterboxes,  and  having  insisted  upon  the  control 
of  drink  and  the  care  of  the  infirm  brethren,  back  goes 
the  Archbishop  to  the  subject  of  women.  "  Keep  them 
out  of  the  cloisters  and  inner  parts  of  the  house,"  he 
says,  "except  those  great  dames  who  cannot  be  kept 
away  without  considerable  scandal."  For  those  dis- 
obeying, again  the  old  punishment  of  bread  and  water. 
The  aged  Prelate  evidently  feels  that  his  mode  of 
correction  is  not  efficient,  and  he  runs  on  with  a  kind 
of  eloquence  that  those  leaving  the  house,  without  special 
reason  and  in  suitable  company,  are  to  be  expelled  from 
the  brotherhood  for  five  days,  during  which  time  they  are 
to  sit  on  the  ground  for  meals  (et  in  terra  sedens 
nihilominus  comesturus).  Then  follows: — "See  after  your 
prayers  for  benefactors,  and  you,  Prior,  unless  you 
are  seeking  a  just  punishment,  remember  that  Divine 
vengeance  threatens  you." 

The  letter  draws  to  a  conclusion  with  the  recital  of 
grave  wickedness: — The  Prior  and  Canons,  one  and  all, 
had  been  led  astray  by  an  evilly-disposed  person  named 
Robert  de  Hunstaneston,  who  had  actually  taught  them 
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to  play  chess,  which  heinous  vice  was  to  be  banished, 
even  if  it  came  to  three  days  and  nights  on  bread  and 
water.  In  concluding,  the  Archbishop  contents  himself 
by  further  emphasising  the  above. 

Period:  1300  to  the  Dissolution,  1S36.— The  Cartulary 
now  becomes  exceedingly  thin,  there  being  only  twenty- 
four  charters,  from  1300 — 1485  (when  the  last  entry  was 
made).  From  the  Visitations  of  the  Diocese  of  Norwich 
we  get  a  good  idea  of  the  Priory  towards  the  end  of 
the  fifteenth  and  the  first  thirty  years  of  the  sixteenth 
century,  and  find  that  the  Archbishop's  letter  had  been, 
at  best,  but  a  momentary  check   to  the  decline. 

Charters  Nos.  629  and  530  fall  in  the  time  of  Thomas, 
Earl  of  Lancaster,  who  succeeded  his  father  1276,  and 
was  beheaded  1322.  The  former  settles  a  dispute 
concerning  the  rights  of  way  east  of  Folettesdam. 
The  charter  is  not  copied  in  full,  and  its  only  interest 
is  in  the  mention  of  two  bridges,  one  called  Coxford- 
fludgate,  between  Rudham  and  Tatersete,  and  another 
called  Kebbesbrygge.  No.  530  is  a  "  memorandum  "  that 
the  same  Dominus  Delyle  (No.  529)  claims  in  vain  certain 
rights  connected  with  the  Manor  of  Kudham.  No.  531 
is  probably  about  the  same  time — another  memorandum 
of  certain  lands  of  which  a  tenth  belongs  to  the  Church 
of  Roughton. 

In  131f  an  assize  was  held  to  enquire  whether  John, 
son  of  Will.  Peyvere,  and  three  others. have  wrongfully 
obstructed  a  way  in  Thorpmarket  "ad  nocumentum  lib 
tenent  Prions  de  K.  in  eadem  villa."  The  Prior  averred 
that  he  had  been  accustomed  to  drive  his  cattle  and 
cart  his  goods  along  that  way,  but  that  John  and  the 
rest  had  now  hindered  him.  John  appeared  in  person 
and  pleaded  "Prior  nunquam  seisitus  fuit  averia  sua 
fugandi  seu  cariagia  sua  ducendi  in  dicta  via,"  but  that 
the  way  was  only  "semita  ad  pedes."-    The  Jurors  said 
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that  a  certain  William,  Vicar  of  Thorpmarch,  had  the  way 
for  driving  his  cattle,  and  that  he  confirmed  his  tenement 
to  the  Prior.     The  way  was  declared  open. 

Two  law  suits  resulted  in  1319,  owing  to  the  Prior  and 
Convent  of  Coxford  having  been  wrongfully  disseised 
of  certain  lands.  In  both  cases  the  Jurors  awarded 
for  the  Prior. 

Possibly  about  1314  there  had  been  a  grant  of  Sd. 
ann.  rent,  but,  apart  from  this,  the  only  grants  ^  in 
the  first  thirty-six  years  of  this  century  are  those  of 
Galf.  fit  Galf.  de  Say  and  Johes  conies  Warenne.  These 
however  are  considerable :  Galfridus  concedes  10  MesS, 
72  acres  of  land  and  5s.  lOd.  ann.  rent  in  Rudham  and 
Bermere,  "quas  Prior  et  Convent'  perquisiverunt  de  feodo 
meo  per  cartam  dni  Regis.'*  John  concedes  11  Mess, 
92  acres,  1  Mill  "  ventriticum "  and  lis.  8Jd.  ann  rent, 
"quas  perquisiverunt  de  feodo  nostro  per  cartam 
dni  Regis." 

In  1337  Matthew  the  Chaplain  grants  all  his  land  in 
Burnham.  At  a  Court  held  at  Hockering  in  1347 
it  was  declared  that  Prior  Peter  of  Coxford  holds 
nothing  in  Kilverstone  of  the  Mediety  of  the*  Manor 
of  Hockering. 

In  1369  a  memorandum  is  drawn  up  of  the  possessions 
for  which  the  Prior  and  Convent  pay  tithes.  They  are 
as  follows: — (1)  A  messuage  in  Lynn  (Damgate),  (2)  a 
manor  in  Grymeston,  (3)  a  tenement  in  Hillington  "de 
Manerio  quodam  Roberti  de  Reppes,''  (4)  a  tenement  in

and  (8)  a  mediety  of  Robert  de  Brom. 
b'"o^  w"  *^ii  '^^^^  ^^^^  entry  in  the  Cartulary  brings  us  within  seven 
years  of  the  visitation  of  Bishop  Goldwell  in  1492. 
Nothing  very  glaring  is  revealed.  The  exhortations  of 
Archbishop  Peckham  had  been  only  a  temporary  check 
at  best,  and  the  Convent  is  painted  in  just  the  same 
colours — a  picture  in  strong  contrast  to  that  which  we 
saw  in  the  middle  of  the  thirteenth  century.  Where 
was  the  school  which  had  raised  the  envy  of,  and 
bidden  defiance  to,  the  Masters  of  Norwicli  ?  It  is  now 
even  suggested  that  a  master  of  grammar  should  be 
furnished  for  the  novices !  (from  the  look  of  some  of 
these  charters  this  master  was  needed  far  earlier).  This 
interval  of  two  hundred  years  had  dealt  sorely  with  the 
edifice :  the  Infirmary  was  not  open  for  infirm  brethren, 
and  the  Refectory  was  too  cold  to  take  meals  in.  The 
Canons  were  evidently  showing  sad  tendencies,  for  it  is 
said  that  attention  should  be  paid  to  providing  the 
brotherhood  with  "  recreationes  honestas."  At  this  time 
Henry  was  Prior,  Robert  Sub-Prior,  and  there  were  six 
other  Canons  (Johannes  Dereham,  Johannes  Nytyngale, 
Richardus  Creyke,  ThoS  Norwich,  Witt  Ketylston,  and 
Johannes  Lynne). 

Visitation  of        Twenty-two  years  afterwards,  the  visitation  of  Bishop 
Bp.  Nicke.  .  .  .  . 

Nicke   took  place.     Of   the   ten   forming  the  brotherhood 

at  this  time,  five  aver  that  all  things  are  going  on  well. 

These   are    John    Frost,    Thomas   Birde,   Henry    Helman, 

Richard    Boteley,    and    Richard    Titleshall.      Prior    John 

Matthew,  however,  complains   that   the  morning   prayers 

are  not  celebrated,  that  the  brethren  are  disobedient  and 

quarrelsome,  and   that  John  Berdon  has  taken  to  flight 
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three  or  four  times,  resulting  in  his  present  detention  in 
prison.  This  is  all  very  sad — and  those  prayers  ?  It 
seems  that  the  Prior  himself  was  not  exactly  an  early 
riser  !  Johannes  Nytyngale,  who  had  risen  to  the 
position  of  Sub-Prior,  is  next  examined,  and  says  that 
silence  is  not  observed,  that  the  annual  account  is  not 
rendered,  that  they  have  no  Infirmary  for  the  infirm 
brethren,  and  that  the  Refectory  is  going  to  ruin. 
Willelmus  Kettilston  emphasises  these  last  two  points, 
and  Ricardus  Andrew  further  complains  that  the  Priw 
does  not  rise  up  for  nightly  prayers  except  on  the 
four  principal  feasts.  Although  the  brotherhood  had 
increased  to  ten.  the  state  of  affairs  was  worse. 
Prior  Matthew  was  not  a  favourite,  and  a  lack  of 
harmony  pervaded  the  whole  House.  All  appeared 
more  lazy,  and  the  ruinous  condition  of  the  edifice  had 
received  no  attention.  The  injunctions  were  in  con- 
nection with  the  above  grievances.  Of  the  brotherhood 
of  1492  only  two  remain,  Brothers  Nytyngale  and 
Kettilston. 
J^sitation^of  j^j  1520  Bishop  Nicke,  together  with  John,  Bishop  of 
and  Chalcedon,  made  a  second  visitation.     John  Matthew  was 

still  Prior,  Nytyngale  Sub-Prior,  whilst  of  the  Canons, 
John  Frost  and  Thomas  Birde  still  remained.  The  number 
had  dropped  to  seven,  but  there  were  three  novices,  thus 
making  the  full  complement.  This  time  Nytyngale  merely 
complained  of  the  account  not  being  rendered,  and  stated 
that  otherwise  all  things  were  well.  Nevell,  Froste,  Byrde, 
Salter,  and  Wadnow  said  that  all  things,  both  temporal  and 
spiritual,  were  well  performed,  and  that  the  Prior  carried 
out  his  duties  properly.  The  three  novices  were  not 
examined.  Tliis  sudden  change  to  such  an  admirable 
state  of  affairs  is  rather  suspicious,  and  we  can  hardly 
believe  the  old  disorders  had  been  removed,  for  they 
were  mentioned  a^fain  in  1532. 
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In  1526  the  number  had  fallen  to  five,  the  Prior, 
Sub-Prior,  and  Salter  still  remaining.  John  Matthew 
was  by  this  time  an  old  man,  and  his  laziness  suited 
all,  for,  with  the  exception  of  Nytyngale's  eternal  cry 
of  "no  annual  account,"  all  tbings  were  again  reported 
well.  The  natural  injunction  follows — that  the  number 
of  the  brotherhood  must  be  increased,  and  further,  that 
the  monks  and  novices  must  have  fit  education  from  a 
preceptor. 

Tlie  final  visitation,  before  the  royal  agents  made  their 
appearance,  was  in  1532.  Henry  Salter  had  risen  to 
the  position  of  Prior.  Fearing  that  Nytingale's  ghost 
might  return  with  the  accusation  of  **no  compoting,"  he 
starts  by  saying  that  no  account  of  the  possessions  of 
the  House  remain,  and  that  they  are  therefore  unable  to 
render  an  account.  Robert  Porter,  who  was  a  deacon 
in  1526,  is  accused  of  having  offspring,  the  House 
being  burdened  with  the  upbringing  of  the  same.^ 
Willelmus  Nevelle  reports  that  all  things  are  well,  but 
there  is  no  Intirmary,  and  that  the  Dormitory  is  in  ruins. 
John  Graye  adds  that  Porter  "concordat  cum  priore," 
whilst  Porter,  White,  and  Kent  say  *' omnia  bene." 
The  Work  of  In  the  beginning  of  November,  1534,  an  Act  of 
Parliament  conferred  upon  Henry  VIII.  the  title  of 
Supreme  Head  of  the  Church,  carrying  with  it  the 
right  to  "  visit  and  reform  errors,  heresies,  contempts, 
and  offences."  In  1535  Henry  issued  a  commission 
to  visit  the  Monastic  Houses. 

In  the  Chantry  certificates  (Norfolk,  No.  90)  the 
House  is  valued  at  £121.  9s.  9d,  with  £17.  Is.  lOd,  for 
demesne   lands.     Only  three   priests   are   reported   aZl   of

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good  name,  but  there  is  added,  in  a  different  hand, 
**  ten  at  the  last  visitation  ....  whereof  then  j  decysed 
&...."  Those  living  there  are  reported  as  sixty -four 
(waiting  servants  7,  hindes  40,  children  3,  and  folk  in 
the  hospital  14).  The  House  is  said  to  be  in  decay  and 
ruins.     The  lead  and  bells  are  valued  at  100  li. 

The  fate  of  Coxford  was  not  known  with  the  in- 
coming of  1536,  though  many  houses  had  already  fallen 
before  that  cold-blooded  and  liyper-utilitarian  spirit, 
Cromwell,  as  the  following  letter i  witnesses: — 

"  Right  Reverend  Father  in  God,  I  recommend  to  you, 
&c.,  &c.,  the  cawys  off  my  wrytyng  att  thys  tyme  ys 
thys  For  as  myche  as  ytt  pleases  the  Kyng  off  hys 
Regall  power  to  take  Refformacion  off  all  and  singuler 
howses  off  Relygyon  with  In  thys  hys  Reme  For  the 
abbwcyon  off  ther  lyffyng  and  some  schalbe  detoysd 
off  the  wyche  yower  howse  was  namyd  yett  nott  .with 
standyng  by  the  Intans  of  yower  Fryndes,  tyll  the 
Retorne  of  thys  my  Chaplaine  and  kynysman  I  do  kepe 
yo  harmeless  were  Foi*e  I  wyll  tliat  yow  Receive  (him) 
as  ye  wold  me  yff  I  were  present.  Further  I  wyll  thys 
premess  consederyd  wyche  belonges  (to)  the  welthe  off 
yower  howse  that  ye  must  do  me  some  plesure  wyche 
ys  to  lend  me  xl  li  the  wyche  schalbe  payd  yow  a  gane, 
&  For  yower  payment  ye  schall  Ressawe  a  byll  off  my 
hand  were  In  ys  sett  no  sum  but  loke  how  myche  as 
ye  delyuer  so  myche  to  wryth  In  and  thys  doyn  I 
schalbe  Redy  to  kepe  yow  owtt  off  danger  as  the  berer 
h(ireoff  can  scho  yow  more  plainly  namore  to  yow  buthat 
yow  loke  to  the  panys  of  thys  berer  wryttyn  att  london.

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The  forty  pouads  was  evidently  the  price  of  but  a  few^ 
days  of  life,  and  the  Priory  perished  almost  immediately 
afterwards.  On  April  30th  Prior  John  Matthew,  now 
undoubtedly  very  old,  wrote  to  Cromwell,  asking  for  his 
poor  living  and  pension  without  further  vexation  and 
trouble,  and  said  that  Dr.  Legh  had  assured  him  he 
should  have  £20  a  year.  He  also  begged  for  his 
chamber  with  two  beds,  one  for  himself  and  one  for 
his  servant.^ 

The  sale  of  the  furniture  of  the  Priory  took  place 
about  nine  months  afterwards.  The  four  commissioners 
for  Norfolk  certified  on  27th  January,  1537,  to  the 
sale  of  goods  of  this  House,  including  the  following 
interesting  items': —

The  subsequent  history  of  the  house  is  comprised  in  a 
few  scattered  notices. 

In  1529  John  Matthew,  Prior,  had  granted  to  Thomas, 
Duke  of  Norfolk,  Kilverston  Manor,  which  had  been 
given  to  the  Priory  by  Margaret  de  Cressi.  This  was 
in    consideration    of    a   debt   the    Convent   owed    to    the

Evenu'*^"*  At  the  dissolution  of  the  Priory  in  1536,  the 
Manor  of  East  Rudham  with  the  site  of  the  Priory  of 
Coxford,  the  impropriated  rectory,  and  patronage  of  the 
vicarage,  were  given  to  Thomas,  Duke  of  Norfolk.  In 
the  reign  of  Edward  VI.  Norfolk  was  attainted,  and  his 
possessions  passed  to  the  Earl  of  Warwick,  the  father 
of  the  greatest  of  Elizabeth's  courtiers,  Leicester.  While 
Coxford  was  in  the  hands  of  the  arrogant  and  designing 
Warwick  the  following  indenture  was  made: —

The  letter  is  long  and  rambling,  being  nothing  more 
than  an  account  of  the  lands  proposed  for  settlement 
upon  the  happy  pair. 

Thomas,  Duke  of  Norfolk,  was  restored  in  the  reign 
of  Mary.  In  1597  his  son  Philip  Howard,  Earl  of 
Arundel,  had  license  to  alienate  the  Manor  to  Sir  Roger 
Townshend,  in  the  possession  of  which  family  it  has 
remained  to  the  present  day.

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Spelman  says  that  tlie  Priory  was  standing  in  the 
reign  of  James  I,  and  that  in  part  of  the  Priory  lived 
Henry  Cornewaleys,  Esq.,  who  married  Anne,  daughter 
of  Roger  Rookwood,  Esq.,  of  Euston,  Suffolk. 

So  ends  the  history  of  Coxford  Priory,  most  of  which 
is  gathered  from  the  531  land  grants  and  confirmations.

Admerciamentum :  the  Prior  of  Coxford  as  Lord  of 
the  Manor  of  Wesfc  Rudliam  claimed  jurisdiction  over 
all  tenants  of  the  manor.  The  Prior  of  Acre  (anxious 
to  establish  his  right  as  lord  of  his  own  little  curia) 
bargains  for  having  jurisdiction  over  his  own  men. 

Decime  curie:  these  were  probably  no  more  than  the 
produce  of  the  garden  of  the  **  Curia."  The  Acre  monks 
were  determined  on  encroaching,  and  an  encroachment 
upon  the  rectorial  and  manorial  rights  was  made,  but 
the  canons  did  not  submit  without  a  struggle  and  a 
protest. 

Per  firmam  solitam :  an  early  instance  of  a  composition 
for  tithes  by  the  payment  of  an  annual  rent  charge. 

Adventicii:  the  native-born  villein  or  the  tenant  by 
charter  is  regarded  as  part  and  parcel  of  the  manor  as 
the  cattle  of  the  curia  are.  Bub  hired  workmen  are 
no    more    to    be   allowed    to   plead   exemption   from    the 
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general  jurisdiction  of  the  Manor  than  cattle  or  sheep 
straying  or  brought  in  are  to  be  free  from  dues.

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INTRODUCTION  TO  THE  CALENDAR  OF 
COXFORD  CARTULARY. 

There  seems  to  have  been  pressure  laid  upon  the 
Monastic  Houses  to  preserve  evidence  of  their  acquisi- 
tions. Charters  were  the  result,  and  these  documents 
were  produced  on  all  episcopal  visitations.  Thus  every 
monastery  had  its  register  ("  registrum "),  in  which  were 
inscribed,  at  least  in  theory,  the  original  charters  (or 
copies)  of  all  that  had  come  into  the  possession  of  the 
House  from  the  beginning. 

The  Cartulary  of  Coxford  is  upon  leaves  of  vellum  or 
parchment,  15  ins.  by  13  ins.,  in  good  condition,  legible, 
and  with  leaves  unrumpled.  The  writing  is  of  the 
thirteenth  and  fourteenth  century,  the  entries  of  an 
earlier  date  being  evidently  copies  of.  the  originals. 

The  arrangement  of  these  charters  (mostly  undated)  in 
chronological  order,  must  necessarily  be  based,  more  or 
less,  on  the  succession  of  the  generations  of  the  principal 
benefactors. 

The  Patent  Rolls,  from  which  I  had  expected  much 
help,  throw  little  additional  light  upon  these  results,  and 
although  the  principal  benefactors  of  Coxford  Priory 
were  patrons  of  other  religious  houses,  I  have  obtained, 
by  reference  to  the  histories  and  registers  of  such 
establishments,  but  a  scanty  confirmation  of  this  work 
and  no  help  to  determine  the  dates  of  the  unplaced 
grants  at  the  end  of  this  Calendar. 

The  Cartulary  comprises  631  charters.  The  only 
attempt  at  arrangement  on  the  part  of  the  monastic 
officials  consisted  in  grouping  them  into  the  parishes 
to  which  the  grants  refer.

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From  the  dated  charters  we  are  able  to  determine 
the  order  of  most  of  the  Priors.  The  list  given  in  the 
"Victoria  County  History"  seems  incomplete,  and  both 
Dugdale  and  Taylor  omit  some.  To  the  time  of  Prior 
William  de  Hempton  (1315),  the  Priors  are  traceable 
in  the  Cartulary;  the  remainder  are  copied  from  Taylor's 
Index  Monasticus.  Working  from  the  Cartulary  we  get

The 
other  point,  with  one  exception  (c  89),  does  not  affect 
the  dating  of  the  charters,  but  must  be  suggested  in 
attempting  a  complete  list  of  Priors,  c  89  suggests 
that  there  were  two  Priors  named  Matthew.  The  firat 
Prior,  Matthew  de  Cheney,  is  certain;  but  in  c.  89, 
Galfridus  de  Rudham  speaks  of  land  received  ''ab 
Mattheo  Priore  fratre  meo."  The  phrase  is  repeated  in 
the  document,  so  there  is  no  copying  mistake.  Was 
Galf  de  Rudham  in  some  way  (extra  matrim)  related  to 
the  first  Prior  of  Coxf ord  ? 

This  list  of  Priors  enables  us  to  determine  within  a 
few  years  the  position  of  more  than  seventy  of  the 
remaining  charters  {see  numbers  appended  to  list  of 
Priors  in  Appendix). 

The  value  of  the  following  Calendar  depends  to  such 
an  extent  upon  the  de  Cheney  family,  that  the  chief  part 
of  the  remainder  of  this  Introduction  must  be  devoted 
to  a  consideration  of  the  genealogical  table,  which  I 
have  worked  out,  and  to  a  workable  method  of  affixing 
their  dates.  The  value  of  this  table  consists  in  enabling 
us  to  place  between  fifty  and  sixty  charters  in  chrono- 
logical order. 

Working  from  the  Cartulary  the  following  data  can 
be  gathered.  Compared  with  the  table  of  the  same 
family  in  the  Sybeton  Register,  a  few  contradictions 
become  apparent  which  are  noted  below  the  table  placed 
in  the  Appendix,  but  apart  from  those  there  is  no 
serious  clashing.

From  the  above  and  the  Sybeton  Register  the  appended 
genealogical  table  is  formed.  The  following  method 
of  fixing  their  dates  has  been  adopted,  which  proves 
satisfactory.  From  Badulfus  of  the  first  generation  to 
Isabella  Rye,  wife  of   Roger   Cressy,  there   is  a  period

At  first  I  was  inclined  to  place  some  value  upon  the 
mode  of  address,  which  varies  much  during  the  first 
fifty  years,  either  as  "To  the  Canons  of  Rudham,"  **To 
the  Prior  and  Canons  of  Rudham,"  "To  the  Canons  of 
Coxford,"  and  "To  the  Prior  and  Convent  of  Coxford." 
It  seems  as  if  at  first  the  Priory  retained  the  name  of  the 
old  church  from  which  the  Canons  had  been  removed, 
after  their  formal  establishment  as  a  body  living  under 
the  Austin  rule ;  but  although  with  a  fair  amount  of 
safety  we  can  put  most  of  th6  charters  addressed  to 
'* —  Rudham"  in  the  first  fifty  years,  it  will  hardly  be 
safe  to  hazard  an  earlier  date,  as  the  address  seems  at 
first  to  be  indiscriminately  used.  For  example,  Radulfus, 
Priest  of  Tatersete,  who  lived  in  the  time  of  William 
de  Pinken,  addresses  to  the  Church  of  St.  Mary  of 
Rudham  (239),  whilst  the  latter,  in  222,  224,  and  230, 
grants  to  **St.  Mary  and  the  Canons  of  Coxford." 
Pinken  lived  in  the  time  of  Mag*"  Eustace  de  Brunes- 
thorp  and  as  late  as  1277,  yet  c  217 — 221  inclusive 
are  addressed  to  Rudham. 

More  than  430  are  now  arranged  chronologically, 
and  those  whose  dates  are  not  determined  in  any  of 
the  above  ways  have  been  placed  by  a  comparison 
of  signatures  or  by  reference  to  someone  mentioned  as 
living  at  the  time  when  the  grant  was  made. 

A  few  notes  were  added  by  Dr.  Jessopp  when 
making  a  copy  of  the  Cartulary.  These  he  has  kindly 
permitted  me  to  use,  and  I  have  acknowledged  the 
permission  in  the  text.
